GERMAN COURSE IN DOUBT 


All Depends Upon Whether the 
Kaiser Is Seeking a Pre- 
text for War. 


DUTCH HOPE IN KUEHLMANN 


But His Inflpence Doubted in View 
of Junkers’ Greed for 
Dutch Ports.. °

THE HAGUE, ‘April 27.—The situation 
here with regard to Holland’s relations 
with’ Germany remains practically‘ un- 
changéd. Although the ‘Dutch: press is 
still nervous, the general feeling is that 
the tension: has decreased. Official al- 
lied -circles hére~ consider the situation 
still: serious; but not alarming. While. 
Dutch military -circles- are calm,’ there 
was considerable. agitation on the Lim- 


burg frontiér and at Maéstricht: saatine| 


cavalry on either side of the frontier 
appear..to-be without foundation. - 

The HahdelgbIad rématks on’ the fact 
that, whereas the German official re- 
ports and those given to the Dutch cor- 
respondents are entirely reassuring, 
most alarming reports about Germany's 
military intentions toward Holland come 
from “a person who has close relations 


with the German Government and. Le- 
gation.”’ The question seems to be re- 
solving itself into whether Germany 
wants a pretext for war. 

The Dutch people now see the dif- 
ference between.American and German 
treatment of Holland, and although they 
do not realize it, the only reason ships 
have not Jeft for grain is that Ger- 
many’s guarantee not to torpedo the 
vessels is not forthcoming.

‘improvement today. 


Pre-German Agents heeip 


There has been practically no comment 
in the Dutch press on the message re- 
ceived from New York coricerning. an 
alleged withdrawal of the offer to the 
Netherlands Government to send grain. 
The German press characterizes this 
message. as ‘‘ American unfriendliness 
toward Holland.’’ 

As a: matter of fact,:most of the wild 
newspaper talk: and comment has. been 
inspired by pro-German newspapers and 
German agents and does not represent 
the public opinion of Holland. The pub- 
lie is grateful to America for the offer; 
but has been led to believe that there is 
no guarantee that the ships will return, 
and is particularly exercised over the. 
German demands, which as yet have not 
taken definite form. These demands 
are, however,- drawing attention away. 
from the United Stetes, and, as a Dutch- 
man recently said to THe New Yorx 
Times correspondent, when the grain 
comes the people will forget about the 
ships. - 

Baron Gevers, the Dutch Minister to 
Berlin, satrived here : Thursday, and was: 
received in special audience by the 
Queen yesterday: 

Minister Loudon nade ‘pnother ‘tip’ 
ment yesterday. in the Second Chamber 
eoncerning foreign affairs. He declared: 
that the situation was serious, although 
negotiations were progressing. 

In view of'the situation, ‘the Corre- 
spondenz Bureau reports, no further 
leaves of absence were granted: Thurs- 
day, and it is expected that all military 
leaves will be withdrawn. 

"The Handelsblad’s Berlin correspond-. 
ent says that there is no reason for 
anxiety, and thatthe negotiations are 
progressing.

PREDICTS SUMMARY ACTION 


Fund for Fighting Conscription 
Reaches Huge  Proportions— 
Still Talk of Food as Weapon. 


DUBLIN, April 27, (Associated Press.) 
—The ‘success of the “ workless day 
last- Tuesday. has led to a widespread 
impression among all classes that the 
Gevernment, ‘convinced of the attitude.of

conscription into operation. This view

easing was ied today -by the 
finn Fein Councii that the Government 
was committed to; the. éffectiys . -papplica- 
tion'of conscription and confidence to the 
contrary would be- shortsighted. The Con- 
stitutional Nationalist | leaders say that 
there is no sign whatever of.a change 
ih the War Cabinet’s plans, and that 
preparations for carrying them out are 
being -made on & most formidable ‘scale. 

It is pointed out that, contrary to the 
prevailing idea, an Order in Council may 
be made effective at once, without wait- 
ing for Parliament, although Pariiament 
has reserved the power to annul it with- 
in'fourteen days. 

The Anti-Conscription Fund, of which 
Archbishop Walsh is Trustee, is being 
actively promoted, and is expected to 
reach unprecedented dimensions.. The 
Church of Ireland Gazette, the organ of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church, de- 
clares that the most lamentable aspect 
of ‘the ,present crisis is:the tendency to 
meke conscription a religious issue be- 
tween Protestants and Catholics. 

No expectations are entertained any- 
where ‘here fhat the Home Rule bill, 
whatever its character, will modify op- 
The Unionist 
journals have suggested that conscrip- 
tion might be withdrawn if the. Bishops 
and the Irish Party would make a fair 
éffer to obtain the needed men volun- 
tarily. But there is no prospect that 
such an offer will be made. 

‘The absence of the Irish Party from 
Parliament has provoked no objection 
fromthe peopie, although normally they 
would be expected to attend in fuli force 
the debates on the budget, which im- 
poses new. taxes on beer.aad spirits, 
Ireland's chief manufactures, and also 
on the farmers. No suggestion has been 
made that they should return for the 
Home Rule bill, but John Dillon, leader 
of the Nationalists, indicates that if 
conscription is applied théy. will go back 
at once to ventilate its methods.

VOORMEZEELE HARD FIGHT 


Von Arnim’s Drive at Village, 
Two Miles from Ypres, Is 
Finally Beaten Off.

LONDON, April. 27.—Reacting |° 
strongly against the heavy German 
offensive on the Bailleul-Wytschaete 
sector of the Lys salient, the British 
and French troops yesterday recov- 
ered some of the ground which they 
lost on. Thursday, and late.this after- 
noon, after a. day’ of comparative 


quiet, they were holding fast ‘Below.|.! * 


the range of hills northwest of Mont 
Kemme and around Voormezeele, 
“| (two and one-fourth miles. north of 
Wytschaete and barely two miles 
from Ypres.) 

The struggle-for the possession ‘of 
Voormezeele, the point at which the 
Germans had pushed closest to Ypres 
from the south, was prolonged and 
bitter.. During. yesterday morning 
the énemy attacked vainly in this -re- 
gion, and in the afternoon they made 
a determined effort to take Ridge 


Wood, southwest of. the towh, but 


were repulsed, leaving hundreds of 
their men prisoners. 

Further to the southwest. the Ger- 
mans suffered a repulse’ at British 
hands north of Kemmel village. 

French troops meanwhile had been 
counterattacking with _ success. .on 
their front from La Clytte (two-miles 
northwest of Kemmel) to Loere, 
(two miles west of Kemmel.) .. After 
four violent assaults in great force 
the troops of General. von Arnim 
had captured: Loere, but the French 
came back and drove the. foe out éf 
the village. Other attacks‘ by the 
Germans in this neighborhood ended 
in costly repulses.: 

Last night the Germans comtuivad 
a small British post near Festubert, |: 
(northwest of La Bassée.) An at- 
tack on British positions.to the west 
near Merville was‘a failure. 

Today there have been nothing but 
minor engagements along the entire 
British front, with the artillery’ act- 
ive on both sides.

Several Factions Fear a Dictatorship 
Under - Horvath. 


HARBIN. April 21. (Aasociated Press.) 
The politiey! situation in Siberia has 
been complicated during the last week 
by claima for recognition by the Allies 
made by rival HKussian factions, each 
to the exclusion of the others, The de- 
perture for Peking of Lieut. Gen., Hor- 
vath, Military *(’ommander here. has 
caused alarm in Siberian Government 
Representative and Socialist groups, 
who fear that ke intends to ask for 
Allied assiatance in support of a dic- 
tatorship. 

At least two factions have asked Al- 
lie@ repreaéntativ’ys to notify their Gov- 
ernments that the establishment of a 
dictatorship will he -deeply resented in 
Siberia.‘ The appurent reluctance of the 
Allied Governments to intervene against 
the Bolsheviki hos; nevertheless, caused 
several factions {o feel that the only 
hope of securing Allied support Hes in 
their coalition ints & single political or- 
ganization without- party lines and de- 
voted to restoring order in Siberia under 
a Republican form: of Government and 
re-establish ng Ruvsia in the war, or at

least overthrowirg German influence in 
Siberia, 

A former member of the Russian 
Duma has gone to Tokio to appeal for 
Allied aid, and, 
started for Peking to thwart the efforts 
of the Horvath faction in the direction 
of a dictatorship and at the same time 
to pledge the support of the Siberian 
Government to General Horvath if he is 
willing to guarantee a popular govern- 
ment, 

The Bolshevist atrocities at Blago- 
viestchensk. have aroused indignation, 
and the Far Bastern Committee for the 
Defense of the Country, an organiza- 
tion of the National Constituent. Assem- 
bly, has approached the Consular body 
with a suggestion that the Allied Consuls 
appoint delegates to co-operate in exarm- 
ining the testimony of refugees on the 
subject. The atrocities are alleged to 
surpass those in Belgium. The Consuls 
have requested instructions from their 
Governments. 

A: remarkable feature of the exodus 
from Blagoviestchensk was that the 
refugees brought treasure valued at 30,- 
000,000 rubles ($15,000,000) with them. 
The treasure was carried in Chinese 
carts,. which were guarded by -Cossacks 
and Chinese troops. 
yesterday and was deposited in the 
Russo-Asiatic Bank. 

The. treasure was taken from the 


Blagoviestchensk Bank at night and 


transferred across tne Amur River be- 
fore the massacre took place. Later the 
Bolsheviki entered the bank and, finding 
it empty, imprisoned Director Barasheff.

Three Russian newspapers in Harbin. 
have addressed a joint letter to the 
British, Japanese, and French Consuls 
protesting in the name of 20,000 readers 
against the lawless acts of brigandage 
perpetrated by the military units or- 
ganized in Harbin, which the Commis- 
sioners say have been receiving moral 
and material aid from the Consuls’ Gov- 
ernments. The action of these military 
units is declared to be prejudicial to 
the allied cause. 


Horvath Associated with Lvoff. 

General Horvath has been mentioned 
as associated with Prince Lyvoff, ex- 
President of the Council of Ministers of 
Revolutionary Russia; Admiral Kolchak, 
former commander of the Black Sea 
fleet, and General Semenoff, leader of 
the anti-Bolshevist movement in Siberia, 
in an attempt to overthrow the Lenine- 
Trotzky régime in that country.

WITH THE. BRITISH ARMY IN 
FRANCE, April 27, (Associated Press. ) 
—The forces of General von Arnim, in 
the Ypres sector, paused last night 
about Kemmel to reorganize for a 
fresh attack. . 

A.heavy artillery fire was in prog- 
ress along the allied front today,; but 
up to noon there had been no infantry 
movement. ~~ 

At that.time the Germans were hold- 
ing Mont Kemmel, Kemmel village, 
and Dranoutre in force, and the battle 
lines were drown up east of Mont 
Rouge, Scherpenberg Hill, La Clytte, 
and Dickebusch Lake. ° 

The ‘fighting yesterday between 
Dranoutre and the ‘Ypres-Comines 
Canal was intense. The.day opened. 
with a Franco-British counterattack, 
in°an endeavor to force the Germans 
from the positions which they gained 
on Thursday, and this move was fol-. 
lowed quickly by. another German at- 
tack. By 9 o’clock the fighting was 
furious all along the line. : 

‘The contest between Locre and La 
Clytte, in front of Scherpenberg, was 
particularly fierce, for this: elevation 
‘was one of the main German object- 
ives. Three times the enemy troops 
were flung forward in force, and, on 
each occasion they were thrown back. 
The fourth, assault, -however,. carried 
them into Locre. Further desperate 
attempts by the enemy to break 
through in front of Scherpenberg 
failed, and he suffered heavy losses. 

The French in last night’s opera- 
tlons not only drove the Germans 
from Locre, but also took Hospice 
and Locrehof Farm, both = strong 
points lying southeast of the village.

Heavy. Gunfire Continues Near

PARIS, April 27.—Gunfire has been 
going -on in the Somme-Avre region 
ever since last night, but there has 
been no infantry action today, and 
the situation in the Hangard area is 
unchanged. 

Some successful raids were carried 
out by the French along the general 
front late yesterday. . 

The night report of the War Office 
reads: 

There was no infantry action during 
the course of the day. 

The artillery fighting was main- 
tained in spirited fashion south of the 
Somme and on both banks of the Avre. 
There were violent bombardments in 
the region of Laffaux and the front of 
Cauriéres Wood and Chambrettes.’ 

Belgian Communication.—During the 
course of the night we carried out a 
heavy’ bombardment of enemy com- 
munications. Today the artillery fire 
at different points was very violent 
along our front south of Lake Blan- 
kaert and was marked by vigorous 
and successful work on the part of 
our gunners in this region.

Victorica is charged with the 
‘work of influencing the policies of cer- 
‘tain Sinn Fein newspapers in the United 
States, and is said to havé been pro- 
vided with a huge fund to finance her 
activities. She admits that her expenses 
fm the last twelve months have ex- 
“eeeded $40,000, but maintains that the 
money was not given to her by Ger-

| BOY SCOUTS SENT OUT 


AS GLEANERS FOR LOAN 


In Last Week of Drive They Ine 
Expected to Get Thousands 
of Additional Sabscriptions. 


The Boy Scouts of America flung 
themselves into the Liberty Loan cam- 
Paign with a vigor yesterday which 
‘augured thousands of additional sub- 
scriptions to the war coffers of the 
Government before the week is over. 
In the two previous campaigns the Boy 
Scouts were abje to perform wonders 
with their house to house and man to 
mah canvass, working throughout the 
drive so incessantly that about one out 
of every fourteen subscriptions to the 
Second Liberty Loan had been obtained, 
according to reliable estimates, by Boy 
Scouts. On the third drive it was the 
wish of President Wilson that the 
scouts be held in reserve yntil the last 
week of the campaign, and that they 
then be sent out to gather up all avail- 
subscriptions from sources not. ordi- 
Narily’ covered in the general routine 
of a Liberty Loan drive. 

Such sources can be reached only by 
the Boy Scouts as they run about their 
neighborhoods, canvassing the neigh- 
bors, the corner grocery man, the 
tutcher and the barber on their partic- 
ular block or the policeman on the 
corner. It means personal solicitation 
from persons of modést medns, but per- 
sons who are willing.to do their share” 
to help the Government when ap- 
proached with such an appeal as only an 
enthusiastic Boy Scout can offer. 

In the first loan, by personal solicita- 
tions, the Boy Scouts of America raised 
$23,000,000. In tne second loan they 
raised $102,000,000, " The national or- 
ganization numbers 328,454 scouts, and 
the New York contingent includes 74,000. 
According to the rules laid down for 
the scouts’ participation in the Liberty 
Loan campaign they are prohibited from 
taking. subscriptions from corporations 
or corperation officers.

‘Major Henry Lee Higginson, founder 
of the Boston Symphony and a lifelong 
resident of Boston, is actually a native 
New Yorker, for he was born in this 
city Nov. 18, 1834. His mother was 
Mary Cabot, of a famous Boston family, 
‘and on his father’s side he is descended 
from Francis Higginson, who settled in 
Salem, Mass., in 1629. Major Higginson 
entered Harvard in the class of 1855, but 
left to go into the banking business in 
Boston. In 1891 he gave to Harvard 
University its athletic ground, known as 
Soldiers’ Field, in memory of his cousin,. 
Colonel Robert Gould Shaw, and others 
ef.his associates in the civil war. He 
also gave in 1899 an endowment of 
$150,000 for the Harvard Union. 

The Boston Symphony Orchestra owed 
its start and its sole backing for many 
years to Major Higginson’s interest in 
music, which grew out of a year spent 
abroad in 1856, which he devoted large- 
ly to musical study. The orchestra 

ave its first concert in Boston on Oct. 

, 1881, and is now closing its thirty- 
seventh season there. Under «such 
famous conductors as Georg Henschel, 
Arthur Nikisch, Wilhelm Gericke, Emil 
Paur, Dr. Karl Muck, and Max Fiedler, 
the organization has played an im- 

rtant part in the musical life of Bos- 

m, New York and Brooklyn, Philadel- 


phia, Baltimore, Washington, and many

On 
Thursday the Marine Corps headquar- 
ters gave out the first’ list of marine 
casualties. After allowing for one name 
duplicated in the list it contained a 
total of 276 officers and soldiers killed 
or wounded from the beginning of 
marine participation in the fighting in 
France. The twélve names given out 
today bring the total marine casualties, 
exclusive of men who may have died 
from disease, to 288. 
Following the practice of the War

LAYING PLANS TO RUSH 


$3,000,000 TO FRANCE 


. bers Say America Must Speed 
_. Troops to Allies’ Aid. 


Special to The New.York Times. 


WASHINGTON, April 27.—-Members of 
the House Committee on Military Affairs 
said today that preparations must be 
made at once for obtaining 3,000,000 
fighting men and sending them to France 
in the .shortest possible time. They. 
learned recently from the War Depart- 
ment that every effort would be made 
to hurry troops abroad’ and that plans 
for thorough training here would be 
abandoned. ‘Soldiers who had wen in 
camps and cantonments for six months, 
they. said, would be sent to Europe and 
would get finishing training. in nce 
behind the lines, or in England. é 

Plans for carrying out: this program, 
it was said, would: be presented ‘to the 
committee by Secretary Baker next 
week, when the one big question, the 
size of the army, would be decided. ‘It 
may be necessary to increase the age 
limit for the drafted army and to/adopt 
means that had been thought unneces- 
sary by Secretary Baker before his visit 
aboad. The question. of the size of the 
army to be provided.by extending the 
age limit has awaited the;return of Sec- 
retary Baker, who promised. in. appear- 
ing before the: committee last week, to 
make his recommendations: on this -and 
other vital subjects next week, 

The supreme question before the al- 
lied army commanders is incréased man 
power, mostly infantry, experts say, 
and the United States is expected to sup- 
ply more fighting men within the least 
possible time. The question of man 
power is acute. Lioyd George frankly 
told the House of Commons that Amer- 
ica must place ‘more men in the field, 
and that the age limit of the draft in 
England must be increased. Conscrip- 
tion in Ireland is to be resorted to, and 
all the allied nations are doing their 
utmost in the direction .of increasing 
their armies. What England has de- 
cideqd to do, it was contended by Con- 
gressmen, must be done in the United 
States—the drafted army increased by 
raising the age limit. 

Representative’ A. C. Shallenberger, 
Democrat, of. Nebraska, a member of 
the Military Affairs Committee, favors 
increasing the age limit to 40 years. He 
has repeatedly urged that an army of 
3,000, men be put at the disposal of 
General Pershing. Representative S. H. 
Chairman of the Committee on 
Military Affairs, recently stated on the 
floor of the House that he was ready to 
vote for a largely increased army if 
Secretary Baker expressed the need for 
a bigger fighting force. 


LUFBERY IS LEADER

Thomas Hitchcock, Jr., the young 
American aviator who is a prisoner in 
Germany, was brought down when three 
enemy. liers attacked him and cut the 
controls of his airplane with machine 
gun fire, according to a cablegram re- 
ceived by his family in Westbury, L. I., 
yesterday. 

The message, which relayed infor- 
mation contained on a postcard mailed 
by the prisoner to a relative in France, 
gives March 6 last as the date of the 
engagement, and says that Hitchcock 
has recovered from a slight wound 
which he suffered. 

The cablegram read: ‘‘ Postcard re- 
ceived April 25, dated March 26, says: 
‘Qn March 6 was brought down by three 
German planes. A bullet passed through 
my side and some others cut my con- 
trols. The wound is well now. You see, 
it was not much. Please cable my 
family I am well. TOMMY.’” 

Mrs. Hitchcock said she presumed the 
postcard was mailed by her son at the 
German prison camp at Saarbrucken, 
where, according to unofficial advices 
received in Washington several weeks 
ago, the wounded aviator was confined.

“In view of> present circumstances, it

Matzenauer to allow him to see their 
child, Adriana, fortnightly, in the pres- 
ence of their friend, Pasquale Amato, 
and to require, further, that the little 
girl should be brought up to. recognize 
allegiance to her father’s country, Italy.

Prophate ™ and ‘“ Aida.’ 

In his statement Captain Ferrari-Fon- 
tana said in part: 

** One of the chief reasons of our mari- 
tal trouble was that Mme. Matzenauer 
antagonized my country and its allies. 
I have lived with her and know her sur- 
roundings only too well, and can assure 
every one that she is a German at heart, 
that German is the language generally 
spoken in her home, and that she lays 
stress upon the fact that our child, 
Adriana, learns and speaks German, 
much to my displeasure. 

Matzenauer’s 
family and her own brother are in .the 
German and Austrian Armies fighting 
against us.

‘Until this commission or some other 
active Governmental body with absolute 
power permanently controls the issue of. 
carrier securities, and, within reasonable 
limitation, the application of the pro 
ceeds thereof, stockholders and other 
investors in carrier securities are certain 
from time to time to be subjected to 
such perils of mismanagement and re- 
Sultant losses as have accrued to the 
stockholders of the New Haven,. the 
Rock Island, the -Pere, Mapauette, 
Cincinnati. Hamilton & vax ant 
others. We say‘this with farecones to 

-future conditions, .not overlooking: the 
equate but temporary safeguards now 
o taining under Federal control. 

‘The fate of the New Haven stock- 
holders is a hard one, but we have no 
alternative except to hold them chiefly 
responsible for losses which in contem- 
plation of law they brought upon them- 
selves through their chosen Directors. 
We limit our present conclusion: to find- 
ing that under all the circumstances of 
the New Haven case a reasonable re- 
turn upon the carrier property invest- 
ment shown upon its books may be 
justified.’ 

The New Haven expects to receive 
from today’s decision increased passen- 
er revenues of about $+.000,000 and in 
reight revenues about $1,865,009. The 
commission criticised the ‘‘ abuse ’’ of 
the mileage book system. in New Eng- 
land, saying travelers in the ‘past: had 
obtained mileage too cheaply and used 
it in discrimination against travelers on 
straight cash fares.

Those Who.Were Dependents Are 
Now . Self-Supporting—Fund’s 
‘TotalWas $62,103. 


For the information. of 3,500 readers 
of THE Ngw York Timgs, who made 
contributions last December for the re- 
lief of New York’s 100 Neediest Cases, 
the Brooklyn Bureau of Charities made 
public yesterday a review of the im- 
provement which had taken place in the 
condition of ten of the families on the 
list which were under the care of the 
bureau, 2 . 

Relief: was given last year to 322 
cases, the total number’ of individuals 
represented in these cases being 872. 
Twenty-eight of these cases and 154 of 
the individuals were under. the care of 
the Brooklyn Bureau of Charities. The 
reports of this bureau and of the As- 
sociation for Improving the Condition of 
the Poor, the State Charities Aid Asso- 
ciation, and the Charity Organization 
Society, who have administered the 
funds thus raised during the past six 
years, have showed that in most cases 
the relief has been permanent, that eick 
and under-nourished women and chil- 
dren have been in most cases restored 
to health and that the families, saved 
from disruption, have eventually become 
self-supporting.

In the north there is still cause for 
grave anxiety, though the Germans 
have, for the moment at least, had 
enough of their pounding tactics.

Dattle the enemy’s advance was held 
at all points, Heavy casualties were 
suffered by his troops in the course 
of many unsuccessful attacks. 

The Germans did succeed in carry- 
ing the village of Locre on a fourth 
assault; but only to be driven out by 
@ counterattack. The danger point 
for the Allies is more than ever 
Ypres. But close as the enemy is to 
that town on the south, he has been 
constantly worsted. After bitter fight- 
fing for Voormezeele, two miles south 
of Ypres, the Germans were “com- 
pletely repulsed,”’ losing hundreds of 
prisoners. Peculiarly is this locality 
the scene of a battle of reserves. The 
French and British seem to have 
them as well as the Germans. Unless 
Field Marshal Hara gives some sign 
of retirement, it may be assumed that 
the British have no idea of yielding 
Ypres and are strong in the faith 
that they can hold on. 


GERMAN CRUELTY ON THE SEA. 

There are some who read newspa- 
pers and still are not familiar with the 
‘abundant proof that officers and crews 
of the German submarines have repeat- 
edly been guilty of atrocious cruelty. 
The writer of a letter recently printed 
in an American daily, shocked by 
the story which an acquaintance told 
about a murderous attack upon sailors 


. after they had been permitted to leave 


a torpedoed ship in Jifeboats, sought 


/ confirmation of it from a, friend resid- 


ing near the place where the wounded 
survivors landed. The evidence sub- 
mitted in response was convincing. 
But the conduct of the German 
pirates in that instance was not ex- 
ceptional.

A MILLION FOR ROAD REPAIR. 

Governor WHITMAN has shown a 
clear Appreciation of the needs of 
motor truck transportation, and the 
néceasity of providing good roads for 
the prompt delivery to the seaboard of 
army transport trucks loaded with 








86) military supplies, in signing the bill 


appropriating $1,000,000 for highway 


jrepair and maintenance. The Gov- 


ernor recommended the adoption of 
the measure, which was introduced at 
the recent session of the Legislature 
when the poor condition of the main 
thoroughfare between Buffalo and 
New York City threatened to menace 
very seriously the transport from 
Western factories of essential war sup- 
plies for the armies of our country and 
the Allies. This extra appropriation, 
which wilt be spent by the State Com- 
missioner of Highways, was author- 
ized purely as a military measure, and 
the money will be used only for the 
repair and maintenance of those routes 
which are most urgently needed for 
the military purposes of the Govern- 
ment. 

The bad condition, in many sections, 
of the main route leading through the 
Mohawk Valley from Buffalo to New 
York and the failure to remove snow 
caused considerable delay to the army 
motor truck trains during the last 
Winter. The bill, it is interesting to 
note, takes cognizance of the fact that 
the main State thoroughfares should 
be kept in reasonable condition for 
transportation all the year, and pro- 
vision, is made for-the use of a sub- 
stantial sum for snow removal next 
Winter. Another portion is to he 
used in strengthening bridges. 

Besides the improvement of the Buf- 
falo-to-New-York route, the road to 
Camp Upton will be immediately im- 
proved. The greater part of the route 
to the Yaphank camp from New York 
City is in good condition, but a thirty- 
two-mile stretch from Smithtown to 
the camp, and continuing to River- 
head, several miles_ to the east, 
requires hard-surface construction. 


When that is completed, motor travel |. 


to the camp will be shortened by near- 
ly ten miles, as it will be possible to 
use the more direct northerly route 
instead of the “Merrick and South 
Shore roads, the customary motor 
trip at the present time. The section 
from Smithtown to the camp is the 
easterly extension of the Jericho Turn- 
pike, running direct to Middle Island, 
the northern extremity of the camp. 
The extension to Riverhead, on Pe- 


conic Bay, will give prompt access to 


the camp from the easterly end of 
Long Island, bringing it into more 
direct communication with the ship- 
ping centres in that locality. _ 


LIBERTY LOAN PROGRESS. 

The Liberty Loan news may be 
called satisfactory only if the three 
billions the Treasury asked for be 
regarded as a maximum. In fact, it 
was a@ minimum. Five billions is 
wanted. Surely five billions is not 
too much to ask from the United 
States when Germany’s eighth loan, 
in the third year of the war, realized 
a@ greater number of ‘marks than any 
previous loan, according to Count 
ROpDERN’s Official statement. To be 
sure, the 14,500,000,000 marks were 
in depreciated paper, and an uncer- 
tain part® was for conversion .of old 
loans. It is not possible to believe 
that Germany is capable of raising 
three billion dollars in new funds on 
a gold basis, but that is not the 
point. Germgny is so preoccupied, 
and its resources and population are 
so much smaller than ours, that it is 
@ reproach to us to make so much 
trouble of five billions in gold values, 
although not in, gold coin. | 

That remains true, although the 
response of Liberty _Day is good 
enough to give grounds for hope that 
the five billions may be realized. The 
nation is only seven million dollars 
behind the quota for three billions, 
including this city’s shortage of $612,- 
000,000 from its quota, On the other 
hand, it is fair to remember that at 
this stage of the second loan cam- 
paign the total in hand was less than 
now, and that $3,400,000,000 was 
gathered in the last week. Théd rec- 
ord is that on Thursday night 67 per 
cent. of three billions, $2,035,990,200, 
had been raised in 75 per cent. of the 
time allowed. Incomplete reports of 
Liberty Day sales raised the coun- 
try’s tota] to $2,113,998,350. To that 
must b& added the final days begin 
ning with Liberty Day. The nation’s 
daily average beginning with Liberty 
Day. must. be $120,876,225 to realize 
three billions. Although New York’s 
totat of $504,230,700 is almost. double 
the district next following, this Re- 
serve district has a long way to go 
if the maximum is to be reached. 
These are the irreducible minima, 


given out on the theory that 





overconfidence is dangerous and that 
stimulus is necessary. It is now some 
months since Mr. CHoaTe said, almost 
with his last words, “For Gop’s 
sake, htirry!”’ That applies all around, 
for the loan closes next Saturday. 
Up to this stage the outstanding 
difference between this loan and the 
two. earlier ones is that the country 
is now leading the cities in liberality. 
The inference that the cities are cool- 
ing toward the war is not justified. 
The cities are backward now because 
of the thought that they had been 
so forward before that this was in 
danger of being thought a rich man’s 
war. It is neither a rich man’s 
war nor a poor man’s war., It is 
a war of all believers in democ- 
racy, including especially Americans, 
against autocracy primarily. There 
is another war in the background, 
but that is another story.’ The world 
is to be made safe for self-rule, and 
Russia teaches that Germany ig the 
enemy. Germany cannot: be fought 
with dollars, It must be fought’ with 
exposure of breasts to man-killing 
devices which exhaust the resources 
of civilization to produce. The sol- 
diers cannot win without the fac- 
tories. The factories cannot ‘ win 
without the soldiers. The Germans 
cannot be bought off, nor coaxed off, 
in the manner of the Bolsheviki. The 
mothers who in the Liberty Day 
parade carried service flags with gold 
stars and the legend: ‘‘We gave our 
“sons, they gave their lives, - what 
“do you give?” touched all hearts. 
The subscribers to the loan who can 
give only dollars give all they can. 
Dollars will provide fighting tools and 
food and clothes for the fighters, if 
they are provided soon enough and 
plentifuilly enough. But the war is 
not to be fought with gloves. It must 
be fought by workmen and soldiers, 
by every hater of German policies, 
without regard to age or sex or 
condition of, life. Some appreciate 
this. The daughter of the late Am- 
bassador BAYARD is now making 
munitions for the Bethlehem Steel 
Company. She has the idea. Others 
need it. Her husbanfi was counsel 
in a $60,000,000 powder suit, and it 
is to be supposed that she did not 
need the money earned in the fac- 
tory as much as the country needs 
the work of her hands. The fact is 
that the country needs the hands of 
100,000,000 Americans if the Ger- 
mans are to get their deserts. When 
once that idea “ gets. across” there 
will be no more trouble about the 
five billions, or any other sums. It 
is difficult to say that the country 
appreciates what war means against 
such antagonists when a request for 
three billions meets with such slow 
response, for whatever reason. The 
bung should be removed from the 
barrel altogether. There should be 
no more dribbles from -the spigot. 


IRELAND AND CONSCRIPTION. 

According to The London Daily 
Mail, ‘he Lord Mayor of Dublin as 
decided not to go to Washington to 
lay the Sinn Fein anti-conscription 
cause before President WiLson. If 
the report is true, the Lord Mayor of 
Dublin has had an unexpected attack 
of tommon sense. As well might 
Morgis HILLQuiT or VICTOR BERGER ask 
to lay the case of the German Social- 
ists before the British Government. 
“The wrongs of Ireland,’ when s0 
many Irishmen of Ireland and the 
Trish Catholic hierarchy itself have put 
themselves in the wrong, appeal to 
deaf ears. Resisting the supreme 
wrong of German domination, men 
of Irish descent in America have no 
time for the traditional hatred of 
England. 

Ireland itself, prosperous by Eng- 
lish legislation, fat, largely unscathed 
of the burdens of the war, and hither- 
to, by the weakness or good nature of 
the British Government, exempted 
from conscription, is playing an “in- 
giorious, a ‘contemptible, part, “while 
the tragedy of the nations goes on. If 
Ttreland has not Home Rule, whose 
fault is it but that of Irishmen? Let 
them agree among themselves. Their 
quarrels cannot be allowed to. obstruct 
or endanger the common cause of free 
civilization. 

Meanwhile the pro-German antics 
of the more violent Sinn Feiners have 
disgusted Americans. The insults to 
our sailors in Ireland have opened 
many American eyes, sympathetic 
with Home Rule, but seeing the folly 
and the criminality of the Irish “ Re- 
publicans "” who conspire or connive 
with Germany. An Irish “ freedom ” 
and “ independence ” founded on Ger- 
man support is more than treason to 
Great Britain. It is treason against 
the orderly freedom which the great 
free nations of the world are defending 
against Germany. Here, 
aspirations of Irishmen in Ireland for 
self-government have long found a 
general support, there are few besides 
the negligible *‘ soap-box ” ‘contingent 
who do not see with sorrow and anger 
the refusal of so many Irishmen to 
fight by the side of men of their blood 
from the United States, Great Britain, 
and the Dominions for free govern- 
ment. 
serve self-government by defending it. 

The Catholic hierarchy in Ireland 
has put itself in the wrong for rea- 
sons which perhaps are other than 
they are usually represented to be. It 
is unbelievable that the Vatican, 
whatever its natural desire or its past 
efforts for peace, has seen without 
grave disillusionment and foreboding 
the threatening Pan German militar- 
istic course of Germany since the 
Russian peace.

tonsa, national humiliation, and ruin; 

a Prussian peace that leaves the 
world at the mercy of Germany; the 
economic, political, and military rule 
of the world by Germany—that is the 
peace the infatuate last effort of Ger- 
many means. Sought by what. pit!- 
less methods, with what savage con- 
tempt of church and cathedral, priest 
and nun, and all the sanctities of re- 
ligion and humanity, the Vatican, 
neutral as it may wish to be, knows 
oyly too well. 

The Catholic hierarchy of Ireland, 
long averse to the Sinn Fein move- 
ment, seems to have judged itself un- 
able to control the younger priests and 
men, and to have. yielded to the move- 
ment for the purpose of controlling 't, 
of mitigating its excesses, of not sepa- 
rating itself politically from the peo- 
ple. To the conservative instinct, the 
sagacity, the large intelligence of the 
rulers of the Catholic Church in Ire- 
land, to the generous feeling, the 
fighting spirit of a people lovable even 
in its wrongheadedness, the destiny, 
the future of Ireland, are now in- 
trusted. The first wild ardor against 


rconscription seems to be giving way to 


a soberer and saner feeling. If Irish- 
men demand justice, they must not 
ask to be privileged from the imperi- 
ous duty which men of their blood 
and name here and in Canada and 
Great Britain have not shrunk from. 
Above all, if Ireland, at this critical 
point in the war, shirks, malingers,, 
resists, continues to stand apart from 
the last stand of free institutions, 
what friends, what hopes, what future 
not inglorious and despised, can ‘t 
look for? 

If Irishmen’ of Ireland expect cny 
help, any. good offices, from Amer- 
icans, they must help America now. 
If they are worthy of freedom, they 
must fight for {t. If they choose ‘o be 
in effect allies of Germany, they are 
our enemies; and they deserve the 
German tyranny they invite. 


MR. MORGENTHAU’S REMINIS- 
CENCES. 

As an observer of the political as- 
similation of Turkey by Germany jn 
the interval between the early Sum- 
mer of 1913 and the great war, Mr. 
HENRY MORGENTHAU, the American 
Ambassador at Constantinople, has 
an illuminating story to tell. “I am 
“beginning to write these reminis- 
“‘cences of my Ambassadorship at @ 
“moment when Germany’s schemes 
“in the Turkish Empire and the East 
“have achieved an apparent success,” 
he says in an article in the World’s 
Work. When Mr. MorGENTHAU ap- 
peared on the scene the Young Turks 
had ceased to be reformers, and soon 
he was to perceive that they had 
never been idealists. Their leaders, 
TALAAT, ENVER, and DJEMAL,~ as 
knavish a band of adventurers as 
ever betrayed a helpless people, had 
raised themselves to power by mur- 
der and deportation. Assassination 
was less subtle than in the days of 
ABDUL HamipD, but it was equally 
effective as a political weapon. Mo- 
HAMMED V., “a _ quiet, 
gentlemanly old man,” was Sultan 
and Caliph only in name. The Com- 
mittee of Union and Progress ruled, 
and TALAAT, ENVER, and DJEMAL 
were bosses of the committee: 
TALAAT, a former letter-carrier and 
telegraph operator, a good-natured 
but wily giant, who could be cruel 
and remorseless; ENVER, who posed 
as the Turkish Napoleon, a dapper 
little man, intrepid but -graceless; 
DJEMAL, a black-hearted scoundrel, 
who later distinguished himself in 
Palestine as Commander of the 
Fourth Army Corps by massacring 
the non- Moslem population. The 
craftiest man of the three was 
TALAAT, but he was not, like ENVER, 
a willing tool of Germany. The 
meanest was DJ=EMAL, but even an 
unsophisticated diplomat, as Mr. 
MORGENTHAU admits himself to have 
been, could see through a man whose 
features were stamped with villainy. 
Interesting, but not the most attrac- 
tive, in the Ambassador’s gallery of 
portraits was- Baron VON WaANGEN- 
HEIM, who was the Kaiser’s. personal 
representative and trusted agent at 
Constantinople. Of him Mr. MorcEn- 
THAU Says: 


WaNGENHEIM had precisely that com- 
bination of force, persuasiveness, ge- 
niality, and brutality needed In deal- 
ing with the Turkish character, * * * 
He had one conspicuous quality, which 
is not Prussian at all—that is, tact; 
and for the most part he succeeded in 
keeping his less agreeable tendencies 
under the surface and showing only 
his more ingratiating side. He domi- 
nated not so much by brute strength 
as by a mixture of force and amiabil- 
ity; externally he was not a tully; 
his manner was more insinuating than 
coercive; he won by persuasiveness, 
not by the mailed fist, but we who 
knew him well understood that back 
of all his gentleness there lurked 
a terrific, remorseless ambition. 

PaLLavicint, the Austrian Ambassa- 
dor, is described as “a diplomat left 
over from the days of METTERNICH,” 
With upturned gray mustache and a 
strutting walk, he “ looked like the 
“ old-fashioned Marquis of the comic 
“opera.” Proud of Old Austria and 
punctilious as he was vain, PALuavi- 
CINI always consulted “my Foreign 
Office.” The German knew what the 
Kaiser wanted, and never hesitated to 
demand it. It resulted that the Aus- 
trian was clay in the hands of the 
athletic and accomplished WanGEN- 
HEIM. The British Ambassador, Sir 
Lucas MALLET, a genial, whole-souled 
man of the world, who did not take 
his duties tragically, never competed 
with Baron VON WANGENHEIM for 
the favor of the Young Turk dictators. 
M. BoMpagsD, the French Ambassador,

with the cabal. It was evident that 
TALAaT, the brains of the combination, 
considered the American Ambassador 
in the light of a disinterested “ looker- 
on” in Constantinople, but there he 
made a mistake. He had to deal with 
a man.of great natural shrewdness. 
Mr. MorGenTHAv understood from the 
first what was going on, and when in 
doubt he could go to Sir Lucas MALLET. 

But our Ambassador was.often taken 
into the confidence of TaLaaT, who, 
like most. of ‘his countrymen, regarded 
America as a country. of idealists and 
altruists that had no interest in Tur- 
key except to build educational {nstitu- 
tions.. “ The very fact that my coun- 
try was so disinterested,” says Mr. 
MOoRGENTHAU, “ was’ perhaps the rea- 
“gon why TaLaaT discussed Turkish 
“ affairs so freely with me.” The day 
the ex-postman came to our Ambassa- 
dor to ask him to place a small loan 
in America for Turkey—the sum 
named was $5,000,000—Mr. MorGEN- 
THAU understood how hard up the 
Government was. 

An American capitalist was consult- 
ed, and he came to Constantinople in 
his yacht, to the great agitation of 
Baron VoN WANGENHEIM, whose busi- 
ness was to convince the Turks that 
Germany was their true _ friend. 
French bankers furnished the money 
in the end, which was satisfactory to 
the German Ambassador, who was 
ready to provide funds for the reor- 
ganization of the Turkish Army, also 
a drillmaster in Field Marshal Liman 
von SANDERS. A day came when Mr, 
MoRGENTHAU saw the Turkish tatterde- 
malions transformed into a showy 
army doing the goose-step. It was 
then announced that \voN SANDERS 
would command the First\Army Corps, 
and that General von SOHNELLENDORF 
would be Chief of Staff. 

This was in January, seven months 
before the invasion of Belgium. Scores 
of Germans held high posts in the 
Turkish Army, and ENVER Bey, who 
was a professed pro-German, had be- 
come Minister of War. There could 
be no doubt that the Kaiser had an- 
nexed the Turkish Army when Mar- 
shal von SANDERS, whose vanity had 
been wounded in a matter of prece- 
dence, told Mr, MoRGENTHAU that he 
was in Constantinople not only as 
drillmaster to the Turkish forces but 
as “the personal representative ” of 
WILHELM, with full instructions. This 
the Ambassador reported to Washing- 
ten. His eyes were opened more when 
VON WANGENHEIM came to him to pro- 
test against consummation“of the gale 
of the battleships Idaho and Missis- 
sippi to Greece, when her relations 
with Turkey were critical. “I don’t 
“think that the United States realizes 
“ what a serious matter this Is,” said 
the Baron; “ the sale of these ships 
“ might be the cause that would bring 
“on a European war.” But Greece 
acquired the American battleships. 

The first installment of Mr. Mor- 
GENTHAU’S reminiscences comes down 
te July 5, 1914. -A requiem mass had 
been celebrated the day before for the

diers’ Delegates. 

Alt we know so far is that, since the 
Czar’s abdication, Russia has been 
broken into a score of pieces, each 
claiming its independence: Finland, 
Poland, the Ukraine, the Caucasus, 
Siberia, Tashkend, Bessarabia, Crimea, 
the Tartars, the Cossacks, and‘so forth. 
But these several pieces have never yet 


jJdemanded to form a federate State. 


Again, in Russia as elsewhere, there are 

cialists of different shades, but no 
man of common sense will admit for a 
moment that the educated and wealthy 
classes of Russia, ‘as well as the peas- 
antry, counting perhaps eighty millions, 
were instantly converted to socialistic 
ideas. As to the councils or soviets, it 
is well ‘known that there are strong 
councils bitterly opposing the Bolsheyiki 
,and still demanding™the convocation of 
the Constituent Assembly, before which 
the Bolsheviki tremble as aa culprits 
before their judges. 

The Russians, at least a esas ma- 
jority of them, belong -to the Orthodox 
Church, bowing to the authority of a 
patriarch. Not long ago, in all churches 
of Russia, there was solemnly read ex- 
communication of the Bolshevist Gov- 
ernment. It is quite impossible then to 
put under the Bolshevist red flag the 
orthodox people of Russia. And with- 
out those people what will become of the 
Russian Soctalistic Federated Council 
Republic? It will be but an empty and 
meaningless name, The Bolsheviki are 
known to \be extremely daring and 
audacious. Why then do not they want 
to sail under their true flag, be it red, 
but bearing this comprehensive inscrip- 
tion: ‘‘ The Bolshevist Republic’’? Ne 
sailing under a false flag!

The 
transportation of these famfites“inte the 
interior of Bulgaria and their temporary 
installation et Tatar-Bazardjik, Kara- 
Bachii, Philippopoli, in Northern Bulgaria, 
and the Dobrudja has begun. These refugees 
arrive in a lamentable condition owing to 
privations, Their number is considerable, 
for in the registers ef Drama alone 10,000 
[words illegible] have been inscribed. This 
measure has been taken in order to render 
the population Jess dénse and facilitate thus 
the feeding of Macedonia, and also in order 
to increase hand labor in the towns and 
villages of Bulgaria, where actually a 
great scarcity of workmen exists, The 
foregoing ,measure has perhaps also a 
hidden political motive, the systematic re- 
moval of the Greek element frem Mace- 
donia with the object of modifying. the 
actual Hellenic character of this prevince. 
I do not know if any Slavophones have 
emigrated. As for the Mohammedans, about 
5,000 of them have arrived in Bulgaria, 
some of them in Sofia. In consequence of 
the steps taken by the Turkish Consul at 
Philippopoll these Mohammedans will be 
sent to Turkey, 

The insinuation that back of this trans- 
fer of a part of the population thefe is 
some ulterior purpose is gratuitous, see- 
ing that those were transferred who 
wished to emigrate and that among them 
there were many Turks, and undoubtedly 
Bulgarians also.

April 8.—This afternoon I had the satis- 
faction of going to the bank te get the 
5,700 francs sent by Mrs, Wilson for the 
Easter contribution to the Bien-Etre, and’ 
it comes to us just the right moment, be- 
cause the demands after this dreadful 
German drive are fearfully heavy. From 
all the accounts of the wounded it almost 
seems as if those Huns hed’ gone more 
blood-mad than usual, and, believe me, 
that means something. ‘There seems to be 
ne limit to their Ingenufty in cruelty, and 
their atrocities are unbelievable. Miss 
Vanneman, the first of our dietitians, 
(whose picture appeared in THE Timms not 
lorig since,) has been given the Croix de 
Guerre for ‘‘ extraordinary courage, deve- 
tion, and good judgment under actual fire.”’

We have had our ears filled 
for years with the German Government 
and its attainments, What has the 
German Government. achieved? All the: 
wonderful social reforms held up to the 
world for admiration have not had their 
origin in the Government, but have been 
granted by the Government or taken 
over by it, when the growing power of 
the people was beginning to be a men- 
ace to autocratic rule. In these reforms 
there has been no humanitarian pur- 
pdse, merely an opportunity for the Gov-" 
ernment to strengthen itself and gain 
greater power over the people in prepa- 
ration for this war. 

This war is evidence per se of the 
utter rottenness, inefficiency, stupidity, 
and unrestrained criminality of the 
famous German Government, and the 
failure of its equally famous and much 
boasted system of education and train- 
ing. Germany is far behind the civili- 
zation of the .world. Of the rights of 
others the Germans knew nothing and 
care less. As citizens they have been 
driven and bullied and policed from in- 
fancy, and each adult has had his turn 
at bullying, driving, and policing some- 
one weaker or lower in the e than 
himself. As a nation they have grown’ 
up with the idea, and now they propose 
to bully, and drive, and police the world. 
Every American who wants to know 
the German mind on this subject, and 
incidentally to understand the princi- 
ples underlying Germany’s methods of 
colonizing would do well to read “‘Neigh- 
bor Hans” in the Atlantic Monthly of 
February, 1918. 

Mr. Kuno Francke has “nothing in 
common with the fanatics who make 
it their business to inflame the people 
indiscriminately against Germany and 
everything German.” It is to our last~- 
ing disgrace that all America did not 
blaze into indignation the day that the 
German _hordes poured into Belgium, 
and it is @ greater disgrace that today 
America is still lagging in her percep- 
tion of the true situation and of the 
pursuance of her part in the war. One 
great fact we do not yet realize is that 
this war is not a European war, but 
one- that, is being fought, and must be 
fought, in every country in the world 
wherever Germans have got a foothold. 
This smokeless struggle is as vital to 
the final issue as the bloody battle now 
being fought on the “ western front.” - 
Russia has already fallen; Argentina is 
scarcely holding her own against the 
foe in her midst.

Every man, woman, 
and child in America is responsible for 
some part in the war that must be 
fought on American il. We are 
responsible for the kind ef men that 
are holding public office. We-are to 
blame if the unfit and disloyal remain 
in office. It is the fault of the tax- 
payer that teachers known to be pro- 
German are still directing the minds of 
our children and young people. It is 
the fault of our easy-going American 
habit of mind that ‘we have not risen in 
a gigantic boycott of a treasonous press, 
and the man who more than any other 
has been bringing confusion into the 
minds of our people and aiding our ene- 
mies through this powerful medium. 
We are to blame that matters of im- 
port to the nation are “ hushed up" in- 
stead of being probed to the end and 
made public. It is a dastardly thing 
to send the best of the nation to the 
slaughter across the water while we do 
nothing on this side to rout the enemies 
here who would betray and hamper 
them. “ Let every American join the 
army ‘of defense at home’ and work 
with his might to rid the country of 
its enemies or render them powerless.

sion of the Red Cross, 44 East Twenty- 


' . third Street, where it was stated: that | 


the kits will be used in filling requisi- 
tions from the Department of Military 
Relief for men leaving “from ports. of 
embarkation. 
placed on the allotments,.but it is urged 
that a steady flow of completed kits be | 
“turned in until the order is filled. 

While the kits which are furnished to 
the newly drafted men when they leave ' 
home are always app#eciated, it has 
been the experience of the Military Re 
lief Department that the men leave the 
ports of embarkation without kits or | 
have used yp their contents while in | 
camp. It ig to supply this deficieney 
that the recent request has been made. 

“The Atlantic Division was asked to 
make a gift of 5,000 comfort kits as its | 
share to a general gift of kitg to the 
Serbian Army. About 2,700 of these 

- kits were shipped to the clearing house 
on April 16, and the remaining 2,000 | 
will soon follow. This gift; it ig ex- 
pected, will serve to emphasize the | 
fact that America is backing the Serbs 
es well as the other allies in Burope 
@nd stimulate a feeling of confidence on 
the part of the unfortunate people. 

Comfort kits for the army are. made 
from kKhaki-colored material sewed up 
into a simple bag, with an inch hem at 
the top, through which a gathering 
string or tape is run.- They should ba 
about 12 by $ inches when finished, and 
mot exceed 12 by 12 inches at any 
time. A ‘‘ housewife ’’ in the shape of : 
a@ strip of linen or khaki, with puckets 
and tape strips attached, may hold the 
sewlng waterlals.

‘“*“General March, in a letter to Sen+ 
ator Weeks of Massachusetts,'’ Mr, 
Alien said, ‘is «quoted as having said 
that the need for sending socks to 
seldiers abroad did noi exist. We feel 
that this statement has been censirued 
as meaning that there is no longer 


any need fer socks among our soldiers}. den 


tn France, whereas the meaning in- 
tended was that the army itself and 
the American. Red Cross were provid- 
ing adequate suppliés of socks and 
that, therefore, shipments by individ- 
uals through parcel post were unneces- 
sary. 


Demand for Socks Grows. 


“The demand for socks is greater at 
this time than ever before, and the 
¥ted Cross has asked its chapters to give 
precedence to sock production over all] 
Other knitted articles. A sock lasts only 
three days, and we will meed all the vol- 
unteer effort we can get in order to cone 
tinue to meet the need among owr 
men. On the other hand, the pust of- 
fice, in order to conserve cargo space 
aboard ocean’ carriers, has issued an 
order suspending the sending of indi- 
vidual parcels, except under certain con- 
ditions of rigid restriction. 

. The Red Cross deals with American 
idiers not a’ individuals, but as an 
army,, and its supplies are sent wheree 
ever the greatest need exists. These 
roan are great not only abroad but at 
At Cx.up Jpton alone, the Ac- 
lantic Division distributed 40,000 pairs 
of socks this week; in January, 68,189 
irs; in February, 41, 428 pairs; in 
arch, 92,188 pai:s, and, thus far in 
April, 63,000 pairs have ‘been supplied 
through the Bureau of Military Relief 
at A:lantic Division Headquarters. 

‘* Women, therefore, are asked to con- 
tinue to give as much time as possible 
to.the making of socks and the public 
is urged to contribute these articles as 
generously as in the past.’’

Two distinct objectives are the aims 


ef the golfers of this country for the’ 


season of 1918. One is to foster tour- 
nament play in any form which will 
make for ‘greater activity in this part 
of the sport.; The other is to develop 
the sport of: golf into a war relief bene- 
fit society ‘in which every activity of 
the players will be diverted toward 
helping in the nation’s pursuit of war. 

Unlike last season, there is now a 
discernible -disposition on the part of 
the. golfers, clubs and organizations to 
make the season notable’ for what the 
players at home can do to help the 
cause of the United States. Its mani- 
festation in the metropolitan district 
and the rest of the country already 
has made ‘itself known in many ways 
and daily there are new ideas advanced 
by those interested. A variety of plans 
has been devised, all with the ore 
idea of aiding the war cause. 

One of the most talked of ideas orig- 
inated’ in Chicago and has been ‘‘fos- 
tered by Silas’ Strawn, a former Presi~ 
dent of the United States Golf Asso- 
ciation. ‘Although his plan cannot re- 
ceive official sanction from the U. 8. 
G. A. or from the Treasury Depart- 
ment, which it will benefit most, many 
golf clubs already have sanctioned the 
idéa and are preparing to put it in use. 
It is simply. doing away with prizes 
in -golf and substituting Thrift Stamps 
and Liberty ‘bonds. 

According. to R. H. Wilson, one of the 
joerg Eeowets of the Liberty Loan, 
it is lieved that if:an effort. were 
made to procure the co-operation of the 
great body of golfers in the United 
States in the purchase and distribution 
of Thrift and War feving Stamps the 
result would be a substantial increase in 
such stamps sold. Three ways in which 
such an effort can be made an accom- 
nae fact suggest themselves to Mr. 

ilson and are as follows: 

‘* First—All: clubs and _ individuals 
throughout the United States offering 
prizes for competition between profes- 
sionals should make the prizes payable 
in War Stamps, either for the full 
amount or at least 50 per cent. of the 
Prizes, the rest payable in cash. 

“Second—All golf. clubs at which 
caddies are-paid through the club should 
make it their rule to pay the caddies 
in Thrift »r War Stamps to the extent 
of 50 per cent. of their earnings. This 
would benefit. the caddies as well as the 
Government rrr 

‘“‘Third—All’ golfers who play. individ- 
ual matches for balls or money should 

lay such matches for War Savings or 
Thrift Stamps, and the,winners, upon 
receiving. their stamps, should make it 
their rule to set them aside until ma- 
turity, and should not use them in.pay- 
-ing later losses. All golf club Treas- 
urers should become agents for the sale 
of stamps, and should at all times keep 
on hand adequate supplies for wse in 
paying caddies and for their members.’’ 

The suggestion of paying golf debts in 
Thrift S s which originated in Chi- 
cago caused some stir about the country, 
since the idea violates one of the funda- 
mental rules..of amateurism. However, 
the,U. S. @. ‘A. officials and the officers 
of ‘the different associations have ad- 
vised their respective members that the 
Tule could be made elastic. under such 
circumstances. : 

The Executive Committee of the U. S. 
G. A. has taken official cognizance of 
the idea, and has ruled that any infrac- 
tion of the amateur rule for such a 
werthy cause would go unnoticed by that 
body. At the same time the committee 
has advised all clubs to be careful as 
to the caddies employed during the sea- 
son. The demand for farm labor makes 
it adamant that no caddies above 16 
years of age be used, according to the 

_ committee. 


In addition to the individual, four-ball, 
and team matches for the war funds 
which are listed for the coming season, 
there will-be any number of big tour- 
naments for the same cause, The U. 8S. 
G. A. has not listed a patriotic tour- 
nament such as it held at the White- 
marsh Valley Country Club last Sum- 
mer, nor has the Western Golf Associa- 
tion made any definite plans for a tour- 
nNament to take the place of its annual 
championship. However, both bodies 
are expect to prepare the way for 
several big events shortly. . 


Both the Women’s Metropolitan Golf 
Association and the Women’s Golf Asso- 
ciation of Boston have scheduled a Red 
Cross tournament for the coming Sum- 
mer, each superseding the ususl cham- 

ionships of these big Eastern bodies. 

he metropolitan affair is to be held at 
Apawamis during June, and the Boston 
women are to have a pretentious carni- 
val of golf in which the men are to be 
participants in several innovations of 
golf, this. affair to start June 4 and 
end June 7. ; 

The Boston women now are going fur- 
ther into war work, having .made ar- 
rangements to hold two tournaments for 
the Red Cross at the Country Club of 
Brookline, one in the Spring and the 
other in the Autumn. The Spring tour- 
nament, a near medal play affair, 
is scheduled for May 6. The entry fee 
will be $1 or more for every participant. 
The more ts very elastic, since any 
player may pay whatever she cares to 
above $1 for the privilege of trying to 
win the tournament. 


The Professional Golfers’ Association 
still is trying to definitely arrange a 
series of team matches to be held dur- 
ing the Summer, but as yet has not 
succeeded. However, it is almost cer- 
tain that the team matches will be 
played, but it is unlikely that any such 
pretentious affairs as were held last 
year will be the rule. The professionals 

ave listed their time for exhibitions 
during the Summer and stand ready to 
give their aid at all times. 


Since there are many naval officers 
and cadets stationed nearby, the Shene- 
cossett golf links at New London, Conn., 
will be ge on Memorial Day this 
season, that these enlisted men may 
have a chance to play golf. 
wold will open on June 15 to accommo- 
date the friends of the naval men. 
Chenecossett will aguin hold its annual 
open tournament, after a lapse of one 
year, besides -a number of events for 
amateurs. There are to be several ex- 
hibition matches played during the sea- 
son.. The links have been improved con- 
siderably since last season. Donald 
Ross has changed several holes and 
made such improvements that a greater 
test of golf is now possible. Alex Smith 
again will be the professional. 


The annual Spring tournament of the 
Country Club of Atlantic City is to be 
held at the New Jersey resort on the 
last three days of this week. As usual 
it will be an open affair for amateurs, 
with. the qualifying round Thursday, 
the first two match play rounds Friday 
and the semi-final and final rounds 
Saturdsy. There will be a handicap 
medal play affair Saturday in which 
all. players will be eligible. The course 
will be open for practice tomorrow. 


The New York Newspaper Golf Club 
will start its competitive season tomor- 
row over the Van Cortlandt Park links 
with a qualifying round for the May 
Cup. A War -Savings Stamp is to be 
awarded to the player having the low 
medal score in the qualifying round. 
Since only the net score is taken in 
these tournaments, all those who have 
68 or better will be regarded as having 
tied and will play off for the prize.

Former Yale Player, Who Develops 
Rutgers Elevens, Regards Profes- 
sional as an Essential! Factor. 





George Foster Sanford, who for the 
. Aast few seasons has develoned some 
high-class football elevens at Rutgers, 


sent to each of the. Presidents of the! ! 


New England colleges, which were rep- 
resented at the meeting in Boston yes- 
terday to consider. the question of. doing 
away with professional coaching, a 
*copy-of an article which he has written 
on the professional football coach. 

Mr. Sanford, along with many: other 
coaches who have developed the game 
at American universities, does not favor 
the move to place the spert under 
Faculty coaches, and tn the article 
which he submitted yesterday he en- 
deavors to point. out where the student 
athletes are benefited more by the pro- 
fessional coaches than they would be 
by Faculty members. 

The following defense of the coach 
was written for publication in The Scar- 
let Letter, the annual publication .of 
Rutgers, which is soon to be published: 

Mr. Sanford pointa out that college 
Faculties have always taken the wrong 
view of the football coach: He says 
they have always regarded him as a 
‘‘man under suspicion” rather than 
regarding him <4 is true light as one 
who-has probably more “influence. in 
shaping the character’of the students 
under tis control than .any one in the 
aniversstae. 

Mr. Sanford’s treatise on the football 
coach ip as follows: . 

‘Our gga of teh served 
composed of men 0 pu 
example, men who seas both .the 
value and dignity of s se olarship., The 
character of the American youth is 
greatly enriched through association 
with these men and the influence they 
spread. wees capreagewey 4 it is in no sense 
the intention to belittle faculty influ- 
ence, but it is intended to show that 
there exists an influence equally otent.

St. Paul and Minneapolis Sportsmen 


Not Sure They Would 
-Care to Have Battle. 
ann RERRAnASERREREEnnnEneT 


That Jess Willard and Fred Fulton 
may not meet for the world’s heavy- 
weight championship title on July 4 
is a situation now confronting boxing 
enthusiasts throughout the country. 
Opinion. on the matter is divided, many 
holding the belief that the eontest will 
meet with favor from the authorities of 
the Twin'Cities, while there is a belief 
that the proposed bout will be aban- 
doned because of hostility on the part 
of some of the citizens of St. Paul end 
Minneapolis. 

Willard, néw in Chicago, is reported 
as doubtful ‘that the authorities will 
allow the contest. A public clamor has 
grown against the bout, since it was 
tentatively announced by Promoter 
Colonel J, C. Miller that the match 
would take place in Minnesota. Colonel 
Miller, contrary to the opinion of the. 
champion, is quite optimistic on the 
subject and inclines to the belief that 
favorable action will be announced re- 
gardless. 

The plan of the promoter to pay the 
boxers in Liberty bonds, while prompted 
By patriotic motives, seems nevertheless 
to have fallen short of its intended 
goal. It was popularly supposed that 
this scheme would find immediate favur 
with those for and against the bout, but 
even this phase of the proposed match, 
with the additional concessions of the 
promoters that they will contribute 
liberally to various war relief funds, has 
not had an appeasing effect on those 
against holding the bout between St, 
Paul and Minneapolis. 

If the contest is allowed to go through 
there seems little likelihood of the title- 
holder being dethroned.

DISTANCE RACE TO IOWANS 


Columbia Furnishes Surprise by 
Dogged Struggle in Four- 
Mite Title Chase. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 27. — Over- 
@hadowing all else at the Pennsylvania 
relay carnival at Franklin Field this 
afternoon, was the remarkable running 
of Frank Shea of the University of 
Pittsburgh, who by super-endeavor car- 
ried the colors of his college to the fore- 
front in two of the most important re- 
lays just when it seemed that they 
would be left trailing far behind in the 
dust of defeat. ~~ 

It wag in the mile relay for colleges, 
not in the Middle Atlantic States Con- 
ference that the national quarter mile 
champion first won the plaudits of the 
big gathering. in the stadium. The race 
for three quarters of the distance looked 
like @ daul conteét between Syracuse 
and Columbia, the Pittsburgh men being 
almost: forgottén when they were trail- 
ing some forty yards behind at this 
stege of thie contest. 

Then came Shea into the race. 
set off: at hot speed, and before more 
than a quarter of a'‘lap had been 
traversed he was fighting for the lead, 
and an instant later shot to the front 
and raced away to a victory that was 
a remarkable achievement both as to 
pluck and skill. Unofficially this track 
star was clocked in 49 2-5 seconds for 
his quarter. mile. 


Shea Takes College Title Race. 


Even this was overshadowed just an 
hour later, when Shea was again called 
upon to fight his way through to victory 
after his brother runners from Pitts- 
burgh had handed him a handicap of 
many yards. This final test was in the 


one-mile college reluy championship of 
America for the Mike Murpny Cnallenge 
Cup. This time, even though her men 
trailed along far behind the others, 
Pittsburgh could not come forth with 
the same kind of a surprise. The spec- 
tators set their eyes on the Pittsburgh 
men who ran the first three relays 
rather than on the leaders in the event. 

It was the University of Missouri 
which furnished the rival to Shea, in 
Pittam. The latter with a fair fead 

et off at a hot pace, but the Pitts- 

urgh contender went after him with 

long, confident strides and on the back 
6tretch caugh ~o For a few strides 
the two pac along side by side and 
them once more Shea's stamina carried 
him ahead and he swept around the 
turn and into the homestretch with a 
lead that was comfortable, if not large. 
This time, Shea, with a flying start 
made the quarter in even fuster time 
than during his previous race of an 
hour earlier. He was timed in 48 4-5 
seconds. Missouri! swung into second 
place, and Pennsylvania third. 

Columbia University furnished some- 
thing of a surprise in the four-mile 
championship, an event which closed 
the day’s co. In this race the 
Blue and White was lined up against 
three antagoniste—Iowa State College, 
Pennsylvania, and Lafayette. It was 
evident after the first mile that Penn- 
sylvania and Lafayette were out of the 
race; but Colurmbia doggedly followed 
close behind the Iowa men, who came 
East , “won, ens 
ago, the Western four-mile relay cham- 
pionship. 

When Columbia actually -finished in 
the lead at the end of the first relay 
the crowd kecame interested. . 

The Blue and White maintained a po- 
sition only a few strides behind the 
leaders on the next two relays, and it 
was realized that the confident West- 
erners might be pressed to a hard strug- 
gle. Hawthorne was the last runner for 
the Towans and Shaw for Columbia. 
Huelsenbeck, the third Columbia man, 
had been forced to give ground, but his 
euccessor made it up in a furlong, and 
then followed along behind Hawthorne. 
The latter even relinquished the lead for 
@ time, but on the last lap Hawthorne 
ehot out in front, and,. going down the 
back stretch, pulled rapidly away from 
his rival and finished with an advan- 
tage of:some thirty yards. Pennsylva- 
nia and Lafayette, a half a lap away 
at tha ttime, had a tight race for third 
place, the Quaker éVentually winning. 


Fordham Earns Brackets. 


Fordham College provided a success- 
ful team in another of the mile relay 
events, but was pressed to a merry con- 
test all the way, and at the finish had 
omy a margin of about five yards to 


spare over Colgate. Tufts had been a 
contender in the early Pag of the race, 
but later it developed into a three- 
cornered contest between Fordham, Col- 
gate. and Rutgers. Coming around the 
ast turn there was little to choose be- 
tween the runners. For a moment the 
colors of Colgate flashed ahead, and 
then as the three men turned in‘to the 
stretch. the Fordham representative 
forced his way through and clinched 
the victory. 
Pennsylvania had a habit all after- 
noon of finishing down toward ‘third 
position in the relay events.

Oarsmen Sweep Past Rivals 
in Conclusive Style. 


WAR FLAVOR TO REGATTA 


»| Ancient Rivale Meet on Lake Car- 


negle in Contests Devold of 
One-Time Glamor. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PRINCETON, N. J., April 27.—In a 
setting of rural quiet and pastoral beau- 
ty, Harvard’s ‘Varsity and freshmen 
crews swept over Lake Carnegie this 
afternoon in front of the Princeton 
shells, the Crimson winning the ’Varsity 
by a length, while the Harvard cubs led 
the young Tigers at the finish by two 
lengths. Harvard’s time in the big race 
was 9:57, while the victorious crew_ 
crossed the line in 10:06. 

This regatta between the two old rivals 
set a new style in college boat races. 
There was none of the glamor and osten- 
tation of the spectacular American row- 
ing events. before the war. Here was a 
boat race purely for sport’s sake, -far 
away from the maddening crowd. No 
blare of trumpets and no waving of ban- 
ners greeted the oarsmen in their two 
tests of speed. It was wartime com- 
petition in all its simplicity. 


English college boat races. Harvard 
was received more as guests than deadly 
rivals. Harvard’s crews rowed 
Princeton shells and enjoyed the hospi- 
‘ality of Tigertown week-end visitors. 
There was little or no expense, and the 
spectators on the grassy hanks of the 
lake were asked to contribute 25 cents 
each for their afternoon’s pleasure. 


Lake Carnegie Course Ideal. 


There never was a more ideal spot for 
holding a boat race than Lake Carnegie 
this afternoon. The long, narrow ex- 
panse of water stretched like a ribbon 
through verdant meadows. The breath 
of Spring was in the air and the trees, 
the wild flowers and the foliage were 
breaking into budding splendor. Patches 
of violets and dandelions made slashes 
of color along the banks of the lake; the 
red buds of the young maples stood vit 
against the green background; ‘the 
cherry: trees and peach trees were, blos- 
soming, and the few hundred students 
who lined the edges of the water were in 
flannels and without hats. 

The tip of the course was at Kingston, 
just above the old stone bridge which 
General Washington destroyed after the 
battle of Princeton, during the Revolu- 
tion. The crews raced over a course of 
one and seven-eighths miles. The fast- 
est time ever mude ‘over the Carnegie 
course is credited to Cornell at 9:08. 

There was a sharp, quartering wind 
blowing over the course when the two 
‘Varsity crews rowed to the starting 
mark just before 3S o’clock. The after- 
noon sun giittered on the rippled water, 
and the idea of simplicity was even 
carried to the point where the stake 
boats were eliminated. At. the dam, 
where the race started, the two crews 
jockeyed about several minutes like 
two “skittish thoroughbreds, and they 
were finally arrayed in perfect align- 
ment when Referee John Arthur Brown 
of Pennsylvania sent them on their way. 


Harvard Away in Front. 
Harvard had an advantage right at 
the start. The Princeton eight were 
slower at starting than the Crimson 
boat. Coached to take a few strokes

Tigers Make Final Spurt. . 
Again at the mile and a quarter flag 
the Tiger coxswain hit up the beat, and 
the blades flashed through the water, 


but the best that the bow of the Tiger 
boat could do was to hang doggedly to 
the stern of Harvard's shell. arvard 
was rowing a beautifully timed thirty- 
two. etroke, with plenty power in it, 
which sent the-shell steadily through 
the water. Princeton’s boat was not 
moving so evenly, and there seemed to 
be a slight catch between strokes. Lit- 
tle Mammer called on his men to move 
up on Harvard, but the Crimson boat 
shot ahead with deadly regularity. 

The oarsmanship of the Crimson row- 
ers was superior to Princeton's, and 
they got their blades deeper in the 
water and shot the shell ahead with 
greater power. 

It was a hard chase for the Princeton 
men, and it is to their credit that they 
were able to keep up their losing game 
without faltering. At the mile and a 

alf flag, Princeton made their final 
effort, and as the coxswain hit~up the 
stroke to-thirt:-six the Tigers again 
started to lap the Harvard boat. For 
a while it appeared that the Tigers’ 
spurt Was going to carry them ~. even 
with the Harvard shell, for their higher 
stroke had the desired effect and gained 
a bit on every pull. 

Princeton cut down Harvard’s lcad to 
peg: rag of a boat length, and it 
was sliding along the water in beautiful 
style Reynder’s the Crimson coxswain, 
barked out a few brief orders and Har- 
vard’s crew went up to 34. With this 
additional power to send it along, the 
“arvard boat shot to the front again, 
and as the crews approached the finish 
boat there was a little bit of open water 
between the shells. 


Tigers Die Hard. 


Bearing down to the finish, Princeton 
made its last desperate effort. The 


Tigers seemed to have plenty of stam- 
ina, for they cut down the lead again to 
an even length, and it was by this mar- 
gin that Harvard, sweeping through the 
water with a smooth finished stroke, 
shot over the line a winner. All the 
Sarsmen in both boats were in excellent 

hysical condition, for they were all 
resh when the race: was over. 

Harvard's time was 9:57 and Prince- 
ton’s was an even 10 minutes. 

The freshman race was an easier vic- 
tery for Harvard, for at the start the 
Princeton youngsters did some splash- 
ing before they got away. In this race 
the disadvantage of Princeton’s get- 
away was more noticeable. By the 
time the Tiger cubs had chopped the 
water a few times in rapid succession 
to get their boat started, Harvard hed 
already pushed their shell three-quar 
ters of a length ahead with long, sweep- 
ing strokes.

Major. Prentice Actively En-

~ Men Now in Service. 


WILLIAMS IS HEARD FROM 


Champlon Says Quickness of Feet 
Is of Little Value In Dodg- 
ing Big Shells. 


Julian §. Myrick,~Vice President, of 
the T’nited States Nationai Lawn Tennis 
Association, has sent a letter to the 
member clubs calling attention to the 

ngement made for the benefit of 
tennis men in France. Major Bernon 
8. Prentice, who is attached to the 
headquarters staff of the Red Cross, 
was named last fall as the special 
represéntative overseas of the Tennis 
Association. Information concerning 
men in service has-been forwarded to 
him regularly and he has had oppor- 
tunities to aid some of these men. 

In a recent letter Major Prentice 
writes that he had a long talk with 
R. N. Williams, 2d, the national cham- 
pion, who is a Lieutenant in artillery. 
Because of his knowledge of French 
Williams has had an unusual oppor- 
tunity to acquire splendid experience. 
He recently was presented to General 
Pétain, Commander of the French 
armies. 

Williams tells of being under fire as 
follows: ‘The Germans located me 
when I was peacefully walking across 
a field, but I heard them coming (he 
had been speaking of shells) and I 
find that, contrary to all the tennis 
critics, it is not at all necessary to be 
quick on your feet; just lie right down 
and glue yourself tothe ground. * * * 
At any rate, I have been under fire, and 
it is net half so bad as some people 
make out.” - 

Major Prentice gives some details of 
the death of ‘‘ Tony” Wilding, one of 
the world’s most famous players, killed 
early in the’ war, told him recently by 
a Canadian, who witnessed Wilding’s 
death. ‘Wilding was riding along a 
shell-racked road when a big fellow 
landed right in front of him,” Prentice 

rites. ‘‘ An officer ran out on the side 
of the: road and persuaded Wilding to 
take refuge with them. He was bearing 
dispatches and hesitated. but finaliy.de- 
cided to do so, A few seconds afterward 
a shell landed on top of the abri, a 
direct hit, killing ail inside instantty. 
Probably if he had done as he wanted 
to—ride on—he would be alive today.

Now Shipping About 200,000 Tons 
a Month to the Shipyards—

PITTSBURGH, April 27,—Reports that 
the Washington authorities contemplate 
shutting off completely the supply of 
steel to certain consuming industries, 
on the ground that they represent “ non- 
essentials,"" are not correct. On the 
contrary, Washington has practically 
tabooed the word ‘“ nonessential,’’ at 
least as relates to steel, and now 
speaks only of ‘‘ less-essentials.’”” Ow- 
ing to the fact that steel is proving jv 
scarcer at the present time than had 
been anticipated, additional measures of 
regulation are being studied. The object 
is not to cut off any supplies entirely, 
buf to establish eventually a full and 
precise list of all classes of steel con- 
sumption, in proper sequence, . There is 
no doubt of giving a 100 per cent. sup- 
ply to as many lines as could thus be 
supplied, and giving nothing at all to 
the lines toward the lower end of ‘the 
list. 

Preparatory, to the practical develop- 
ment of the program, a complete analy- 
sis of the steel due on so-called com- 
mercial orders is being made. Hitherto 
the mills have reported weekly in de- 
tail the shipments and orders for Gov- 
ernment account and for the Allies’ ao- 
count, but the remainder, often spoken 
of as representing ‘‘ commercial " steel, 
has been reported only in aggregate 
tonnages. Now fresh reports are to 
be made, classifying this tonnage as 
to the precise use to which it is to be 
put,.and when mills do not know al- 
Sena they are requiring customers to 
furnish the needed information.

SEES WHOLE NATION | 
BUSY ON WAR WORK 


Political. Economist ‘Expects 
America to Follow Example 
of Other Belligerents. - 


STEEL ONLY A BEGINNING 


Harold G. Moulton of Chicago Uni- 
versity Says Workmen Must 
Centralize on Essentials. 


Gradually the process is gaining head- 
way of subordinating industry not es- 
sential to the conduct of the war to 
that which ts directly connected with 
means for beating Germany. The de- 
cision of leading steel men on Friday 
to centre their full capacity on pred- 
ucts for munitions and ship steel was 
the most impressive evidence of this 
tendency which has yet appeared, and 
it may be expected that in many other 
lines a similar alteration of manufact- 
uring will be shortly discerned. 

With the allied nations looking to the 
United States for the men and materials 
for winning the war, there are two al- 
ternatives before the country, says Har- 
old G. Moulton of the Department of 
Political Economy of the University of 
Chicago. Either the 60,000,000 workers 
of the United States must be speeded 
up to a point where they can produce 
not only the usual quantities of essen- 
tials and nonessentials and in addition 
the unlimited quantities of ships, sup- 
plivs, munitions, and food that are re- 
quired, he states, or we must central- 


ize on essentials and transfer, so far 
as may be practicable, the factory pow- 


luxuries to the production of war goods. 

‘When the war began it was generally 
assumed in the United States,’’ he as- 
serts in a pamphlet issued by the Union 
League Club of Chicago, ‘‘ that the first 
of these alternatives would be adequate 
to meet the requirements of the situa- 
tion. We assumed the production 
of war sup lies could be mateetaken oe 
an extra—ihat we could speed up 
factories and our workers suetieienty: to 
meet all war demands. We did not 
understand how utterly insatiable are 
the demands of modern warfare. he 
notion that war production can be 
carried on as an extra is, however, no 
longer held in Government circles. It 
is now conceded that we must resort to 
the second method. 

Lessons Learned in Europe. 

‘“‘In order to understand clearly the 
reasons for this change we must con- 
sidér the lessons that the United States 
has learned in Europe in this connection. 
One of the best ways of ascertaining the 
problem that les before us is to study 
the German method of industrial 
mobilization. We have all wondered 
many times how rmany has been able 
to finance the war, how she has been 
able for four years—though largely cut 
off from the outside world—to resist the 
economic pressure of the Allies and at 
the same time procure the necesary war 
supplies for campaign after campaign— 
yes, let it be faced squarely, for victory 
after victory against her united enemies, 

‘There is just one answer to this 
question. As soon as it became ap- 
parent that the war would be long- 
continued, Germany set about the elimi- 
nation of all nonessential industries; 
factories which had been producing 
luxuries were converted into munitions 
or supplies plants where possible, and 
where this was not possible they were 
closed down and the laborers trans- 
ferred for war service in essential in- 
dustries. Germany thus early got right 
down to brass tacks. Indeed, in some 
instances Germany did not wait to dis- 
cover whether the drive on Paris would 
be successful. Secretary Baker tells 
us that he knows of one case where, 
within twenty-four hours after the out- 
break of the war, one-half of the labor- 
ers in a large nonessential industry 
were placed in the army and the re- 
raainder transferred to war industries. 
A selective draft for industry appears to 
have been a part of Germany’s war 
preparedness, 


Skilled Laborers Left Trenches. 


“It was quickly recognized in France 
that ‘ business as usual’ would be noth- 
ing short of national suicide. ‘Three- 
quarters: of the male laboring population 
between the ages of 18 and 45 were called 
to ‘arma literally overnight, with the 
result that French industry during those 
first awful weeks was targely paralyzed. 
France was relying upon her accumulat- 
ed stores of supplies, plus taper tan eee 
from England and America. But. afte 
the pressure on the west was somewhat 
relieved, and after it became clear that 
a long struggle was inevitable, France 
recalled from the trenches skilled labor- 
ers and mechanics, who could henceforth 
serve the: nation more efficiently in the 
industrial orig & 

‘ But when these men were withdrawn 
from the front, it goes without saying 
| that they were not aoe to produce 
luxuries and nonessentials; they were 
ae te uvbuilding war industries, to the 
end that the armies might be certain of 
Luiaimog a steady replenishment of the 
indispensable weapons and materials of 
warfare.’ 

England started with the idea that 
war work could be conducted side by 
side with commercial undertakings, Mr. 
Moulton says, but awoke to the real 
situation in two years. He continues: 

“Jt was argued by many in England, 
as it is being argued by some in the 
United States, that to readjust indus- 
try in such fashion would be to decrease 
wages and profits and thereby render 
difficult the task of paying taxes and 
subscribing to Government loans. The 
fall of this notion was revealed by 
experience, however, for when lahor 
was shifted to war industries and fac- 
tories were rehabilitated for the man- 
ufacture of war supplies, it was found 
that wages and profits were quite as 
large as before. 


Clear Gainga in Fighting Strength. 

‘* And what ise the vitally. significant 
factor, it was found that these wages 
and profits were ‘earned in producing 
things that could be used in the waging 
of the war. The war supplies obtained 
by this diversion of energy represented 


clear gain in fighting strength. 
“While this country has been learning 
these lessons from the nations that have 
been through the fire, we have also been 
acquiring some experiences of our own.

STRONG CASH RESERVE | 
HERE FOR WAR NEEDS 


Money in the Treasury Increased 
About One Billion Dollars 
During the Last Year, 


The United States Government start- 
ed into the second year of its partici- 
pation in the war with a strong cash 
reserve, representing the difference be- 
tween the amount raised in the preced- 
ing twelve months by taxes and loans 
and the outlay.

In reviewing the financial results of 
the first war year, he says in the cur-

‘“‘ The expenditures of the Government 
for the first year of the war—that is, 
from April, 1917, to March, 1918, in- 
clusive—amounted to about $9,700,000,000 
—or almost exactiy $9,000,000,000 more 
than the normal expenditures on a peace 
basis. Put on a per capita basis, this 
means that the expenditures for the 
first year of the war amounted to about 
$92 for each one of our population—as 
against a normal expenditure of about 
$6.50. The excess over normal expendi- 
tures—that: is, the $9,000,000,000—was 
split almost equally between our own di- 
rect war expenses and therloans made 
to our allies. We expended for our own 
purposes about $4,300,000,000—and we 
loaned to our allies about $4,700,000,000. 


Practically all of this money has been 
expended in our own country, in pay- 
ment for materials, supplies, and serv- 
ices connected with the mobilization and 


maintenance of our military forces, and. 


for ships, guns, and ammunition. 

“To meet this expenditure, the Gov- 
ernment borrowed. or raised from taxa- 
on. about $10, 00,000,000 and therefore 
uring the rear the cash in the 
ury was increased about $1,000,000,000. 
We thus started the second year of the 
war with a strong cash'reserve. A little 
over 14 per cent. of the receipts came 
from taxation in various forms, there- 
fore about 86 per cent. was derived from 
borrowing. reful estimates which I 
have caused to be made show that about 
66 per cent. of the $9,150,000,000 which 
the Government borrowed came from 
savings, and that about 83 per cent., or, 
soy, a , was directly or indi- 
rectly advanced by the banks. This es- 
timate shows that on March 81 the banks 
of the country—some 380,750 in number— 
held Government obligations or were 
leaning on Government obligations, on 
the average, about $100,000 each. Up- 
ward of ‘500. was represented 
by direct investments in Government se- 
curitiee,, and about $500,000,000 by loans

General Demand for Diversified 
Classes of Property in 
' Various Sections. 


COMMENT AND OPINION 


Bast Harlem Records Industrial Ac- 
tivity—Suggested Widening of 
Madison Avenue Is Delayed. 


Business, last week. concerned itself 

with properties of diversified kinds, the 
demand being general rather than spe- 
cific. There was a well-defined trend to- 
ward the acquisition of small residential 
properties, including moderatet priced 
dwellings and tenements. 
' A sprinkling of commercial transac- 
tions continued to accentuate the move- 
ment on the part of many business men 
to buy rather than lease the buildings 
which they occupy or to acquire addi- 
tional plottage to provide for future 
needs. 


Ceterie of Interesting Deals. 

There were a few small transactions 
closed, which made up in interest what 
they lacked in size. An-old-time saloon 
on West Sixty-second Street passed into 
the possession of a negro congregation, 
whith will transform it into a house of 
worship. In the days before the prohi- 
| bition movement a transaction of this 
kind would. have created a sensation. 
Nowadays, with so many saloons going 
out of business, resulting in the place- 
ment of so many additional stores and 
buildings in the renting market, even 
such radical changes in the character 
of occupancy arouse no more. than pass- 
ing ‘comment. 

Another interesting deal concerned 
the dwelling at 266 West End Avenue, 
which ‘was bought by a sustaining mem- 
ber of the Humanitarian Cult, and will 
be turned over to that organization for 
*eecupancy on easy selling terms. 

Frederick Brown, the operator, who 
has been probably the most active pro- 
fessional trader in the city for many 
months, broke into the news columns on 
nymerous occasions. Besides buying 

and selling Washington Heights apart- 
Ment houses, he added to his Riverside 
Drive holdings by acquiring a strategic 
gore plot that gives a large plottage, and 
did his share in boosting the Liberty 
“ean total of the Real Estate Board’s 
Committee to $1,500,000 by subscribing 
for $50,000 worth of bonds. 

Harlem Industrial Activity. 


The sale of a Park Avenue block front 
fm Harlem to the Crane Company of 
Chicago, manufacturers of steam 
walves, pipes, and, allied products, em- 
phasized the recent buying and leasing 
movement directed toward waterfront 
and near-waterfront properties in East 
Harlem. The Horton Ice Cream Com- 
pany and Andrew Davey, the grocer, 
récently acquired large frontages in the 
immediate neighborhood; adding ma- 
térially: to the*growfnig number vf targe+~ 
firms that have begun to group them- 
elves fn that locality. 


Madison Avenue Widening in Abey- 
ance. 


Murray Hill residents, who have for 
go many years been fighting the trade 
invasions in their restricted district and 
who have a man-sized fight on their 
hands as the result of Lord Astor’s 
determination to improve the  block- 
front on the west side of Madison Ave- 
nue, from Thirty-fifth to Thirty-sixth 
Street, with a business building, are 
now confronted with the proposal for 
the widening of Madison Avenue, from 
Twenty-sixth Street to Sixtieth Street. 

Increasing traffic congestion on Fifth 
Avenue, which has been aggravated "by 
the inability to provide other north- 
ward ahd southward arteries of travel, 
has attracted considerable attention to 
‘Madison Avenue. Students of traffic 
affairs have suggested, among other 
recommendations, the widening of. this 
thoroughfare as a possible solution. 

At the hearing last week before Bor- 
ough President Dowling a marked dif- 
férence of opinion developed. Business 
has claimed a large frontage on Madison 
Avenue and representatives of these in- 
terests urged the widening as a matter 
of business expediency, in addition to 
providing relief for Fifth Avenue. 

Owners of residential property in the 
Murray Hill district, nearly all of whom 
live in houses which they own, put forth 
the claim that they could not see why 
their. homes should be disturbed, the 
avenue cut up and an expense placed on 
them that Fifth Avenue’s traffic prob- 
iém might be relieved. Edmund L. Bay- 
Hes said that the proposal was flimsy 
and. half baked, and that he could not 
gee the value of the widening. He said 
that the avenue’s roadway south of For- 
ty-second Street was ample for the traf- 
fic of the avenue. The car problem at 
Medison Avenue and . Forty-second 
Street, the turning of the cars from 
Madison-- Avenue into Forty-second 
Street, in his opinion, would détract 
from any value that the widening would 
have. 

. The decision of Borough President 
Dowling, however, to withhold action on 
the matter appeared to be little influ- 
enced by the arguments of either side, 
since he geclared that he acted in defer- 
ence to President Wilson’s wish that 


cities hold in abeygnce large municipal 
improvement projects not absolutely nec- 


essary. 

There is a growing feeling, however, 
that as long as traffic congestion on the 
other thoroughfares, notably Fifth Ave- 
nue, continues to become more aggravat- 
e@, the widening of Madison Avenue 
will eventually have to be undertaken.

“FIREPROOF APARTMENTS. 


How a Fire ‘in the Montana Was. 
Confined to One Room. 


A remarkable example of the fire-re- 
sisting qualities of the modern fireproof 
apartment house occurred last week in 
the Montana at 375 Park Avenue. This 
twelve-story structure, which occupies 
the block front.on the east side of Park 
Avenue, between Fifty-second and Fif- 
ty-third Streets, was completed in 1913 
by the Montana Realty Company,. of 
which B, Clifford Potter is President. 

In the construction of the building 
neither time nor money was spared to 
make the structure absolutely fireproof. 
The result was that the first fire ‘that 
was discovered in the building broke. out 
on the sixth floor on the evening ‘of 
April 19. It occurred in the apartment 
of Mrs. O. W. Childs, and was due, it 
is believed, to defective insulation on a 
wire leading from a floor socket to a 
lamp. The room was used as a bed 
chamber and the flames had gained 
considerable headway in the room, which 
is about 16 by 20 feet, before they were 
discovered. Employes of the house used 
a@ line of hose from the hall on the 
flames and then sent in an alarm. By 
the time the firemen arrived the entire 
furnishings of the room had been con- 
sumed. The flames, however, failed to 
spread, owing to the heavy concrete 
floors and fireproof partitions. <A large 
volume of wateré¢was poured into she 
room before the fire was finally extin- 
guished. With the exception of smoke, 
little or no damage was done to any 
other rooms in the apartment, and the 
water that found its way to the floor 
below was hardly noticeable. ° 


SUBWAY PROGRESS. 


Approximate Dates on Which. New 
Lines Will Be Opened. 


On “behalf of the members of - the 
Bronx Board of Trade the investigator 
for the Traffic and Waterways Bureau 
recently made investigations as to the 
progress being made on the various new 
subway lines and elevated railroad ex- 
tensions and has reported conditions as 
follows: 

The Lexington Avenue route from, 
Forty-second Street to 138th Street, 
Third ‘and Alexander Avenues is being 
completed as rapidly as possible under 
the adverse wartime conditions. The 
date of operation is as yet set in the 
‘‘near future,’’ but the Public Service 
Commission Committee on Operation, 
of which Commissioner Whitney is 
Chairman, is expécted to make a report 
soon in which a definite date will be 
set. P 

On the Jerome Avenue line the ser- 
vice from 148th Street has been extend- 
ed to the northern terminus, Woodlawn 
station, to accommodate the fast-grow- 
ing patronage. 

Work on the Jerome Avenue connect- 
ing link, across 162d Street, by which 
will be had:to the Sixth and 
Ninth Avenue ‘‘L” systems, and the 
new terminus of the Putnam Division 
of the New York Central lines and vice 
versa, is progressing well and the pros- 
pects are now that the connection will 
be ready for operation in the early Sum- 
mer months, possibly as early as June 1. 

‘on thé White™ Plains Avenue exten- 
sion of the old subway there is no im- 
mediate prospect of early thréugh :op- 
eration of trains from West Farms, nor 
of completing’ ‘the reconstruction and 
equipment work between 238th Street 
and 24lst Street, the terminus. 

The steel for the necessary structural 
alteration and for the yard’ at 239th 
Street is almost all ready for shipment 
to the Bronx, and as soon as weather 
conditions, &c., permit the contractors 
will start operations on a large scale. 


The Jerome Avenue storage yard will | ; 


not be, built during the war's duration. 

Work on the: Webster Avenue exten- 
sion of the Third Avenue ‘“‘ I.”’ system, 
running between Fordham Square and 
Gun Hill Road and White Plains Ave- 
nue, has been temporarily held up at a 
point near 210th Street pending the ar- 
rival of structural steel needed, but the 
Public Service Commission expects work 
will be resumed some time next month. 

As to the eastern branch of the Lex- 
ington Avenue route, from 138th Street, 
Third and Alexander Avenues, to Hunts 
Point, operation is not to be expected 
until the late Summer months, accord- 
ing to the present rate of speed on the 
equipment and station-finish contracts. 

The Westchester Avenue-Pelham Bay 
Park route completion, late develop- 
ments show, is a matter of the uncer- 
tain future. Some 800 odd tons of 
structural steel out of a total order of 
25,000 tons are ready for delivery on the 
job. The total time for delivery, though, 
will be eighteen months or more, which 
means that trains will not be running 
up that way until late in 1920 at the 
earliest. 

In general, the subway completion 
situation is reflecting strongly the 
stringencies of a war period, with all 
the disabilities and hindrances related 
thereto, the effects consequential to in- 
roads on workers and supplies through 
the Government's greater and more im- 
portant needs. * 


QUEENS BOROUGH TRAFFIC. 


Rapid Transit Lines Carried 50,000,- 
000 Last Year. 


During the twelve months of 1917 
nearly 50,000,000 passengers wefe car- 
ried on the new rapid transit lines in the 
Borough of Queens, operated by both the 
Interborough and Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit companies, according to a state- 
ment made yesterday by Walter I. 
‘Willis, Secretary of the Queens Cham- 
ber of Commerce. 

The statement follows: 

‘““A record is kept by the Queens 
Chamber of Commerce of the number of 
tickets sold at. each station on the rapid 
transit lines in the borough. This in- 
formation is secured from the Public 
Service Commission, to whom the oper- 
ating companies report monthly. This 
record shows that there were 22,953,874 
tickets sold during the twelve months 
of 1917 at the tHirty-six rapid transit 
stations now being used on the six ex- 
tensions operated in the Borough of 
Queens. 

“It is fair to assume that for each 
ticket purchased at a station in Queens 
Borough by a passenger riding to Man- 
hattan, Brooklyn, or the Bronx, an ad- 
ditional ticket is purchased in other 


boroughs for the return trip. Therefore 
the actual number of passengers carried 
on the Queens extension for 1917 would 
be double the prey of — sold, or 
a total of over 43,000, 

“There were 648,808 tickets sold at 
the fifteen stations on’ the Jamaica 
Avenue, Liberty Avenue, and Lutheran 
Cemetery elevated extensions operated 
by the ret er ry He Rapid Transit Com- 
pany, and 566 tickets sold at the

BUILDING DEPARTMENT FIGURES SHOW 134 
~MANHATTAN OPERATIONS UNDER WAY 


el of Work Shown by Chart Which Describes Each Building Under|: 
Construction in Borough— Estimated Cost of Structures in 


Completed Form Placed at $36,710,825. 


Figures compiled by -the, Manhattan 
Bureau of Buildings show that on April 
1, 1918, there were 134 buildings of -va- 
rious kinds in course of construction 
in the Borough of Manhattan, involving 
an estimated cost in the aggregate of 
$36,710,825. 

The. accompanying chart, giving a ‘de- 
tailed description of each operation, 
presents the exact. status of the build- 
ing industry in this city. It furnishes 
interesting material regarding the pre- 
vailing types of structures that are 
being built. While several of the build= 
ings, among them the new Henry Mil- 
ler Theatre on West Forty-third Street, 
have been completed since the chart 
was prepared, an unysual opportunity 
is afforded to real estate men, builders, 








and architects, to gauge existing condi- 
tions from the point of view- of work 
actually under way. tov 

The two most significant results of an 
examination of the chart are the small 
number of residential jobs and the com- 
paratively large number of stables and 
garages. In a borough like Manhattan, 
with the demand for apartments unprece- 
dented, there are only eight new apart- 
ment houses being erected. Twenty-six 
stables and garages are in course of 
construction. — , 

Twelve office buildings, 11 store, loft, 
and business structures; 4 factories, 8 
warehouses, 8 churches, and 3 theatres 
are among the larger projects. 

The most costly collective group of

On 
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REMODELING OLD MANHATTAN BUILDINGS. 


By ARTHUR B. PENDLETON, 


Soctety. 

During these times of general building 
depression it -is essential that we care- 
fully analyze all features of the con- 
struction field to see if we, who are 
commonly accused of wastefulness of 
the smaller profitaVle: productive ele- 
ments of endeavor in our pre-occupation 
with greater undertakings, can find 
something subject to development dur- 
ing this period that will not only relieve 
the situation but contribute in, the future 
toward: higher efficiency in realty opera- 
tions. 


One familiar with excessive demand 
for housing of all descriptions has only 
to observe the thousands of possibilities 
of accommodation at good rentals held 
forth in the improvement of the run- 
down buildings of a city at very ‘mod- 
erate alteration cost's to realize wherein 
wo have been neglectful. In cities, es- 
pecially those of geographically re- 
stricted areas, the lack of intelligence 
in the use of properties is appalling, as 
evidenced by the thousands of people 
who own old buildings of from four to 
five stories with unsightly fronts on 
which they have been taking losses for 
as these 
buildings are seldom occupied to an ex- 
tent that taxes, interest, and other ex- 
pense charges are met by incomes de- 
rived from rentals. These btildings are 
not alone an eyesore to the community 
and a reflection upon the owners’ 
vrogressiveness, but a positive hindrance 
to improvement in neighboring valua- 
tions and their continued progress of 
decay prevents the individual as well as 
the municipality from reaping a full 
measure of returns from income and 
taxes. 


This state of affairs is, in nearly every 








instance, due to the ignorance of the 
owner as to what can bé accomplished, 
how little time is involved, and how lit- 
tle it costs to make an improvement 
which will not only turn these losses int? 
profits, but will, in the majority of 
cases, pay for the expense of the im- 
provement within the first two years 
and show a credit balance. 

At a recent meeting of the Real Hatate 
Board of New York I delivered an ad- 
dress pointing out the importance of the 
necessity for action on the part of réal 
estate brokers in a widespread campaign 
of education, exhibiting many photo- 
graphs of alterations taken before and 
after improvements were made. These 
phétographs portrayed transformations 
from dingy, unattractive, and - un- 
occupied buijdings to bright, appealing 
fronts, and gave figures showing in- 
creased earning capacity of each sub- 
ject as well as testimony of owners and 
store occupants as to the rental and 
trade increasing values of the altera- 
tions, none of which cost over $6,000. A 
striking example showed ai  trans- 
formation of a dilapidated old brick 
building to a. dignified structure of real 
architectural merit adorned with orna- 
mentation at a cost, of $3,500, which in- 
creased the assese@ valuation from 
$25,000 ta $30,000, the taxes from $850 
to $1,000, and the rental from $3,000 to 
$6,206. 

Another striking example was that of 
717 Seventh Avenue, an old brownstone 
building which had gone through its 
various stages of useftilness and disinte- 
gration, finally to become a total loss as 
an income-producing property through 
vacancy of two-years. The front was re- 
moved and replaced by one of .ufpre- 
tentious but attractive design, principally 


lease graduated from $5,000 to $10,000, 
with an option of renewal for a like 
Pertod at a 5 per cent. increase. The 
taxes prior to the alteration were $1,737, 
which, together with other carrying 
charges through vacancy, were an an- 
nual loss, the subsequent annual prosit 
amounted to over $3,262, the improve- 
ment, therefore, being paid for within 
the first year, leaving a small balance 
with which to meet other charges, be- 
sides converting an eyesore into a beauty 
spot and ingproving not only its own but 
neighboring valuations. 

The beneficial features of this class of 
construction entitle it te an exemption 
from the many hindrances placed on 
building operations by the Government, 
for, due to the small amount of money 
involved and the large return in pro- 
portion to the investment, they do not 
téquire the assistance of loaning in- 
stitutions, as the owner, in most cases, 
could finance the costs, nor do they re- 
quire steel, as in large undertakings, or, 
in fact, any material required to an 
appreciable extent by the Government, 
for they may be made by masonry con- 
struction and the use of architectural 
terra cotta or britk;\the former, whiclY 
is manufactured at nearly every large 
construction centre close by or within 
the city limits, obviating the necessity 
of -hauling materials -great distances, 
lengthy car usage and railway conges- 
‘tion, in many localities the choice of 
delivery by water or motor truck being 
an. inducement to selection through as- 
surance of prompt delivery. 

At this time, when the development of 
every possible element of production is 
so necessary and helpful to a successful 
prosecution of the war, the real estate 
broker through a campaign of education 


losses ‘is but a poor citizen through cur- 
tailment of his abilty. to contribute his 
full share of assistance in war financ- 
ing, to say nothing of hindrances he 
maintains by occupying valuable space 
with uninhabitable houses. A campaign 
of this sort on the part of real estate 
brokers will undoubtedly prove most 
profitable, for the convincing evidence 
of the wisdom of these improvements 
will gain for him new clients.

“ROCKAWAY COAST PLAN. 


at cane Se 
Large Sum to ‘be Spent Developing 
Waterfront. Property. 


During the present week there is to 
be pregented to the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment @ plan for the pro- 
tection of the city’s property and the 
holdings of private. individuals along 
$y rockaway coast from the Brooklyn 
Borough line to Nassau County. 

The plan is the outcome of investiga- 
tions and surveys made by engineers of 
the Board’ of Estimate and the Queens / 
Topographical Bureau under the direc- 
tion of Charles U. Powell, chief engi- 
neér of the Queens bureau, and under 
the supervision of a committee of the 
Board of ‘Estimate, consisting of the 
Borough Presidents of Brooklyn and 
Queens, the ‘Corporation Counsel, the 
President of the ‘Board of: Assessors, 


-and ‘the chief engineer of the Board of 


Estimate.. Chief Engineer Lewis of the 
Board of: Estimate has been Chairman 
of the coramittee. 

It was named by former Mayor 
Mitchel, and the officials than in office 
began the work, and their present suc- 
cessors have completed it. 

To carry out the plan as proposed re- 
quired important legislation, and this 
was passed by the last Legislature and 
will shortly become a law. The fact 
that the legislation, has been obtained 
has made it possible to take up the con- 
sideration of the. committee’s report. at 
this time. 

The proposed improvements will cost 
hundreds of thousands of dollars, but 
it is the contenticn of the committee 
that the city will benefit largely as the 
result, In the first place, the carrying 
out of the proposed improvements will 
be, the initial step toward the develop- 
ment of the Rockaway coast as.a great 
seaside resort within the city limits 
which will rival any on the Atlantic 
Coast and which will be a great vaca- 
‘tion ground for the residents of the 
city. 

In the second place, it is believed that 
if the hazard of damage by the ocean 
currents were removed from the property 
along the Rockway front the value of 
the property would be increased by at 
least 10 per cent., and this value could 
immediately be added to the taxable 
values of the city. 


vate owners to make more substantial 
improvement upon the property, and 
this would also add to the assessable 
values of the city. At the present time 
there are in the hands of architects 
plans for two eight-story brick and con- 
crete hotels which would be erected 
along the coast were the owners. of the 
land sure that the property would be 
protected for all time against the ero- 
sion of the ocean. 

} The assessed valuation of the Rocka- 
ways in 1917 was. $60,301,710. If this 
sum should be increased only 10 per 
cent. the yearly increase at the rate of 
the present year in taxes Would be 
$150,000. 

The legislation which has been passed 
gives to the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment the power to lay out 
upon the city map and to acquire, con- 
struct, and maintain streets, ftoard- 
walks and parks on any land or land 
under water along the Atlantic Ogean 
front of the city tothe established bulk- 
head line or to a line 500 feet. outshore 
of. highwater line where no bulkhead line 
is established. 

The Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment for the purposes of protecting 
property from the ocean can erect upon 
publicly or privately owned beaches 
such structures as may be deemed 
necessary to protect the property within 
jthe bullkhead line fora ‘distance of 500 
feet outshore. 
~The State of New York is empowered 
to convey to the City of New York all 
rights that it. may haye in property 
along this waterfront. It is also pro- 
vided that the city shall have power 
to acquire by condemnation any land 
that may be necessary for the purposes 
of this protection and improvement and 
that the cost of such acquisition as 
‘well as the cost of the structures shall 
be an assessable improvement, the cost 
to be assessed upon property benefited 
and the city at large in; such propor- 
tions as the Board - Estimate shall 
determine. 

To enable the committee to make its 
report the engineers under the direction 
of Chief Engineer Powell have com- 
pleted maps which show the work of 
the ocean since 1808. ‘These maps have 
been filed with the report and they 
show wonderful changes in the coast 
line. The data for the maps were se- 
cured from old surveys on file in the 
Queens County. Clerk’s office; surveys 
in the possession of private surveyors; 
water lines shown upon property sub- 
division maps, and. data of the Govern- 
ment, Coast, and Geodetic Surveys. 

Surveys indicate that within the last’ 
fifteen years more than 200 acres of 
property have been washed away be- 
tween the Nassau County line and 
Rockaway Park, representing a value 
of at least $5,000,000. Last year, ac- 
cording to the records of the Park De- 
partment, the Jacob Riis Park lost 
twenty-four acres of land. 





City’s Barge Canal Terminals. 

Construction of Barge Canal terminals 
in the City of New York is in progress 
at West Fifty-third Street and the 
North River; at Piers 5 and 6, East 
River; at Greenpoint, at 138th Street 
and Harlem River, and ‘at Gowanus 
Bay. The Gowanus Bay site is ad- 
mirably, located for the construction of 
a grain elevator, and the matter has 
been discussed, but the State. has not 
yet decided to undertake the work. The 
State has offered to construct the pier 
now beihg built so that a portion of it 
may be used for a 10,000,000, bushel ele- 
vator in case the Federal Government 
desires to build it. No reply has as yet 
been received from the Federal Govern- 
ment to the offer.

“WORK IN THE WAR 





HAT the women in the colleges of 
: the country are doing their share 
in war work is asserted in a re- 
port issued: yesterday by the 
tcommittee on Public Information, .at 
| Washington. The work of the Smith 
College unit, Bryn Mawr Service Corps, 
and the Wellesley unit is especially com- 
mended. All of these are doing relief 
and. rehabilitation work in the devas- 
tated sections of France. 

The work taken up by women at home 
{zs one phase of the subject. Smith Col- 
lege, for instance, is offering a course 
eu individual and abnormal psychology 
in relation to mental reconstruction. 
This is intended to train students al- 
réady fitted by other courses in the 
psychology department for work in con- 
nection with the re-education of. disabled. 
soldiers. The same-is true of Reed Col- 
lege of Portland, Ore. Its work, however, 
lies more ‘in physiological rehabilitation. 
I‘ollowing the course of training out- 
lined by the Surgeon General, the wom- 
en there are preparing’ to give remedial 
exercises to wounded soldiers in hos- | 
pitals and other sanitary formations of | 
the army. 
atruction in anatomy, physiology, per- 
sonal hygiene, posture théory of bandag- 
ing, and corrective gymnastics. The 
hospitals ‘and orthopedic surgeons in 
Portland are co-operating with the-col- 
lege. 

At the Chicago School of .Civics and 
Philanthropy technical courses. are 
offered in weaving, cement work, and 
brushmaking. Besides. these, lectures 

ere given on medical. problems connected 





| the Lindenwood - College,

with social work, social pathology, and 
the. need of occupational recreation. 

Training connected with the successful 
prosecution of the.war is: also being 
given. in a course of lectures entitled 
“Community Centres. and: Democracy ” 
at Columbia ‘University. The University 
of Chicago has livided the question of 
women in war work-into two problems, 
the’ first arising out. of the -necessary 
changes in education growing out of im- 
mediate needs to. help: win the war, the 
second growing out-of the prospective 
demands on: women for reconstruction 
work after the war. The courses include 
recreational direction work with girls 
and children, industrial ‘welfare work, 
factory. inspection, canteen work, and 
reconstruction work in reclajmed areas. 

‘Many colleges are organizing teams for 
agricultural work. Last Spring the Uni- 
versity of Colorade formed its flying 
squadron to meet the.labor shortage on 
the farms and orchards. 

Under a military system adopted in 
St. Charles, 
Mo., no girl is expected to leave the col- 
lege at the close of the present semester 
who is not prepared to teach and direct 
the making of wat garments and surgi-~- 
cal dressings. "The Utah Agricultural 
College has organized a section of farm 
tractor workers. Washington State Col- 
lege’ is offering an ‘eleven: weeks’ course 
in agriculture for: women: Iowa State 
College gives a four years’ combined ag- 
ricultural and home economics course. 

Vassar CoHNege -is going on with its 
plans to train nurses,in a shorter time 
than is required by ‘the hospital train-

AUSTRALIAN PREMIER 
ABOUT TO VISIT. US 


ILLIAM MORRIS HUGHES, Prime 
Minister. of Australia, is about to 
visit America. He was here a 
few years ago. Since then he has 
passed through a crisis in his career 
and triumphed in a difficult. achieve- 
ment, and he appears before us in a 
somewhat different light. A labor man 
he is still, but. a labor man who has 
broken with the radical element in his 
party, fought with all~his strength for 
the establishment of conscription, been 
expelled fromthe councils of the labor 
extremists, and welded the moderate 
laborites into one war party with the 
conservative elements in Australian pol- 
itics. As Prime Minister in a Coalition 
Cabinet, he has ceased to be the leader 
of a majority party only; he has fused 
labor and capital imto a working combi- 
nation to which only the “I. W. W. 
element ” has been opposed. And he 
has worked successfuily to overthrow 
‘tthe labor machine which he. himself 
built up. 

In February of last year the Austra- 
lian Cabinet, with Mr. Hughes as Prime 
Minister, resigned, and he was at once 
asked to form the new coalition Minis- 
try. 

Like' Lloyd George, the Australian Pre- 
mjer is a Welshman, and self-made. 
His rise has been against tremendous 
odds of ‘physical disability. He was 
born in 1864, weighs scarcely 100 pounds, 
and is said to be a chronic dyspeptic.

Just a step from this class of frock—a 
step in a more informal direction—were 
one or two made of the new printed 
chiffons.. They have a Summery air 
about them that is decidedly attractive, 
and still the quality of their material 
makes them quite suitable for an eve- 
ning occasion. One of these was made 
of a Batik patterned chiffon in blue on 
white. The skirt had a very full over- 
skirt, reaching in points to about the 
knees, and the bodice was supplemented 
with crisp white organdie vest fronts set 
off just above the waistline by a square 
of brilliant red crépe de chine. It was 
astonishing how full of character that 
spot of red made the gown. Then, as 
a true touch of cHaracter, a tiny turban 
hat of bright green was worn with it. 

Another printed chiffon gown reversed 
the order of the favorite blue and white 
by being printed in white on a dark blue 
background in a pattern that showed an 
unevenly striped plaid. In this gown, 
the skirt, draped over dark blue satin, 
was bloused at the ankles harem fash- 
ion, and the blouse had but a simple 
round collar of daintily embroidered 
white organdie. 

There were many women that night 
who wore hats and just as great a 
number who weré hatless. The general 
trend of the headgear, as was only 
natural for evening, was toward hats 
that were broad and becomingly droop- 
ing, most of them being made up of 
materials more or less transparent.. One 
interesting specimen of this sort had for 
its foundation brim two thin layers of 
black maline, over which was arranged 
a neat lattice work of quite narrow 
black straw. The crown was of tiny 


A hat with all of the picture quality 
that could possibly be desired was large 
end slightly poke shape, its top covered 
with black and white polka dotted fou- 
lard—white dots as large as a quarter 
on a black ground. Directly at the short 
back of the brim and against the rather 
high crown was posed a rosette of white 
satin ribbon. This hat had a really 
lovely quality and could only have been 
worn by one of extreme individuality. 

Crush crowns, judging by their reallye 
representative showing, have been ac- 
cepted as favorites of the season, and, 
as for feathers that are uncurled and 
stick otit in all directions, they are cer- 
tainly in ‘their heyday. Any number of 
the hats worn had feathers either on 
top of their crowns, or around their 
brims, or arranged in close bunches on 
the front or sides. 

Here and there' was a red hat, always 
worn with some plain and entirely dark 
suit or dress. One there was which was 
made of several layers of red Georgette 
crépe stretched plainly over a. small 
shape with rolling brim upturned. The 
trimming was done by means of a 
wreath of vari-colored field flowers, 
grouped closely together about the base 
of the four-inch crown, and partiflily 
hidden on occasion by the upward-roll- 
ing brim. 

Feathers and flowers were there, but 
in small numbers compared to some of 
the other trimmings. One large sailor 
hat of transparent brim had a lovely 
low crown made entirely of wide open 
pink roses laid tightly against one an- 
other. 

From the clothes especially designed 
for evening one’s eye wandered to those 
most obviously intended for daytime 
wear. The blue serge dress was there 
in all its eharm and glory. One of 
these was made with a black satin 
underskirt and an overdress of serge,

The hat was of mush- 
room shape, shorter at the back of the 
brim, and it was edged all round the 
brim with a loosely held binding of blue 
grosgrain ribbon. 

A jersey dress that was decidedly .dif- 
ferent from most of those seen usually 
was a pale shade of lemon yellow. It 
had a long well-fitted coat, left wide 
open at the front, under which showed 
a waistcoat of cream-colored Georgette 
crépe embroidered in cream silk. Just 
at the waistline, under the vest, was a 
bit of a square of robin’s egg blue 
brocaded silk, a wholly interesting sug- 
gestion of strong color. For a collar 
there was a wide band of white fox fur 
énding squgrely at the ends, which just 
met under the chin. 

The riding habits were as trim and 
lovely as ever before.

ZEEBRUGGE RAID RECALLS FAMOUS SEA EXPLOITS 


HE British exploit at Zeebrugge 
has recalled Hobson’s feat at 
Santiago to us all. The Eng- 
lishman who remembers the 

great deeds of his country’s history is 

' Yeminded anew of Sir Francis Drake’s 
famous entry into the harbor of Cadiz. 
If we think back in our own history a 
bit, the destruction of the Philadel- 
phia by Decatur and his comrades pre- 

‘ gents itself as a gallant predecessor to 
the Zeebrugge adventure, and any one 
familiar with the history of the South 
American republics. remembers how 
Cochrane cut out the Esmeralda from 
under the guns of Callao. The heroic 
achievement of Zeebrugge is the latest 
entry in a record of brilliant and ro- 
mantic feats that goes back to the Vik- 
ing Olaf’s seizure of his enemy’s ship in 
its own port, 800 years ago—or further 
back than that to the day when one 
man, withstanding his own comrades’ 
panic, turned defeat into victory at 
Salamis. 

Though no achievement of the present 
war has had the tremendous spectacu- 
dar quality of the Zeebrugge assault, or 
has combined so many elements of mag- 
nificent adventure, several isolated 
- feats stand out as worthy to be placed 

_. by its side. One-was the sinking of the 
Austrian warship Wien in the inner 
harbor of Trieste by Lieutenant Rizzo 
of the Italian Navy and the crews of 
two launches. , 

The full story of this briefly recount- 
ed adventure was not received here until 
@everal days later. When it did it was 
geen to be a worthy companion to 
romance. Two little ships and_ their 
crews had gnawed their way through 
the nets and bombs that guarded the 
inner harbor, attacked two battleships, 
gunk one of them, and slipped unhurt— 
though by no means unattacked—out of 
the harbor again. 
is inclosed by a combined system of 
steel nets and mines, and the chances of 
war seemed all against Lieutenant Rizzo 
and the crews of the two little launches 
—not much bigger than a ship’s life- 
boat—as they set out on their attempt, 
ran in to the harbor piers, and climbed 
up them. They cut the steel cables 
attached to the nets, sawed the nets 
apart, sank the whole great web of ex- 
plosives, returned to their boats, and 
slipped into the harbor. Their torpedoes 
roused the harbor to defense against an 
unknown enemy, and anti-aircraft guns 

joined their voices to the babel as Rizzo 
and his comrades ran the gauntlet out 
of the harbor again. The conquerors, 
the story of the exploit concludes, 
breakfasted at home. 

A brief statement of the British Aa- 
miralty on May 27, 1915, recounted onee 
brilliant feats :- 

‘“‘The submarine E-11, inca 
Commander Martin E. Nassmith, has 
sunk in the Sea of Marmora a vessel 
containing a great quantity of ammuni- 
tion, charges for heavy howitzers, sev- 
eral gun mountings, and a six-inch gun. 
She also chased a supply: ship with a 
heavy cargo of stores and torpedoed her 
alongside a pier at Rodesto. A small 
storeship was also chased and run 
ashore. 

‘« The submarine E-11 entered Constan~ 
tinople harbor and discharged a torpedo 
at a transport alongside the arsenal. 
The torpedo was heard to explode.”’ 

A’ more spectacular achievement, how- 
ever, was the sinking of the formidable 
Yurkish battleship Messudieh in the 
Dardanelles, on Dec. 18, 1914. The of- 
ficial dispatch stated: 

‘* Yesterday submarine B-11, in charge 
‘ef Lieutenant Commander Norman B. 
Holbrook of the Royal Navy, entered 
the Dardanelles and, in spite of the dif- 
ficult current, dived under five rows of 
mines and torpedoed the Turkish battle- 
ship Messudieh, which was guarding the 
mine fields. 

‘* Although pursued by gunfire ‘and 
forpedo boats, the B-11 returned safely, 
after being submerged on ‘one occasion 
for nine hours. ‘ 

“When last ‘seen the Messudieh was 
ginking by the stern.”’ 

_ Lieut. Commander Holbrook was 
“g@warded the Victoria Cross on Dec. 22. 
* "The B-11 was an old boat, built in 1905, 

and carried a crew of only sixteen men. 

A strange and daring achievement was 
that of Lieutenant D’Oyly Hughes, who, 
fn October, 1915, swam from his subma- 
Tiné in the Sea of Marmora to the shore,

He then 
selected a brick culvert, under which 
he placed a charge of explosive and lit 
a fuse. He effected his escape by run- 
ning a mile down the railway, and 
rlunged into the sea just as the explo- 
sive went off. Débris was scattered 
near him, indicating that the explosion 
was effective. . 

‘‘ Having blown his whistle to summon 
the submarine, the Lieutenant swam out 
to sea. However, on sighting the sub- 
marine, he mistook it for a group of 
Turkish rowboats, -whereupon he swam 
toward shore and began to ascend the 
cliff in hope of hiding. He then dis- 
covered his mistake and again entered 
the water. Subsequently he was rescued 
by the submarine when he was on the 
verge of exhaustion.”’ 

The exploit of Lieutenant Hobson is 
not made much of in the recent history 
books, because, courageous and skillful 
as it was, it failed of its purpose. Hob- 
son and his men did not block Santiago 
Harbor. But it was not their fault 
that they did not, nor was their deed of 
daring any less gallant or their escape 
less remarkable. In ‘‘ The Story of Our 
Navy,’’ Willis John Abbot tells what 
happened. 

‘“‘There was always danger that one 
vessel might slip out at night or in 
thick weather and ravage some section 
of the United States coast. To avert 
this it was determined to block the chan- 
nel by sinking a useless vessel in it. 
The ship chosen was the collier Mer- 
rimac, and a young naval constructor, 
Lieutenant Richmond Pearson Hobson, 
was detailed to prepare her for the sac- 
rifice. The job was done speedily, and 
Hobson, who had placed the torpedoes 
that were to send the hulk to the bot- 
tom, pleaded so hard for permission to 
take her into the harbor himself, though 
not a line officer, that Sampson ac- 
quiesced. Six volunteers were called for 
from the fleet. Some 600 responded. 
It was no light errand on which these 
men were tent. To make the blocking 
of the channel effective, they must take 
their craft past the batteries, through 
the hail of Mauser bullets, and into a 
field of mines. They must explode their 
own torpedoes, sink the ship beneath 
their feet, and escape from a bullet- 
swept sea by swimming or in rafts. But 





‘‘Scarcely was the first battery with- 
in range when the flood of fire and hail 
of missiles began. The ship was hit re- 
peatedly, but the men, lying flat on the 
deck, escaped hurt. When the desired 
point was reached, effort was made to 
touch off the torpedoes that hung along 
her sides, but the electrical connections 
had been cut by the enemy’s shells, and 
only three exploded.”’ 

It was because of this that the at- 
tempt to close the harbor failed. In- 
stead of going down with a plunge on 
the spot, the Merrimac sank slowly, so 
that the tide caught her and swung her 
to one side of the channel she was 
meant to block. Lieutenant Hobson 
himself told of what followed the firing 
of the torpedoes in these words: 

‘‘We were all aft lying on the deck. 
Shells and bullets whistled around. Six- 


inch shells from the Viscaya came tear- 
ing into the Merrimac, crashing clear 


through, while the plunging shots from 
the fort broke through her deck. ‘ Not 
a man must move,’ I said; and it was 
only owing to the splendid discipline of 
the men that we were not all killed. "We 
must lie there until dayilght, I told 
them. It was splendid the way those 
men behaved.”’ 

The South American achievements 
of Thomas Cochrane, Earl of Dun- 
donald, are not z0 well known in this 
country as they ought to be. Lord 
Cochrane, as he is generally called, 
was a brilliant leader in the British 
Navy in the early years of the nine- 
teenth century. But he was, to say 
the least, difficult to get along with, 
and in spite of his valuable achieve- 
ments he had fallen upon days of dis- 
cord at home when an_ invitation 
reached him to take command of the 
navy of Chile in. that little country’s 
fight for independence against Spain. 
He went to Chile and did good service 
there; he also helped Peru and later Bra- 
zil in the establishment of their national 
freedom. He is called ‘‘ the sea hero 
of South America,’’ and many were his 
fearless deeds. Most spectacular of 
all was his midnight entrance into the 
Peruvian harbor of Callao under the 
threat of three hundred guns, and his 
capture of the great warship Esmer- 
alda that guarded the merchant fleet 
of Spain. 

The harbor of Callao was not only 
guarded by guns and by the Esmeralda 
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EORSE M. UNGER, a fourteen- 
G year-old page on the floor of the 
Stock Exchange, drew this picture.’ 
An Exehange member, E. L. Rogers, 
impressed by the dignity and strength 
of the face, ad it reproduced, and sent 
the print to the Liberty Loan Commit- 
tee for use as a campaign poster.

‘was closed by a boom of chained 
floats, save for a narrow channel 
through which one.ship could enter at 
a time. Cochrane’s ships lay outside. 
In preparation for his attack he sent 
all but three of his ships ostentatiously 
away. He wrote his own story of what 
happened, from which the following is 
quoted: 

‘‘The design was to cut out the Es- 
meralda frigate from under the fortifica- 
tions, and also to get possession of an- 
other ship, on board of which we had 
learned that $1,000,000 was embarked, 
for flight if it becamé necessary; my 
opinion being that if such a display of 
power were manifested thé Spaniards 
would either. surrender the capital or 
abandon it. The enterprise was hazard- 
ous, for since my former Visit the ene- 
my’s position had been much strength- 
ened, no less than 300 pieces of artillery 
being mounted on the forts, while the 
Bsmeralda was crowded with the best 
sailors and marines that could be pro- 
cured, these sleeping every night at 
quarters, She was, moreover, defended 
by @ strong boom with chain moorings 
and by armed block-ships, the whole 
being surounded by twenty-seven gun- 
boats, so that no ~~ could — get 
at her. 

‘‘For three days we occupied our- 
selves in preparations, still keeping 
secret the purpose for which they were 
intended. On the evening of the 5th of 
November (1820) this was communicated

tion: 

‘‘* Marines and Seamen: 

“ «This night we are going to give the 
enemy a mortal blow. Tomorrow you 
will present yourselves proudly before 
Callao and all your comrades will envy 
you your good fortune. One hour of 
courage and resolution is all that is 
required: of you to triumph. Remem- 
ber, you have conquered Valdivia, and 
be not afraid of those who have hitherto 
fled from you. 

‘““* The value of all the vessels cap- 
tured in Callao will be yours, and the 
same reward in money will be distrib- 
uted among you as has been offered by 
the Spaniards in Lima to those who 
should capture any of the Chilean 
squadron. The moment of glory is ap- 
proaching, and I hope that, the Chilenos 
will fight as they have been accustomed 
to do, and that the English will act as 
they have ever done at home and 
abroad.

“On issuing this proclamation, it was 
stated that I should lead the attack in

As this could not be permitted, 160 sea- 
men and 80 marines were. selected, and 
after dark were placed in fourteen boats 
alongside the flagship, each man armed 
with cutlass and pistol, being, for dis- 
tinction’s sake, dressed in white, with a 
blue band on the left arm. The Span- 
jards, I expected, would be off their 
gvard, as, by way of ruse, the other 
ships had been sent out of the bay as 
though in pursuit of some vessels in the 
offing—so that the Spaniards would con- 
sider themselves safe from attack for 
that night. 7 


“At 10 o'clock all was in readiness. 
The strictest silence and the exclusive 
use of cutlasses were enjoined; so that, 
as the oars were muffled and the night 
dark, the enemy had not the least sus- 
picion of the impending attack. It was 
just upon midnight when we neared the 
small opening left in the boom, our plan 
being nearly frustrated by the vigilance 
of a guard boat. * * * In a few 
minutes our gallant fellows were 
alongside the frigate. in line, board- 
ing at several points simultaneously. 
The Spaniards were completely taken 
surprise. * * * The whole. af- 
fair from beginning to end occu- 
pied: only a quarter of an hour, our 
loss: being eleven killed and thirty 
wounded, while that of the Spaniards 
was 160, many of whom fell under the 
cutlasses of the Chilenos before they 
Greater 
bravery I nevér saw than that of our 
gallant fellows.” 


The Spanish Admiral, officers, and 
about 200 seamen were taken prisoner, 
the others of the Esmeralda being either 
killed, wounded or drowned, and the 
boat was set adrift: Admiral Cochrane, 


‘| who’ was wounded, had been the first 


man to board the Spanish ship. The 
Captain of a United States warship out- 
side the harbor said: ‘‘ Never was 2 
more brilliant: achfevement 
plished with greater dexterity.’”’ 
To come back to the history of our 
own country, there is the feat of Ste- 
phen Decatur in destroying the frigate 
Philadelphia in the harbor of Tripoli 





Feb. 16, 1804, during the course of our 
almost forgotten “ Zripglitan war.” The

Philadelphia was an important vessel, 
which had been captured by the enemy, 
and its loss was less important in itself 
than the fact that its possession gave 
the Tripolitans a larger and better ship 
with which to fight us than any they 
had possessed. The news of the cap- 
ture immediately suggested the idea of 
cutting her out or destroying her. As 
soon as Commodore Preble mentioned 
the matter to Lieutenant Decatur the 
young officer eagerly volunteered for 
the dangerous task. Later Lieutenant 
Stewart offered himself, but Decatur 
had ‘‘got there first.’’ Stewart, with 
his brig Siren, was detailed, howevér, 
to accompany the other boat to the 
harbor entrance and be ready to assist 
or rescue Decatur and his comrades. 


The story is one of the great records 
of.the American Navy. Every officer, 
man, and boy on the ship Enterprise 
had responded to the call: for volun- 
teers. Ten officers, sixty-two men, and 
a pilot were chosen. They slipped un- 
seen into the harbor, boarded the cap- 
tured frigate with scarcely a show of 
resistance from the surprised enemy, 
and fired her. Decatur himself leaped 
aboard before the order was given, and 
he was the last to leave the vessel. In 


of the young officers of:the party; says: 

‘“‘The fire on the deck above us had 
communicated so rapidly that it was 
with no small difficulty and danger 
that our party reached the spar deck 
by the forward hatchways. All the 
others had already jofnéd the ketch, 
except Decatur, who remained on the 
rail until all the others were on board, 
and the bow of the ketch had already 
swung off from the ship when he 
joined us by leaping into the rigging of 
the ketch. * * * Up to this time the 
ships and batteries of the enemy had 
remained silent, but they were now 
prepared to act, and when the crew of 
the ketch gave three cheers, in exul- 
tation of their success, they received 
the return of a general discharge from 
the enemy. * * * Favored by a light 
breeze our exertions soon carried us 
beyond the range of their shot, and at 
the entrance of the harbor we met the 
boats of the Siren.’’ . 


Lord Nelson, then blockading Toulon, 
heard of Decatur's exploit and described 
it as ‘‘the most bold and daring act 
of the age.’’ 


These are a few of the harbor raids of 
history. But far back in the days of the 
vikings, the Saga of Olaf Tryggyason, 
the Norse hero, tells how Olaf in his 
great ship, the Crane, slipped into 
Salten Fiord, where his enemy Raud 
lay asleep in the early morning after a 
feast, and carried off Raud and -his 
dragon ship almost without striking a 
blow. And not every one remembers 
that in the famous battle of Salamis in 
480 B. C. the Greeks were retreating 
in panic when the Captain of the. last 
Greek ship, Arminias, turned the prow 
of his trireme against the enemy, and, 
evading the ram of a Persian ship, ran 
alongside of her.

The 
reasons Germany is putting forth for 
her aggressive stand against this little 
country can be boiled down to the Dutch 
ship situation, now in @ great- meagure 
controliéd by the United States, and her 
need to use Dutch territory and Dutch 
waterways for the shipment of muni- 
tions and material td build ur the in- 
trenchments and embankmerits in Bel- 
giun. The second reason resolves itself 


intd the sand and gravel controversy’ bé,: 


tween Holland and Germany’ and be- 
tween Holland’and England. This dis- 
pute began in 1915, when it first came 
to the ‘notice of the British Government 
that Holland was allowing Germany to 


ship military supplies through her coun- 


try,. thus violating the laws of neutral 
Governments. In October, 1917, the Brit- 
ish Government called Holland to task 
for allowing her waterways to be used 
by the Germans for the shipment of 
copper, sand, and gravel used in build- 
ing military posts and roads. 

“The German Government have been 
and are being allowed to transport sup- 
plies required in connection with their 
military operations from their own ter- 


ritory to territory in German occupa- | 


tion, and vice versa, across the territory 
of a State taking no part in the war,”’ 
wrote Mr. Balfour. ‘‘The intention 
and result is materially to relieve the 
strain upon the railways and water- 
ways of the belligerent country esser- 
tial to its military operations. What is 
taking place constitutes a breach of

tral State. 

“If Germany finds it necessary for 
her own purposes to send commodities 
containing copper to Belgium to~ be 
smelted ‘in order to extract the metal, 
and. then to return the metal from 
Belgium to her own territory for use in 
her munition factories, the carriage of 
these supplies backward and forward, 


if permitted, via neutral territory, af- 


fords relief to the direct military trans- 
port system between Belgium and Ger- 
many and constitutes the ‘use by Ger- 
many of Netherlands territory for mili- 


tary purposes. For the Netherlands 
Government to permit this is to fail in 
the observance of their duties as a 
neutral. 

‘““With regard to, sand and gravel, it 
is immaterial whether the German pur- 
poses are alleged to be civil or alleged 
to be military... Germany is in occupa- 
tion of\Belgium erely in pursuit of 
military objects, and there can be no 
purpose to which the sand and gravel 
so dispatched via the Dutch waterways 
can be put which does not constitute a 
use of those waterways for the for- 
warding by the enemy of supplies 
which are required in connection with 
the war. 

“The sand and gravel which have 
been allowed to pass is far in excess of 
anything which is required for civilian 
purposes in Belgium. There is also the 
local output to be taken into account. 
Belgian quarries can easily produce all 
that is required for non-military pur- 





poses in that country. Since it is wh li 
derstood that.the Belgian quarries. are 
worked by prisoners of: war, the output 
is doubtless, used for civilian purposes. 
Were it not so. it would be a breach of 
the Land War - Regulations, since. it 
would be a case of employing the labor 
lof prisoners on work _ connected with 
military. operations. 

“His Majesty’s Government feel no 
‘doubt that the Netherlands Government 


fare allowing use to bé thade of Dutch 


territory by the Germans for the -pur- 
pose of forwarding to Bélgium in endor- 
mous quahtities supplies which have 
intimate connection with the military 
defenses of the German forces on the 
western front, and they certainly are 
not disposed to acquiesce in any argu- 
ments to the effect that the Nether- 
lands’ Government are bound to allow 
the traffic either under.the Rhine Con- 
vention or ynder any principle of inter- 
national law or public right. On the 
contrary, they maintain that the Neth- 
erlands Government are bound to put 
an end forthwith to this transit traffic 
of the sand and gravel equally with 
that of the metals.’’ 

It deems that even as early as 1915 
Great. Britain had remonstrated on just 
these points, and in July, 1916, the Neth- 
erlands Government informed the Brit- 
ish that it would HMmit the transit of 
sand and gravel to Belgium to_75,000 
tons a month, all of which was to go for 
pacific purposes., Later this was in- 
creased to 450,000 tons a month. Of- 
ficers were sent to Belgium to see how 
much of this material: was being used 
for military purposes and how much for 
civil, 
account of being forbidden by the .Ger- 
mans to enter into military territory. 


‘‘ When the matter was first raised in 
1915 and 1916,’ Mr. Balfour continued, 
‘*the Netherlands Government felt great 
doubts as to the use of the sand and 
gravel transited across Holland. They 
thought it right to ask the German Gov- 
ernment to. be furnished with certifi- 
cates as to the employment of the 
sand and gravel, and the German Gov- 
ernment readily furnished them with 
‘scraps of paper’ certifying that this 
sand and gravel was used for civilian 
purposes only. The Netherlands Gov- 
ernment came to realize that it would 
not be right to attach very great im- 


but could make no calculation on. 





ese certificates, and it 
was in spite of onan that they decided 
‘n‘the Summer of -19}6 to restrict the 
transit of sand and: gravel to 75,000 tons 
@ month. It. is true that the Nether- 
lands Government subsequently altered 
their mind on the’point, and after hesi- 
tation and obvious misgivings decided te 
continue to atcept the certificates. 
“Since the German occupation the 
fact is there has been little or no pa- 
cific usé of Belgian roads, railways, or 
quays. Then there are the quantities of 
sand transited into Belgium, vastly in 
excess of any possible civilian. ,require- 
ments. Then there is the proof that 
such civilian requirements, if they. ex- 
ist, could’ be and almost certainly have 
been supplied from sources in Belgium 
itself. Néxt there is the certain- knowl- 
edge that the German demands for these 
supplies for direct military objects, such 
as fortifications, is enormous, arid there 


is the evidence that the concrete used:|. 
in the little country. The German Gov- 


for such fortifications is derived from 
material which comes from Germany— 
comes, that is, from the ‘source from 
which the transited gravel comes, and 
not from Belgian quarries. And, finally, 


there is the direct sworn evidence that ' 


certain loads of sand and gravel, which 
had been transited,. were, in fact, used 
for military objects.’’ 

Holland in due time took up this mat- 
ter with Germany, and several weeks 
ago it was reported that Berlin’ and The 
Hague had come to an agreement on the 
question of the use of waterways. It 
was understood that Germany had 
agréed to ship only as much building 
material as was necessary for civilian 
purposes. Now, however, it appears 
from the cable dispatches that Ger- 


many is considering the agreement as | 


merely one of the many “scraps of 
paper ’’ she has from timé-to. time is- 
sued, and that she expects to take what 
she wants-by the power of the mailed 
fist. 

Holland has had due cause for war 
before this. Three weeks after Amer- 
ica had entered the war ‘the toll’ of 
American ships sunk by German sub- 
marines was twenty, aggregating a.ton- 
nage of about 59,000. Up to the 
same date, neutral Holland, Germany’s 
peaceful ‘little neighbor, had lost sev- 
enty-sitx ships, amounting to. about 
150,000 tons, as well as a great number 
of lives. Yet Holland, with the fear,

‘How to Listen tol 
New World Sym- 
phony—New York} 
Goes In for War 


Benefits Now— 
Neighbor Newark 
Has a Festival. 


ISTENING at one of the Philhar- 
mionic’s last concerts te perhaps 
the most famous music yet 
Written in America—the sym- 

phony of Dvorak—-a Southern musician 
the other day recorded some new im- 


pressions of the ‘ speaking '' quality of 


native themes to a native hearer. 

“Nobody teld me beforehand,” he 
said. ‘‘ And I hadn't read it in @ beok, 
either. The ‘New World’ symphony was 
te me gnly a fine, harmonious title, like 
‘The Musie of the Spheres.’ I was 
anxious, however, to be in @ syn 
pathetic meod, so’ when. Mr. Stransky 
Waved his baton I closed my eyes and 
tried to imagine the creation of new 
worlds in stellar space. 

‘But the picture didn’t come, -In- 
atead I got a vague sense of familiarity, 
which wasn't at all satisfactory, bé- 
cause | had expécted to hear something 
new. 

“( “This must be the Wagner influence,’ 
I said to myself, I had vead that in @ 
book, and waa quite pleased to remem- 
ber it. So I settled back like a regular 
critic, congratulating myself on my in- 
tight and on Dvorak's lack of origt- 
nality. 

“Ag the music grew more and more 
diequiétingly familiar, I drew further 
on my imagination—ff I ecéuldn’t see 
stars, I was determined to see some- 
thing—and soon had the ceiling of Car- 
négie Hall richly péopled with nibelunge, 
dragérs, and valkyries. Just as I was 
bégirinitig to bé aotry for other people 
who céouldn’t understand classic miusic 
as well ad I did, I got a terrible shock. 
The #wellitig harmony died away, and 
suddénly a violin, speaking all by itself, 
said, fight out loud: 

““* Bob- tailed dog ran 
through the meétin’ house!’ 

“It nearly scared me out of my seat, 
for I was acquainted with the bob-tailed 
dég the violin was spéaking of, and I 
knew he didn’t béfong in Carnegie Hall 
or in the Rhine legends. Hé belonged 
down on the old Géofgfia plantation, and 
what He was doing so far away from 
home Y couldnt’ imagine, But he had 
méré confidence than I had amid the 
néw sufroundings, and ‘pretty sdon he 
was ‘tfottin’’ all aver thé oérchéstra, 
leaping from instrtimétit to instrument, 
until they all to6k up the tune. My 
Rhine matfdens didn’t havé a chance 
with that pup snapping at their ankles. 
And by the time he had chased thé 
dragon out through the skylight I began 
to understand why the ‘Néw World’ 
symphony soundéd so familiar. It was 
negro miusic—old-fashiéned, Southern

The Soul of the “ New World.” 

The Southernér who recordéd thésé 
impressions, W. B. Seabrook, has 
served with the American Ambulance 
in France since he became a devotee ¢f 
music during the Metropolitan Opera 
visits to Atlanta. With a zest that 
others have shown on returning from 
thé war, he heard the ‘‘New World” 
symphony in New York. He continued: 

‘* When once I got the real color of it 
the complicated treatment couldn’t fool 
me any more. Wagner influence? 
Valkyries? Why, that wasn’t a val- 
kyrie. It was Eliza crossing the ice in 
the thrilling third act of ‘ Undéle Tom's 
Cabin.’ I could sméll the gasoline 
flarés in the old tént. 

‘‘ And that marvélous syncopation in 
the movement which followed—I didn’t 
havé t6 fit anything imaginary into it, 
for I knew thé real words: 

Chicken An de bréad tray 
Pickin’ up dough; ; 
Mammy, Goés yo’ dog Bite? 

No, chile, n6! 

“ And the scherzo—how vivid it was— 
the shuffling, jigging feét on the cabin 
floor, the twanging bartijos, the negroes 
laughing, faughing, laughing. Présent- 
ly oné of them slipped out ef the. chain 
door. There was a glimpse of cotton 
fiélds, and then a plaintive voice from 
thé distance, mingling with the laugh- 
ter, but not of it:, 

Li'l yaller gal, 
Won't you comé out tonight, 
And dancé by dé light of dé moony 

“But theré is moré than plantation 
‘rag’ and melody in the ‘New World’ 
symphony. There is thé negro soul. 
There is the religious ecstasy of the 
race which still believes in Heaven as 
the pcet and the child believe. The 
marvels and glories I used to dream of 
while listening to the crooning of my 
old black nursé were brought back out 
of the forgétten yéars. As the great, 
flooding harmony of thé symphony 
reached its climax I close@ my eyés 
again afid this is what I saw: 

Thundér clouds a’bustin’, 

Black rain pourin’ down— 

Then Master Jésus comes ridin’ by 
With a rainbéw on His shoulder. 

“All I had ever read about motifs 
and influénces was forgottén. Thé 
heavens weré opéned. I was walking 
thé golden stréets, in goldén Slippers, 
just as my old Mammy had promised. 
Old Black Joe was there. But he had 
no harp. They had let tim keep his 
fiddle and he was playing it while the 
angels sang.”’ «,s

“the ordeal of a mother does net move 
an audience se deeply, perhaps, as the 
vocal and dramatic trials and tribule- 
tions of lovers, separated er dying by 
réason of @ baritone’s vileinous be- 
havior.”’ 

Mr. Hale recalied thas Albert Nie- 
mann acted the Prophet better than 
any one in his wide experience. Heard 
in Bertin thirty-five years ago, Nie- 
mann's voice was worn and husky, and 
the music was cut mercilessly for his 
nevertheless, his+im- 
personation was a marvel of histrionic 
skill. Had any -contralto ever ap- 
proached Pauline Viardet in the 
mother’s role? If old Paris reports 
were trustworthy, her performance was 
incomparable. In fact, the success of the 
opera rested on her as long as she was 
on the stage. Audiences of today are 
unwilling to hear the long operas as 
they were written. ‘‘ The Prophet ”’ 
was cut even for the first Paris per- 
formance. When the opera was last 
sung in Boston by Schumann-Heink, 
Marilly, Alvarez, Edouard de Reszke, 
and Journet, the excisions made the 
story almost unintelligible. Bertha, for 
example, floated on and off the stage, 
apparently without purpose. The cuts 
made for the present revival by Mr. 
Bodanzky were far more judicious,

ERE they are again, all in a 
H week of April—Ibsen, Shake- 
Speare, and others of the 
mighty, down to Oscar Wilde 
and up to C. Rann Kennedy! Quitea 
poetic thought this, that after a Win- 
ter of hard sledding, the most durable 
products of which are apparently “Oh, 
Look!” and “Oh, Lady! Lady!!” 
the. classics should flower of them- 
. selves, just like that. 


The thought is poetical, but not all 
thoughts are things. It might be in- 
teresting to compute how much en- 
ergy and time were expended on that 
excjamatory lady play, and how much 
on “A Midsummer Night’s Dream.” 
The ratio would probably be found to 
be, as a mathematician might say, in- 
verse to their absolute value. “It’s a 
fine morning, let’s go out and kill 
something! ” April is here and thea- 
-tres are empty, let's have a go at the 
classics. . . « 

In what mood shall one criticise 
these flowers that bloom in the Spring? 
How would one think of a nature lover 
who clambered up the borders of chim- 
ing brooks and over the sunlit ledges, 
only to return with such verdicts as 
these: “The shadbush is blossoming 
fn the underwoods, but we regret to 
state once mor’ that its.proportion of 
petal to leaf is inadequate. - We still 
prefer dogwood, which,’ though longer 
in preparing its effects, is far more 
brilliant, with its constellations of sil- 
ver stars touched with subtle flame.” 
_ Or this: “ The violet is multitudinous 
on the margins of all waterways, and 
on the soft borders of spring holes; 
but, as we have remarked each season, 
{ts modesty, which so delights the un- 
thinking - public, is utterly specious. 
The true observer will note that it 
does not abase its glance until it has 
brazenly perked up its head above the 
moss. Authoritative modesty can only 
be found in the arbutus, which hides 
away sincerely beneath pine needles 
or oak leaves, and, when discovered, 
blushes ‘an authentic pink.” . What 
lingo is this, what horrendous, out- 
landish jargon! The true mood in 
which to greet the Spring classics, as 
the mighty Gilbert divined, is the 
mood of tra-la, of tilirra-larra-lay. 


The Nazimova Violet. 


N let us carol the tune that 
Mme. Nazimova is a true violet, 
a “violett vernande with sweete 
odoure,” yet quite as modest as the 
arbutus, with the art of concealing 
art, which, as her manager has inti- 
mated, is the ideal of a leading act- 
ress—thereby antioipating, at least in 
his own experience, the thought of Q. 
Horatius Filaccus. To praise thus 
would be a much easier feat, it must 
be admitted, if Mme. Nazimova’s par- 
tisans had not rushed to the defense of 
her with angry protests against the 
views as to Hedda which were pub- 
lished in these columns a fortnight 
ago, 

One correspondent, a very terrible 
male, asseverates that Hedda is‘an in- 
carniate she-devil, and that it is there- 
fore eternally right for Nazimova to 
blazon the fact, from the first rising of 
the curtain to its final fall. The only 
thing. to be regretted, one gathers, is 
the play does not keep it up all night, 
80 as to give fuller scope to the exhibi- 
tion of her devilments, Another cor- 
respondent, a dignified but relentless 
person of the opposite sex, is equally 
certain that Hedda is a deeply pathet- 
ic heroine—a soul aflame with the love 
of beauty, who shgots herself in de- 
spair of the ampler life when she 
finds that the banqueting Lovborg did 
not wear a coiffure of vine leaves. 
What if Mme. Nazimova did call them 
“wine lees’? Only an utter and un- 
pardonable. levity could visualize an 
image of Hedda’s lover under the table 
with the dregs of dissipation in his ro- 
mantic locks. Poor, sweet, enduring 


Hedda, eternal protagonist of ‘Woman 
Starved and misunderstood! 

Between Hedda the she-devil and 
Hedda the pathetic heroine, where does 
the truth lie? Ibsen’s critics and blog- 
raphers have not helped us much. 
Once upon a time, while walking to 
the theatre in’ London with William 
Archer, I put the question squarely. 
It was during the Boer war, and he 
sidestepped it by calling my attention 
to a passing Tommy—whose regiment 
he ‘told me, and all its exploits by feld 
and kopje. After the play F. Anstey 
Guthrie joined us, and there I had Ib- 
sen’s leading champion and his lead- 
ing satirist. Once again I put the 
question, and now Guthrie pointed, to 
another Tommy and related the ex- 
ploits of his regiment. Over a siphon 
at Guthrie’s chambers, I returned to 
the attack; but the conversation still 
stuck to Tommfes. It transpired that 
the two had been bunkies at the Al- 
dershot training camp. Beside the 
thrillage of that experience, all other 
interests paled. Once again, when 
Archer was in New York, I returned 
to'the attack. He had just seen Mme. 
Nazimova’s performance, but all I 
could get from him was a_line famous 
in America but new to the Scot, “ And 
Sheridan forty miles away!” Only 
for the name of the Dnglish dramatist 
he substituted Ibsen. So the best I 
can do is to refer my correspondents 
to each other, with the friendly hope 
that they may meet, preferably at Kil- 
kenny, and fight out this question 
of she-devil and pathetic heroine to 
its logical conclusion. 


Thyme and Shakespeare. 


' LADY perplexed by many en- 
gagements once exclaimed that 
the greatest need of .the human 

race is a bank from which not money 
but time can be extracted. ‘Whereat 
a friend remarked, “I know a. bank 
where the wild thyme blows! ”: The 
matinée performance of “ A Midsum- 
mer Night’s Dream” at the “Cort 
brought the happy thought very: viv- 
idly to mind. The stage setting, 
which is composed of hangings sup- 
plemented with,such “ properties ” as 
are needful in the action, is artisti- 
cally ideal, sparing the audience the 
prosaic effect of painted scenery and 
giving a loose to the imagination quite 
as Shakespeare intended. Or it would 
be ideal if Mr. McEntee had taken 
time to work out from the text, and 
from what is known of Shakespeare’s 
stage, the exact disposition of haw- 
thorn brake and fairy “bower. But 
apparently he had no chetk that was 
honored at Titania’s bank. The.com- 
pany was blessed with a high average 
of ability and good looks, and ‘the cos- 
tumes were rarely beautiful... But 
again there was apparently a lack of 
sufficient preparation. It seemed al- 
most as if the actors had studied their 
parts without reference to one anoth- 
er, \and were now for the first time 
playing together. In particular, the 
fairy dances (which should inerrantly 
strike the dominant note of midsum- 
mer and dreaming) were ragged and 
lacking in illusion. \Need it be re- 
marked that in any production the 
primary and the ultimate aim is the 
mood of the work as a whole, that 
any company, however capable, which 
acts each in a different style and 
tempo, impairs or quite destroys the 
imaginative effect? When Director 
Frank McEntee has penetrated the se- 
cret of Titania’s bower, her bank will, 
I am sure, honor his check for all 
needful leisure in preparation. 


Out-Heroding Salome. 


r witnessing the revival of Oscar 
Wilde’s “ Salome ” at the Comedy 

Theatre, it was hard to realize that 
this was the minx whom the chaste 
Directors of the Metropolitan drove 
out of doors—and into the shameless, 
welcoming arms of Oscar Hammer-

uncompromising rectitude, and, as 
some wag has remarked, if Herod paid 
for her dancing with one-half his 
kingdom he found himself heavily 
gold-bricked. 

Yet the major part of the evening’s 
dullness was attributable to the man- 
agement. The performance was far 
too slow. Something might have been 
done by judicious cutting.* But even 
with this the acting would have to be 
speeded up. If any legitimate effect 
is to be derived from the fact that Sa- 
lome kisses the lips of the bleeding 
head on her salver, it is an effect of 
imaginative horror—a shudder the 
chief seat of which is in the brain. 
Ones moment beyond that (and the 
scene was dragged out, as it seemed, 
to eternity) and horror is succeeded 
by a merely physical disgust which 


feventuates in boredom. 


The outstanding feature of the occa- 
sion was the Herod of Louis Calvert, a 
character creation of the first order. 
A man of the people this, as well as a 
King, and with a strong nature deeply 
tinctured of the soil. He lacks the

very essence of breeding and of self- 
discipline—the faculty of remaining 
true to.one’s self, in evil as well-as in 
good. There are moments of Ayrannic 
blood lust, and hand in hand with 
them goes a primitive morality which 
haunts the man with a superstitious 
fear of consequences. He has the dig- 
nity of great strength, but also the 
grotesque indignity of a mind unable 
to resist its most trivial and transient 
desires. And this vast welter of im- 
pulses is, for the moment, suffused 
and loosened by too much food and 
wine. It is a figure half Titan, half 
Silenus. 

The objection has been made that 
this Herod is altogether too human, 
too humorous, for the play as a whole. 
Perhaps! Certainly it may be doubted 
if Wilde was capable of creating a 
character as barbarically strong, as 
richly full-blooded as Mr. Calvert’s 
Herod. Yet the fact remains that every 
essential feature in it is justified 
by the lines. It is indeed the Herod of 
the original narratives, illumined by 
an art,in acting which is finely and 
vigorously creative. Wilde’s imagina- 
tion perhaps fell short of the full real- 
ization of it, but that was his fault. 
If Mme. Yorska had been capable of 
conveying the gelid sensuality of Sa- 
lome, its fire as of ice, the contrast 
would have been dramatic in the ex- 
treme. F 
“ Problems of the Acter.” 


F any one doubts the intelligence, 
the deep artistic integrity, that un- 
derlies this performance, let him 

read Mr. Calvert’s volume, recently 
“Problems of the Actor.” 
To say that it is the. best book on act- 
ing in English is not, perhaps, high 
praise. Our language is curiously de- 
ficient in work of the kind. Yet we 
have “ An Apology for the Life of Col- 
ley Cibber, Comedian ”; Joseph Jeffer- 
son’s “ Autoblography,” and George 
Henry Lewes’s essays “ On Actors and 
the Art of Acting ”—invaluable, all. 
Mr. Calvert’s book is the’ equal of 
any of these in delicacy of insight and 
penetrating intelligence, and it is far 
superior to any of them in breadth of 
view. The reason may be found in his 
life as,an artist. Born and bred in the 
“Old School,” he is a Shakespearean 
actor of wide experience and high 
achievements. Yet when the modern 
.school arose he fell in with it at once, 
accepting its conventions with the ut- 
most catholicity and sympathy. His 








work in Pinero’s “ Thunderbolt” ig 
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familiar here, and also in ‘Shaw’s 
“ Major Barbara.” In London he cre- 
ated a number of the great Shaw 
parts, notably the waiter in ‘“ You 
Never Can Tell” and John Bull of 
“The Other Island.” This equipment 
of experience is far greater than that 
of either Cibber or Jefferson. And 
Mr. Calvert has a further and very 
great advantage. He is not only an 
actor, but a producer. To him a part 








is never a thing in itself, but always 
an integral factor in the play as a 
whole. To the playwright and. pro- 
ducer the volume is quite as valuable 
as to the actor. 

Like all good books on the theatre, 
it teems with happy anecdotes and apt 
illustrations. .It makes its points, as it 
were, by dramatizing them. Only the 
limitations of space prevent = 
quotation,

great activity ‘in the theatres, 
this week’s new productions 
being confined ,to a pair of re- 

vivals. The month of May, as usual, 
will find the season practically over 
and the way cleared for the Summer 
shows. 


DOLL’S HOUSE—Tomorrow night 
at the Plymouth. 


The climax of Mme. Nazimova’s Ibsen 
season at the Plymouth is ‘“‘A Doll’s 
House,’’ which will be offered tomorrow 
night. Mme. Nazimova, it need hardly 
be said, will be the Nora; Lionel Atwill, 
the Nazimovian leading man in the pre- 
vious productions, will be the husband, 
Torvald Helmer and Roland Young, re- 
turning to the realm of the serious play, 
will be Krogstad, the ex-forger. Kath- 
arine Emmet, George Probert, Amy 
Veness, and Charity Finney will com- 
plete the cast. 

(Mme. Nazimova has. played Nora in 
New York before—the occasion having 
been about ten years ago, when that 
actress first came forward as an Eng- 
lish-speaking player. Others who have 
played the part here from time to time 
have been Modjeska, Duse, Rejane, Mrs, 
Fiske, and Ethel Barrymore. 


MARRIAGE OF CONVENIENCE— 
Wednesday night at Henry Miller’s 
Theatre. 


As is the case with most revivals, the 
major share of the interest attaching 
to Henry Miller's production of “A 
Marriage of Convenience”’ bids fair to 
be concerned with the cast. Included 
therein, among ‘others, will be Mr. Mil- 
ler, Billie Burke, Lowell Sherman, Lu- 
cille Watson, Frank Kemble Cooper, 
and Frederick Lloyd. When ‘ A Mar- 
riage of Convenience ’’ was last played 
here, some twenty years ago, John 
Drew was the Comte de Candale, and 
Isabel Irving and Arthur Byron were 
prominent in his supporting company. 

‘“‘A Marriage of Convenience” is .a 
costume play, the period being about 
1750, the lays of Louis XV. 


“The Mystery of Life,’ a Biblical 
play, by J. F. X. O’Conor, one of the 
best-known secular writers in this coun- 
try, will bégin an engagement at the 
Lexington Theatre next Saturday night. 
This piece is by no means unknown to 
the followers of religious plays, having 
been played many times by amateurs 
and semi-professional societies. At the 
Lexington it will be interpreted by pro- 
fessionals—a cast of more than 150, in- 
cluding singers and dancers. 

Lessing's ‘‘ Nathan der Weise’ will 
be produced by the German company at 
the Irving Place on Tuesday night, and 
will be continued for the remainder of 
the week. It will be the final produc- 
tion of the season by Director Chris- 
tians’s company. 


**Good-Bye Bill’’ so delighted the 
customers (cf. Louis Sherwin) during its 
run at the Forty-fourth Street Roof 
Theatre last week that it will remain a 
second week, With the depar ture of 
“You! Know Me, Al,”’ the piece becomes 
the ‘only soldier show in town. 


The four one-act plays given last 
week-end at the Neighborhood Play- 
house, in Grard Street, will be repeated 
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at that theatre tonight. They are 
“Fixing the Border,” in which Whit-: 
ford Kane and Gareth Hughes will ap- 
pear; ‘‘ Free,’’ ‘The Queen’s Ene- 
mies’ and “ Blind.” 


Alfred E. Henderson’s players will 
give their final program of the sea- 
son at the Bramhall Playhouse next 
Saturday night. The occasion will be 
celebrated as ‘‘ patriotic night,’’ and a 
revival of John L. Toole’s ‘Ici on 
Parle Francais” will be the principal 
offering of the evening. 


MISS TAYLOR’S RECORD. 


With the closing of her second con- 
secutive season in New York last night, 
Laurette Taylor completed a _ record 
which is probably without precedent in 
the history of the theatre. Within the 
last five years she has played nearly 
four entire seasons in New York City 
and one solid year in London. The road 
knows her hardly at all, except by re- 
port, as her visits to cities other than 
New York since she became a star, five 
years ago last December, have consisted 
entirely in brief try-out tours prelimi- 
nary to the showing of new plays in this 
theatrical centre. 

Within the five years and a half she 

has appeared in this city in five long 
plays by J. Hartley Manners, in scenes 
from three Shakespeartan plays, and in 
upward of a dozen one-act pieces, the 
last named being given principally at 
special benefit performances. As a 
volunteer at benefits she probably holds 
all the known championships at all 
weights. A rough computation which 
she made the other ‘night resulted in 
the announcement that she had appeared 
at eighty-seven since she first. opened 
in ‘‘ Peg o’ My Heart.” 
‘George C. Tyler, Miss Taylor’s man- 
ager, is authority for the statement that 
no other American actress has ever be- 
fore given so many New York perform- 
ances in the period of time mentioned 
above, or has held his or her public so 
successfully in play after play as has 
Miss Taylor. 

Next season Miss Taylor will make a 
thirty-séven-week tour. ' She will be seen 
in ‘‘ Happiness,’ ‘‘ The Harp of Life,”’ 
and ‘‘ Out There,’’ and she will visit 
only the larger cities, no place being 
played for less than a week. There will 
not be a single one-night stand on the 
tour, simply and solely because she has 
definitely announced that her one-night- 
stand days are a part of her past that 
she will never bring back. 

‘“‘I played nearly all of them in the 
days before I was known on Broadway,’’ 
said she to Mr. Tyler, ‘‘and ‘never 
again’ is my motto now -and hence- 
forth.”’ 

After Miss Taylor’s appearance in the 
all-star production of ‘‘Out There,’’ 
two weeks hence, she will not be seen 
again in New York until the Fall of 
1919.

significan yeti view of. the hardships. 
Moh Mr. Ames hints, that those 
present at Tuesday’s cons volun- 
teered their services almost in. a body. 
"OBODY can gay. that our profes- 

sion has. not: done its full share 

in this war. Actors have given 

their services and . managers 

have given their theatres for benefit 
after benefit. Our work forthe Liberty 
Loans has probably exceeded that of 
any other profession. But, between you 
and me, I think one cause of our eager- 
ness has been a secret feeling that in 


.this world crisis entertainment had no 


vital place. The farmer, the manufact- 
urer of munitions, and ‘the shoemaker 
can see the direct need of his work. 
But the artist—the painter, the actor, 
and the singer—somehow couldn’t see 
any direct use for his personal service 
except as an advertiser of some other 
fellow’s efforts. I think in our. hearts 
we've felt a little out of it, 

But I’ve just come back from France, 
and I can tell you, as a fact beyond dis- 


‘pute, that entertainment is not a luxury 


to the modern man.: Once deprive him 
of it, even for a little time, and he 
learns that it is a necessity as vital to 
him. as sugar in his food. We actors 
stand for something that is as needful 
in'this war as overcoats or shovels. 

And at last our. opportunity has come 
to serve, not through some, other fel- 
low any longer, but in person; to fight 
side by side with our soldiers; to enter 
actively the service of America’s army 
in France. Will you let me briefly out- 
line just what will happen to those of 
you who volunteer to enter this service? 

In the first place, you must put your- 
selves under army supervision. You 
will be allowed to sail only under oath 
and in uniform. 

In France there are two eskenibatioos 
that are the right and left hands of the 
American . Army, accredited. by and 
working under its control—the Red 
Cross:and, the Y. M. C.:A: Both.-are 
semi-militarized, and the functions: of 
each are assigned | by military order. 
Let me read you an abstract from 
‘* General Orders 26,"’ issued in France 
last Summer: 

‘“‘To avoid duplication of work by the 
Red Cross and the Y. M. C. A., the fol- 
lowing division of activities is pre- 
scribed. The Red Cross will provide 
for the relief work and the Y. M. C. A. 
will provide for the amusement and 
recreation of the troops. Commanding 
officers will co-operate with the repre- 
sentatives of these two agencies.”’ 

Even as a member of the Y. M. C. A., 
and thus under military supervision, you 
will be required to sign a contract to 
obey .the officers of the United States 
overseas, and such authorities as rep- 
resent them in the Y. M. C. A. In other 
words, you will be practically in army 
service and subject to its discipline. In- 
deed, I have no doubt that if any of 
your performances over there should be 
bad enough to warrant it, the officer in 
command might order you out and have 
you shot at dawn. 

You must wear the Y. M. C. A. uniform 
not only because you belong to the en- 
tertainment organization, but because 
you would have as much chance of get- 
ting about the camps in civilian dress 
as a convict in stripes would have of 
strolling down Broadway. 

The Y. M. C. A. uniform for men is 
that of. the American officer, with the 
insignia of rank replaced by the red 
triangle of the Y. M. C. A. The wo- 
man’s dress is a long uniform coat, 
vhich must be worn whenever she travels 
and in the military zones. — 

I think you will get very fond pf that 
uniform, and pretty proud of it,’ before 
you've worn -it long.’ It is a badge of 
service to the soldier that he has grown 
to esteem and respect. When I got 
back to New York and passed our boys 
in the street I misséd it whben they 
didn’t smile and say ‘‘ Hello,” as they 
almost always did when I was in uni- 
form over there. And my wife, par- 
ticularly, missed the half affectionate 
greeting, ‘‘ Hello Y,” which is their pet 
name for women in that service. 

And wearing that uniform abroad you 
will find Presidents of flour “mills and 
bankers and college Presidents, and all 
sorts of'other men, many of whom have 
given up large incomes and big posi- 
tions for the duration of the war. You 
will find them in the huts, getting up at 
daybreak, making their own beds, and 
spending the day selling soldiers cigar> 
ettes, sweeping the floors, and moving 
heavy benches in the evening for your 
performance. In one of the huts I met 
a woman canteen worker whom I had 
known in New York. The last time I 
saw her here, she gave mea lift in her 
limousine. There were two men on. the 
box, and she was wearing the finest 
sable coat I ever saw. And in France 
she was standing behind a counter, 
wearing a spotted uniform, and doling 
out letter paper. When she shook hands 
with me her hands were chapped and 
red from days spent in washing choco- 
late cups. And she told me she had 
never been so happy in her life. 

Before you sail you may have an op-. 
portunity to acquire a little of that pa- 
tience under orders that is part of 
military life. For instance, perhaps the 
very day you are ready to start, the 
Government may commandeer your 
berth (I say berth advisedly, dnd. not, 
stateroom) for an officer, and you will 
be left to coel your heels till the next 
steamer sails. Well, there is nothing to 
do about that sort of thing, but to bear 
it—and grin if you can. In any case, 
you'll be wise to acquire early, before 
you face the inevitable little discomforts 
and irritations of war service, the use- 
ful French habit of shrugging your 
shoulders and saying cheerfully; ‘‘ C’est 
la guerre,”’ (‘‘ Well, it’s war! ’’) 

In Paris the Y. M. C. A. will take 
charge of you and tell you what area 
of camps you are to visit first. Most 
of the camps are not actually in the 
towns, but from two to seven miles out- 
side. But the base town is where you 
will lodge (and some of them are the. 
most interesting historical towns in 
France) and.go out by motor to the 
camps themselves for your perform- 
ances. And when you've given per- 
formaaces in all the camps near that 
town you'll go back to Paris and get 
a bath (hurrah!) and start for another 
base town. And So on. 

When you arrive at your first town 
you'll understand why you have been 
advised to leave your trunk in Paris 
and to carry what you need in a. hand- 
bag. First, because the train prob- 
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ably won't take'a trunk anyhow, be-

have difficulty in getting it to -your 
hotel. _There’d probably be no porter 
and ‘you'd. hardly. like to ask a little 
Frenchwoman. or a--bent old -man to 
carry it for you. . 

The“hatels you will find of all sorts 
and qualities. Some of them are Quite 
good,. but most of them are crowded, 
and not as clean as they used to be be- 
cause the cheerful little women who run 
them are overworked and haven't time 
for the corners. There may not be any 
plumbing to speak of, or, if there is, it 
cught not to be spoken about. France 
never was strong on plumbing, even in 
the best of times; and‘éur men over 
there have a saying thatthe ideal mar- 
Triage would be one’ between a French 
cook and an American plumber. ‘But 
France still has the French cook, ‘and, 
due to. her ‘skill, «food doesn’t seem 
scarce. You may get saccharine in your 
coffee instead: of suger, and you may 
miss sweet desserts, but you will have 
plenty of palatable food. 

You will be met at the station ¥ 
your local .boss; that;is the Y. M. C. A. 
Secretary in charge. of the: district; and 
about nightfall ‘he’ll-oad» you all into 
one open’ Ferd moter car—so there 
mustn’t be more than six of you in the 
company at the very outside—and you'll 
start for the camp to give your per- 
formance. All the:scenery. you'll be able 
to carry ought tobe: under, your hat; 
and your costume, ‘if you-take one, must 
pack in a flat handbag—otherwise there 
won’t be room in the’Ford. But, oh! 
respect that humble Ford ! “It cost $1,000 
in France, and had to be fought for at 
that! And the gasoline that feeds it can 
be “had only by order from the army, 
and it is a penal offense to use a drop 
for pleasure riding. 

On your way to the camp your car 
‘may be halted two or three times by @ 
sentry—and ‘his. rifle is really loaded. 
“Halt! Who goes there?” “ Y. M. 
Cc. A.” “Pass, Y. M. Cc. A.” And 
finally you do pass the bounds; and in- 
side ‘you'll find a flat, ‘treeless expans¢ 
of trodden mud, covered close with the 
barracks where the boys live.'The camp 
looks like a newly built mining camp, 
without the saloon.’ Imagine a big 
sleeping car, without wheels, built of 
matched boards, and you have a picture 
of a barrack. 

Inside it there is a centre aisle, and 
on either side of this aisle is a double 
row of bunks. This is the soldier’s 
home. 

After the day’s work he can sit on 
the edge of his bunk and play cards 
with a comrade, but it isn’t very com- 
fortable, because the bunk above comes 
down so low that it catches him just 
in the back of the neck. It isn’t very 
much fun. -He can’t leave to go to 
town oftener than once a week at the 
outside—for the American Army doesn’t 
think the French ‘town is a good place 
for our men. He’s all “talked out” 
with. the other: fellows. His letters 
from home are sometimes two months 
late. Altogether ‘he’s bored, and maybe 
a little homesick. As one boy put it 
to me: “It’s all right day tines, but 
there seem to be eleven evenings in 
every week.” 

The rst of it-all.is they won't let} 
him go to the front, and instead of 
fighting, as he expected, he’s being 
trained ‘and trained everlastingly. And 
this training doesn’t always consist in 
stabbing a dummy with a bayonet, or 
throwing trench bombs, or amusing 
‘work like that. Quite as often. it 
means digging. trenches and feeding 
‘mules,. and doing all sorts of unsol- 
dierly work until he really almost for- 
gets he’s a soldier at all! 

Now, don’t let me for a moment give 
you the impression that our men over 
there ‘aren’t happy, or don’t like their 
work. ‘They have such good food that 
we begged for invitations to the army 
mess. They are the finest, healthiest, 
most upstanding set of young giants 
you ever saw. They are as keen as 
mustard to get to the front, and when 
they are at the front, they are as keen 
as mustard to get at the boche, and 
we are going to have reason to be 
mighty proud of them. One youngster 
from Oklahoma who had just come out 
of the trenches, said to me: “ I’ve seen 
quite some of our fellows dead now, 
but. I haven't seen one whose face 
looked scared yet. And when the bul- 
let that’s got my number comes, I ain’t 
going to look scared neither.’’ Oh, the 
fighting side is all right! 

But when there’s no fighting going 
on, or when the men are shut up in 
camps, praying for the day to. go for- 
ward, there often comes a big sag in the 
evening, and home seems very far away. 

Some genius realized what this: ab- 
sence of any touch of home in the sol- 
dier’s life might’: mean. The Y. M. C. 
A. in France is the result. Wherever 
there is a camp you'll find a Y. M. C. 
A. hut or house. It isn’t decorative. It 
is made of matched boards, and it looks 
just like a larger barrack, or a shooting 
gallery at Coney Island without the 
paint.. It might cost at the outside 
$3,000 to put up in America; in France 
it costs $15,000, because the lumber has 
to be smuggled out of Spain or Switzer- 
land under the noses of German agents. 
And when the army can’t spare the men‘ 
to help put it up, or there are no Ger- 
man prisoners available,.it sometimes 
has to be put up by Frenchwomen. 
But it’s there in every camp now, with | 
its red triangle over the door, and it is 
the soldier’s home and club and corner 
grocery store and church—and it wants 
to be his theatre. 

There is always a canteen (or counter) 
at one end where they sell, at a little 
less than cost, the minor luxuries that 
Uncle Sam doesn’t supply, such as cig- 
arettes, and hot chocolate, and shaving 
brushes, and Sunshine biscuits. Along 
one side is a row of plain wooden tables, 
always crowded, where boys are writing 
back’ to you—letters home. You may 
have noticed the red triangle on the 
corner of the letter paper. On the other 
side is another row of tables; whére 
they. are- playing checkers or ‘cards. 
There is a little library of books. And 
here’s where the old magazines go that 
you put a stamp on and drop into the 
post box without address. There is prob- 
ably a phonograph grinding out ‘‘ Mother 
Machree.’’ And at the end, opposite the 
canteen, is a little platform.: This is 
your stage. Sometimes the hut hasn’t 
even a platform, and they will put two 
tables together for a stage. 

In some of the more important camps 


there are separate auditoriums—except 


that “auditorium”. is altogether too 
grand a word, for they are just like the 
other huts, except that there are no 
tables or canteen, and they are filled 
with closely packed benches., -Some- 
times the little stage has a drop curtain, 
oftener it hasn’t. Once in a while the 
boys have painted a rudimentary ‘ back

A MUCH TRANSLATED PLAY. 


Since Charles Rann Kennedy’s ‘“‘ The 
Servant in the House"’ was originally 
played in New York—it is a matter of 
ten years or so—-it has traveled most 
of the distance around the world. Soon 
after its production here it was trans- 
lated into Swedish and was produced in 
Steckholm. It has occupied P sankadent 
place in the repertory of the Svenska 
Theatre, in that city, even sinte.. It has 
atso been. played frequently by Christ- 
ensen’s stock -company. in Christiania, 
the theatre which generaily houses 1sen 
in his own city. .The Finns translated 
it-as well, and it has been played in 
Viborg, Helsingfors, and other Finnish 
cities. The play did not fare so/ well 
in Russia, however.. A translation into 
Russian was: authorized, but when the 
manager attempted.to produce it, not 
only was the .production forbidden, but 
the printed copies were confiscated by 
he censor. This occurred, of course, 
under the old’ régime of the Czar. It 
was. played frequently throughout Ger- 
many and Austria before. this country 
declared war against the Central Pow- 
ers. Though, as far as the author knows, 
it has not been; played in' Japanese or

owns a Japanese copy, it having been 
presented to him by the translater, a 
professor in the Univegsity of Tokio. 
The only modern languages, so far as 
Mr. Kennedy Rnows, into which ‘ The 
Servent in the House” has not been 
translated are the Latin tongues, and 
negotiations for a French translation 
were broken off by the war. In Holland 
it was produced in Amsterdam for. the 
first time after the war began and has 
been playing there ever since.

} AN AFTERNOON'S JOURNEY. 


The Magic Screen Replaces the Car- 
- pet of “ Once Upon a Time.” 


NUMBER of invited guests, in- 
cluding members of the Council of 
Women’ s Organizations, gathered 

Jat the Neighborhood Playhouse ‘in 

Grand Street -last Tuesday afternoon, 

but did not remain there long. First 


they went to the country, to the Mac- 


Arthur Farm’ in Montclair, and saw 
mothers with cotivalescent babies en- 
joying healthful open alr; then they 
went to Echo Hfll Farm, where little 
girls from the congested sections of 
the city were swimming and running 
through the woods as though they had 
never sunk down wearily on paved 
streets; next they went to Riverhoim 
on thé Hudson, where older girls were 
getting younger and healthier than they 
ever had been; and finally they went 
to Camp Henry at Mahopac Falls, 
Where city boys had become real 
country boys and played in the water 
and hiked and raised vegetables just as 
if they had been born to such things. 

Returning to the city, the visitors to 
the Playhouse found a nurse and fol- 
lowed her into the home of 4 poor, ig- 
norant mother, whose Httle girl was 
suffering from pneumonia. They saw 
the nurse give the child the benefit of 
expert care, such as many mothers of 
Means would pay a great deal of money 
for, and they observed her clean up the 
small apartment and instruct the mother 
in the technique of administering to her 
daughter's needs and of healthful living 
in general. Then they followed the 
nurse over tenement roofs, down a dark 
stairway into another home, where three 
sick children were piled. in the only 
available bed. They watched the nurse 
do everything possible for the little pa- 
tients and finally transfer them to the 
more airy and ample apartment of a 
generous neighbor. They went with the 
nurse into home after home where sick- 
ness was feeding upon ignorance and 
bad conditions until the nurse brought 
the skill and knowledge needed for the 
nourishment of health. 

Those at the Playhouse felt that they 
had taken these journeys to the country 
and through the city after they had seen 
the moving picturés showing the work of 
the Henry Street Settlement, what the 
settlement does in the Summer at its 
camps and‘farms, and what its visiting 
nurses do in the city the year round. 
The pictures aroused and held that keen, 
participating interest that is possible 
only with reality. Those who saw them 
aid not feel that they were in a detached 
body of spectators viewing objectively 
some work of fiction, but they experi- 
enced the setisation of seeing and sharing 
in the lives of other real people who had 
power to delight them, to stir their sym- 
pathies, and to reveal new things to 
them. 

According to an announcement, the 
films have never been shown publicly. 
Many thousands of persons, therefore, 
must have missed the opportunity en- 
joyed by those invited to the Playhouse 
last week.

ECENTLY there was held in this 
city the annual Spring auction 
of raw furs—that is, furs in the 

State in -whjch they come from = the 
trappers. The sum realized was a 
little more than $4,000,000, the largest 
total ever recorded at a sale in New 
York. Some of the furs did not ad- 
vance over the levels established at 
the mid-wintér sale, but where this was 
the case Dame Fashion was largely 
responsible. ‘Styles change in furs as 
well as in other things. In most cases, 
however, the mid-Winter auction ‘prices 
were exceeded, and the ‘ advances 
ranged all the way from 10 to 60 per 
cent. ‘ , 
Comparison of the average prices at 
the October sale, the first of the 191T- 
1918 season, with those recorded at the 
api aucttion, shows that certain raw 
furs went up by leaps and bounds. 
Northern wolf pelts, for instance, ad- 
vanced 140 per cent. for the season, 
while in Southwestern wolf skins there 
had been a total rise of 90 per cent. The 
ingrease in both grades was due in great 
part to their being substituted for foxes 
as a result of the shortage in the year’s 
fox catch. Muskrat registered a rise of 
120 per cent. for the season, the black 
variety going-‘up 75 per cent. The rise 
im beaver totaled 105 per cent., largely 
as a result of the 70 per cent. gain made 
at the midwinter sale. 

The return of mink to more general 








use was reflected in an advance of 100 
per cent. on Northern skins and .50 per 
cent: on those from the Southwest. 
Prices on red fox touched record levels 
at the October sale here, and for the 
season they showed a total gain of 95 
per cent. Marten, often called Hudson 
Bay sable, went up 90 per cent. 

Silver fox advanced 60 per cént., and 
ermine 65 per cent. The increase in sil- 
ver: fox is one of the most notable, in 
view of the comparatively restricted de- 
mand for this fur, and the increasing 
number of farm-bred fox pelts that is 
appearing in the market. 

One of the few furs which showed no 
increase at the last sale was nutria. 
This is a South American water animal 
on the order of a beaver, and its fur has 
to be rid of the long outer hairs before 
it can be used. This ridding of the outer 
hair is known as plucking, and the 
chief reason why nutria did not do bet- 
ter at the Spring auction was that the 
war had so lessened the supply of pluck- 
ers in America that the finishing pro- 
cess was much prolonged and the manu- 
facturers delayed. 

The largest advance at the recent sale 
was in ringtail opossum, which went 
up 60 per cent. This increase was at- 
tributed to the fact that the manufactur- 
ing furriers had lately discovered that 
this kind of sKin, properly dyed, made a 
quite acceptable substitute for kolinsky, 
which is a higher-priced fur. Blue fox 


is not only scarce but much in demand, 


‘land at the Spring sale it went up 50 per 


Marmot, ‘used a good deal for 
coats, rose 40 per cent. Northern wolf 
also advanced 40 per éent. Russian 
sable, after having scored no rises at 
the Fall and midwinter- auctions, went 
up 30 per cent. at the Spring sale.

Not only will the prfces be sustained 
for the period of the war, but trade 
opinion indicates that they will continue 
to increase thereafter. Factors in a 
further rise in prices, it is contended, 
will bé the import embargo placed on 
furs from’ many countries and the 
further depletion of the ranks of Amer- 
ican and Canadian trappers by the war’s 
demands for man power.

NOT A WAR RESOURCE 





Development Too Slow for Imntediate 


Benefit: to Country, According to~. 
Washington Students of Subject 


ACE the facts” is the advice heard 
F more and more in Washington. 

The keener atmosphere has a 

blighting effect on illusions. Some 
ef these illusions had swollen to vast 
size, not because of official encourage- 
ment or support, but for the reason that 
in their very nature they made the 
richest food for air-castle building. 

One illusion, certainly close to the top 
of the list, has been that of the possi- 
bilities of water power development as 
an aid in winning the war. There is no 
question about the possibilities; they are 
immense, and it only needed an imagina- 
tion with a touch of -Colonel Sellers’s 
gift to picture the swift development of 
these possibilities to a stage where large 
relief would be provided for the war coal 
shortage. But there is actually no pros- 
pect of such relief to any considerable 
degree. The facts are that the coal 
shortage will have to be met by more 
coal. This is not to minimize the great 
and pressing importance of the future 
development of the vast potential power 
of thé country; it is simply to face the 
conditions under which that develop 
ment thay take place. : 

A special committee of the House at 
Washington is now at work on the 
preparatory stage for this development, 
a suitable law. Formerly bills on this 
subject might be referred to any one 
of three committees, according to their 
special proposals. A short time ago, at 
the request of the President, a special 
committee composed of six members 
selected from each of these three com- 
mittees was formed to consider and have 
charge of all water-power legislation. 
Thetus W. Sims, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Interstate and Foreign Com- 
merce, was made Chairman of the spe- 
Cial committee. 

“We have had a number of ills re- 
ferred to us,” said Mr. Sims, when he 
was asked about his work, ** first ‘among 
them being that to create a commission 
for the development of water power, 
composed of the Secretary of War, the 
Secretary of the Interior, and the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture. Out of them all, 
including the Shields bill passed by the 
Senate, we expect to prepare a measure 
te accomplish the purpose desired. We 
expect it to be passed at the present 
session of Congress. But it is bosh to 
talk about the development during this 
war of water power in an amount sut- | 
ficient to be of much help to the coal 
situation. There are practical conditions 
to face. Dams for water power plants 
are costly affairs, often running into 
millions of dollars. They are private 
enterprises, and the money must come 
from private capital. 

‘“*The call made upon the public for 
the purchase of Government bonds to 
Provide money to conduct the war is 
making heavier and heavier drains on 
that capital. Then there is the increased 
Cost of material to lessen the attractive- 
mess of such investments at this time. 
The cost of material is twice as much 
as it was before the war. In addition, 
there is the greater cost for labor, and 
added to that is the difficulty of ob- 
taining labor. Therefore, only those 
projects which offer unusual profits can 
find the capital for development during 
the war ‘period. Two factors enter into 
this class of projects, closeness of popu- 
lation centres and cheapness of installa- 
tion of plant; in the nature of things 
there is comparatively not a large num- 
ber of them. There is also the element 
of time in the building of dams for 
Water-power. development; they are 
often difficult engineering problems and 
cannot be built in short order. At two 
places the Government has started to 
build dams for water power in connec- 
tion with nitrate plants. One is on the 
Tennessee River. On account of the war 
need and the time required-for the con- 
atruction of the dams, it has been de- 
cided to put in temporary coal-power 
plants. © 


** But because of this situation as it 
relates to the war period, we should not 
delay in providing a general law on the 
subject, for the needs immediately after 
the war. We are proceeding with the 
hearings as to water-power legislation 
with as little ,waste of time as. pos- 
sible.” : 


There has already developed an active 
difference of opinion as to the wisdom 
of a commission composed of the Secre- 
taries of War, Interior,-and Agriculture. 
The bill also calls for an executive of- 
ficer to the commission, to be appointed 
by the President. For the development 
of hydro-electric power there are pro- 
visions for the issuance of licenses to 
citizens or corporations, State or mu- 
njcipal, for the purpose of constructing, 
operating, maintaining, and utilizing 
water power in any of the navigable 
streams of the United States, or any 
part of the public domain, with recom- 
mendations as to tolls, regulation of 
rates for service, &c. In a letter to Mr. 
Sims, signed by the three Secretaries, 
is the following: 

**The various establishments of the 
Federal Government with which the ad- 
ministration of water power should be 
co-ordinated through a single agency, 
and as far as practicable all agencies, 
Federal, State, and ‘private, should be 
brought into co-operation. It is urgent- 
ly recommended ‘that a Federal power 
commission be established, ‘as ‘provided 
in the proposed bill, and be given ample 

- 


. 


authority’ to. undertaké ‘this work of 
preliminary investigations (survey . of 
water-power resources.) | ; 

‘* Beyond the need of power develop- 
ment as such is the need of increasing 
the proportion of water power in order 
to reduce the drain on our coal and pe- 
troleum supplies, particularly the lat- 
ter. Even if the coal supply,.were’un-' 
limited, the reduction in the’ demands’ 
upon labor and transportation equip- 
ment wotilad be sufficient ‘reason’ * for 
substituting ‘water power for steam 
power whénever possible.. The. petro- 
leum supply,- particularily’ in. the West 
where the greatest’ proportion is used 
for fuel, is ‘being rapidly depleted, con- 
sumption has exceeded production, and 
stocks in-storage are fast disappearing. 
With the substitution. of water ‘power 
for steam power in ‘central stations and 
with the electrification of railroads, a 
large part of the use of petroleum for 
fuel can be eliminated. 

“Water power legislation should 
haye in view not only the maintenance 
of the rights of the public in the na- 
tional resources, but also, the adequate 
protection of private capital by which 
such resources” are. developed, The bill 
before you aims at-both.”* - 

Those who oppose some ofthe fea- 
tures of this bill say that a commission 
composed of the three Secretaries would 
mean that their duties would be dele- 
gated to others, as they themselves are 
too busy to give’the attention. required 
for this work;, also. that changes. in. of- 
fice would cause = change in. the 
personnel of the commission. The point 
is made that a commission made up of 
men qualified for the- work by special 
training and with permanent appoint- 
ments would suit the purpose better. 

One of those who took this ground was 
Charles N. Chadwick, Commissioner of 
the Board of Water Supply of New 
York. Mr...Chadwick appeared before 
the Congressional Committee in behalf 
of a Water Power bill submitted by the 
Chamber of Commerce of New York. 
As Chairman of a special committee of 
that body he helped to prepare the 
measure. It provides for a,commission 
of five persons, appointed by the, Presi- 
dent of the United States, to control 
and have jurisdiction over the inter- 
state waters of the United States. Its 
two functions would be: First, that of 
the study and_ investigation; second, 
that of initiation work. Mr. Chadwick 
insisted that before the details of the 


development: of hydro - electric power 
were taken up, the Government ‘should 





first determine its policy relating to the 
conservation and utilization of rain- 
fall and the rules and regulations .gov- 
erning it in the various States: 

Other points which he made before 
the Congressional Committee are cov- 
ered in his report to the Chamber of 
‘Commerce, ‘in which he says: 

.. ‘The attempt to exercise an absolute 
foresight-in the drafting of a blanket 
statute (referring to the Administration 


bill) to cover:every possibility of power}- - 


development in both humid and arid 
states, and practically for all time, 
which should adequately meet not only 
present conditions but future develop- 
ments is inconceivable; such’ foresigh 
is beyond the capacity. of any individual 
or set of individuals. Section 3 of the 
Chamber of Commerce bill in four and 
a: half lines covers all possible develop- 
ments, because it provides for the sub- 
mission of individual projects, after 
thorough study and investigation, to 
‘Congress for authorization and appro- 
priation’ of the necessary funds.

As Mr. Rogers later elaborated. his 
views upon the matter, his idea would 
provide for the maintenance in Wash- 
ington by a number of newspapers of 
something which would in effect per- 
form in the study of National Govern- 
mental activities some such work a# the 
Citizens -Union does now in the study 
of the legislative records of members 
of the Legislature and the Board of 
Aldermen, as well as some of the scien- 
tific study of the efficiency of Gov- 
ernmental methods such as is given to 
municipal matters by the Bureau of 
Municipal Researcl® and similar bodies. 

This, organization, he thinks; would be 
able to devote its entire attention .to 
critical study and to giving the press 
of the country its conclusions. Such

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~ VON JAGOW’S. UNCONVINCING REPLY TO LICHNOWS 





Former German F oreign Minister Acknowledges That Great Britain Tried to 6 Avert War— 
First Definitive Translation of His Defense of the German Government 








Frank Comments of German Newspapers on Ex-Ambassador’s Revelations 


tained in the famous memoran- 
dum in which Prince Lichnow- 
sky lays the responsibility for the: out- 
break of the world war at the door of 
the German. Foreign. Office and the 
militarist elements controlling it have 
only resulted in corroborating the 
Prince's statements and in making the 
oft-repeated assertion that Germany is 
fighting a war of self-defense so ridicu-. 
lous that it is now generally discredited 
even in the Kaiser’s Empire. 
Practically -coincident with the giving 
out for publication on March 19, through 
the semi-official Wolff Telegraph Bu- 
reau, of an account of a discussion in 
the Main Committee of the Reichstag 
of the memorandum of the former Am- 
bassador at London, together with sub- 
stantial excerpts from the main chap- 
ters of his work, the German Govern- 
ment got in touch with Herr von Jagow, 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs 
when the war began, and asked him to 
write an article calculated to counter- 
act the effect of the Lichnowsky revel- 
ations. Herr von Jagow hastened to ac- 
cede to this request, but, as was re- 
ported in a long special cable dispatch 
_ from London, printed in THe New Yorx 
‘Timps of April 7, he merely made mat- 
ters worse for the German Government 
by practically admitting the correctness 
of Prince Lichnowsky’s assertion that 
England did not want war and that 
Berlin’ was aware of this. 


Herr von Jagow’s ‘‘ reply’”’ gave rise 
to another volley of editorial comment 
in the German press similar to that de- 
scribed in THE NEW YoRK TimMEs of 
April 21 in connection .with the publica- 
tion for the first time in this country of 
the complete text of Prince Lichnowsky’s 
memorandum. Copies of: German. news- 
papers just received ‘ere show that, 
while the journals of all factions were 
practically of one mind in reproaching 
the German Foreign Office for its lack 
of diplomatic ability, the Pan German 
ind militarist organs laid special stress 
upon the implication in the von Jagow 
article that Germany might have been 
willing to drop its alliance with Austria 
if it could have been sure of contracting 
one with England, and the Liberal and 
Socialist papers declared that it was no 
use insisting any longer that Great 
Britain was guilty of the wholesale 
bioedshed of the world war, and that 
now nothing really stood in the way of 
moving for a peace by agreement. 


VON JAGOW TRIES AGAIN. 


These comments were so sharp on both 
sides that Herr von Jagow was soon 
moved to write another article defending 
h's reply to Prince Lichnowsky and 
arguing that his statements regarding 
the Triple Alliance could by no means be 
interpreted as meaning that he would 
have been willing to abandon Austria- 
Hungary in favor of Great Britain. In 
this article, which was first printed in 
the Miinchener Neueste Nachrichten, von 
Jagow says he cannot understand how 
these statements can be taken to mean 
that he was an opponent of the alliance 
with Austria and was considering a 
choice beween Austria and England. He 
proceeds to defend his own policy by 
reference to the fact that Bismarck was 
not content with the Triple Alliance on 
the one hand, and the famous “ Reinsur- 
ance Treaty ’’ with Russia on the other 
hand, but in 1887 deliberately promoted 
agreements between Austria-Hungary, 
Italy, and England, with the object of 
‘‘ bringing England into a closer rela- 
tionship to the Central European league 
and making her share its burdens.’’ Bis- 
marck’s policy relieved Germany of some 
of her obligations, because ‘‘ Austria- 
Hungary, supported .by Italy and Eng- 
land, held the balance against Russia.’’ 


Then, as The London Times points 
out, carefully avoiding the history of 
the present. Kaiser’s reversal of Bis- 
marck’s policy and abandonment of ‘the 
“ Reinsurance Treaty” with Russia, 
von Jagow defends his attempts to make 
British policy serve Germany’s purposes, 
It was ‘‘ because of the isolation of the 
Triple Alliance, which had come about 
in the course of years,’’ that von Jagow 


; ERMAN attempts to refute and 
” G explain away the charges con- 





* pursued a rapprochement with Eng- 
land.”’ He did so, ‘‘ not with any idea 
of putting England in the place of Aus- 
tria-Hungary, but in order, by disposing 
of the Anglo-German antagonism, to 
move England to a different orientation 
of her policy.”” Germany ‘could not 
count upon Italy,” and wanted other 
assistance in upholding Austria-Hun- 
gary in the Balkans against Russia. 
Herr von Jagow proceeds: 

‘The combination of»England would 
have relieved us of the necessity of 
taking our stand alone, when the case 
arose, for Austria-Hungary against 
Russia. Ags was effected by the agree- 
ments of 1887, a part of our obligations 
would have been laid upon other shoul- 
ders.' It is in this sense that I spoke of 
the possibility of the loosening and the 
dissolution of old unions which no 
longer satisfy all the conditions. 

“The alliance with Austria-Hungary 
was the cornerstone of Bismarckian 
policy, and that it had to remain. The 
expansion of the alliance into the Triple 
Alliance, by taking in Italy, was a 
means of supplementing the Central 
European grouping of the Powers; it 
was an ‘auxiliary structure,’ by means 
of which Bismarck aimed at a further 
guarantee of peace, especially as he in- 
tended thereby to check Italy’s. Irre- 
dentist policy. Threads then ran to 
England via Italy. These threads gave 
way later, end this caused a consider-* 
able change in the attitude of Italy. 

FRIENDLY TO ENGLAND. 

“A friendly attitude on the part of 
England toward the Triple Alliance— 
what Professor Hermann Oncken calls 
the moral extension of the Triple Al- 
liance over the Channel—was the aim of 
our policy, and in this we were sure of 
the complete accord of our allies. I 
never thought that the agreements. about 
Bagdad and the colonies would mean 
an immediate alteration of England’s 
course in European policy. These agree- 
ments were to prepare the way for 
this change of course. I was under no 
illusions about the difficulties which 
would still have to be overcome, “But 
difficulties, and even resistance on the 
part of public opinion in one’s own coun- 
tr$, cannot prevent us from following a 
road that is seen to be right. The 
league between Germany and Austria- 
Hungary, supported by friendship with 
England, would have created a peace 
bloc of unassailable strength. The in- 
creasing Irredentism of Italy, her fric- 
tion with Austria on the Adriatic, and 
the Russophile and also Irredentist 
tendencies of Rumania, would have lost 
their importance. Then, in given cir- 
cumstances, the Triple Alliance treaty 
‘might have been modified. The union 
with England would also have secured 
us against Russian aggression, and the 
obligations imposed upon.us by our al- 
liance would thereby have been dimin- 
ished. 

“The road to this goal was long. The 
calm development was crossed by the 
Serajevo murders, and in the fateful 
hour of August, 1914, the English Gov- 
ernment—instead of keeping peace— 
preferred to join in the war against us. 
The English Government has probably 
since then been assailed by serious 
doubts as to whether its choice was 
right. In any case it assumed @ 
considerable share of the guilt for the 
bloodshed in Europe.’ 

Herr von Jagow then denies that his 
scheme was inevitably doomed to fail- 
ure, saying that the policy of England 
is more liable to adaptation and altera- 
tion than the policy of any other coun- 
try, and that ‘ more far-seeing states-, 
men than those who were intrusted with 
the fortunes of the Island Empire in 
1914—think only of the Pitts, Disraeli, 
and Salisbury—held other views about 
the orientation of England toward Ger- 
many and Russia.” He concludes thus: 

‘““As matters stand today, attempts to 
arrive at clearness about the respective 
parts played by our enemies at the out- 
break of the war, and about the greater 
or less degrees of guilt belonging to 
each of them, can have only a historical 
value. England has made the cause of 
our enemies her own, and so she also 
shall be made to feel how Germany de- 
fends herself against her enemies.”

RR VON JAGOW’S reply to Prince 
Lichnowsky’s memorandum is here 
given in full. Although summaries 
and what purported to be full transla- 
tions of the text have appeared both 
here and abroad, this is the first defini- 
tive translation that has been published 
in English. It has been made especially 
jor THe New York TIMEs. 

The only point on which von Jagow 
fully scores, according to German com- 
ment at hand, is his charge of the 
Prince’s exaggerated ego and his melan- 
choly disappointment because the Wil- 
helmstrasse did not accept his judgment 
in regard to England and so prevent the 
world war. ; 

All of von Jagow’s contradictions, 
whether consisting of facts, opinions, 
judgments, or tmpressions, are matters 
of viewpoint, some of which may be ex- 
plained by his confession that the Wil- 
helmstrasse did not keep the Kaiser’s 
Ambassador at London fully informed. 
When he denies, however, that San 
Giuliano’s warning to Vienna is un- 
known, he has only to look up what was 
said in the Italian Chamber, on Dec. 5, 
1914, to, become acquainted with it. 

The full text of the von Jagow state- 
ment, which was written in Munich on 
March 20 and printed in the evening 
edition of the semitofficial Norddeutsche 
Allgemeine Zeitung on March 23, fol- 
lows: 

’-“€ So far as it is possible, in general, I

‘‘fI should like to make the following 
remarks about the individual points of 
the article: 

‘‘ When I was named State Secretary 
in January, 1913, I regarded a German- 
English rapprochement as desirable and 
also believed an agreement attainable 
on the points where our interests 
touched or crossed eachother. At all 
events, I wanted to try to work in this 
sense. A principal point for us was the 
Mesopotamia-Asia Minor question—the 
so-called Bagded policy—as this had 
become for us a question of prestige. 
If England wanted to force us out there 
it certainly appeared to me that a con- 
flict could hardly be avoided. In Berlin 
I began, as soon as it was possible to do 
so, to negotiate over the Bagdad rail- 
road. We found a favorable disposition 
on the part of the English Government, 
and the result was the agreement that 
was almost complete when the world 
war broke out. 

COLONIAL QUESTIONS. 

“At the same time the negotiations 
over the Portuguese colonies that had 
been begun by Count Metternich, (as 
German Ambassador at London,) con- 
tinued by Baron Marschall, and _ re- 
opened by Prince Lichnowsky, were 
under way. I intended to carve the 
way later for further negotiations re- 
garding other—for example, East Asia- 
tic—problems, when what was in my 
opinion the’ most important problem, 


confidence ‘thus created. I also left 
the naval problem aside, as it’ would 
have been difficult to have reached an 
early agreement over that matter, after 
past experiences. 

‘“*T can pass over the development 
of. the Albanian problem, as it occurred 
before my term of office began. In 
general, however, I would like to re- 
mark that such far-reaching disinter- 
estedness in Balkan questions as Prince 
Lichnowsky proposes does not seem 
possible to me. It would have con- 
tradicted the essential part of the alli- 
ance if we had completely ignored the 
really vital interests of our ally. We, 
too, had demanded that Austria stand 
by us at Algeciras, and at that time 
Italy’s attitude had caused serious re- 
sentment among us. Russia, although 
she had no interest at all in Morocco, 
also stood by France. Finally, it was 
our task, as the third member of the 
alliance, to support such measures as 
would: render possible a settlement of 
the divergent interests ‘of our allies 
and avoid a conflict between them. 

“It further appeared impossible to me 
not to pursue a ‘triple alliance policy’ 
in matters where the interests of the 
allied powers touched each other. Then 
Italy would have been driven entirely 


of the Orient, and Austria handed over 
to the mercy of Russia, and the Triple 
Alliance would thus have really gone to 
pieces. And we, too, would not have 
been able to have looked after our in- 
terests in the Orient, if we did not have 
some support. And even Prince Lich- 
nowsky does not deny that we had to 
represent great economic interests right 
there. But today economic interests are 
no longer to be separated from polit- 
ical ones. 

. That the people * in Petrograd want- 
ed to see the Sultan independent’ is an 
assertion that Prince Lichnowsky will 
hardly be able to prove; it would con- 
tradict every tradition of Russian pol- 
icy. If we, furthermore, had not had 
at our command the ‘influence at Con- 
stantinople founded by Baron Marschall, 
it would hardly have been possible for 
us to have defended our economic inter- 
ests in Turkey in the desired way. 

RUSSIA AND GERMANY. 

‘“« When Prince Lichnowsky further as- 
serts that we only ‘drove Russia, our 
natural friend and best neighbor, into 
the arms of France and England through 
our Oriental and Balkan policy ’ he is in 
conflict with the historical facts. Only 
because Prince Gortschakof [Russian 
Premier] was guiding Russian policy 
toward a rapprochement with a France 
lusting for-revenge was Prince Bis- 
marck induced to enter into the alliance 
with Austria-Hungary ; through the alli- 
ance with Rumania he barred an ad- 
vance of Russia toward the south. 
Prince Lichnowsky condemns the basic 
principles of Bismarck’s policy. Our at- 
tempts to draw closer fo Russia went 
to pieces—Bjérki proves it—or remained 
ineffective, like the so-called) Potsdam 
agreement. Also, Russia was not always 
our ‘ best neighbor.’ Under Queen Eliz- 
abeth, as at present, she strove for 
possession of East Prussia to extend 
her Baltic coasts and to insure her dom- 
ination of the Baltic. The Petrograd 
‘window’ has gradually widened, so 
as to take in Esthonia, Livonia, Cour- 
land, and Finland and reach after 
Aland. Poland was arranged to. be a 
field over which to send troops against 
us. Pan Slavism, which was dominat- 
ing the Russian policy to an ever greater 
degree, had positive anti-German ten- 
dencies. . : 

‘* And we did not force Russia to drop 
‘her policy of Asiatic expansion,’ but 
only tried to defend ourselves against 
her encroachments in European policy 
and her encircling of our Austro-Hun- 
garian ally. 

GREY CONCILIATORY. 

“Just as little as Sir Edward Grey 
{British Foreign Secretary] did we want 
war to come over Albania. Therefore, 
in spite of our unhappy experience .at 
Algeciras, we agreed to a conference. 
The credit of an ‘attitude of media- 
tion’ at the conference should not be 
denied Sir Edward Grey; but that he 
‘by no means placed himself on the 
side of the Entente’ is, however, surely 
saying rather too much. Certainly he 
often advised yielding in Petrograd 
(as we did in Vienna) and found ‘ for- 
mulas of agreement,’ but in dealing 
with the other side’ he represented the 
Entente, because he, no less than our- 
selves, neither would, nor could, aban- 
don his associates. That we, on the 
other’ hand, ‘without exception, repre- 
sented the standpoint dictated to us 
from Vienna’ is absolutely false. We, 
like England, played a mediatory rdle, 
and also in Vienna counseled far more 
yielding and moderation than Prince 
Lichnowsky appears to know about, or 
even to suggest. And then Vienna made 
several far-reaching concessions, (Dib- 
ta, Djakowa.) If Prince Lichnowsky, 
who always wanted to be wiser than the 
Foreign Office, and who apparently 
allowed himself to be strongly influ- 
enced by the Entente statesmen, did 
not know this, he surely ought not to 
make any false assertions now! If, to 
be sure, the degree of yielding that was 
necessary was reached in Vienna, we 
also naturally had to represent the Aus- 
trian standpoint at the conference. Am- 
bassador Szégyeni himself was not one 
of the extremists; in Vienna they were 
by no means always satisfied with his 
attitude. That the Ambassador, with 
whom I was negotiating almost every 
day, constantly sounded the refrain of 


me. It certainly is -true that Prince 
Lichnowsky for some time already was 
not counted as a friend of Austria in 
Vienna. Still complaints about him 
came to my ears oftener from the side 
of Marquis San Giuliano [Italian For- 
eign Minister] than from the side of 
Count’ _— Berchtold, [Austro-Hungarian 
Foreign Minister. ] ‘

of Serbia’ in several ways, Serbia even 
receiving some cities and strips of ter- 
ritory that could have been regarded 
as purely Albanian or preponderatingly 
so. Prince Lichnowsky says that ‘the 
course of the conference was a fresh 
humiliation for the self-consciousness of 
Russia’ and. that there was a feeling 
of resentment in Russia on that ac- 
count. It cannot be the task of our 
policy to satisfy all the unjustified de- 
mands of the exaggerated  self-con- 
sciousness of ga power by no means 
friendly to us, ‘at the cost of our ally. 
Russia has no vital interests on the 
Adriatic, but our ally certainly has. 
we, as Prince Lichnowsky seems to 
wish, had flatly taken the same stand 
as Russia, the result would have been 
a humiliation for Austria-Hungary and 
thus a weakening of our group. Prince 
Lichnowsky seems only anxious that 
Russia be not humiliated; a humilia- 
tion of Austria is apparently a matter 
of indifference to him. 


THE WILY VENIZELOS. 


‘* When Prince Lichnowsky says that 
our ‘ Austrophilie’ was not adapted to 
‘promote Russia’s interests in Asia,’ I 
don’t exactly understand what this 
means. Following a disastrous diver- 
sion toward East Asia—in the Japanese 
war we had favored Russia without even 
being thanked for it!—Russia again took 
up her policy directed toward the Eu- 
ropean Orient (the Balkans and Con- 
stantinople) with renewed jmpulse, (the 
Balkan Alliance, Buchlau, Iswolsky, 
&c.) [Iswolsky retired as Russian For- 
eign Minister after Germany forced the 
Czar to repudiate his Serbian policy in 
1909. ] 

‘“‘ Venizelos, the cunning Cretan with 
the ‘Ribbon of the Order of the Red 
Eagle,’ evidently knew how to throw a 
little sand into the eyes of our Ambas- 
sador. He, in contrast to King Con- 
stantine and Theototy, always was pro- 
Entente. His present attitude reveals 
his feelings as clearly as can be. Herr 
Danef, however, was entirely inclined 
toward Petrograd. 

“That Count Berchtold displayed cer- 
tain inclinations toward Bulgaria also 
in its.differences with Rumania is true; 
that we ‘naturally went with him’ is, 
however, entirely false. With our sup- 
port, King Carol had the satisfaction of 
the Bucharest peace. [Ended second 
Balkan war.] If, therefore, in the case 
of the Bucharest peace in which we fa- 
vored the wishes and interests of Ru- 
mania, which was allied to us, our pol- 
icy deviated somewhat from that of 
Vienna, the: Austro-Hungarian Cabinet 
certainly did not believe—as Prince 
Lichnowsky asserts—that it ‘ could count 
upon our support in case of its revision.’ 
That Marquis San Giuliano ‘is said to 
have warned. us already in the Summer 
of 1913 from becoming involved in a 
world war,’ because at that time in Aus- 
tria ‘ the thought of a campaign against 
Serbia’ had found entrance, is entirely 
unknown to me. Just as little do I 
know that Herr von Tschirschky—who 
certainly was rather: pessimistic by nat- 
ure—is said to have declared in the 
Spring of 1914 that there soon would be 
war. Therefore, I was just as ignorant 
of the ‘important happenings’ 


was himself! 
lish visit to Paris—Sir Edward Grey’s 
first to the Continent—surely must have 
been known to the Ambassador, and we 
informed him about the secret Anglo- 
Russian naval agreement; to be sure, 
he did not want to believe it! 

‘‘In the matter of Liman von Sanders, 
[German reorganizer] of the Turkish 
Army,] we made a far-reaching conces- 
sion to Russia by renouncing the Gén- 
eral’s power of command over Con- 
stantinople. I will admit that this point 
of the agreement over the military mis- 
sion was not opportune politically. 

‘“* When Prince Lichnowsky boasts of 
having succeeded in giving the treaty a 
form corresponding to our wishes, this 
credit must not be denied him, although 
it certainly required strong pressure on 
several occasions to induce him to 
represent some of our desires with more 
emphasis. 

‘When Prince Lichnowsky says that 
he received the authorization definitely 
to conclude the treaty, after he previ- 
ously asserts that ‘the treaty was 
consequently dropped,’ this contains a 
contradiction which we may let the 
Prince straighten out. Lichnowsky’s 
assertion, however, that we delayed 
publication because the treaty would 
have been ‘a public success’ for him 
that we begrudged him, is an unheard- 
of insinuation that can only be explained 
through his self-centred conception of 
things. The treaty would ‘have lost its 
practical and moral effect—one of its 
main objects was to create a good 
atmosphere between us and England—if 
its publication had been greeted with 
violent attacks upon ‘ perfidious Albion ’ 
in our Anglophobe press and in our 
Parliament. And there is no doubt but 
that, in view of our internal position 
at that time, this is what the sim- 
ultaneous publication of the so-called 
Windsor Treaty would have caused. 
And the howl about English perfidy 
that the internal contradiction between 
the text of the Windsor Treaty and our 
treaty would. doubtless have called 
forth would hardly have been stilled in 
the minds of our public through the as- 
surance of English bona fides. 


“ UNTENABLE ” CHARGES. 


“With justified precaution, we in- 
tended to allow the publication to be 
made only at the proper moment, when 
the danger of disapproving criticism was 
no longer so acute, if possible simulta- 
neously with the announcement of the 
Bagdad treaty, which also was on the 
point of being concluded. The fact that 
two great agreements had been con- 
cluded between us and England would 
doubtless have materially favored their 
reception and made it easier to overlook 
the. aesthetic defects of -the Portuguese 
~for 
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the effect ‘of the agreement with which 
we wanted to improve our relations with 
England, but not to generate more 
trouble, that causéd our hesitation.., 

““It is correct that—although in a sec- 
ondary degree — consideration was also 
taken of the efforts just then being 
made to obtain economic interests in 
the Portuguese colonies, which the pub- 
lication of the agreement would natur- 
ally have made more difficult to realize. 


‘These conditions Prince Lichnowsky 


may not have been able to perceive fully 
from London, but he should have trusted 
in our objective judgment and acqui- 
esced in it, instead of replacing his lack 
of understanding with suspicions and 
the interjection of personal motives. He 
certainly would have found our argu- 
ments understood by the English atates- 
men themselves. : 

‘“‘The Ambassador’s speeches aroused 
considerable adverse sentiment in this 
country. It was necessary for the cre- 
ation of a better atmosphere, in which 
alone the rapprochement being worked 
for could flourish, that confidence in 
our English policy and in our London 
Ambassador be spread also among our 
people at home. Prince Lichnowsky, 
otherwise so susceptible to public opin- 
ion, did not take this motive suffi- 
ciently intu account, for he saw every- 
thing only through his London, spec- 
tacles. The charges against the attl- 
tude of the Foreign Office are too un- 
tenable to be bothered with. I would 
only like tu point out that Prince Lich- 
nowsky was not left in ignorance re- 
garding the ‘most important things,’ 
in so far as they were of value to his 
mission. On the contrary, I gave the 


Ambassador much more general infor-. 


mation than used to be the custom. My 
own experiences as Ambassador induced 
me to do so. But with Lichnowsky there 
was the inclination to rely more upon 
his own impressions and judgment than 
upon the information and advice of the 
central office. To be sure, I did not 
always have either the motive or the 
authority to impart the sources of our 
news. Here there was quite definite 
considerations, particularly anxiety re- 
garding the compromising of our 
sources. The Prince’s memorandum 
furnishes the best justification for the 
caution exercised in this regard. 


DEFENSE OF ARCHDUKE. 


‘It is not true that in the Foreign 
Office the reports that England would 
protect France under all circumstances 
were not believed. 

‘““At Kxnopischt, on the occasion of 
the visit of his Majésty thé Kaiser to 
the Archduke heir apparent, no plan of 
an active policy against Serbia was laid 
down. Archduke Franz Ferdinand was 
not at all the champion of a policy lead- 
ing to war for which he has often been 
taken. During the London conference 
he advised moderation and the avoid- 
ance of war. 

“Prince Lichnowsky'’s ‘ optimism’ 
was hardly justified, as he has probably 
convinced himself since through the 
revelations of the Soukhomlinof trial. 
Besides, the secret Anglo-Russian naval 
agreement, (of which, as said before, he 
was informed,) should have made him 
more skeptical. Unfortunately, the sus- 
picion voiced by the Imperial Chancellor 
and the Under Secretary of State was 
well-grounded. How does this agree 
with the assertion that we, relying upon 
the reports of Count Pourtalés that 
*‘ Russia would not move under any cif- 
cumstances,’ had not thought of the 
possibility of a war? Furthermore, so 
far as I can recollect, Count Pourtalés 
[German Ambassador at St. Petersburg] 
never made suc reports. 


BLAME FOR RUSSIA. 


“That Austria-Hungary wished to 
proceed against the constant provoca- 
tions stirred up by Russia, (Herr von 
Hartwig,) that reached their climax in 
the outrage of Serajevo, we had to rec- 
ognize as justified. In spite of all the 
former settlements and avoidances of 
menacing conflicts, Russia did not aban- 
don her policy, which aimed at the com- 
plete exclusion of the Austrian influ- 
ence, (and naturally ours also,) from the 
Balkans. The Russian agents, inspired 
by Petrograd, continued their incite- 
ment. It was a question of the prestige 
and the existence of the Danube Mon- 
archy. It my ‘either put up with the 
Russo-Serbian machinations, or com- 
mand a quos ego, even at the risk of a 
war. We could not leave our ally in 
the lurch. Had the intention been to 
exclude the ultima ratio of the war in 
general, the alliance should not have 
been concluded. Besides, it was plain 
that the Russian miltary preparations, 
(for instance, the extension of the rail- 
roads and forts in Poland,) for which a 
France lusting. for revenge had lent the 
money and which would have beerr com- 
pleted in a few years, were directed 
principally against us. But despite all 
this, despite the fact that the aggressive 
tendency of the Russian policy was be- 
coming more evident from day to day, 
the idea of. a preventive war was far 
removed from us. We only decided to 
declare war on Russia in the fade of 
the Russian mobilization and to prevent 
a Russian invasion. 

“IT have not the letters exchanged 
with the Prince at hand—it was a mat- 
ter of private letters. Lichnowsky 
pleaded for the abandonment of Aus- 
tria. I replied, so far as I remember, 
that we, aside from our treaty obliga- 
tion, could not sacrifice our ally for the 
uncertain friendship of England.: If we 
abandoned our only reliable ally later 
we would stand entirely isolated, face 
to face with the Entente. It is likely 
that I also wrote that ‘ Russia was 
constantly becoming more dnti-Ger- 
man’ and that we must ‘ just risk it.’ 
Furthermore, it is possible that I, ‘in 
order to steel Lichnowsky'’s nerves a 
little and to prevent him from exposing 
his views also in London, may also 
have written that there would probably 
be some ‘bluster’; that ‘the more firmly 
we stood by Austria the sooner Russ‘a 
would yield.’ I have said already that 


‘our: policy was not based. upon alleged 


reports excluding war; certainly at 


that time I still thought war could be 
avoided, but, like all of us, I was fully 
aware of the very serious danger. 

““We could not agree to the English 
proposal of a conference of Ambassa- 
dors, for it would doubtless have led to 
a-serious diplomatic defeat. For Italy, 
too, was pro-Serb and, with her Balkan 
interests, stood rather opposed to Aus- 
tria. The ‘intimacy of the Russo- 
Italian relations’ is admited by Prince 
Lichnowsky himself. The best and only 
feasible way of escape was a localiza- 
tion of the conflict and an understand-’ 
ing between Vienna and Petrograd. 
We worked toward that end with all 
our energy. That we ‘insisted upon’ 
the war is an unheard-of assertion. 
which is sufficiently invalidated by the 
telegrams of his Majesty the Kaiser 
to the Czar and to King George, pub- 
lished in the White Books—Prince 
Lichnowsky only cares to tell about 
‘the really humble telegram of the 
Czar ’—as well as the instruction we 
sent to Vienna. The worst caricature is 
formed by the sentence: 

*“*' When Count Berchtold finally de- 
cided to come around we answered the 
Russian mobilization, after Russia. had 
vainly negotiated and waited a whole 
week, with the ultimatum and the dec- 
laration of war.’ ” 

In quoting Lichnowsky, Herr von 
Jagow omits the former's statement that 
Count Berchtold “hitherto had played 
the strong man on instructions from 
Berlin.” 


“ WRONG ” CONCLUSIONS. 


‘* Should we, perhaps, have waited un- 
til the mobilized Russian Army was 
Streaming over our borders? The read- 
ing of the Soukhomlinof trial has proba- 
bly given even Prince Lichnowsky a 
feeling of ‘Oh si tacuisses!’ On July 
5 I was absent from Berlin. The declara- 
tion that I was ‘shortly thereafter in 
Vienna’ ‘in order to talk everything 
over with Count Berchtold’ is false. I 
returned to Berlin on July 6 from my, 
honeymoon trip and did not leave there 
until Aug. 15, on the occasion of the 
shifting of the Great Headquarters. AS 
Secretary of State I was only once in 
Vienna before the war, in the Spring of 
1913, 


‘* Prince Lichnowsky lightly passed 
patch that he sent us on Aug. 1—at 
present I am now in possession of the 
exact wording—as a ‘ misunderstand- 
ing,’ and even seems to want to reproach 
us because ‘in Berlin the news, without 
first waiting for the conversation, was 
made the basis of a far-reaching ac- 
tion.’ The question of war with England 
was a matter of minutes, and immedi- 
ately after the arrival of the dispatch it 
was decided to make an eleventh-hour 
attempt to avoid war with France and 
England. His Majesty sent the well- 
known telegram to King George. The 
contents of the Lichnowsky dispatch 
could not have been understood any other 
way than we understood it. 

‘‘ Objectively taken, the¢ (statement of 
Prince Lichnowsky presents stch an 
abundance of inaccuracies and distor- 
tions that it is hardly a wonder that his 
conclusions are also entirely wrong. 
The reproach that we sent an ultimatum 
on July 30 to Petrograd merely because 
of the mobilization of Russia and on 
July 31 declared war upon the Russians, 
although the Czar had pledged. his word 
that not a man should march so long 
as negotiations were under way, thus 
willfully destroying the possibility of a 
peaceful adjustment, has really a gro- 
tesque effect. In concluding the state 


-.ment seems almost to identify itself 


with the standpoint of our enemies. 
‘““When the Ambassador makes the 


over the matter of the confusing dis- | 





accusation that our policy identified 
itself ‘ with Turks and Austro-Magyars ' 
and ‘ subjected itself to the viewpoints 
of Vienna: and Budapest,’ he may be 
suitably answered that he saw things 
only through London spectacles and 
from the narrow point of view of his 
desired rapprochement with England a 
tout prix. He alSo appears to have for- 
gotten completely that the Entente was 
formed much more against us than 
against Austria. 

‘*T, too, pursued a policy’ with aimed 
at an understanding with England, be- 
cause I was of the opinion that this was 
the only way for us to escape from the 
unfavorable position in which we were 
placed by the unequal division of 
strength and the weakness of the Triple 
Alliance. But Russia and France in- 
sisted upon war. We were obligated 
through our treaty with Austria, and 
our position as a great power was also 
threatened—hic Rhodus, hic salta. But 
England, that was not allied in the 
Same way with Russia and that had re- 
ceived far-reaching assurances from us 
regarding the sparing of France and 
Belgium, seized the sword. 

‘4In saying this, I by no means share 
the opinion prevalent among us today 
that England laid all the mines for the 
outbreak of the war; on the contrary, I 
believe in Sir Edward Grey's love of 
yeace and in his earnest wish to arrive 
at an agreement with us.

A loosening 
and dissolving of old alliances that: no 
longer correspond to all conditions ‘is 
only in ordér when new ‘constellations 
are attainable. This was the object of 
the policy of a rapprochement with Eng-

offer reliable guarantees we could not 
xbandon ihe old guarantees—even with 
their obligations. :

GERMAN COMMENTS 
ON VON JAGOW REPLY 





N commenting upon Herr’ von 
I Jagow’s reply to Prince Lichnow- 
sky, Georg Bernhard editor in 
chief of the Vossische Zeitung, took 
occasion to re-emphasize his favorite 
theory of a rapprochement with Rus- 
sia so as to enable Germany to re- 
duce Great .Britain to the level of a 
second-class power. In a long article, 
printed on March 31, Herr Bernhard 
asserted that Prince Lichnowsky had 
been by no means alone in His policy 
of seeking an agreement with, Eng- 
land, as Herr von Jagow himself had 
admitted, and that. the German Foreign 
Office had seemed obsessed with the 
idea that it was a question of a choice 
between Austria and England, when, 
in reality, if the diplomats had wanted 
to pursue a good German policy and 
at the same time be of service to 
Austria, they should have made it a 
question of Russia or England and 
tried to establish good relations with 
the former under all circumstances. 
After .quoting von Jagow’s remark 
about the inadvisability of abandoning 
old alliances until new constellations 
were attainable, Herr Bernhard said: 


BITTER WORDS FOR VON JAGOW, 


here if, during this war, which strains 
all the forces of the alliance to the ut- 
most, a former German Secretary of 
State should have written such sen- 
tences. It is incomprehensible how they 
came from the pen of a sensible man— 
and Herr von Jagow is such a one. And 
it is still more incomprehensible how 
they were able to escape the attention 
of the Foreign Office: Fortunately, they 
can no longer do any harm now, as 
through qur deeds we have demonstrat- 
ed our loyalty to the Austrians and 
Hungarians better than it can be done 
by any amount of talk.’’

“The interesting question is, now 
that Mont:Kemmel has been taken, to 
what extent will it affect the Allies in 
subsequent operations? The first 
point to consider.is one of observation. 
In these days, when battles are waged 
with artillery more than with any 
other arm, the question of observation 
is of the greatest importance. It ig 
this element which makes the airplane 
of such vital importance. Kemmel is 
the highest point by 300 feet anywhere 
in the immediate vicinity. From its 
summit the country can be seen 'n al!

YPRES IN ‘GRAVE DANGER. 


Second, there is the relation to the 
Ypres salient.

east of Hangard, where it was con- 
tinued by the British east of Villers- 
Bretonneux. Hangard was one of the 
points of crossing, the possession of 
which by the French prevented the 
Germans from forcing the position. 
Nevertheless, after taking Hangard, 
the Germans made no attempt to take 
advantage of their new positions. The 
reason for this was the fact that this 
attack was not the main German at- 
tack at all, but merely a diversion to 
distract attention from the main point 
of attack, which was to be in the north 
on the Flanders front. 


The general situation on the-Flan- 
ders front at. the beginning of the week 
can be briefly stated: The German 
lines ‘in the. salient they had created

were bounded on either side by a range 


miles beyond Hazebrouck. Just back 
of Hazebrouck, the two ridges were 
connected by a third ridge, which 
made the angle a pocket strrounded 
by hills. The Germans inside of the 
pocket were on absolutely flat ground, 
without a distinguishing topographical 
feature and completely within view of 
the Allies on the surrounding hills. 
The German line left the plain on the 
north and mounted the ridge at 
Wytschaete, leaving it. again to de- 
scend near Hollebeke. On the south 
the line straightened out at Givenchy 
and La Bassée, continuing down to the 
valley of the Scarpe River, before 
‘Arras. 


FORCED TO ACT. 


This semicircle with which the Ger- 
man lines were surrounded was obvi- 
ously impossible to hold. It was for the 
Germans either a question of breaking 
through the sides or of getting out 
before they were cut to pieces by the 
allied artillery. Even the getting out 
would have been accompanied by con- 
siderable trouble. The roads leading 
in and out are few, they are exposed 
to full view, they are under artillery 
fire at moderate and even close range 
for their full length. The Germans, 
expecting or at least hoping that they 
would be ‘able to force their way 
through the sides of the wedge, have 
poured into this circle a great mass of 
men and supplies which would clog the 
roads in a manner which would make 
them impassable. A withdrawal, then, 
could have been effected only with 
terrific losses, and perhaps the aban- 
donment of much of the material that 
has been accumulated. 

Under the circumstances _Germany 
had to cut her way out of this tangle, 
into which either overconfidence or an 
overwhelming necessity had driven 
her, regardless of cost. To have moved 
forward, even had she been able to 





do so, would have effected nothing. 
‘She would have only got into further 


trouble had she deepened the wedge 
without widening it. Therefore, we 
have seen the fierce attacks, accom- 
panied by the ‘heaviest losses, directed 
ragainst first one side and then the 
other of this wedge. 


LOSSES MORE SERIOUS. 


No accurate or official statements 
have reached us of the German losses 
in the first few days of the attack. 
The probabilities are, however, that 
most of the stories of these losses 
which first reached us were the gross- 
est sort of exaggerations. The expe- 
rience of the British and the French 
has been that, on the offensive, the 
losses in a successful attack are not 
necessarily heavy. This is particularly 
true when the objective is gained rap- 
idly. In such @ ease the trenches are 
overrun with a rapidity which gives 
no time to the defense. But where 
the fighting is maintained without 
gain, where the attack is repulsed, 
then the divisions making it are deci- 
mated. And this is what has been 
going on in Flanders. The Germans 
have driven attack after attack at 
various points of the allied line. Never 
since the first days of the Flanders 
offensive has ground been gained rap- 
idly. If a gain has been made it has 
always been after a terrific strug- 
gle, after wave upon wave has gone 
forward, Without any definite fig- 
ures, we may be sure that the parrot 
losses in Flanders have been heavie 
in proportion to the period of attack 
and the number of men engaged 
than in any other battle of the war. 
But, as I have explained, the Ger- 
mans had to go on. They were in a 
position where they dared not, could 
not, stop. 

Previous to the last attack, the Ger- 
man lines ran from a point on the 
main Messines or Passchendaele Ridge, 
just north of Wytschaete, across the 
southern slopes of Mont Kemmel, 





about a half mile south of Dranoutre 





and thence north of Bailleul. Mont 
Kemmel, the key to this most eastern 
part of the line, is connected with the 
main Messines Ridge by a narrow neck 
of high ground, almost as high as the 
main ridge, which runs from Wyt- 
schaete to Kemmel. North of this 
neck a tongue shoots out to the north 


about midway in the neck, about three‘ 


and a half miles long, the tongue being 
a sort of island of high land surround- 
ed on either side by the low ground of 
Flanders, which consequently cuts it 
off from the main Messines Ridge. 

‘The key to this neck and the tongue 
as well is the main. ridge between 
Messines and Wytschaete. As long av 
the British held the fatter the Ger- 
man line had to be formed parallel to 
the ridge position. It was, therefore, 
under fire:from dominating positions 
over the entire front. As the~ Ger- 
man line curved about Messines village 
and ran west, it was also parallel both 
to the neck connecting the two main 
positions and was similarly confronted 
for its full length with muperist nosi- 
tions. 


ATTACK ON KEMMEL, 


But once the Messines Ridge was 
taken the entire situation changed. 
Then the German line was astride the 
ridge and crossed this narrow neck 
perpendicular to its axis, so that the 
Germans had just as much advantage 
from the high ground (with the ex- 
ception of the isolated peaks, such as 
Mont Kemmel) as had the British. 

fn the German assault against the 
Kemmel Heights an attack was di- 
rected first toward the northeast, 
from Wytschaete, the immediate ob- 
jective being the little village of Vier- 
straat, which is situated on the tip 
of the tongue which runs _ north- 
ward, and which has been pre- 
viously mentioned. Another attack 
was directed due north from Wulverg- 
hem against the neck itself. The first 
of these, then, struck at Mont Kem- 
mel from the rear, the second from the 





east. Simultaneously, there was a ter- 
rific attack launched from a point 
neag Dranoutre, which threatened 
Kemmel from the south and west. 


ALLIES FORCED TO RETIRE. — 


The attacking troops on the Vier- 
straat front succeeded, even though 
they did not take the town itself. They 
did cross the flat country between the 
main ridge and the tongue on which 
Vierstraat is located, and mount the 
eastern slopes of this tongue as far 
as the.crest which is marked by the 
road from Ypres to Neuve Eglise. This 
threw the Germans well to the rear of 
Kemmel and subjected it to an artil- 
lery fire from the high ground near 
Vierstraat. The attack from Wulverg- 
hem also. succeeded and reached the 
crest of the neck which connects the 
two ridges. This exposed the eastern 
slopes of Mont Kemmel to fire also 
directed from high ground. On the 
south and southwest, .ear Dranoutre, 
the German attacks appear to have 
completely broken down. 


But the damage was already done. 
The retirement of the Allies ‘on the 
north and west of Kemmel completely 
did away with all possibility of de- 
fense. It was but a question of time 
when the flanking movement from the 
north would force the evacuation of 
the position. On Friday the Germans 
were able to force their way to the 
summit of this long-contested posi- 
tion. The French, who were defend- 
ing this position in conjunction with 
the British, continued to fight even 
after they were surrounded, and there 
fs no question that the German losses 
were frightfully heavy. 

The capture of this hill immediately 
released the strong pressure which 


the British had continued to exert | 


There is further danger in the fact. 
| that the taking of Mont Kemmel has 
| drawn. still closer the Ypres salient 
at its base—that is, has nerrowed it 
considerably. 

Can the salient hold out? And even 
if it can possibly hold out, will it be 
wise to take the risk of a still further 
.| break in the British lines which might 
enable the Germans to cut off the de- 
fending troops? These are very vitil 
questions at this moment. 

There is a possibility that Ypres can 
|continue to hold out. There is no 
| danger on the north. The German 
lines there have made no impression 
oh the British positions after the 
voluntary withdrawal of about ten 
days ago. This withdrawal, in fact, 
improved the British positions for de- 
fensive purposes. Only the southern 
leg of the salient is in danger. There 
is, therefore, no probability of the 
euccess of any pinching operation. 
Moreover, should the Germans at- 
tempt to drive a narrow wedge north 
from Mont Kemmel this wedge would 
be caught under the fire of the guns 
on the hills west of Mont Kemmel, 


ingly difficult and costly. At the same 
time, there is a distinct danger that 
the. British lines may: give way, ‘in 
which case the entire salient might be 
cut off. The value of Ypres would 
have to be Very great to justify this 
chance, and such a value is not appar- ~° 
ent. On the whole, it would not seem 
that the British will continue to hold 
Ypres, but that they will evacuate it 
as soon as they can perfect their ar- 
rangements for this purpose. 

The withdrawal, 
will naturally take a long time, and 
will be carried out by degrees. There 
will be no sudden rush to the rear, 
abandoning everything in sight. There 
is no present need for anything so 
precipitous. "The Germans will not he 
able to move forward very rapidly 
from the Kemmel position, because 
the heights about Scherpenberg, about 


be directly on their flank, But in the 
meantime, while there is this respita, 
the British will probably fall back and 
straighten out their line. 

Finally, there is the question as to 
the extent to which the Germans in 
the circle between Bailleul and La 
Bassée will be benefited. It does not 
appear that they will be much better 
off than they were prior to this lat- 
est success. The very base of the 
salient, that is, the distance between 
the tips of the crescent which ¢n- 
velops thé German lines, will have 
been widened to some extent, but the 
circle itself will have been little af- 
fected, The taking of Mont Kemmel 
is only a single step; many more must 
comeé, some as difficult as the last, 
before the German positions will be 
relieved. 


THIS WEEK CRUCIAL. 


A great deal depends on the fighting 
of this coming week. The Germans are 
making a terrific effort, greater, in- 
deed, than any they have yet made, 
to break out of their self-made trap 
and reach Calais. They are blocked 
still, not alone by Ypres, which has ac- 
quired a sentimental value in excess 
of its military importance, but by the 
mass of more or less tangled hills 
west of Mont Kemmel. The taking 
of Mont Kemmel does not. seriously 
endanger these hills. In fact, it will 
not have very much effect on them 
one way or the other. But if, in. the 
fighting of this week, the Germans 
can be halted approximately where 
they are and forced to settle down

spectively. Banking institutions and 
others have made arrangements for 
payment in smaller installments. Prin- 
cipal and interest of the bonds are ex- 
empt from all Federal, State and local 
taxation, except Federal estate or in- 
heritance taxes, surtaxes, excess profits, 
and war-profits taxes. Interest on a 
principal amount of $5,000 is tax-exempt 
except for Federal estate or inheritance 
taxes. The bonds will not be con- 
vertible into future issues. 

These are facts such as any investor 
would consider were the matter entirely 
a business proposition. But the pur- 
pose for which these bonds are offered 
transcends all considerations of security, 
or terms, or income. If that purpose 
fails,. nothing we have will be secure. 

The European belligerents have ex- 
erted the greatest economic effort of 
modern times, and have long ago passed 


the point beyend which many thought 


it financially impossible to go. More 
and more we are realizing that wars 
are fought with ‘‘goods and services,” 
and that Governments, unless they bor- 
row abroad or permit their capital to 
depteciate, cannot expend more than 
their people save. The excess produc- 
tion above consumption, including capi- 
tal replacements, is all that can be 
used in fighting any war. The Govern- 
ment secures the right to this excess 
by means of taxation, and leans, and 

her methods which it may find neces- 
gary to employ. 

We are infinitely more capable today 
of. sustaining the financial burdens of 
war than ever before in our history. 
Our industries have expanded to meet 
war needs, The wéalth of America has 
increased beyond all precedent or 
paraljel. In the last seven -years- our 
national -income has increased almost 
88 1-3 per cent,; in the last seventeen 
years it. has increased nearly 117 per 
cent. — 


Let us consider briefly the financial 


Feagurces of the country. when this 


nation was born,eand this Government 
‘‘of the: people, by the people and for 
the people ’’ was conceived. ; 

When the patriots at Lexington ‘‘fired 
the shot heard ’round the world,” the 
thirteen colonies found themselves sud- 
denly in the midst of war, but with 
Lractically no funds in their treasuries. 
The Continental Congress was without 
power to raise money by taxation and 
had to depend upon credit ‘bills and 
requisitions drawn against the several 
colonies. France was the first foreign 
country to come to the aid of struggling 
America, the King of France himself 
advancing us our first loan., All told 
‘France’s loan was $6,352,500; Holland 
loarted us $1,304,000; and Spain assisted 
us with $174,017. Our loan from France 
was repaid between 1791 and 1795 to the 
Revolutionary Government of - France; 
the Holland loan during the same period 
in five annual instailments; and the 
Spanish loan in 1792-3. 

Our first domestic war loan of £6,000 
was made in :775, and the loan was 
taken at par. A year and a half later 
found Congress laboring under unusual 
difficulties. Boston and New York were 
held by the enemy, the patriot forces 
were retreating, and the people were as 
little inclined to submit to domestic tax- 
ation as they had formerly been to 
‘taxation without representation.’’ To 
raise funds even a lottery was at- 
tempted. In October, 1776, Congress 
tauthorized a second loan for $5,000,000. 
It was not a pronounced success, only 
$3,787,000 being raised in twelve months. 
In 1778, fourteen issues of paper money 
were authoriged as the only way to meet 
the expenses of the army. By the end 
of the year 1779, Congress had issued 
$200,000,000 in paper money, while a 
like amount had been issued by: the sev- 
eral States. In 1781, as a result of this 
+ financing and of the genéral situation, 
Continental bills of credit had fallen 99 
per cent. Then came Rebert Morris, 





that genius of finance, whe found ways 


to raise the money which assured the 
triumph of the American cause. By 
straining his personal credit, which was 
higher than that of the Government, he 
borrowed upon his own individual securi- 
ty on every hand. On one occasion he 
borrowed from the Commander of the 
French Fleet, securing. the latter with 
his personal obligation. If Morris and 
other patriotic citizens had not rendered 
such assistance to the Government, 
some of the most important campaigns 
of the Revolutionary War would have 
been impossible. Following came the 
Bank of Pennsylvania, which issued its 
notes—in effect, loans—to provide ra- 
tions and equipment for Washington’s 
Army at Valley Forge. These notes 
were secured by bills of exchange 
drawn against our envoys abroad, but 
it was never seriously intended that 
they should be presented for payment. 
The bank was a tremendous success in 
securing the money necessary to carry 
out its patriotic purposes, and was 
practically the first bank of issue in 
this country. 

With the actual establishment of the 
United States and the adoption of the 
Constitution, Alexander Hamilton came 
forward with a funding scheme by 
which the various debts owed to foreign 
countries, to private creditors,- and to 
the several States were combined. In 
1781, on a specie basis, our total debt 
was $75,000,000. The paper dollar was 
practically valueless and the people 
were forced to give the Government 
adequate powers to raise money and to 
impose taxes. Between that date and 
1812, thirteen tariff bills were passed to 
raise money to meet. public expendi- 
tures and pay off the national debt. 

For. some time previous to the actual 
outbreak of the war of 1812, hostilities 
had been predicted. In a measure, this 
enabled Congress to prepare for it. And 
although the war did not begin until 
Tune of 1812, as early as March of that 





year a loan of -$11,000,000 bearing 6 per 





cent. at par, to be paid off within 
twelve years from the beginning of 1813, 
was authorized. Of this, however, only 
$2,150,000 was issued, and all was re- 
deemed by 1817. The next year a loan 
of $16,000,000 was authorized and sub- 
scribed. This was followed, in August, 
by a loan of $7,500,000 which sold at 
88% per cent. At the end of the war the 
total loans negotiated: by the Govern- 
ment aggregated $88,000,000. The na- 
tion’s public debt, as a result of this 
war, was increased to $127,834,9383 in 
1816. By 1835, either by redemptions or 
maturity, it was all paid. 


The Mexican War net debt fncurred 
by the United States was approximately 
$49,000,000, and was financed by loans in 
the form of Treasury notes and Gov- 
ernment stock. The Treasury notes un- 
der the act of 1846 totaled $7,687,800, and 
the. stock $4,999,149. The latter paid 6 
per cent, interest. By act of 1847 Treas- 
ury notes to the amount of $26,122,100 
were issued, bearing interest in the dis- 
cretion of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, reimbursable one and two years 
after date and convertible inte United 
States stock at 6 per cent. They were 
redeemable after Dec. 81, 1867. Eco- 
nomic development following this war 
led to a period of extraordinary indus- 
trial prosperity which lasted for several 
years. A change in the fiscal policy of 
the Government, with overexpansion: of 
industry, however, resulted in a panic 
in .1857 and. a Treasury deficit in 1858. 
The debt contracted in consequence of 
the Mexican War was redeemed in full 
by 1874. 

‘The situation had not improved to any 
great extent when Lincoln took office 
on March 4, 1861, and by mid-November 
of that year a panic was in full swing. 
The outbreak of the civil war found the 
Treasury empty and the financial ma- 
chinery of the Government seriously 
disorganized. Public credit was low, 
the public mind was disturbed, and rais- 
ing money was difficult.. In. 1862 the 


Legal-Tender act was passed authoriz-' 


‘advertised extensively, 





ing an issue of $150,000,000 of legal- 
tender notes; and an issue of bonds in 
the amount of $500,000,000 was author- 
ized. 

This proved to be a most popular loan. 
The bonds were subject to redemption 
after five years and were payable in 
twenty years. They bore interest at 6 
per cent., payable semi-annually, and 
were issued in denominations of $50, 
$100, $500, and $1,000. Through one 
agent, Jay Cooke, a genius at distribu- 
tion, who employed 2,850 subagents and 
this loan was 
placed directly with the people at par 
im currency. Altogether the aggregate 
of this loan was $514,771,600. Later in 
that year Congress authorized a second 
issue of Treasury notes in the amount 
of $150,000,000 at par, with interest at 6 
per cent.; in January, 1868, a third. issue 
af $100,000,000 was authorized, which 
was increased in March to $150,000,000, 
at 5 per cent. interest. These issues 
were referred to as the ‘one and two 
year issues of 1863.” 

In December, 1862, Congress had te 
face a deficit of $277,000,000 and unpaid 
requisitions amounting to $47,000,000. By 
the close of 1868 nearly $400,000,000 had 
been raised by bond sales. A further 
loan act passed March 3, 1864, provided 
for an isgue of $200,000,000 of 5 per cent. 
bonds, known as “ ten-forties,’’ but of 
this total only $73,337,000 was disposed 
of. Subsequently, on June 30, 1864, a. 
great public loan of $200,000,000 was au- 
thorized. This was an issue of Treasury 
notes, puyable at any time not exceed- 
ing three years, and bearing interest at 
73-10 per cent. Notes amounting to 
$828,800,000 were sold. The aggregate of 
Government loans during the civil war 
footed up a total of $2,600,700,000, and 
on Sept. 1, 1865, the-public debt closely 
approached $3,000,000,000, less than one- 
half of which was funded. 

Civil war foans, with one exception, 
which sold at 89 3-10, were all placed at 
par jn currency, subject to commissions 
ranging from % te 1 per cent, te 


distributing bankers. The average inter. 
est nominally paid by the Government on 
its bonds during the war was slightly 
under 6 per cent. Owing to payment 
being made in currency, however, the 
yate was, in reality, much higher. With 
the conclusion of the war, the reduc- 
tion of the public debt was undertaken, 
and it has continued with but two in- 
terruptions to date. 

Heavy tax receipts, for several years 
after the close of the civil ‘war poten- 
tially enabled the Governmepe to reduce 
its’ debt. Indeed, from 1866 to 1891, 
each year’s ordinary receipts exceeded 
disbursements, and enabled the Gov- 
ernment to lighten its financial burdens. 
In 1866 the decrease in the net debt 
was $120,395,408; in 1867, $127,884,952; 
in 1868, $27,207,708; in 1869, $48,061,540; 
in 1870, $101,601,917; in 1871, $84,175,888; 
in 1872, $97,218,538; and in 1873 $44,318,- 
476. Through refunding operations—in 
addition to bonds and short-time obliga- 
tions, redeemed with surplus revenues— 
the Government paid off, up te 1879, 
$535,000,000 bonds bearing interest at 
from 5 te 6 per cent. In this year the 
credit of the Government. was on a 4 
per cent. basis, and a year later on « 
8% per cent. basis, against a maximum 
basis of 15% per cent. in 1864. 

Between 1881 and 1887 the Govern- 
ment paid off, elther with surplus’ 
revenues or by conversion, $618,000,000 
of interest-bearing debt. In 1891 all 
bonds then redeemable were retired, 
and on July: 1, 1893, the public debt 
amounted to less than one-third of the 
maximum outstanding in 1865. In 1900 
the Government converted $445,900,000 
bonds out of an aggregate of $839,000,- 
000 convertible under the refunding act 
passed by Congress in that year. And 
further conversions in 1908, 1905, and 
1907 brought the grand total up to 
$647,250,150, a ‘wesult which earned for’ 
the Government a net nual saving 
in interest account of $16,551,037, 








The United States is a debt-paying 
nation. We are always ready te con- 


tract a public debt when necessary, but 
are, if anything, more: zealous in re-\ 
Paying it. Hamflton’s admonition as 
to the fundamental necessity 6f. main- 
taining a high standard for ovr na- 
tional credit and an unsullied reputation 
for punctual performances of aJl public 
contracts has been the country’s text 
and gospel for a century and @ quarter. 
Hence,. America’s credit, despite oc- 
casional fluctuations, has steadily risen, 
and our mational debt has sold on a 
lower income basis than that of any 
other nation in the world. 

Following the sinking of the Maine in 
Havana Harbor, in 1898, Congres# au- 


Ahorized an issue of $200,000,000 8 per 


cent. ten-twenty year bonds. Of this 
aggregate, $196,792,560 were sold. by 
the Government et par. So populer was 
thig loan that it was oversubscribed 
seven times, During the year 1898, fol- 
lowing the allotment. to the public, the 
issue sold at a premium, the price: go- 
ing to 107%, and, during the next year. 
to 110%. After the war. ended. the 
Government, in accordance with its un- 
varying custem, began to pay off this 
debt; but, despite the Secretary of the 
Treasury's offer to buy the bondg,. he 
succeeded in purchasing only about $2U,- 
000,000 of them. 

America’s war loan experience, there- 
fore, is practically coextensivé with the 
life of the nation. The ready willing- 
ness of our citizens to subscribe for 
each recurring war loan-issué has-been 
our mainstay in preserving the ideals 
of the founders of the Republic, in per- 
petuating the fundamental principles of 
American government. Without’ ‘the 
financial support of the people in the 
several crises referred to, American his- 
tory as we know it today might never 
have been written. Patriotic and pub- 
lic-spirited assistance herein has been a 
chief factor in shaping our destiny.

Cars on 1,000 Mi 
lanta—Do All 


Among the many: serviceable duties 
performed by the young women in the 
Motor Corps of the Natiofial League -for 
Woman’s Service, one more has recent- 
ly been added, that of motor truck 
driving. Nine women chauffeurs re- 
cently showed their ability in handling 
commercial cars by driving as many 
three-quarter ton trucks from the fac- 
tory at’ Lansing, Mich,, to Atlanta, an 
overland trip of 1,014 miles. It was the 
first time in the history of motoring 
that a truck drive-away hes been at-

A striking object lesson of the. large 
révenue derived by the State and its 
various counties from the registry of 
automobiles was shown last week in the 
recéipt by the City Chamberlain of New 
York City ofa check for $205,535.75 from 
Secretary of State Hugo. The check rep- 
résehted approximately one-half of the 
receipts for March from the registration 
of cars and the licensing of chauffeurs 


trict. In addition Secretary Hugo sent 
to the State Treasurer a check for $575,- 
079.25, which represented one-half the re- 
ctipts for the past month from motorists, 
chauffeurs, and motor cyclists in the 
counties outside New York. It was the 
largest check for any single month in 
the history of the automobile bureau in 
the division of receipts under the pres- 
ent law. 

The check received by the City Cham-

and fill the oil base with kerosene to 
the usual level. After the engine has 
run a few seconds remove the kéroséne 
and fill with clean oil. Crank the 
éngine over by hand and note if there is 
any loss of compression. If the engine 
is too stiff, remove the valve caps or 
spark plugs and inject oil around the 
edges of the piston. If. there iS a 
ioss “of compression, shown’ by some 
cylinders being easier to crank than 
others, the trouble must be found. 

After the engine has started inject 
some oi] around the valve caps and 
spark plugs and 100k for bubbles. If 
the engine has a removable head the 
gasket should be tested in the same 
way. If no serious teak is found by 
this means ézry pouring half a teacupful 
of kerosene into each cyiinder and run- 
hing the engine by means of the starter 
for a few minutes. This is to loosen the 
piston rings in'case they have become 
stuck in the gréoves. If compression is 
still weak the valveS may need grinding. 
It will be well to grind them in any 
case, e 

Do not use the coarse compound unless 
the valves are very badly pitted, as it 
leaves deep ridges that must be ground 
out: The fine compound will ordinarily 
be found sharp enough. Be extra care- 
ful not to leave any of the emery in 
the engine, as it gets on the piston 
and never stops grinding. .

“Remove the tires and carefully clean 
the rims, using a file to remove the 
rust and finish with sandpaper. The 
rims should then be painted with 
special rim paint or with a mixture of 
graphite and shellac. fhspect the 
casings carefully, especially the inside, 
which is frequently neglected, look for 
breqks in the fabric which will’ pinch 
the tube ahd for the points of nails, 
tacks, or viass sticking through the 
fabric, as they are frequently hidden 
from the outside. Inject plenty. of 
tire chalk, but not #nough to accumu- 
late in one spot. Inspect the tube and 
install a new valve, pump up to full 
round and lean the tube up against a 
Smooth wall to see if it will hold air. 
If it slowly sinks the leak must - be 
found and repaired, 


If gasoline has been left in the tank 
all Winter it will be almost ‘useless, s0 
it should be replated. Then- start the 
engine and see + the ammeter indi- 
cates the proper charge, that the. lights 
burn properly, and that the Storage at- 
tery shows a strength of 1.275 at least. 
If the battery has been left on the car 
all Winter, without attention, it will be 
ruined. If it shows no strength and if 
the plates are white, take it to a bat- 
tery station. Hold the back of the hand 
to the bottom of radiator to see_if it 
graduatiy grows: warmer, indicating that 
he water pump is working.

“The succéssive restrictions adepted 
Wy. thé Freach Government in regard to 
the, automobile industry nave affected

Less automobile driving. fer pleasure 
on Sundays, a-tadica) curtailment of all- 
night service, and a more thorough con- 
sérvation of. gasoline, . oils, &c., are 
among the recommendations suggested 
for the. benefit of the motor industry 
by the War Service Committee of the 
National Automobile Dealers’ Associa- 
tion. The recommendations were de- 
termined at a meeting held in Chicago 
April 10, 11, and 12 after a thorough 
survey of the stHing branch of the au- 
Aomobile industry, conducted by repreé- 
sentatives of the principal automobile 
dealers’ organizations. of “the country. 
They have been submitted as expressing 
the ‘sentiment of the dealers through- 
out the country to the War Bconomy 
Board of the Council of National. De- 
fense. 

On the subject of Sunday motor use, 
the report says: 

“The large proportion of the mechan- 
ical work done on Sundays is occasioned 
by the use of cars almost entirely for 
pleasure purposes, and is- usually emer- 
gency service on the road. It is sug- 
gested that a proper curtailment of this 
Sunday ‘service will bring about a ma- 
terial saving of labor and release me- 
chanics."’

@ication were still required, that the so- 
called rivalry existing between England 
and Germany prior to the war arose 
mot from any desire on the part of 
Great Britain to stand.in the way..of 
the development of legitimate: German 
interests in the Balkans and in Asia 
Minor, but from the unwillingness of 
the Government of Berlin: to agree to 
any reasonable settlement of the rhany 
all-important quéstions connected with 
these regions. 

Although for years the Germans had 
teen intriguing against the Triple En- 
tente, Prince Lichnowsky, a man pos- 
gessed of personally friendly feelings for 
BWngland, was sent to London in order to 
camouflage the real designs of the en- 
emy and to secure representation by a 
@iplomatist who was intended to make 


_good, and who, in fact, did make a high 


position for himself in British official 
and social circles. The appointment it- 
self raises two interesting questions. In 
the first place, while this is not stated 
in the memorandum, it is clear that, 


_ whereas Baron Marschall von Bieberstein 


was definitely instructed to endeavor to 
make‘ friends with England and to de- 
tach her from France and Russia, or, 
if this were impossible, to bring about 
war at a convenient time for Germany, 
Pririce Lichnowsky’s task was somewhat 
different. Kept at least more or less in 
the dark as to German objects, the Am- 
Dbassador, who arrived in London when 
the Morocco crisis of 1911 was con- 
sidered at an end, instead of being in- 
trusted with the dual objects of his pre- 
decessor, was clearly told to do, and 
did in fact do, his utmost to establish 
friendly relations with England. The 
Berlin Government, on the other hand, 
this time maintained in its own hands 
the larger question of the: making of 
war at what it believed; happily wrong- 
ly, to be a convenient time for the Cen- 
tral Empires. In the second place, al- 
though this too is not explained, various 
references made by Prince Lichnowsky 
leave little doubt in the mind of the 
reader who knows the situation exist- 
ing at the German Embassy prior to the 
outbreak of war that the Ambassador 
himself was aware that von Ktihlmann 
=the Councilor of Embassy—was, in 
fact, the representative of Pan German- 
fism in England, and that to this very 
eble and expert intriguer was left the 
work of trying to develop a situation 
which, in peace or in war, would 
be favorable to the ruler and to the 
class whose views he voiced. 


To come down to the real subject nl 
this article—the proof ee 
Prince Lichnowsky’s. disclosures 6f the 
long existence of the German Mitteleu- 
ropa scheme and of the fact that Ger- 
many, and not Austria, made this war, 
largely with the object of pushing 
through her designs in the East—I pro- 
pose to divide my remarks in such a 
way as to show that the development 
ef this scheme passed through three 


phases and in each case to take what 
‘may be called a text from the document 
under discussion.. : 


» The first phase. lastéd’ from the bee 
‘gress of Berlin of 2878, . when “Prince, 
Lichnowsky, Says ‘that Gefmany’ ‘began | 
the Triple ’ Alliance policy,..and ‘more 
definitely from the-accessién™ of the-pres- 
‘ent Emperor to the throne in 1888 until 
tthe Balkan’wars. While in using these 
expressions the ex-Ambassador does not 
refer only to this period, he says: ‘“‘ The 
goal of our political ambition was to 
dominate in the Bosphorus,’’ and “ in- 
stead of encouraging a powerful de- 
velopment in the Balkan States, we 
placed ourselves on the side. of. :the 
Turkish and Magyar ‘oppressors, ‘a 


These words contain ine essence ‘and. in 
.tabulated form an explanation... (from 
‘the pen of a German whose personal and 
‘official positions enabled’ him to“ know. 
‘the truth) of the events which were in 
progress during this period—events the 
full impprtance of which'has often been 
refuted,’and denied by those who re- 
fused to see that from the first the 
Kaiser was obsessed by. a desire for 
domination from Hamburg to the Per- 
sian Gulf.- Indeed, from the moment of 
his accession the. _sentiments and views 
of*;the Gérman:' ‘raler became markedly 
apparent, for one*yéayr later his majesty-| 
paid;the first of his carpet-bagging visits 
‘to Constarttindplea: visit : ‘more or leas 
connected: with the then recent grabbing 
of Haidar Pasha-Ismid Railway—now 
the: first section of the Bagdad line— 
by the Germans, and with the prolonga- 
tion of that line to Angora as a German 
concern, concessions secured by Mr. 
Kaula, acting on behalf of German in- 
terests in 1888. 


Before and particularly after the. ap- 
pointment of Baron Marschall von Bie- 
berstein, who had then been a personal 
friend of the Kaiser for many years, 
the enemy had been carefully preparing 
the way for the realization of his Pan 
German. dreams in the Near and Mid- 
dle East: Although so far as the Bal- 
kan States were concerned, up to the 
outbreak of the war the Kaiser en- 
deavored to screen his intentions be- 
hind a nominally Austrian program, for 
years he had rgally been making ready 
his ground for the present occasion by 
military, political; and economic pene- 
tration and by. diplomatic intrigues des- 
tined to bring about a favorable situa- 
tion' for Germany when the propitious 
moment for action arrived. The power 
of von der Goltz Pasha, who intro- 
duced the present military system. into 
Turkey in 1886, and of his pupils was 
gradually increased until the Ottoman 
Army was finally placed completely un- 
der Germanic control. 

The * Young © Turkish. revolution’ of 
1908;, which at first seemed destined 
greatly to mmimize German power at 
Constantinople, really resulted in an -op- 
posite effect. Thus in spite of the effec- 
tive support of England for Turkey 
during the Bosnian and Bulgarian.crisis 
of 1908 and 1909, a gradual reaction 
subsequently set in. This was due in 
part to the cleverness and regard- 
lessness of von Bieberstein, and in 
part to the circumstances arising out 
of the policy adopted by the . Young 
Turks. For instance, while the Ger- 
mans ignored the necessity for reforms 
in the Ottoman Empire so long as the 
Turks favored a Teutonic program, it 
was impossible for the British Governh= 
ment or the British public to look with 
favor upon a irégime which. worked to 
maintain’ the. privileged: position. of 
Moslems throughout the Empire, which 
did nothing to punish those who in- 
stigated the massacre of the Armenians 
of Cilicia in 19098, and which was intent 
upon disturbing the status quo in the 
Persian Gulf, and upon changing the 
status of Egypt to the Turkish ad*+ 
vantage. 

Such indeed became ‘the position that 
even the Turco-Italian War, ‘which

*perfidious Albion’ (even Jagow puts 
quotation marks on these words) had in 
the meantime thrown off the mask and 
revealed her perfidy! Let’s hear what— 
after Lichnowsky—Herr von Jagow, 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs 
in July, 1914 has to say about it! ”’ 

Then Vorwirts quoted Jagow’s de- 
@cription of how —_ war began, and 
went on: 

“ All that remains of the accusations 
against the English Government is that 
‘al- 
though it could have done so.’ Now 
Herr von Jagow also did not prevent the 


_ world war, but he must certainly be ac- 


quitted of the charge that he could 
have prevented it. He really could not, 
and so an emphatic statement of inabil- 
ity is the best excuse for him and his 
fellow-disputants. 

‘* Let us establish the facts. England 
did not desire the war; she merely did 
not prevént it. The war was not popular 
fn England; it also was not popular in 
Russia and France. But it has. become 
popular. The whole world—right away 
across the Atlantic and the Pacific—is 
united in hatred against us. We, how- 
ever, have for almost four years been 
inoculated with the view that ‘ England 
laid all the mines which caused the 
war ’—a view which the Secretary of 
State, in accordance with the evidence 
of the Ambassador, has. now declared to 
be false! It is, however, by this false 
view that the whole war policy of the 


German Empire has been directed—from |}. 


the declaration of unrestricted subma- 
rine warfare, which brought us - war 
with America, down ‘to those Chancellor 
epeeches which say ‘that Belgium must 
not again become England’s area of 
military concentration. 

“If all the parties concerned were 
convinced that the belief in. England’s 
guilt is a fiction, why did they feed. this 
belief, and why did they pursue a policy 
‘which was based upon it? They ought 
rather to havé appointed to the -Chan- 
cellorship Tirpitz, who, perhaps, believes 
what he says. Instead of that, a policy 
of fear of Tirpitz has: been pursued. 


metimeg a policy against, Tirpitz has} 
‘dtvempted,: sida ‘has always been 


reversed at decisive moments, out of | 


fear of the Nationalistic terror. 

‘This fear was, perhaps, not entirely 
unfounded, for agitation is unscrupu- 
lous. The older ones among us still re- 
member very well ‘an Englishwoman’ 
who was very unpopular in many cir- 
cles, but this Englishwoman was the 
mother of the German Kaiser. No 
doubt there was no. more convenient 
method .for the. Government to guard. 
the dynasty than for it to take part in, 
or at least to tolerate, the agitation 
against the English. This was the only 
way of preventing the agitation of turn- 
ing ultimately against the wearer of the 
German imperial crown. But ought 
such intimate considerations to have 
been permitted to play a part when the 
fate of. the nations was at stake?”’ 

‘* Let us put an end to this: At this 
moment we are in a battle which may 
be decisive and which is going in favor 
of the empire. But even after this bat- 
tle we shall possess neither the possi- 
bility nor the moral right to treat our 
opponent according to the principle of 
‘With thumbs in his eyes and knee on 
his breast.” Even after the greatest 
military successes there exists the ne- 
cessity for political negotiation. It will 
be easier for us to enter into this nego- 
tiation after the poisonous fog of the 
war lies shall have lifted. Now that 
Herr von Jagow has cleared up the réle 
played by England at the beginning of 
the war, there is nothing in the way of 
the fulfillment of thé promise made by 
Bethmann to ‘make goéd the wrong 
committed against Belgium’! 

‘If it is perhaps true that everything 
Wilhelm II., Bethmann, von Jagow, and, 
Lichnowsky thought. was true up to 
three weeks before’the outbreak of the 
war was. false, then. let the mistake be 
acknowledged and the conservative Pan 
Germans be put openly in the Govern- 
ment, so that“they, both within and 
without, may complete the work of a 
peace by force. But if this is.:neither 
desirable nor pédssible;..‘then. “there: is 
nothing left to do but to take a’ decided 
step ahead. For the German people 
eannot he satisfied with the methods ot 
governing exercised before. and during 
the war. * * * The German people 
can only: endure after the war as a

might: have been .expected to shake the 
‘confidence - ofthe Ottoman .Government 
in the bona: fides.of Italy’s then ally, 
did not sériously disturb’ the intimate 
relations which were gradually: develop- 
ing between, Berlin and Constantinople. 
Here’again enemy iritrigues were to the 
fore, for in addition to Austria’s ob- 
jecting to the inauguration of any 
Italian operations in the Balkans, the 
German Government, when the position 
of its representative in Constantinople 
had become seriously compromised as 
a result of the Italian annexation of 
Tripoli, which he could not prevent, sud- 
denly found it convenient to transfer 
von Bieberstein to London and to.re- 
place him by -another, perhaps less able, 
but certainly none the less successful 
in retaining a grasp .over everything 
which took place in the Ottoman capi- 
tal, 

Before. and ‘particularly after the ac- 
cession of the Kaiser to the throne, the 
Germans gradually furthered their pro- 
gram by a system of railway pene- 
tration in the Bast. In the late '60s 
Baron Hirsch secured .a concession for 
the construction of lines from Con- 
stantinople to what was then the north- 
western frontier of Eastern Rumelia, 


‘and from Saloniki to Mitrovitza, with 


to Ristovatz on the then 
At first. these -lines 
were under French.influence,. but they. 
subsequently became. largely an Aus- 
‘trian ufidertaking, and considerably later 
the Deutsche Bank secured a predom- 
inating proportion of the capital, thus 
turning them practically into a German

were originally responsible for the:con- 
struction of railways, were gradually 
ousted, until, with the signature of the 
Bagdad Railway agreement in 1903, the 
Germans dominated not only that line 
but also occupied a position in which, 
on the one hand, they had secured con- 
trol. of many of its feeders and, on the 
other, they had jeopardized the future 
development and even the actual pros- 
perity of those not already in their 
possession. 

_This brings us up to the second phase 
in the development of Pan Germanism 
in the East—the period of the Balkan 
wars—toward two aspects of which, as 
Prince Lichnewsky says, the Central 
Powers devoted their attention. ‘‘ Two 
possibilities for settling the question re- 
mained.” Hither Germany left the 
Near-Eastern problem to the peoples 
themselves or she supported her allies 
‘“and carried out a Triple Alliance pol- 
icy in the East, thereby giving up thé 
réle of mediator.’’ Once more, in the 
words of the Prince himself, ‘‘ The Ger- 
man Foreign Office very much pre- 
ferred the latter,’’ and as a result sup- 
ported Austria.on the one hand in her 
desire for the establishment of an inde- 
pendent Albania, and on the other in 
her “successful attempts to draw: Bul- 


| garia into the second war and to pre- 


‘vent that- country from providing the 
concessions which at that time would 
have satisfied Rumania. 


So far as the first of these auestions— 
that connected with Albania—is con- 
cerned, while the ex-Ambassador ad- 
mits the policy of Austria was actu- 
ated by the fact that she “‘ would not 
allow Serbia to reach the Adriatic,” the 
actual creation of Albania was justi- 
fied by the existence of the Albanians 
as. a nationality and by their desire for 
independent government. Indeed, that 
the régime inaugurated. by the great 
Powers on the east of the Adriatic, and 
particularly the Government of William 
of Wied, proved an utter failure, was 
due not so much to what Prince Lich- 
nowsky describes as the “ incapacity of 
existence ’”’ of Albania as to the attitude 
of the Central Powers, and especially to 
that of Austria, who, having brought the 
new State into being, at once worked 


}for unrest and for discord in the hope 


of being able to step in to put the house 
in order when the propitious moment 
arrived.

larger, more German and more far- 
reaching one. ‘ The first Balkan war 
led to the collapse of Turkey and with 
it the defeat of our policy, which, has 
been identified with Turkey for many 
years,’ says. the memorandum. This 
at one time seemed destined to carry 
with it results entirely, disadvantageous 
to Germany. Thus,if' the four/States, 
Bulgaria, Greece, Montenegro, and Ser- 
bia, who fought in the first wart’ had 
continued on good terms with oné an- 
other; the whole. balance ‘of power. in 
Europe would ‘almost. certainly | have 
been’ changed. \Instead of the Otteman 
Empire, which, prior to the outbreak of 
these hostilities -was held ‘by. compe- 


tent authorities to be able to provide a |- 


vast army, then calculated to number 
approximately 1,225,000 men, ~thtre 
would have sprung up a friendly group of. 
countries which in the near future could 
easily have placed\in the field’ a: com- 
bined army approximately amounting. to 
at least 1;000;000, all.told. As the interests 
of sucha confederation, which ‘would 
probably have been joined by Rumania, 
would have been on the side of the 
Triple Entente, the Centra] Powers at 
once realized that its formation or its 
continued existence would mean for 
them ‘not only the loss of the whole 
of Turkey, but also the gain for their 
enemies of four or five allies, most of 
whom had already proved their power 
in war. 


The Kaiser was‘not then prepared to 
make war; for his fleet was not ready, 
his Zeppelins wére not perfeét, and the’ 
enlargement of his Kiel Canal was not 
complete. While -supporting Austria 
and at’the same timé exerting restrain- 
ing influence with her,.Germany there- 
fore then contented herself by creat- 
ing a favorable situation for the future. 
Thus, the Kaiser, acting still through 
the mouthpiece of Vienna, encouraged 
the rivalry which existed between Bul- 
garia and her former allies—a rivalry 
which ended in the second Balkan war. 


That war, and particularly "thie fatal 
treaty of Bucharest, ‘was, temporarily 
‘ta reproach.- to Austria,’ “put in the 
lcng run it was. a-trump.card for Ger- 
many in that it led not to a “settlement, 
but simply to! the holding in suspense 
of the numerous Near Eastern ques- 
tions which had been the means of 
shaking the European concert to its 
very foundation. Indeed that war, to- 
gether with nominal eettlement of the 
Aegean Islands question, which left 
Turkey and Greece on the most strained 
terms, and the entirely unjustifiable 
shutting off of Serbia from the Adriatic 
coast left the Near East then  atill 
Europe’s greatest danger zone. In 
short, these events created situatiohs as 
a result of which Germany would be 
able to bring about war at almost any 
moment and as a consequénee of which 
the Balkan States were so divided in 
policy that there would be nothing 
seriously to bar an enemy push toward 
the East. 

Between the Balkan wars and the out- 
break of the European conflagation, but ; 
as part of the former period, there oc- 
curred two events of far-reaching sig- 
nificance. The first, which is mentioned 
by Prince Lichnowsky, was the ap- 
pointment of General Liman von. Sand- 
ers practically as Commander in Chief 
of the Turkish Army—gn appoihtment 
which Mr. Morgenthau rightly tells us 
constituted a diplomatic triumph for 
Germany. When coupled with the fact 
that Enver Pasha—an out. and. out pro- 
German—became Minister ‘of War? bout 
the same time, the military result of 
this appointment was an enormous-imy, 
provement in the efficiency of the, Oftto-; 
man army. Its political significance; on: 
the other hand, was due to the fact 
that it carried with it a. far-reaching 
increase of Pan German influénce at 
Constantinople. 

The second event in progress during 
the interval of peace was connected 
with the Aegean Islands question. Ger- 
many, having first utilized her diplo- 
matic influence in favor of Turkey, 
later on encouraged the Government of 
that country in its continued protests 
against the decision upon that question 
arrived at by the great powers. Not 
content, however, with this, the Kaiser, 
who has now adopted the policy of. 
deportation in Belgium, in Poland, and 
in Serbia, definitely encouraged the 
Turks in a like measure in regard to the 
Greeks'‘of Asia Minor in order to be rid 
of a hostile and Christian population 
when the time for action arrived. That 
this encouragement was given was 
always apparent to those who followed 
the course of events in 1914, but that it 
was admitted by a German Admiral to 
Mr. Morgenthau constitutes a condem- 
nation the damning nature of which it

Stocks Yield Little Ground on 
Bad War News — Bank 
Reserves Gain. 


Net changes in yesterday’s market 
were mostly. on the wrong side, but the 
closing was irregular, and-a partial re- 
covery in more active stocks shortly be- 
fore noon reduced the size of earlier 
declines. Few issues lost as much as a 
point on the day’s transactions, among 
the exceptions being Texas Company, 
Reading, General Blectric, Chicago & 
Northwestern, and American Tobacco. 
The equanimity which the market has 
consistently displayed in the face of the 
most discouraging kind of war news has 
surprised even the traders. It can only 
be explained on the ground that security 
holders are looking far ahead rather 
than at current developments. The. 
floating supply of stock has been stead- 
ily decreasing with the absorption of 
large amounts throughout .the country, 
and a weak day brings out comparative 
ly little néw selling. 

Traders enjoyed again the surprise of

The 
offensive may have lost something in 
breadth, but it continues to make prog- 
ress at important points against which 
enemy troops are concentrated.

‘Fhe morale of the Allies has 
never been higher than it is today. 1 
British and French have been driven

Back of the aroused in-

‘ competition likely to follow the con- 
clusion of peace. Such competition, 
however, cannot come all at once, 

because the mustering out of the mil- 

itary forces in the various countries 

will take a long time, and so, too, 
will the readjustment of the workers, 
and, in the case of the Central Pow- 
ers, the obtaining of the raw .ma- 
terials of industry. Then, further- 
more, the rebuilding of devastated 
areas will be a task that will tax the 
producing capacity of the different 
countries in a position to engage in 
it. So.far as. this country is con- 
cerned, it is more than probable that 
all its mills and factories will be kept 
going at full tilt for a year or more 
after the war stops. But, after the 
exigent demands have been met, 
there will come the real need of 
keeping up thé flow of outbound ship- 
ments so that plants may be run at 
capacity, The outlook just now, in 
view of what has beeh done and is 
contemplated, is extremely bright.

hauiatanon. ¥ Which Credit Men 
of Stores Believe Ought to 
be Given to Them. 





Quite a little has been said in local 
retail credit circles lately about the pos- 
sibility of getting the commercial banks 
to break, or at least bend, the long- 
standing, unwritten, law. that prohibits 
them from giving out definite informa- 
thon concerning the balance of deposi- 
tors. While as yet nothing specific has 
been done in the matter, it was learned 
yesterday from a reliable source that ac- 
tion in that dfrection may soon be taken 
by the Assogiated Retail Credit Men of 
New York. 

The reason for the movement in pros- 
pect is that it would’ greatly aid the 
credit men in their work of granting 
charge accounts if they had some more 
definite information concerning the pros- 
pective charge customer than that the 
latter has an account in some good 
bank. A specific instance of how knowl- 
cdge of a customer’sreal financial stand- 
ing wou!d help was cited by one of the 
best known credit men in the city. 

“When a woman-comes to this store, 
or any other for that matter, to open an 
account,” he said, ‘‘ all that the credit 
office has to go on is the experience 
other stores have had with her. If she 
has no accounts in other stores, even 
this small guide is missing. However, 
let us suppose that she has these ac- 
counts, that. they have always been 
settled promptly as they became. due, 
but the amounts involved in no instance 
exceeded $50. The woman comes into 
our. store, sees a coat valued at $150, 
and decides she wants it. She comes to 


‘the credit office, makes application for 


a charge account and gives her refer- 
ences, mentioning an account she or her 
husband has ‘in a certain commercial 
bank. She does not say, however, that 
she is planning to buy a $150 coat on the 
account we will open for her if her 
refereyces are satisfactory. . 

“Let us assume that she is ‘all 
right’ in a business sense. The account 
ig opened, she buys the $150 coat and 
has it sent to her home. The credit of- 
fice-kKnows nothing of the purchase until 
the charge comes through. It may be 
that 'the woman can pay for the coat, 
and it may be that she cannot. Now, if 
the bank in question had given us the 
balance of the account she referred to, 
it is obvious that the credit office would 
be much better able to judge whether to 
let the sale stand or recall the coat. In- 
formation of this kind would doubtless 
save the stores. of this city many thou- 
sand dollars annually, for there is more 
than one person here who lives chiefly 
or. clever schemes. . 

‘“T understand that the banks do not 

want to give’ out actual balances, be- 
cause they feel it would be a betrayal of 
the confidence placed in them by their 
depositors. ‘So they report a balance as 
large, medium, or small, and whether 
well recommended or not. It is obvious 
that this kind of information hardly 
more than confirms the statement of 
the applicant for credit that an account 
really exists in ‘the bank ‘referred’ to. 
Now, my position is this—if the banks 
do not want to give out actual balances 
at the time inquiries are made by the 
store crédit men, let them give us the 
average balance maintained over a 
period of three or six months. Informa- 
tion of this kirid would be much more 
yaluable to the stores than the actual 
balance carried on any given day, for it 
is more or less obvious ‘that, while a 
woman may have a balance of $1,000 on 
Monday, there is no guarantee that her 
Thursday. balance will not be $100. It is 
the average balance that would be help- 
ful to credit men, and too much stress 
cannot be laid on that fact. 
. “* Amother reason why knowledge of 
the average balance would be more val- 
uable to us than the actual amount on 
deposit on any given day is that large 
balances are now and then maintained 
for purposes of fraud. Only the other 
day there was published in THE TIMES 
a case in which a man opened a large 
number of accounts on the strength of a 
fairly large sum of money that he had 
apparently borrowed and left in a cer- 
tain bank for two or three weeks for 
the sole purpose of getting himself a 
good credit rating. Forty judgments 
were obtained against this man in a 
rather short period afterward. Instances 
of this kind are ligble to come up at 
any time, and jit can be seen easily that 
for a bank to report a man’s balance 
as of good size is no sure mark to credit 
granting, . 


‘The: banks may feel that it is too} 


much bother to work out average bal- 
ances of accounts concerning which in- 
quiries are made. To this I can say that 
quite a few of the out-of-town banks 
do not feel this way about it, and give 
the information desired. Furthermore, 
it very frequently happens that banks 
which handle women’s accounts get:in 
touch with the credit departments of the 
stores in reference to an applicant’s re- 
liability before they will accept the ac- 
count. The reason for this is that they 
do not want to be bothered with a lot 
of ‘piker’ accounts that will be a 
source of annoyance and no profit to 
them. From the reports of the stores, 
they can quite easily gauge the financial 

‘size’ of the applicant. 

“In addition to-this, the women who 
carry small accounts in the stores and 
who let. them drag are apt, under press- 
ure of creditors, to draw checks when 
they have insufficient funds to meet 
them, thus causing the banks a lot of 
trouble. The stores’ reports also guard 
the banks against this kind of thing, 
and it seems to me that, if only in the 


‘spirit of fairness, the banks should be 


more specific than they are in returning 
commercial favors. Particularly do I 
take this position in view of the fact 
that this information would not have to 
be suppiied to the individual stores, but 
could be: obtained and distributed, in 
the strictest confidence, bythe informa- 
tion’ bureau of the Associated Retail 
Credit Men of New York.” on 
Silhouette Won’t Ghabee:

Maximum Margins Aliowed Them 
on Corn, Peas, and Tomatoes.

OUNTRY’S BUSI 


| RESIDENT BUYER 
| MORE NEEDED NOW 


He Is Better er Enabled 1 to Pick Up 
Goods ‘Wanted Under Ex- 
isting Conditions. 


As a result of the present abnormal 
conditions in practically all merchandise 
markets the services of the resident 
buyer are said to be growing more And 
more necessary every day. Though the 
increased costs of traveling have, of 
course, contributed somewhat to _ in- 
creasing the desirability in the out-of- 
town merchant's eyes of the services of 
resident buyers of good standing, . the 
chief cause for their increased business 
seems to be the general scarcity of mer- 
chandise and the need, therefore,. of 
having a man in the market constantly 
to pick up. odds and ends here and 
there, whenever and wherever théy may 
appear. : 

‘For three or - four years now,”’ point- 
ed out one prominent. authority in this 
city, ‘‘more buyers have been coming 
to town instead of waiting for traveling 
representatives to come to them. They 
have, had to do this, for one thing, be- 
cause road men have not been going out 
as much as they used to, due to their 
not really having the merchandise to 
sell. And buyers have been increasing 
| their trips to this market from two, or, 
at the most, three times a year to as 
Much as five and even six times an- 
nually. Even merchants on the Pacific 
Coast are crossing the continent three 
or four times more than they were in 
the habit of doing in normal times. 

“The condition of the. market in 
: practically every line of merchandise de- 
mands that«buyers keep in the closest 
possible touch with wholesalers and 
manufacturers. There are a great many 
articles, such for, instance as hosiery, 
which it is utterly impossible to pur- 
chase in quantities sufficient to cover 
more than immediate requirements. The 
larger merchants throughout the coun- 
try have found that the only way they 
can maintain their stocks of such staple 
articles is by being well represented in 
the market at all timeg. By this means, 
it may be possible for them to take ad- 
vantage of the smal! offerings that are 
made from day to day, .when, ‘and if 
they include such lines as they require. 
Many a find is made in this way by 
stores that are represented here, which 
] otherwise would have been qhite lost to 
them. 

“ Those snerchante, who would live 
through the trying period between now 
and the time final victory in the world 
war is ours; have got to maintain their 
organizations, and to this end they must, 
of course, do business. This they can do 
if they heed the signs of the times. 
There is at present a strong demand for 
staple articles of all sorts, and I am 
perfectly’ confident that this demand 
will increase. rather. than. , diminish . as 
time goes on. All the industries manu- 
facturing these staple articles, however, 
are suffering not only from a ‘labor 
shortage, but many of the mills have 
been commandeered, at least in effect, 
by the Government. Thus, the output 
available for the needs of the civilian 
poptlation is curtailed appreciably. And 
as the conditigns whitch I have’ men- 
tioned as'causing this curtailment are 
more likely to grow worse than better 
while the war lasts, the chances are 
that, instead of a surplus as in former 
times, there -will be a deficit in avail- 
able supplies. 

“Merchants generally realize that this 
condition existg, and many of them-are 
taking advantage of every offering of 
desirable articles suitable to their needs. 
And it is in this direction that the serv- 
ices of a local representative, whether 
he be of the firm or whether he be a 
general resident buyer of good standing, 
become so indispensable. Being on the 
spot he can watch things much closer 
than can the merchant some distance 
away, and can place personally selected 
orders at much less cost to the mer- 
chant than were he to send a buyer all 
the way to market. 

“The policy which a number of man- 
ufacturers and wholesalers found it nec- 
essary to pursue, of having salesmen 
sent Far West and to the Pacific Coast 
quote higher prices’ than’ those quoted 
by salesmen covering territory east of 
the Mississippi, has also tended to in- 
crease the local representation of stéres 
in the former section. . These merchants 
have found not only that representation 
here keeps them better posted and better 
supplied with merchandise, but that by 
buying here they can and,do get better 
prices than by ordering from their home 





| offices. 
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‘* Though, of course, the work of the 
traveling salesmen can never be entirely 
replaced by the resident’ buyer, just 
at present because of merchandise short- 
ages and high traveling expenses they 
are not going out on the road as much 
as formerly:

Hunan Province and jis shortly to start 
operations with a thousand employes. 





Swedish Bread Restrictions. 

In accordance with a recent decree of 
the Swédish Government only nine types 
of bread, whose prices-and weights are 
prescribed by law, may now be, made 
in Sweden, according to American Min- 
ister Ira N. Morris of Stockholm. These 
include dry hard bread and. coffee cake. 
n making bread, only wheat, rye, bar- 
ey, or oat flour se be used, and fiour 
substitutes are prohibited. For ordinary 
bread no butter, lard or other fat; milk;

CUTLERY OF SH sEFFIELD. 


Industry Passing from. a ‘Handicraft 
to a Machine Trade. 


Imports of the cheaper grades of 
American and German cutlery into the 
British Isles stand a change of being 
considerably reduced after the war as a 
result of changes that have been made 
in manufacturing methods at Sheffield. 
Consul John M. Savage, ‘who is sta- 
tioned at*that city, points out that prior 
to the present war manufacturers there 
devoted their energies principally to 
band-madé- goods of superior quality, 
with the result that many lower grades, 
largely of German manufacture, were 
freely sold in, the British market at 
prices with which the Sheffield trade 
could not. compete. ‘ 

‘Many labor-saving ‘devices have been 
introduced into the making of Sheffield 
cutlery, with the {consent of the labor 
unions, since British man ‘power . has 
been so largely -called to the war, al- 
though the _ unions heretofore strenu- 
ously . resisted’ the introduction - of new 
manufacturing metHods. ‘Tt: dan there- 
foré be said of the cutlery industry of 
Sheffield, according tc Mr. Savage, that 
it, is in some respects gradually passing 
from 4 handicraft.to a machine trade. 


New Zealand Wheat Prices. 

The New Zealand Government has 
guaranteed the wheat growers of that 
country $1.46 per bushel for the 1918-19 
crop, according to Consul General A. A. 
Winslow of Auckland, and has allowed 
the millers to advance the price of flour 
to $80.29 per ton. This will bring the 
price of a’ two-pound loaf of bread to 
12 cents, an increase of 1 cent. The 
higher price for wheat was granted the 
growers by the Government because of 
the high. production cost which is esti- 
mated at $34.87 per acre. The land 
rental, which is nearly $11 an acre, is 
chiefly responsible for this high figure. 
And instead of 27 bushels to the acre, 
which was. the first estimate -of the 
1918-19 crop, it is now thought that not 
more than 21 bushels will be harvested:

NICARAGUA’S NEW TARIFF. 


Uniformity and Lower Import Taxes 
Two of Its Features. 


The new tariff law which has been 
adopted and is now effective in Nica- 
ragua is thought to be very well suited 
to present business conditfons, accord- 
ing to a, recent issue.of the Commerce 
Reports. Furthermore, it provides that 
the same rate shall apply on both. the 
Atlantic and Pacific Coasts, which has 
not been the case in the past. 

The changes that have been made from 
the original draft, presented’ in 1916, in-

| plate, steel pens, shoe eyelets, calcium 
{carbide, .palm oil, dentifrices, cotton 
yarns and piece goods, hat linings, sew- 
iug machines, cash registers, butter, and 
baking powder. Automobiles and motor 
trucks, on‘ which ‘a duty of 15 percent. 
ad valorem had been proposed, are now 
‘dutiable at 5 per cent. ad valorem. The 
rates on gasoline, naphtha, benzine, and 
paraffin are also lower than had. orig- 
inally been. proposed, On. the | other 
hand, increases have. been made on a 
few articles, ineluding perfumes other 


than bay rum and sweetmeats. The ‘in- 
:reased rates on alcoholic liquors, adopt- 
ed on June 20 of last year, are continued 
ulichanged.” 

The new tariff also provides that sam- 
ples of small value or which are not 
calnble shall be admitted free.

HESE two books present a very interesting view of 
I certain phases of I'rench literature in wartime, en- 
abling the English reader to form some idea of 
the effect which the ‘war the French are: enduring so 
heroically. is having upon their creative and delineative 
powers... Already. we. are beginning to wonder in this 
country how the war will influence our writers of fiction. 
Here we can see at least some of its influences upon the 
novel and short story writers of a nation whose creators 
of fiction have always been among the foremost of the 
world. - ; 

The novel by M. and-Mme. Berger is such an unusual 
and striking product to come from French pens that the 
reader is as much astonished and intrigued by the fact of 
its origin ‘as he is by the developments of its plot. It is 
not the kind of story, it is nét any kind of story, that we 
have been accustomed to expect from French authorship. 
And it is very much the kind of story that we are accus- 
tomed to expect from certain American authors who know 
how to spin a yarn of intricate construction and amazing 
developments, whose rapidly succeeding perils, heroisms, 
and dramatic situations keep the reader tense with interest 
and anxiety and suspense from page to ‘page. It is the 
kind of story that yields itself to arrangement for “movie” 
production with a minimum of trouble for the scenario 
maker. And the reader, as he is rushed along through 
its breath-taking and hair-raising developments, is never 
delayed for a moment by any of those subtleties of con- 
ception or expression which one ordinarily expects in 


French fiction. ; ‘ 

The theme of the novel is the elucidation of that mys- 
terious movement made by the vanguard of General von 
Kluck’s army on Sept. 2, 1914, when, instead of continu-_ 
ing its march straight on toward Paris it turned to 
fe southeast ‘and made possible the flank attack, which 
willbe forever famous in history as the battle of the 
Marne, the battle that checked the German invasion, 
turned the German Army back upon itself, and saved the 
French capital. ’ ‘There have been various explanations of 
that movement, many guesses at the causes which gave 
the victory of the Marne to the French and English. 
Just why things developed as they did is the “ secret” 
which M. and Mme. Berger undertake to elucidate in this 
very thrilling story. A certain Sergeant Fritsch, in their 
tale, is the cause of it all. He goes first td take charge of 
what had been a spy post of the enemy, but which had 
fallen into French hands. There he makes amazing dis- 
coveries, confronts desperate situations, but is equal to 
whatever happens. He misleads the enemy, personating 
the dead spy over the telephone and in person when he is 
sent to report to General von Kluck. With coolness and 
audacity he carries on his game in the chateau occupied by 
the German General, and at last the complicated net he 
has woven results in the French victory. And of course 
a love story is involved, two of them, in fact, in which 
two fair daughters of France prove their mettle. In all 
the military movements involved the story is historically 
accurate. Otherwise it is a tale of adventure, of compli-— 
cated plot, danger-fraught incident, and rapid movement 
of the kind commonly called “ rattling good.” 

The collection Mr. McPherson has made of his trans- 
lations of short French war stories contains twenty-three 
stories by seven named authors and seven others that 
are anonymous. They are all typically French in their 
method of choosing and treating material and in the man- 
ner in which they are written. They afford a most in- 
teresting view of the influence upon French authors of 
war conditions; and are well worth attention for this rea- 
gon, as well as for their literary excellence afid charm. 
More than half of the.authors were unknown before the 
war. Of the others, Jean Aicard, who is represented by 
a single story called “Mariette’s Gift,” has been for 
years a well-known figure in the French world of letters, 
while Pierre Mille, represented by four stories, has had a 
brilliant career as a journalist and author. Several of his 
novels have been published in this-country. The only 
woman in the list, Mme. Lucie Delarue-Madrus, who also 
has four selections, had made a reputation before the 
war as a poet, novelist, and dramatist. The other four 
were unknown four years ago. Most of the stories are 
very short and the tales they tell extremely tenuous. For 
the most part they are mere sketches presenting a sin- 
gle situation or the simplest thread of story. But the 
situation is always arresting and the narrative is de- 
veloped with delicate skill, with restraint, and with sensi- 
tive appreciation of the dramatic in movement and situa- 
tion. But always their most striking characteristics are 
simplicity of method and sincerity of manner. Surpris-

GASLIGHT SONATAS. By Fannie Hurst. Frontispiece, New 
* York: Harper & Brothers. $1.40. 


VERY now and then a pessimistic critic notes the ex- 
treme popularity of Harold Bell Wright, Florence 
Barclay and company, and deplores American taste. Let 
him read of Fannie Hurst and be enheartened. Miss 
Hurst writes stories for the Cosmopolitan and The Satur- 
day Evening Post, therefore the “ great common pee- 
pul.” read Miss Hurst's stories and call them good. Their 
humanity and lack of sentimentality is an antidote for 
the untruth and sickly sweetness of some of her contem- 
poraries. She writes of real people, simple, homely folk. 
She is an interpreter for the middle class American Jew; 
with understanding and kindly humor he is placed before 
us. The shopgirl, seen through Miss Hurst’s eyes, ceases 
to be a machine that chews gum and becomes a living 
human being with a life of her-own_to live. 
The first “ Gaslight Sonata "—Miss Hurst has a genius | 
for titles—tells the story. of Gertie Slayback and James P. 





Blatch, how they met and loved, especially Gertie, who 
knew him to be a weakling, and how the war-came an@ 
Gertie proved that for his good she would make any sacri- 
fice, even to the point of giving up James P. Biatch and 
their-dear little flat to go-back.to a stuffy basement store 
and an inexorable time-clock. Then “ The Sieve of Fule 
fillment ” shows us Mrs. Harry Ross, saving and scrimpe 
ing to give her husband a start and her son a.college edu- 
cation. Prosperity proves too much for her husband, 
and Edwin sails for France, leaving Mrs. Ross to Knit 
chest protectors, happy at last in the thought that “ one 
million boys ‘out there ’ were needing chest protectors.” 

Miss Hurst comes back to her most congenial metier 
in “ Ice-water, Pl—.” ' Here -we find ourselves in Mrs, 
Kaufman's’ private boarding house in West. Kighty-ninth 
Street. This is,a typical Fannie Hurst story... Any one 
familiar with her work could not help but recognize it by 
the opening paragraph—rhythmical, interesting—and ‘la~ 
borieus: . 

__ When ‘the two sides of every story are told, Henry 
V HT. may establish an alibi or two, Shyloek and.the 
pubic school system meet over and melt that too, 
.. «id peund of flesh, and Xantippe, herbBelf the 
Sturdier man than Socrates, give ready lie to what is 
called the shrew in her. tLandiadies, whole black- 
bombazine generations of them—oh; so long unheard!

The character's are portrayed with the inimitable touch | 
of the artist; Mrs. Kaufman, and Mrs. Katz we see in the 
street cars; Mr. Vetsburg sits next to us in the theatre, 
but it is a story such as “ Ice-water, Pl—” that brings to 
us a sympathy for their Ihves and aims. 

“ Hers Not to Reason Why” dips down into tragedy; 
a gripping little tale; the sort of plot that would have de- 
lighted Maupassant. It is a pity that here at least our 
author did not shed her ornate, self-conscious style for the 
stark simplicity of.the French master. The story would 
have told itself; Mrs. Blutch Connors needs no metaphors. 

Story Number 5. tells of a, shopgirl! who proved the 
good angel of a gilded-youth. “ Nightshade” tells the 
stim story of Hanna Burkhardt's escape from boredom, a 
small town, and a sleepy husband, to New York—and 
how New York served only to send her back to Adalia too 
late. In “ Get Ready the Wreaths ” we read-about Mrs. 
Coblenz, devoted daughter and. devoted mother. We see 
the conflict of her two duties, to the old crazed Russian 
mother and to the selfish, modern daughter. Then the 
Russian revolution comes to bring peace to Mrs. Horo- 
witz, whose husband and son had been killed in the long 
struggle to make Russia free. 


THE MOVING FINGER 





THE MOVING FINGER. By Natalie @emner Lincoln. . Illustrated 

by Charles L. Wrenn. New York: D. Appleton & Co. §1.40, 

YSTERY stories that mystify are rare: “ The Moving 

Finger ” is in this category. Not until we are told 

do we suspect for a moment the real murderer of .Bruce 

Brainerd. Our suspicions fall,in turn,on each of the chars 
acters, always neglecting to notice the guilty one. 

Bruce Brainerd becomes ill at the country house of his 
fiancée, Millicent Porter. He is put under the care of a 
trained nurse, Vera Deane, the night nurse of Craig 
Porter, who is a paralytic from the effects of an airplane - 
encounter in France. The next morning Bruce Brainerd 
is found with his throat cut. Who committed the crime? 
As the pilot unfolds, a possible motive is revealed for 
Nurse Deane to have killed him, and she was in the next 
room. Then we see that Hugh Wyndham, in love with 
Dorothy Deane, might be th: criminal. The police are 
convinced that Alan Noyes, who disappeared the morning 
of the murder, is the guilty man. One after‘another are 
various persons under a cloud, but the real murderer is 
not revealed until “ the moving finger " tells the truth. 

Miss Lincoln has written a fascinating boak. Not once 
does the suspense slacken; there is not a dreary page. 
Each incident is startlingly vivid. Those of us who saw 
“The Thirteenth Chair” will never forget the thrill of 
that first act; it is the same kind of a thrill that we feel 
when Bruce Brainerd reaches, in vain, for the night bell, 
while the eyes creep closer and closer. 

It has been said that if a man builds a better mouse- 
trap than his fellows the world wil! find ® path to his door. 
Miss Lincoln, according to the acknowledged canons of 
literary art, has not written a great book, but -she has . 
written a mystery story that among mystery stories must 
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take a very high place. Surely, if our au- 
thor lives up to the promise of “ The Mov- 
mg Finger,” she may, some day, find her 
name with that of Arsene Lupin and Conan 
Doyle—masters of their craft. 


PROFESSOR LATIMER 


PROFESSOR LATIMER’S PROGRESS: A Novel 
of Contemporaneous Adventure. With Tllus- 
trations by J. Ormsbee. New York: ‘ Henry 
Holt & Co. $1.40. 


HIS is a book decelightful—and more. 
To explain wherein its various quali- 
ties consist it 1s best to begin by outlining 
what, in the widest possible interpretation 
of that term, may be called its ‘‘ plot ""—and, 
be it mentioned, the readers who have al- 
ready followed the professor’s progress in 
the pages of the Atlantic Monthly will find 
much that is new and interesting, as well as 
more specifically ‘‘ connected,’’ in the pub; 
lished book. The “ hero,’’ then, is an elderly 
professor who has retired from his academic 
labors, but, in his home in .New York City, 
keeps closely in touch with the affairs of the 
world—too closely for his. own well-being. 
For the war has got on Professor Latimer's 
nerves. Says the anonymous author, every 
campaign in the three continents and on and 
under the seas had been fought simultan- 
eously somewhere in Latimer, and the war 
had mobilized him more completely than if it 
had placed a rifle in his hands and sent him 
to the firing line; he could only think; he 
thought too much. So, at the book’s béegin- 
ning, he is sent off to rest in the mountains, 
with a diet and various other directions, the 
chief of which is that he is to think as little 
as ‘possible of the world conflict into which 
the United States has just entered. The 
story is the chronicle of his .‘‘progress,’’ of 
the thipgs that he did and the people he met 
on a lonely walking tour, of the discussions 
and events of that Summer journeying, and 
of his return to calmness at thé end. It isa 
chronicle brilliant, satiric, stimulating; it is 
highly amusing, and it is seriously challeng- 
ing. 

His first adventure is with | a guineapig— 
an adventure of the mind solely. His next is 
with a country store—a futile endeavor to get 
rural clothes in the rural districts. But these 
pall beside the third happening—his meeting 
with the movie queen and his triumphant 
participation, as the haughty fdther, in a 
romantic‘movie play. It is a touch of tragedy 
that he meets next. And after a while he 
falls in with a famous newspaper man who, 
at the height of his success, has come to the 
country to raise chickens and invite his soul. 
Then there is the efficiency expert, the 
“tinker,” who makes sick worker; well; 
the capitalist, the pacifist, the amateur an- 
archist, the playwright, the exuberantly hap- 
py young woman who is a member of a 
Factory Commission or something of the 
@ort—there are a dozen folk besides. With 
them all Professor Latimer enters into>dis- 
cussion, the life of each for a little while he 
shares; meanwhile his own part is not in- 
active. It is in a munition factory that 
he suddenly realizes that he is cured. But 
there are further adventures before he goes 
home. 

The charm, and the challenging interest, of 
such a book, if it is well done, goes without 
saying. ‘‘ Professor Latimer’s. Progress ’’ is 
brilliantly written, a keen, intellectual delight. 
The characters are irresistible—from Nicholas 
Runkle of the strange beliefs and disbeliefs— 
he has only “their ’’ word for it, he says, 
that there are any Germans in Belgium—to 
that fine ‘* good fellow,’’ as Professor Lati- 
mer calls him, Manning, the newspaper man. 
The discussions, the comments, the points of 
view, are illuminating, amusing, arresting, 
as the case may be. The expert writer who 
has chosen to publish his novel anonymously 
has masterfully held up the mirror’ te many 
phases of life in this present day. 


HIGH ROMANCE 


. THE BOOK OF HiGH ROMANCE: A Spiritual, 


Autobiography. By Michael Williams. New 
York: The Macmillan Company. 60. 
LTHOUGH put forth by the publishers as 

fiction, this book is, apparently, no 
more entitled to that classificatiof than was 

Hamlin Garland’s ‘‘Son of the Middle Bor- 

der,"’ which the same publishers brought out 

last year as a fictional work. The two 
books, indeed, are very much alike in the 
method by which their authors have dealt 
with their material, and both are interesting 
examples of a new technique in the art of 
Diographical writing. Mr. Garland’s book 
dealt with the material facts of his own life 
and of the conditions which surrounded him 
in different localities during childhood, youth, 
and middle age. But, instead of telling the 
complete story of his recollections, he used 
the artist’s method of selecting salient facts 
that ‘could be woven into a steadily progres- 
sing narrative and composed into a flowing, 
developing picture of life. The author of this 
book has used the same method, but he has 
been concerned more, concerned mainly in- 
deed, and through the latter half almost en- 
tirely, with the inner meaning of things rather 
than their outer form, with his spiritual 
rather than his material journeys and adven- 
tures, with his own quest after the meaning

N entertaining and not uninstructive vol- 
ume-might be written on the subject of 

“The Use of Mistaken Identity as a Literary 

Device.” The author would probably start 

with the handling of the theme in the Greek 

dramatists, in the Latin writers of comedy 
and in the mediaeval story cycles— Gawain 
and the Green Knight,” for instance. In all 
of these the complications from mistaken 


identity are ingeniously handled, and in the 
case of Sophocles, with nobility. Shake- 
speare’s ‘‘Comedy of .Errors” would of 
course be tied up with the Latin -writer of 
comedy, Plautus. From then on an easy 
chain could be made up to ‘‘ The Prisoner of 
Zenda.’’ Which might also lead us to the 
latest handling off the theme: “The Man 
Who Lost Himself,” by that capital story 
writer, H. de Vere Stacpoole. 

It is a tribute to Mr. Stacpoole’s narrative 
skill that his latest novel, handicapped as it 
is by the fact that its central situation is al- 
most a replica of the centra] situation of a 
very recent: novel and play, namely, ‘“ The 
Masquerader,’’ yet manages to arrest atten- 
tion at the start and to keep it fairly well 
riveted throughout. In a story of this sort 
everything depends on the handling: once 
grant him the: premises, and the reader be- 
longs to the novelist. As in “ The Mas- 
querader,” the hero of this story. is a man 
in desperate pecuniary straits who happens 
to resemble so closely that their nearest rela- 
tives cannot tell them apart, a degenerate 
member of the British nobility. In each case 
the nobleman is sick of his job and shifts 
the manorial burdens on the duplicate. In 
each case there is a wife, worthy, long suffer- 
There is even the faithful 
and. agtute Super-Valet in each of these 
stories. And yet, though I had read ‘‘ The 
Masquerader’’- and seen the play, I read 
“The Man Who Lost Himself”. with an in- 
terest as keen as if I hadn’t known its 
predecessor. In a case like this the initial 
situations, the characters, the locale do not 
matter. All depends on the deftness and per- 
sonality of the author. 

Mr. Stacpoole gives the situation seme in- 
genious and humorous twists. I confess that 
I thought ** The’ Masquerader’’ too lugu- 
brious, too “tragic” for its subject. The 
handling was lacking, it seemed to me, in 
literary tact. Never once—as might be ex- 
pected from the exquisite translator of 
Villon—does Mr. Stacpoole fail in this respect. 
There is an agreeable evenness and lightness 
in the touch, a not too obtrusive flavoring 
of humor. And there is some shrewd, though 
ever so lightly hinted, satire, Mr. Stacpoole 
is capable of poking fun at his own characters 
in a way that makes you smile at them 
without in the least diminishing your liking 
for them. One of the best of these is when 
Jones of Philadelphia suddenly finding him- 
seif at home in 160A Carlton House Terrace 
and deferentially **My Lorded” and be- 
flunkied, takes a walk through the dreary 
suburbs of Hammersmith, to think out his 
situation :

Time was when the ordinary 
story of adventure among the Indians fol- 
lowed a quite definite formula—psychologi- 
cally, at least. Especially in stories for 
young people, the Indian ‘was the white 
man’s remorseless foe, cruel, treach€rous, 
crafty—simply the type of the enemy; the 
white people of the tale were the heroes who 
fought the Indians and.conquered them in the 
end; everything was in solid blacks and 

‘whites, with no shadings. We still write 

Indian stories nowadays, but a tale of that 

formulated type is very_rare.. Instead, there 

is an efforf to present something of the In- 
dian’s own feeling, his love of his wild land, 
his wrath against the invader. American 
boys and girls are given, in the day’s fiction, 
some opportunity to grasp the sense of both 
sides in that march of the white man west- 
ward. ~ 
“The Great Sioux Trail** is @ story for 

both young people and ‘‘ grown-ups."’ It is 
the first of a series which will deal with the 
life of the Northwest in the time of the great 
Sioux wars, and it is a very interesting 
book. Will Clarke, a young Eastern boy, and 
Jim Boyd, an old hunter of the plains, start 
out together to find a mine which is a 
heritage to the lad from his father. While 
they are staying with the American soldiers 
in the furthest army outpost to the North- 
west, Great Red Cloud, .the Sioux Chief, 
warns the commanding officer that no white 
man must travel further, on pain of war 
with the Sioux Nation. The army officers 
respect the treaty with the Indians. Will 
himself understands their viewpoint and 
wishes them no harm. But he is determined 
to find his mine, and so he and the hunter 
leave the army post at night and brave the 
dangers of the Indian country.

ACE WITH KAISERICM. By James 
a be Rai Illustrated. New York: George 
A fen Company. 
HE opinion may well prevail.that with 
the publication of “My Four Years in 
Germany "’ former Ambassador Gerard 
gave us all the important matter he had in re- 
gard to that empire and its neigh As a mat- 
ter of fact, Mr. Gerard has still, “ Face to 
Face with Kaiserism,’’ a good aa to say. 
Some of it is rather impressionistic; some 
of it most people probably knew before; 
but all of it is interesting and much of it 
is valuable. . 

The author, in his introductory note, ex- 
plains that his purpose is especially to im- 
press upon the people of the United States 
that we are at war ‘‘ because Germany in- 
vaded the United States—an invasion in- 
sidiously conceived and vigorously prosecuted 
for years before hostilities began,’’ and that 
emphatically this is ‘our war.” The 
sanctity of American freedom and the Amer- 
ican home depends, he adds, upon what we 
do now—not at some future date, but now. 

The ‘‘ insidious conception ’’ of invasion is 
illustrated in the hitherto unpublished story 
of Mr. Gerard’s conversation with the Kaiser 
at the New Year’s reception in 1914, when, 
except for the Turkish Ambassador, Mr. 
Gerard was the only diplomat obviously 
singled out for more than a mere exchange 
of greetings. The narrative continues: 

The Kaiser talked to me at length about 
what he called Japan’s designs on_ the 
United States. He warned me that Mex- 
ico was full of Japanese spies and an army 
of Japanese Colonels. He also spoke about 
France, saying that he had made every 
effort to make up with France, that he 
had extended his hand to that country, 
but that the French had refused to meet 
his overtures, that he was through, and 
would not try again to heal the breach 
between France and Germany. 

It is clear now that the Emperor wakes 

to have the Government of the United 

States persuaded, through me, that he 

was really trying to keep Europe at peace 

and that the responsibility for what was 

going t appen would be on France. * * * 

But the reference to Japan and alleged 
hostility against ‘us on the part of fanci- 

ful hordes of Japanese in Mexico made 
me wonder at the time. There were

Mr. Gerard later in his book tells of ob- 
servations of German intrigues and propa- 
ganda since his return to America, and ex- 
-presses the opinion that we are ‘‘ perhaps 
overindulgent ’’ in dealing with enemy ac- 
tivities. . 

It was the Kaiser who was responsible, 
Mr. Gerard tells us, for the sinking of the 
Lusitania. But the Kaiser does not usually 
hold the supreme power in Germany. That, 
he explains, is really wielded by the Great 
General Staff, the ‘‘ brains ’’ of which is the 
Quartermaster General, Ludendorff. The 
Great General Staff ultimately decides every 
great question, he adds, except the fate of 
its own head. At all times it exercises con- 
trol, in varying degree,“ over the Kaiser. 
The break with America was decided upon, 
not by the Emperor, the Princes, the Chan- 
cellor, the Reichstag, the Foreign Office, but 
by Ludendorff. P 

One of the most interesting features of 
“Face to Face with Kaiserism”’ is the jot- 
tings from Mr. Gerard’s diary between June, 
1915, and the end of his German mission. 
As early as July, 1915, he writes of being 
“hated by so many millions’? because he 
is American Ambassador. In January, 1916, 
the says: 

I am convinced that Germany, as now 
advised, either will attack America or 
land in South America, if successful in 
this war. Falkenhayn, Chief of the Gen- 
eral Staff, said, referring to ao 
‘‘It is hard to stop a victorious army.

RAILROAD VALUATION 


RAILROAD VALUATION. By Home Bews 

anderblue. D. Boston and New York: 
Houghton Sattiin Company. $1.50. 

T is indisputable that the railways are un- 

equal to the demands upon them and that 

this has occurred under both State and Fed- 

eral regulation. That absolves the railways 


from the responsibility which otherwise “would 
be theirs. They are not such free agents that 
it ts possible to blame them for their unpre- 
Paredness under conditions which make their 
fitness for service a matter of national con- 
cern. This book is a partial bill of particu- 
lars in the Indictment of rate regulation, ag it 
has been practiced. It shows how unpractical 
is the attempt to base rate regulation upon 
valuation of rallway property. This is true 
both of the principle and its application. To 
base rates upon valuation before the regula- 
tion of rates is applied is to abandon rate 
regulation as a sacrifice to valuation. The 
alternative is to subordinate valuation to reg- 
ulation. But the subordination of either to 
the other is reasoning in a vicious circle 
Clearly if there is such a thing as a rate rea- 
sonable in itself for intrinsic reasons, it re- 
mains reasonable or unreasonable regardless 
of valuation. Clearly, also, if valuation has 
the virtue attributed to it, so that there can 
be no regulation without valuation, valuation 
should prevail regardless of the reasonable- 
ness of rates otherwise. The application of 
the principle of valuation has been as faulty 
as the principle itself. 

Dr. Vanderblue cites chapter and verse for 
instances of the defects in the administration 
of the principle which challenges belief. It is 
not practicable to quote them in detail, but it 
is feasible to cite authority in support of 
them which was not available when his book 
was published. Mr. Prouty is Director of 
Valuation, and left the Intérstate Commerce 
Commission to overlook work which was 
thought more important than regulation, be- 


. ing in fact the foundation without which the 


structure of rate regulation could not be 
reared. There was no criticism of the valua- 
tion statute then, for it was made to order. 
During proceedings at Washington illustra- 
ting some of Dr. Vanderblue’s destructive 
criticism, Director Prouty-said he would 
“rather undertake to recite the Chinese al- 
phabet backward "’ than to interpret the Val- 
uation act. Its full enforcement, he said, 
would cost more than the value of the rail- 
roads. Some of its sections are meaningless, 
and the attempt to comply with them has 
been abandoned. He suggested that Congress 
should be asked what the statute means. On 
his last page Dr. Vanderblue supplies the an- 
swer. The controversy over ‘the regulation 
of rates is between those who profess to 
know how railways should be administered 


and those who really know how they mus* ; 
be. According to the theorists, railway prof- . 
its are excessive and should be reduced to 2 ; 


common yield. In the words of the Statisti- 
clan of the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
Mr. Adams, ‘‘equity as between various 
classes of roads can never be attained until 
all the excesses of revenue above the consti- 
tutional Hmit be made a contribution to the 
National Treasury.’’ No man has done more 
than the author of that idea to formulate the 
theory of regulation which has prevailed, and 
to make its permanent execution impossible. 
It is a plain declaration that the regulation 
of rates means to those controlling it the reg- 
ulation of profits in the sense of reducing 
railway profits down to a common level, as 
near confiscation as the Constitution allows. 
Already it has gone so far that the credit of 
railways is so impaired that they cannot com- 
mand the capital necessary to fit them for 
thetr duties. 
That is making regulation as unreasonable 
as rates ever were. Railways are more nec- 
arden than regulation of that sort. If either 
railways or regulation of that sort ‘* must 
go,’ the choice is easy: Dr. Vanderblue has 
done no small service in showing that the 
choice is as necessary as it is easy. The 
error of the regulators is of the same sort 
as that of some employers of labor. They 
discovered that payment by results of work 
instead of by hours of work - wonderfully 
stimulated efficiency and production. Having 
discovered that, they introduced piecework. 
The next step was to take away from thé 
workers the cream of their effort. The result

HIS book from Australia, which tells of 

the part taken by Australia and New 
Zealand in the war up to the end of 1015, 
is to be welcomed here. With much of the 
history contained within the volume’s covers 
we are already familiar, as, for example, the 
facts known of the Gallipoli campaign. But 
** Australia’s own story” of these things has 
its special interest; and of particular value 
is the setting forth of Australia’s relation to 
**the mother country” and the feeling with 
which the great colonial dominion entered the 
war. Says the author: 

The story of the Anzacs is the story of 
all Australia since one. 4, 1914, and, con- 
structively speaking, it is the history of 
Australia since her very foundation. It 
is quite impossible to understand the true 
significance of her contribution to this 
war, or the stirring deeds of her soldier 
sons, unless full account be taken of her 
national ideals and her attitude toward 
the mighty empire of which she is a part. 
Great sacrifices are not made, great deeds 
are not done, without a tradition which 
occasions and explains them. 

This tradition, therefore, is made plain at 
the book’s beginning—Australia’s feeling 
toward the British Empire, and toward Eng- 
land, in Australia’s own words. Australia, 
we are told, would have flung herself whole- 
heartedly into the present war even if she had 
not felt herself to be in peril from Germany; 
during the period immediately preceding and 
following the autbreak of hostilities she did 
not, indeed, realize her own danger and her 
own issues at stake. Yet’that danger and 
that pertinent interest existed. Befure long 
Australia came to see it. It is one of the 
important things explained in the prescnt 
book. The author continues: 

Anzac, it must be repeated, can in no 
wise be understood unless there be full 
understanding of the issues of the war 
as they appeal to the average Australian. 
Those issues were weighty and _ several. 
Perhaps the element of moral indignation 
at the fate of Belgium and the wanton

CENTRAL AMERICA 


CENTRAL AMERICA: Guatemala, Nicaragua, 
Costa. Rica, Hondu Panama, and Saiva- 
dor. By W. H. .Koebel. Illustrated.. New 
York: Charlies Scribner's Sons. 


R. KOEBEL here adds to his Series of. 
capable and‘ interesting volumes on the 
several countries of South America another 
that should be of peculiar interest to all 
American readers. Mr. Koebel is an Eng- 
lishman and he writes primarily for British 
readers, but he has written a book that is 
of much more consequence to Americans 
than it is to the British, a book that will 
tell us a great many things we ought to 
know that we have heretofore refused to be 
interested in. In many ways. Latin America 
has loomed largely on our horizon during 
the last few years and is likely to become 
more and more important in the years to 
“come. We owe it to our Latin American 
neighbors, to our own interests, and above all 
-to our American ideals of justice and 
equelity and righteousness between nations, 
to acquire more information about Latin 
America, to develop more understanding of 
her and more sympathy with her. We can 
- do some measure of all these things by 
reading Mr. Koebel’s book. For he writes 
with wide and varied information and with 
thorough understanding and appreciation of 
the people of these half dozen tiny republics. 
Nearly half the body of the book is devoted 
to a general history of the Central American 
region, from prehistoric times until modern 
years. In later chapters he takes up each 
of the present republics, describes its origin 
ahd its present status, it} recent progress in 
civilization, and the character of its. people, 
paying attention also to its products, re- 
sources, industries, and commerce. He 
writes always entertainingly, with an eye for 
the picturesque and a happy faculty for the 
selection and phrasing of facts without sacri- 
fice of accuracy. But when Mr. Koebel says 
of the origin of the Republic of Panama 
that ‘ the living and tremendous fact of the 
Canal of today must excuse any irregulari- 


of the ownership of the soil of its bed,’’ he 
is denying the very principles for which his 
country and ours are now in the war. He 
is justifying the German doctrine that might 
makes right, that the end justifies the means, 
however evil they may be, and that if a 
strong nation wants part of a weak nation’s 
territory it is justified in taking it. To our 
everlasting shame we ‘‘ took” what did pot 
belong to us for no other reason than be- 
cause we wanted it. But we are beginning 
to have the decency to be ashamed of it and 
to-wish to make amends if certain politicians 
will permit. And so, for the sake of that 
international justice and square dealing 
which we are fighting to bring about, it is 
necessary to rebuke Mr. Koebel for his Prus- 
sianized point of view. 

It is most interesting to note that. Mr. 
Koebel, from his study and observation of 
Central American affairs and peoples, be- 
Heves that they are as ardently devoted to 
the ideals and principles of liberty, equality 
and fraternity as are democrats the world 
over. And he thinks that the attitude ‘of 
President Wilson toward Latin America and 
the principleS and measures of his foreign 
policy that have been addressed to the Latin 
American peoples have so won their confi- 
dence that a new era is opening for Pan 
American friendship and co-operation. 

There are chapters on political, geographi- 
cal, industrial, and natural history features 
and, Mr. Koebel being an Englishman and 
his book having been written for British 
readers, there are two chapters on. British 
interests in Central America. These are 
concerned largely with commercial possi- 
bilities and are written in such a spirit of 
amity arid co-operativeness that American 
business men will find them as suggestive 
and practical as will those of Britain. Le 
considers at some length German methods in 
Central America before: the war, a matter 
to which, both as history and as warning, 
Americans cannot too often huve their at- 
tention directed.

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“MARIA ” 

UST why it is that the wonderful little 
remance of Colombian life written by 
Jornce Isaacs thas achieved its un- 

disputed position in the front ranks of the 
world’s literature would be hard to ex- 
plain. It ts the simplest of stories, with 
hardly any “ action,” a plot that defies de- 
acription—and yet there it is, a romance 
that holds the reader's interest, his sym- 
pathy, his wonder from the first page to 
the last. In the attempt to classify it one 
would probably put “ Maria” side by side 
with “ Paul and Virginia” or “ Graziela.” 
But the literary kinship with these books, 
although defensible enough, in a way, is 
not, on the last analysis, so genuine as 
would appear at first. There is pathos, 
very obvious sentiment, in the two French 
stories; but ‘in “ Maria ” there is real life, 
just the kind of homely mixture of char- 
acter and incident that can be found in 
every household, and yet the beauty of it, 
the tragedy, ts of the simple, classic kind 
that is found in few books, and those only 
by the great masters of literature. This 
is high -praise, but “ Maria” deserves it. 
The fact that it is a novel by an otherwise 
unknown writer in a country about which 
one seldom hears, and that it has found 
its way, nevertheless, into every litera- 
ture of America and Europe, speaks well 
for its amazing vitality. And now, in the 
land of its birth, they are celebrating the 
fiftieth anniversary of “ Maria,” and in 
this country there has just been published 
a school edition of the book in the original 
Spanish, with introduction, notes, voecabu- 
lary, &c., by Professor KENIsToN. “ Maria ” 
was first published in the United States, 
as we remember, about thirty years ago, 
an an excellent translation, in the Harper’s 
“ Odd Number ” series of fiction. But the 
reader who can discover for himself this 
wonderful story in its native Spanish will 
enjoy an experience that no English trans- 
lation ¢an give him. For a large part of 
the charm of the book lies in the mere 
way in which the story is told. The words 
are music. Professor KENISToN says of it: 


It is in no sense a fanciful picture of 
a world which is interesting because it 
is exotic; it is a faithful image of the 
world that Isaacs knew best, the val- 
ley of the Cauca, with its grave mount- 
ain peaks, its smiling plains, apd its 
tumbling cascades, and- the simple 
country life of his youth with all its 
intimate, homely details. Isaacs is not 
wholly a Spaniard; he is half a Jew, 
and he brings to his task not only his 
mother’s power of realistic portrayal 
but also the delicacy of feeling, the 
chastity and the intensity of hig father’s 
people. It is this rare combination 
which gives tc his werk its unusual 
atmosphere; an exquisite devotion to 
ac coupled with a singular sentimen- 

ity. 


Som AMERICA is a continent that 

seems to be rich tn good literature, and 
this revival of interest in “ Maria,” per- 
haps its greatest nevel, may act as-an in- 
centive to publishers here to bring out 
translations of some of the best of these 
books, about which, strange to say, we are 
much more ignorant than the reading pub- 
lic in Europe. Mr. Knorr has made a 
good beginning im this field by giving us a 
translationg in his series of famot%s Span- 
ish fiction, of the well-known Chilean novel 
“ Martin Rivas.” It is to be hoped that 
this kind ef publication will not stop there. 
Indications are not lacking, indeed, that 
South America will play an increasingly 
important part im our Hterature. Books 





have been written in those: republics that 
we ought to have—the Brazilian novel, for 
instance, “ Innocencia,” by ALFRED D’Es- 
CAGNOLLE; “ Canaan,” by ARANHA; the Co- 
lombian novel dealing ‘with various twen- 
tieth century problems, “ Pax,” by LORENZo 
MagRoquin. Aside from the literary skill 
displayed in these books, the life that they 
@éscribe is so different from the‘life por- 
trayed in English and American novels 
that they ‘would have for us the added 
charm of complete novelty. Literature 
seems to be a gift of the Latin tempera- 
ment, and this gift has not lost its produc- 
tiveness by being transplanted in South 
America. ‘ 


b* * ramead is fiction autobiography or auto- 
biography fiction? The double 
question is suggested by the book—we were 
going to say novel—by MICHAEL WILLIAMS 
that the Macmillans have just published 
under the title “ The Book of High Ro- 
mance.” A subtitle gives the further des- 
ignation “ A Spiritual\Autoblography.” Of 
courae, if the book were unmistakably fic- 
tion the subtitle could still stand and the 
“ gutoblography ” could be taken- in a 
“ Pickwickian sense.” But the book itself 
bears out the literal sense of the subtitle 


to this extent, that the narrative deals’ 


with characters having the names of well- 
known living peaple, people whom the au- 
thor has met and associated with and 
whose actual opinions and deeds he here 
sets down. This*would seem to put the 
book, without any question, among auto- 
hiographies. But, on the other hand, it is 


-written in a sort of fictional vein; conver- 


sations are given that must, under the cir- 
cumstances, be largely imaginary, and one 
is at times inclined to think that the events 
described belong in the same category. Mr. 
HaMLIN GARLAND’s “Son of the Middle 
Border,” published last year, presents, as 
we pointed out at the time, the same prob- 
lem im classification. In that book Mr. 
GaRLAND was trankly telling the main facts 
and experiences of his life, and the char- 
acters to whom he introduced his readers 
appeared under their rea} names, so far as 
we recall it, ‘“‘and in their habit as they 
live.* Nevertheless, the book seemed to 
be autobiography, plus a certain alloy of 
fiction that held it together as a bit of lit- 
erary art work. On the other hand, one 
could easily ask, what book that is ad- 
mittedly fiction has not in it a strong 
strain of autobiography? It is doubtful 
if there are many novelists who do not 
draw largely on their own experiences for 
their novels. Some of the best fiction— 
“ Anna Karenina,’: “ David Copperfield ”— 
is fundamentally autobiographical. It 
would be interesting, indeed, td know just 
how many of such novels could use for 
thir subtitle, as truthfully as Mr. WIIL- 
uMs’s “Book of High Romance,” 
Spiritual Autobiography.” 


EN whose profession is literature sel- 

dom turn aside from their work as 
authors to take an active part in political 
life. The two things—literature and poli- 
tics—apparently are hopelessly uncon- 
genial. THACKERAY, however, tried to mix 
the two, and the account of his attempt, of 
his running for Parliament, given by 
Tuomas F. PLowMan in a book just pub- 
lished by the John Lane Company, fur- 
nishes amusing reading. For one thing, it 
shows that literary fame is a negligible 
factor in politics. THACKERAY before he 
ran for Parfament had written the best 
of his books, “ Vanity Fair,” “ Pendennis,” 
“The Newcomes,” but this helped him not 
a whit. He wrote to Dickens: “I doubt 
whether more than twa of the electors 
have ever heard of me, and I think there 
may be as many as six or eight who have 
heard of you.” Of course he was nothing 
of an orator, and was sadly ignorant of the 
ways of politicians. But, on the whole, 
he made a remarkably successful campaign 
and his final victory med certain. He 
wrote about it to his daughters: 

My dearest little women, as far as I can

The book, like its 
heroine, is of the entirely emotional type, 
Some parts of it are well handled and well 
written, especially the descriptions of Topi’s 
childhood and early youth.

HE detective story is coming into its own 

again. College professors, many men 
and women of intense mental activity have 
used the mystery tale as a means of escape 
from their problems, and thus have secured 
mental rest. Now, letters are coming from 
the soldiers in France and in encampments, 
begging for this form of recreation. As if in 
answer to the plea, comes ‘‘ The House of 

Whispers.”’ 

While a haunted house is familiar ground, 
a haunted apartment house is original and 
modern. Peculiar whispering sounds, a 
secret passage, unexplained footsteps, thefts 
and murders, occur in a luxurious apartment 
house just off Central Park. Our hero’s rich 
great-uncle, Rufus Gaston, terrified, leaves 
Spalding Nelson in charge of his seemingly 
haunted apartment, hoping that the young 
man will solve the mystery of whispers and 
strange sounds, for it is after Uncle Rufus’s 
departure that the plot thickens into more 
serious complications. Beautiful Barbara 
Bradford, living in the adjoining apartment 
and struggling with blackmailers, also finds 
her delHverer in Spalding Nelson. Of course 
ft all ends satisfactorily, with a fortune for 
the happy couple, but terrible struggles, in- 
@uding a murder trial for our hero, precede 
the dénovement. 

The threads of the mystery are kept well 
tangled until the very end. There are times 
when the enthralled reader may suspect the 
solution, but a clever ruse always puzzles 
him. In small poy parlance, ‘‘ ‘ The House of 
Whispers’ is a corking detective story.’’ 
The characters are not unusual: a wise and 
beautiful heroine; a strong and resourceful 
hero; the eccentric old aunt and uncle; tbe 
businesslike: detective; we have met then 
many times. But, after all, we are not loek- 
tm for character drawing or literary mertt 
tm Mr. Johnston's latest volume. We want 
te be thrilled, we want to forget everything 
fm the mazes of an exciting plot; it is this 
meed that is filled by ‘‘ The House of 
Whispers.’

LL of atmosphere is ‘*‘ Maktoub.”” Mr. 
Craig creates for us the very ‘‘ feel’’ of 
the Far East, its beauty, color, and quality 
ef mesmerism.

Sabine Winsted, an American girl, falls in 
teve with and marries Antoninius de Mad- 
fillos, son of a French mother and a Spanish 
father. He takes her to his home in Tunis, 
where she quickly adapts herself to the life 
fm theslittle French protectorate im Northern 
Africa. She finds herself, immediately, in 
her strange surroundings, and appreciates 
the exquisite beauty of the place. Madrillos 
is ever the perfect lover. The villain of the 
piece is no jess than the Kadhi of Bemblah. 
His two wives are not enough for him. .This 
American girl, with her frank outlook on life, 
challenges him to wish for a different love— 
that of an equal, not a’slave. He has a sort 
of hypnotic power over her. “When her hus- 
band leaves her to fight for her soul alone, 
ft ls only the opportune arrival of Timmy 
Townsend from Amegica which saver Sabine. 
Later, we find Timiny the head of a native 
household graced by a native wife, in spite 
of his great love for Sabine. The uprising of 
a@ fanatical native tribe brings tragedy into 
the story and the returm ef Sabine and 
Timmy to America. - oa

ter, strong, brave, fine, true, faultless. Sa- 
bine, a charming girl, is not so clearly drawn. 
She has unexplained weaknesses and sways 
to circumstances, while we are persistently 
told of her firm qualities. Timmy is also in- 
consistent, Mother Cl , an iscient 
saint, and Zorah typically Eastern. There 
are several native characters in the volume 
that are enthralling. Mr. Craig evidently 
knows his Tunis. 

‘*Maktoub’”’ is not stimulating, nor is it 
inspiring, but it whiles away an hour or so 
in exceedingly pl t fashion. S is 
coming and ‘‘ Maktoub,"* a hammock, and @ 
glass of orangeade will make a Sunday after- 
noon something to look back upon after a 
busy, hard-driven week. And you will have 
the satisfaction of having gained an excel- 
lent picture of a far-off land, surrounded by 
a different\and seemingly adequate culture. 








ON THE STAIRS

R. FULLER’S new novel tells the story 
of two men who meet and pass each 
other “ On the Stairs” of life, the one coing 
up, the other coming down. At the begin- 
ning one is the son of a coachman, the other 
the son of the Ccoachman’s employer. But 
as time passes one goes up the social ‘stair- 
way, the other descends; one gains wealth 
and importance, the other loses them. The 
scene is Chicago, the period covered the 
changeful years between 1873 and 1917. 

In a short introductory note the author 
declares that, while his book may seem only 
a study for a novel and could easily be 
amplified, it is his conviction that story- 
telling can be done within narrower limits 
than those usually employed. This is un- 
questionably true, but brevity is of more than 
one kind. There is, for instance, the brevity 
of a Leonard Merrick short story and the al- 
together different brevity of a moving pic- 
ture synopsis. Mr, Fuller’s brevity is nearer 
to the latter type than to the former. His 
book has some good bits in it,. occasional 
clever phrasing, touches of irony and of in- 
sight, while the basic idea is one which might 
be worked out into an exceptionally worth- 
while noyel. He has -evidently tried very 
hard to be unusual; he has succeeded only 
in being uninteresting. For the reader does 
not care a brass farthing whether Raymond 
“Prince goes down and Johnny McComas goes 
up, or vice versa, because neither of the two 
enlists his interest or his sympathy. More- 
ever, the author’s frequent calling of one’s 
attention to the fact that he is writing fic- 
tion Is distinctly irritating. ‘‘ On the Stuirs 
contains some good material, and its author 
is by no means without talent, but his con- 
tinual, very self-conscious efforts to be orig- 
inal injure if they do not actually destroy his 
book. : 


FANATIC OR CHRISTIAN? 
FANATIC OR CHRISTIAN? By Helen R. Mar- 
tin. Doubleday, Page & Co $1.40 net. 
LTHOUGH the scene of Mrs. Martin's 
novel is laid in New Munich, among 
those Pennsylvania Dutch—or rather Ger- 


mans—of whom she usually writes, this story 


is almost entirely lacking tn the humorous 
character sketches which have made her 
other books more or less entertaining. Ex- 
cept for the very few appearances of ‘‘ Aunt 
Meely,’’ otherwise Mrs. Yinger, the tale is 
practically given over to lengthy disserta- 
tions upon capital and labor, all written from 
the Socialist point of view. For the father of 
Gertie Swarts, the heroine of the novel, had 
been the builder and owner of a large fac- 
tory, and though when he died he left every- 
thing he -possessed to his wife, she was an 
ignorant, stupid woman, quite helpless in the 
conflict of wills which presently broke out 
between her two daughters. The elder of 
these, Stella Swartz, was a scheming and 
entirely selfish young person, while Gertie, 
the younger, championed the factory people. 

Of course there is a love story as well as 
a tale connected with the past of old Mr. 
Swarts, who was by no means a model 
citizen. This early deviation of her father’s 
from the strict and narrow path it is which, 
presently coming to light, completely de- 
stroys all Stella’s neatly arranged plans. It 
is an incident not sufficiently weil handled to 
seem plausible, and the remainder of the 
book consists of such conventional treatment 
of a familiar theme that one reads it with 
a. curious sense of having already done so 
very many times. It goes back to those days 
before August, 1914, which now scem so very 
far away.

Her very rich and 
generous husband, finding himself left in 
chargé of four orphan girls, thought only of 
sending them to boarding school and later 
providing thém with an income. But his 
wife looked at the matter in a different light; 
thanks to her, each of the nieces was brought 
up with the idea that she must earn her 
own living, and the result was that “ instead 
of four helpless girls keeping house in bored 
inactivity on other people’s money,” they 
were capable-and happy young persons, able 
to make their own way in cheerful inde- 
pendence. So when Peggy came to stay at 
the Hall, it was in her professional capacity, 
and her first meeting with John Musgrave 
_gave that excellent gentleman, a shock from 
. which it took him some time to recover. But 
his narrow-mindedness was the result of con- 
ditions rather than of character, and if he 
was conservative he was also just. The little 
story is handled with a light touch, written 
in an easy and natural style which is well 
suited to the polite comedy of it all, and will 
be found a restful and enjoyable companion 
with which to pass an idle hour or two. 


BRANDED 


BRANDED. By Francis Lynde. With frontis- 
piece. Charles Scribner’s Sons. $1.35 “net. 
R. LYNDE’S new novel is one of those 
books whose good qualities are suffi- 
ciently numerous and sufficiently pronounced 
to make its bad ones doubly regrettable. 
Much of the story is well done, many of the 
incidents ‘are convincing; and“ though the 
heroine is a mere figure of convenience, the 
hero’s character is well developed and well 
_ sustained. . But coincidence follows coin- 
cidence until the reader’s credulity is 
strained past the breaking point, and what 
might have been a. distinctly worth-while 
book verges perilously close to melodrama— 
or, rather, to movie-drama. 
The story opens in the little town of Glen- 
dale, with the arrest of the hero ‘ Bert ” 
Weyburn, on the charge of having misap- 
propriated funds from the local bank in 
which he is an employe. Of course he is en- 
tirely innocent, but partly through inex- 
perience, partly through youthful and mis- 
taken chivalry, he is led to take the burden 
of guilt on his shoulders, and also to make 
more than one serious mistake. He is sent 
to prison, and after three years released on 
parole, with a Pp Then 
comes the struggle to earn a livelihood. 
Weyburn, who tells his own story, is hunted 
‘from pillar to post, from one town to an- 
other, finding himself wherever he goes 
branded as a criminal. For months he 
keeps up the fight, enduring cold and hunger, 
resolutely resisting temptation and then, at 
last, driven to’ desperation, he breaks his 
parole, and so becomes a man with a price 
on his head. He goes to Colorado, and has 
many adventures. there before a seeming 
catastrophe brings about his complete exon- 
eration. The description of his wanderings 
in his native State, before the flight to 
Colorado, of the people he meets, the hard- 
ships he endures, the kindnesses and the re- 
buffs he receives in his efforts to earn an 
honest living, is well done, constituting the 
best part of the book. From the moment 
he arrives in Denver; something less than 
midway in the course of the narrative, the 
coincidences pile up and fhe approach to 
movie-drama grows more and more. pro- 
nounced. Mr. Lynde, however, has the in- 
nate, unanalyzable gift of the born stdéry- 
teller, and he contrives to hold the reader's 
interest fairly well until the end. ‘Branded!’ 
is an entertaining. story of the popular 
-fiction type! but one feels that the author 
“could have made it & good deal more than 
this.

QUIET, sensible, prosaic, and thoroughly 

patriotic English spinster was Miss Per- 

dita Pim. .

How she did it, how she saw something 
of the occupied portions of France and of 
Belgium,: visited Cologne, Berlin, and Pots- 
dam, interviewed the Kaiser and had a’most 
unpleasant experience with von Hindenburg, 
the story tells. And tells, moreover, in such 
an interesting, straightforward way that the 
reader often forgets how very wild a yarn it 
is and finds himself following Miss Pim’s ad- 
ventures with -closest attention. The effect 
of plausibility is greatly helped by the clever 
way in which the character of the good- 
hearted, downright, courageous, and often 
indiscreet Englishwoman is drawn, as well 
as by the verisimilitude of the pictures of 
Germany and the Germans. For utterly im- 

' possible as ‘is the situation upon which the 
story is based, the conditions it describes are 
many of them horrible fact. And it is well 
for us to remember Miss~Pim’s conclusion: 
“A German, defeated, will still and ever be 
a German, ruthless, merciless, cruel, crafty, 
false through and through.’ Lady Stanley, 
in short, has written a tale which is a lively 
and interesting adventure yarn, and also 
something more. 


GEORGE GROTON 


THE MAKING OF GEORGE GROTON. By re 
Barton. Illustrated. Doubleday, Page & Co. 
OVELS descriptive of Wall Street and its 

speculations have been so very many 
that it would probably be very difficult to 
find anything especially new and interesting 
to say about either, particularly in a book 
concerned only with what happened in the 
years before the coming of the great war. 

Mr. Barton’s novel is one more repetition of 

the conventional story of the country boy 

“who comes to seek his fortune in New York, 

has remarkable luck as well as extraordinary 

ability, wins material success, and presently 
discovers that money-making is not the be-all 
and the end-all of human _ existence. His 

hero, who tells his own story, is neither a 

very real nor a very likable person, and the 

reader remains entirely. unconvinced of the 
talent, a talent supposedly little short of 
genius, which makes him persona grata in 
one big establishment after another. There 
is of course a love story, with the usual 
charming country maiden, compact of all the 
virtues, who is the hero's first love, and, 
though neglected by him during the greater 
part of his somewhat meteoric career in the 
city, the one to whom he is always faithful— 
at heart. At least, he informs us that he 
really loved her all the time. - And then there 
is the model country clergyman, the hero’s 
admirable and adoring mother, the snobbish 
New York society girl, and all the usual 
properties of novels of this well-worn type. 
The book is rather better written than the 

majority of its kind; except for certain pas- 
sages, the narrative flows smoothly, and 
George’s introduction to society with a cap- 
ital “S’’ is adroitly managed. But the 
characters are not sufficiently interesting to 
‘carry the very, conventional story, only one 
of them being a real person. This one is 
Merode Juergens, the Wall Street operator 
with the shady reputation, who stands out 
from the rest as a well drawn human being. 
Unfortunately, we part from him about mid-~4 
way in the book. If this is a first novel, 
then the character of Juergens and one or 
two clever touches ‘which appear here and 
there make it one not devoid of promise.

Mr. Chamberlain was asked if he would 
give his reasons for. believing the bill to 
be constitutional. 

“To begin with, the term ‘spy,’” said 
the Senator in reply, “has had a very 
limited meaning in the. past. 
known to the criminal law of the United 
States. A spy as such may only be 
punished by military law. Article 82 of 
the Articles of War of the United States 
authorizes the punishment of a spy by 
a general court-martial or by a military 
commission as follows: ‘Any person 
who in time of war shall] be found lurk- 
ing or acting as a spy im or about any of 
the fortifications, posts, quafters, or en- 
eampments of-the armies of the United 
States, or elsewhere, shall be tried by 
court-martial, or by a military commis- 
sion, and shall, on conviction thereof, 
suffer death.’ 

“The question arises, Who uhder this 
definition are not spies? For example, 
a person ‘ who comes. secretly within the 
lines with a view to the destruction of 
property, killing of persons, robbery and 
the like is not such a spy,’ according to 
a civil war decision. One Kennedy, who 
attempted to burn the City of New York 
in 1864, was held not to be punishable 
as a spy by military law; a similar de- 
cision was rendered in the case of one

the civil war period, consisted mainly 
in attempting to throw passenger trains 
off the track in New York and seizing 
and_destroying steamers and cargoes on 
Lake Erie. Equally persons who trade 
with the,enemy, or who give information 
to the enemy, if not in disguise or intro- 
duced or acting behind the lines by prac- 
tice or deception, are not spies. 


“ This illustrates the limitation placed: 


on a spy at a time when the mode of 
warfare adopted by our present enemy 
was unknown. “Therefore the question 
arises whether the word ‘spy’ is not 
capable of a broader definition on ac- 
count af the changed methods of war- 
fare. Our enemy of today uses very 
different tools from those employed at 
the time when spies were used to obtain 
information from the enemy. Germany 
has introduced new devices. The great- 
est injury wrought on us is not by the 
technical spy, but by sabotage, the de- 
stroyer of property by. violence, the 
spreader of propaganda, and in other in- 
sidious and injurious ways. Hence the 
question whether the term ‘spy’ may not 
be applied to enemy agents guilty of 
harmful practices of any kind within our 
lines and punished according to the de- 
gree of the offense. -

“In essence the question is whether 
the action of the enemy agent consti- 
tutes a danger to our country. Seeking 
to injure property of military use or 
value is an injury, as well as the seeking 
of information for the benefit of the 
enemy. By the Act of 1806 it was shown 
that Congress had the constitutional 
power to subject to court-martial civil- 
ians who acted as spies, as the word was 
then employed; in my opinion, it has the 
same power today to subject to court- 
martial civilians who commit acts just 
as injurious to the members of our army 
and navy. ; 

“What is the basis for the trial of 
civilians by court-martial under Article 
82 of the Articles of War? It is that at 
times the safety of the nation depends 
on the exercise of military power. These 
are represented by the army and the 
navy, and those who endangered the 
safety of the army and navy, in acting 
as spies, were made subject to military 
control and punishment.‘ It is to ac- 
complish this purpose that the rules of 
military law have grown up and the arti- 
cles of war have been enacted by Con- 
gress. Military law should not be con- 
founded with martial law. Martial law 
is not statutory in character and re- 
ceived its origin from strict military 
necessity. Military law is, on the other

To 
her, as to few other women, was given the 
privilege of coming right down close to 
the battlefield and living the life not 
of the observer, but of the poilu and the 
Tommy and the Yankee who had gone 
into the fray. 

“ The big thing over there at the pres- 
ent time,” she says, “is the spirit of se#- 
lessness and sacrifice that is overwhelm- 
ing everybody. Never in all the years of 
past civilization, I think, have there been 
such examples of relinquishment of hu- 
man happiness in the fight for an ideal. 
The French have given until there is al- 
most nothing more to give, and yet they 
are continuing to give, and will continue 
to give until the message comes to them 
that the work is done. Not only are they 
giving freely, but they are doing it with 
a smile. Therein lies the wonder of this 
gift. 

“TI have seen young boys, mere lads, 
with childish faces and eager eyes, going 
forth to battle, in their new light blue 
suits, singing strongly and spontaneously 
as only boys of that age can sing, ‘ We’re 
the class of victory, we’re the class of 


1918.’ They knew to what they were 
going, they saw the results of the battle 
all about them, on the streets, on. the 
farms, in the hospitals, everywhere; and 
yet they went singing. All the mate 
rialism, all the selfishness: and self-en- 


.deavor of the age we are living in, all the 


worship of things, all this seems to have 
been wiped out in France. 

“ That country has redeemed itself and 
shown itself strong in power and ideals 


_to_an_extent_that can never be.compassed 


by any other country. The pity of it is 
to me that it is the young men and the 
young boys, those who have not yet been 
guilty of the universal crime of self-ag- 
grandizement, who are showing the 
stamina of the country. Yet it is by 
very virtue of that fact that all of 
France is suffering. 

“The spirit with which they are wel- 
coming our boys is pathetic in its beauty. 
Let me give an instance which is typical 
of. the whole of France. I was at a fort

one day; at Vouaumont. A host of young 
poilus were sitting about when I came 
into the room. They knew me, for they 
had seen me about the place, and so felt 
‘quite at ease in my presence. When I 
entered they were humming something. 
I smiled at them and asked them to sing 
me their favorite song. One of the boys 
was chosen by them to do the honors of 
the company. He stood smiling at me 
for a moment, a little self-conscious; 
then, after a look at the boys in the 
room, he threw back his head and began 
a song of welcome whose refrain was 
*‘L’Oncle Sam, l’Oncle Sam.’ There was 
a cheer and a shout, and everybody 
joined in. the chorus with him. 

“And there you have it. The inex- 
pressible gratitude and appreciation of 
the work our boys are doing, just as if 
it wasn’t their war they are fighting for, 
end the keen desire to make these boys 
feel at home and in the midst of friends. 
To the credit of our army, be it said 
that the spirit of eagerness, enthusiasm 
and humility—I repeat, humility—shown 
by them is quite as beautiful as the 
more demonstrative camaraderie of the 
Frenchman. But always, always, the 
thing that keeps obtruding itself upon 
your vision is the sacrifices made by 
France. _»

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WAR SCHOOL FOR 100,000 SOLDIERS 


Government Announces Its New Plan of Distributing Them Among Colleges and 
for Technical Training Essential in a Vast Modern Army 


Universities 


HERE was never a school in the 
world ore, either in design or 
scope, fike that about to be 
started by the War Department. 
Is is for the technical training of 100,- 
000 men. This is the number, it is esti- 
mated, that will be required by the army 
by Nov. 1, taking imto account replace- 
ments. The plan embodies the use 
of. about fifty colleges and technical 
schools in all parts of the country. Some 
of these have already been selected, and 
classes in them opened. 

Nothing that has been done since war 
was declared illustrates so strikingly as 
this undertaking the difference between 
a modern army and the old civil war 
type—how with every advancement in 
science and improvement in the indus- 
tries the complexity of the war machine, 
in seizing upon each and every better- 
ment, must grow. ser e* 
Two hundred and © @ 
fifty specialized oc- 
cupations are re- 
quired by the 
army. Some of 
them are of such 
recent origin that 
the way to teach 
them in class- 
rooms has not been 
charted, and to- 
morrow a new in- 
vention, or a new 
method, may add 
to the number. 

At the head of 
the list of require- 
ments is the de- 
mand for those 
trained in the va- 
rious automobile 
trades. Twenty 
thousand of these 
are needed. In a 
few of the occupa- 
tions not more than 
twentyarere- 
quired for the 
whole army—such 
as. bacteriologists 
and meteorologists. 

Months ago this 
problem of finding 
a way to provide 
the requisite num- 
ber of skilled and 
semi-skilled technical workers was 
recognized by the War Department as 
one of the first importance. Various 
plans were suggested. Civilian volunteer 
classes for technical workers were or- 
ganized by the Federal Board for Voca- 
tional Education by various divisions of 
the army and by individual schools. 
Though. the results thus obtained were 
of much help, it was recognized that a 
far more comprehensive plan than any 
that rested on a volunteer basis was nec- 
essary to meet the difficulty. It had 
been suggested to Secretary Baker that 
the logical solution was to devise a sys- 
tem that would link together the en- 
gineering schools of the country for the 
training of the great number of men 
required. 

The War Department Committee on 
Education and Special Training was ap- 
pointed last February to work out some 
plan of this kind, and this is the first 
account given to the public of what has 
been accomplished. The committee was 
really a double body. One part, com- 
posed of army men, had the exclusive 
authority to issue orders and see that 
they were carried out. On this branch 
of the committee were Colonel Hugh §S. 
‘ Johnson, Deputy Provost Marshal Gen- 
eral; Lieut. Col. Robert I. Rees of the 
General Staff, and Major Grenville 
Clark, Adjutant General’s Department. 
The committee’s Executive Secretary is 
W. L. Lough. 

The other part of the committee was 


an advisory board consisting of experts 
in the educational questions involved. 
The members were Dean James R. An- 
gell of the University of Chicago, repre- 
senting the universities and colleges; J. 
W. Dietz, President of the Association 
of Corporation Schools and representing 
these schools; Dr. C. R. Mann, Special 
Investigator for the Carnegie Fund, and 
Dr. Samuel P. Capen, representing the 
Federal Bureau of Education. Dr. Her- 
man Schneider of the University of Cin- 
cinnati, representing the vocational 
schools, was recently addgd to the com- 
mittee. 

The functions of the committee as 
stated in the order creating it are: 


To study the needs of the various 
branches of the service for skilled men 
and technicians; to determine how such 
needs shall be met. whether by selective 
draft, special training in educational 


educations or otherwise; to secure co- 
operation of the educational institu- 
tions of the country and to represent 
the War Department in its relations 
with such institutions; to administer 
such training in colleges and schools 
as May be adopted. | 

The first step was to find out how 
many and what kinds of technically 
trained men were needed. Estimates 
were obtained from the staff corps, and 
the index of occupations by groups pre- 
pared by the Committee on Classifica- 
tion of personnel of the Adjutant 
General’s office was also of much assist- 
ance. The lists give a layman a new 
idea of what a modern army is. 

For instance, 21 different kinds of 
carpenters are needed; 13 under the 
general head of lumbermen; 11 under 
structural steel worker; 3 under physi- 
cist; 14 under painter, beginning with 
artist; 8 under photographer; 32 under 
machinist; 10 under civil engineer; 8 
under mariner and boatman;. 9 under 
gunsmith; 12 under clerical worker; 14 
under blacksmith; 7 under chauffeur: 7 
under tailor; 5 under writer; 8 under 
printer; 16 under auto mechanic; 4 un- 
der detective and policeman; 14 under 
medical man, beginning with chiropodist 
and ending with psychiatrist; 3 under 
mathematician—calculus, computer and 
trigonometry in the order named; 3 can- 
vas workers, including a sail maker; 3 
under mule packer, with cargador first 
on the list; 4 under rubber worker; 4 
under sanitarian; 7 under artist, with 


plaster clay molder and property man 
as two on this list; and two kinds of 
farmers, one just plain and the other 
stock raiser. Among those occupations 
of which larger numbers are required 
are carpenters, wireless operators, 
electricians, general mechanics teleg- 
raphers, and engineers and firemen. 

It was decided by the committee to un- 
dertake to train no civilian volunteers, 
but to make up the classes wholly of en- 
listed men, as these would be under mil- 
itary discipline and on pay and subsist- 
ence during the period of instruction. 
A system was worked out in detail for 
using colleges and engineering schools of 
the country. The attitude of the educa- 
tional institutions on the subject was pa- 
triotic in the extreme. They were eager 
to go the limit in contributing to the 
carrying out of the plan, and had no

thought of making a cent of profit; but 
with large staffs of teachers to pay, and 
their normal income from students cut 
down by the war, it was not possible to 
give the tuition without any charge what- 
ever. 

There was no time for the committee 
to ask for an appropriation; it was a 
pressing problem. But there was one way 
ander the law by which money could be 
spent on soldiers outside of equipment 
and pay. That was out of the Quarter- 
master’s funds for subsistence and hous- 
ing. 

For subsistence and housing—would 
aot the soldiers have to subsist and be 
housed while at the colleges and engi- 
neering schools? ‘Yes, and in this an- 
swer the solution to the difficulty was 
perceived. Under the law, however, the 
amount that the Quartermaster may pay 
out for a soldier’s keep is limited to $2 
a day, so that this is the top figure that 
may be paid for board, bed, and tuition. 
It was possible, however, to arrange in 
all cases for instruction as well as hous- 
ing and subsistence within this limit of 
cost. Each institution was asked to fig- 
ure costs as closely as possible. Some of 
them will do the work for $1.50 a day 
per soldier. One made a price of $1.98. 
In many instances the institutions will 
have to go to extra expense in putting up 
temporary buildings to house the men, 
and also for extra equipment. Suffi- 
cient space for military drill situated at 


a convenient distance from quarters is 
also to be provided. 

It is expected that the technical 
courses will occupy each man about eight 
hours a day; that is intensive training. 
The greater part of the instruction will 
be of a fundamental or primary char- 
acier, to give the men some practical 
skill in the.simple underlying operations 
of carpentry, blacksmithing, metal work- 
ing, &c. The committee will provide 
definite outlines for all the work, which 
will be under its general supervision, and 
while the men are at the schools they 
will be under the military contro! of of- 
ficers assigned there. 

The plan is to train the men in three 
shifts of two months each—May-June, 
July-August, and September-October. 
They will be sent in units of not less than 
100. Few units will number less than 
32 * gg 200 or more than 
o “¢ $3 2,000. The largest

A 
start has been 
made ahead of 
schedule; about 
7,500 soldier stu- 
dents are now un- 
der training at different schools. One 
of the first to enter upon the work was 
New York University, though the num- 
ber taken care of there is not large owing 
to the difficulty of the housing problem. 

The number of men to be trained at 
these schools by Nov. 1 is roughly 90,000, 
according to present arrangement, with 
the prospect of a large increase. Many 
of the men needed cannot be prepared 
at the schools, as none of these possesses 
the equipment necessary for teaching 
certain occupations, as, for instance, the 
work of railroad engineers and firemen 
and workers at gas plants. Co-operation 
from the industries will be sought in 
training of this kind. It may also be 
necessary to set up special schools. 

The men are selected on a double basis. 
partly voluntary, with the aim of giving 
those subject to draft who have had a 
preliminary training in a certain trade 
or who desire to take up a certain trade 
opportunity to follow their bent while 
in the army. Thus the Provost Marshal 
General’s office is notified that so many 
of such and such trades are wanted, and 
it in turn communicates with draft 
boards. The quota desired is filled up 
by the draft boards, partly with men 
who volunteer to enter service ahead of 
time in order to take advantage of the 
epportunity, partly from men adapted or 
inclined to the work and subject to im- 
mediate call. From now on the Provost 
Marshal General will collect a new group 
for the school every few weeks, 
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USES AND MISUSES OF CENSORSHIP 


Madern War Function Has Developed Until Many of Its Rules Serve Only to Annoy 
at Home Without Concealing News from the Enemy

AESAR and Napoleon were not 

bothered by newspaper reporters, 

: C war correspondents, or military 
attaches. 

When Caesar defeated the Helvetii not 
so very far from Belfort, the extreme 
right of the present line of the Allies; 
or when, later, after crossing the Rhine 
at a point within less than a hundred 
miles of Liége and Verdun, he gained a 
decisive military victory over Ariovistus 
and the ancient Hun—as, please God, 
Caesar’s descendants will in due course 
gain a decisive victory over Wilhelm von 
Hohenzollern and the modern Hun—he 
habitually called a scribe, who at Caesar’s 
dictation, and in language which without 
exaggeration or offense can be described 
as more concise and lucid than that of our 
censor, inscribed with a stylus upon a 
papyrus roll a concise but sufficient ac- 
count of the action. This was forthwith 
dispatched by a caballus or mounted man 
across the Alps, the fertile valley of the 
Po, (where the Italian Army is now at 


bay, and from which in Caesar’s time. 


came so much of the food needed for his 
army as he did not capture from the 
storehouses of Ariovistus,) and thence 
over the Apennines to the great high 
road leading to Rome. 

The distance from the Rhine bridge, 
near Cologne, to the Forum at Rome was 
more than 800 (English) miles, and the 
northern part of the route was infested 
with Teutonic spies; but if the caballus 
was a vigorous and alert youth with a 


good horse, (as was, usually the case,) 


and if he escaped the many dangers of 
the road, he reached Rome in something 
less than a month. 

It was certain that- the information 
thus conveyed to the Roman public could 
not by any possibility reach the succes- 
sor of Ariovistus (who was himself a 
prisoner, loaded with chains, in Caesar’s 
camp) in less than another month. News 
two months old was not of much value to 
the enemy, and even if it reached him 
when less stale it was very apt, as some- 
times happens under our censor, to tell 
him nothing which. he did not already 
know, either through the energy of his 
.own spies or because it was a matter of 
such common gossip that every fool 
knew it. . 

It was much the same about nineteen 
centuries later, in the days. of Napoleon. 

Now, Napoleon wrote reports of Jena 
‘and of Leipsic marvelously clear in ex- 
pression, concealing some facts and em- 
phasizing others. He caused these to 
be printed in the Moniteur Officiel in 


Paris, and the Parisians eagerly sought — 


his bulletins, which, without odious com- 
parison, were more interesting than 
those with which our censor is wont to 
favor us on Monday mornings. But 
there was no quicker way to get the 
news to Paris than was available to 
Caesar Caballus, and by the time the 
news got back to Bliicher it was stale, 
and told him nothing of the things he 
wanted to know. 

Thus, while Napoleon used the po- 
litical censor to accomplish his own pur- 
poses he gave no worry to the thought 
of the military censor; and while his 
writings in the Moniteur Officiel, some- 
what embellished later when he redic- 
tated them to Las Casas at St. Helena, 
tell us nothing about censorship, they 
may still, like Caesar’s Commentaries, 
be studied with profit in connection with 
the problems of 1918. 

During our civil war the war corre- 
spondent rapidly rose to a position of 
first importance. He was employed by 
various political Generals to give glow- 
ing accounts of their personal prowess, 
with the idea that these histories would 
be powerful factors in swaying votes at 
political conventions to be held after the 
war. The news that they furnished was 
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printed in newspapers which a few days 
later, owing to the camaraderie which 
throughout the civil war existed between 
“Yank” and “Johnny” on the picket 
line in the long interludes between bat- 
tles, were exchanged for tobacco and 
found their way to Richmond. Command- 
ing Generals complained, and with rea- 

* son, that not only the movements of their 
troops, but their plans as to future move- 
ments, became known to the enemy with 
distressing rapidity. Stanton exercised 
most ruthlessly the vast powers which 
Congress had conferred upon him, (and 
some which it -had not,) but the censor- 
ship idea does not seem to have occurred 
to him. 

In the war of 1870 the war correspond- 
ent tecame still more a prominent factor. 
Bismarck quickiy saw how, by coloring 
and distorting his dispatches, he could 
use him ‘for his sowesrareoees 
own purpose. The r 
French Generals 
were not so quick 
to realize his im- - 5 
portance and the 
danger of him. It 
was in this war 
that Archibald 
Forbes became fa- 
mous. He possessed 
wonderful powers 
of description, and 
the vivid, if not 
truthful, accounts 
which he sent every 
night from _ the 
French headquar- 
ters were eagerly 
devoured by the 
London public the 
next morning. 

In the war of 
1877 the Russian 
General Staff fully 
realized the value 
of accurate and dis- 
creet news and the 
danger of com- - 
municating intelli- 
gence to the enemy. 
From the Russian 
lines at Plevna, by 
courier to the tele- 
graph office. on the’ 
Danube, thence by 
wire to London, the 
news of yesterday’s 
battle was in today’s morning papers. 
And so much of it as the Turkish Ambas- 
sador or his advisers considered important 
was at the Seraskier in Constantinople in 
a few hours, and thence went in even less 
time to the Turk at Plevna, so that the 
dispatchés written on the field up to 6 
o’clock of an afternoon, describing, for 
instance, Skobeleff’s great assault on the 
Krishin Redoubt, were placed on Osman 
Pasha’s field desk (two miles -away) 
about noon on the following day. 

If they contained news which ought 
not to have been sent, as was frequently 
the case with the dispatches of Archibald 
Forbes, they were distinctly harmful; if, 
cn the other hand, they were written by 
men who, like Frank D. Millet and J. A. 
MacGahan, were the soul of honor, they 
contained nothing (even though most 
confidential information had been im- 
parted to these writers in order to en- 
able them to understand the battles they 
described) that would be of value to the 
enemy. The elaborate regulations gov- 
erning war correspondents which had 
been drawn up by the Russian General 
Staff—registration, passport with pho- 
tograph, brancard with “ Korrespondent” 
in capita] letters, and various other feat- 
ures designed to establish the status of 
the writer 4) make his identity evident 
in every part/of the army and hold him

responsible for what he wrote—did not 
fully meet the case. 

There were swarms of correspondents 
of all nationalities—more than eighty of 
them at the crossing of the Danube, of 
whom only four survived the snows of 
the Balkans and arrived at San Ste- 
fano with the advance guard eight 
months later; and of these four, all en- 
gaged by London newspapers, three 
(Frank D. Millet, J. A. MacGahan, and 
E. M. Grant) were Americans. There 
were also upward of twenty foreign of- 
ficers from almost as many nations at- 
tached to General Headquarters at the 
opening of the campaign, but only two, 
one German and one American, caught 
sight of St. Sophia with Skobeleff’s lead- 
ing regiment. 

The utmost courtesy was extended to 
these officers, and some of them re- 
See ne ‘ ceived every day as 
‘ a matter of routine 
a copy of the or- 
ders issued to 
corps and division 
commanders for 
the march or fight- 
ing of the follow- 
ing day. They were 
allowed to attach 
themselves to any 
division or brigade 
and follow it into 
battle in order to 
make their obser- 
vations at close 
range. So far as is 
known, these priv- 
ileges’ were not 
abused except in 
two cases. In con- 
sequence of mis- 
statements, Forbes 
was sent away 
from “the army be- 
fore the war was 
one-third over and 
forbidden ever to 
return, and the re- 
lations between 
Russia and Eng- 
land became s0 
strained as the war 
progressed that the 
British Military 
Attaché was in- 
vited to return to 
England, with a 
diplomatic request that no one be sent to 
replace him. 

It was the subtle Japanese mind that 
in 1904 invented the modern censor. 
While the siege of Port Arthur was in 
progress all the Military Attachés, as well 
as the correspondents, were lodged at 
Government expense at a hotel in Tokio, 
where they were attended by several 
Japanese staff officers of charming ad- 
dress, who brought to them from hour to 
hour the news received at the War Office. 
To their urgent requests that they be 
allowed to go to the front and observe 
the progress of events. with their own 
eyes and interpret them in their own 
language, most polite response was made 
that for the moment this was not pos- 
sible. : 

After the fall of Port Arthur, as Oku- 
ma advanced toward Mukden, the herd 
of scribes was transferred under tactful 
chaperons to Manchuria and followed the 
movements of the army at an exasperat- 
ingly safe’ distance.: A few days after a 
battle, when the dead had been buried 
and the field tidied up and the army 
moved some miles ahead, the foreign of- 
ficers and the newspaper men were ad-

vanced to the late scene of action and © 


there received an elaborate lecture from 
a thoroughly competent, highly educated, 
and most polite officer of the General 


Staff, explaining in full tail the phases 
of last week’s battle. 

It is needless to say that this was not 
the way in which they or their employers 
desired to obtain their information. But 
the Japanese never changed their rules— 
or their politeness. : 

In the present war the censor has come 
into his full glory and the Military At- 
taché and his newspaper colleague have 
been taught their place. The number of 
officers engaged in opening soldiers’ let- 
ters and obliterating what they imagine 
ought not to have been written to family 
or friends thousands of miles away, or 
in reading telegraphic dispatches and 
holding up the cable service from three 
to seven days, would easily furnish all 
the officers necessary for several divi- 
sions of fighting troops. As the war has 
progressed through its second, third, and 
new its feurth year, commen sense has 
gradually got the upper hand as to the 
dispatches from the actual fighting lines. 
There are more than one skilled and 
trained writer close up to the firing line 
who give us every morning adequate, in- 
telligent, concise, but sufficient accounts 
of yesterday’s work with machine gun 
and sharpnel, gas bomb: and bayonet, 
airplane and Zeppelin. Their reports are 
equal to the best of Millet and MacGahan 
and Davis in previous wars. They do not 


-give information to the enemy and they 


do give to the public at home accurate, 
vivid, admirable statements of fact. They 
are illustrated with a profusion of litho- 
graphic reproductions of the best maps, 
which has not been possible in previous 
wars. 

But if news from the front is first 
class and regulated by sound common 
sense, what shall be said of the futilities 
which the censor and his minions prac- 
tice in regard to news at the rear? These 
have been so ridiculed and so widely dis- 
cussed and reprobated that any further 
reference to them here would be @ use- 
less waste of space. But of one particu- 
lar thing, of such fundamental importance 
to the morale of the army, very little has 
been said. It relates to embarkation. 

During our first year of war there 
have been four military parades in New 
York—the New York National Guard on 
their way to entrain for Spartanburg; a 
brigade of the Rainbow Division, New 
York’s only colored regiment, and a con- 
siderable part of the Upton national army 
division. ‘These four organizations have 
marched down Fifth Avenue. They have 
been bid godspeed on their immortal 
mission by large and enthusiastic crowds, 
and to their dying day every man of 
them.will remember the event with pride 
and. satisfaction; while thousands of 
young men who watched them from the 
sidewalks have hastened to voluntary en- 
listment in the regular army without 
waiting for their numbers to be reached 
in the draft, so that they, too, might per- 
haps march down the world-famous ave- 
nue and receive the applause of those 
who line its sidewalks for every such oc- 
casion. 

Meanwhile, during this first year of 
war (deleted) thousands, or perhaps 
hundreds of thousands, of other troops, 
regulars, National Guards, national 
army, have come into Camp (deleted) 
near an Atlantic port, have remained 
there a few days and have then at some 
hour between midnight and sunrise en- 
trained upon the (deleted) Railroad and 
proceeded to the (deleted) piers, where 
they have been transferred to the (de- 
leted) ship and (deleted) ship. They 
have been sent below and have been told 
not to show themselves on deck unfil 
after dark the next night. Then about 
(deleted) A. M. the ship has backed out 
in the (deleted) River, forming part of 
an Atlantic port, and before the sun rises 
they have shipped out to sea—like a fili- 
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bustering expedition bound to the Span- 
ish Main. : 

Now, the censor seems to think that 
by these criminal precautions he has pret 
vented the German Great General Staff 
from learning when, how, and in what 
numbers our troops are being sent 
abroad, which is a colossal piece of self- 
deception. Any German spy who has 15 
cents in his pocket can go to (deleted) 
station on the (deleted) Railroad and 
buy.a ticket for (deleted) station about 
five miles away. He can then sit down 
on the bench of the first station and 
wait till his train comes along, which 
when troops are being entrained is like- 
ly. to be several hours hence. 

In front of his bench is the siding on 
which all troops entrain for the name- 
less piers of an Atlantic port. He can 
count the cars as they pull out in the 
darkness, and he has a fairly accurate 
idea of how many soldiers go in an ordi- 
nary day coach. As daylight approaches 
and the entraining ceases he can then 
buy another ticket which will convey him 
to a station about (deleted) yards from 
the transports to which these soldiers 
have been conveyed. Then for 3 cents 
more he can embark on a ferryboat which 
almost touches the transports as it passes 
the unknown piers. 

If his conscience is good, as is often 
the case with the worst of German spies, 
he will pay 3 cents for every trip, but 
there is no law or order which will pre- 
vent him from spending the next twenty- 
four or thirty-six hours, until he actually 
sees the ships back out in the murky 
night into the river. Then he can take 
the ferry to (deleted) Street on (deleted) 
and thence to (deleted) Ferry, where he 
can get on the (deleted) Island Ferry and 
run parallel to the ships as they start for 
“over there,” and he can sit in the 
(deleted) Island Ferry house, or walk

such that they pass very close to the 
shore of that village. At the end of his 
two days’ tour of duty he can make a full 
and accurate report to the master spy, 
giving the number, and probably the 
names, of the ships which have stolen 
away in the darkness. 

He can even, if he is of a plausible and 
chatty turn, report the name and number 
of each regiment which has embarked, 
for these can be obtained by rubbing up 
against the men when there is no officer 
closé by in the darkness, wishing them 
the best of luck, and asking how they 
left the folks out in Ohio; to which the 
ingenuous lad in khaki would probably 
reply that he is from Indiana, the 309th 
Infantry, but the Ohio regiment is going 
to entrain next. - 

Having received the report, the master 
spy wil¥ promptly send his radiogram to 
Berlin—just as he would if the loading 
had taken place in daylight and had been 
fully reported in the daily papers; pro- 
vided, of course, that he has radio con- 
nection with Berlin, by way of Mexico or 
otherwise.

until they were out of danger—because 
nobody was looking; hew the boy who 
has never been out of his native village 
in a remote State, and never would have 
been but for this war and conscription, 
since he is going to put his life to the 
chance, would like to have as many peo- 
ple as possible see him when he starts 
out to do his part in saving civilization— 
instead of “ cheesing it ” in the dark and 
getting about as much applause as a man 
receives when he passes through the 
streets on his way from the Tombs to 
Sing Sing. 

It’s all a part of the game, this march- 
ing off to the war. It goes with the uni- 
form, with the blatant bands and blaring 


trumpets, with the flying colors and the _ 


tingling blood, as the lad of 22 starts out 
to play with Death in a great game, and 
hopes he will do his part in it as well as 
his father and his grandfather or his 
uncles and their fathers did their part 
when in their day there were things to 
be settled which can only be settled by 
blood and suffering.

LL the mail for the members of the 
American expeditionary force in 
France goes through New York. 
All the letters from our soldiers 

“over there” are delivered through the 
New York Post Office. All the mail for 
men on American battleships is ad- 
dressed in the personal care of the New 
York Postmaster. 

On an average, 1,808,760 letters for 
our soldiers in France leave New York 
every week. In the week ended April 12 
—which may be taken as an average— 
1,346,300 letters and cards from mem- 
bers~of the expeditionary force were re- 
ceived here. Of the delivery of mail 
from our soldiers the Post Office has 
had almost no complaints; but there has 
been much questioning as to why it has 
taken so long for the soldiers in France 
to hear from home. 

“There have been several reasons for 
the slow delivery of mail to the soldiers 
of the American expeditionary force,” 
said Postmaster Thomas G. Patten. “In 
the first place, there is the enormous 
amount of it.” In addition to twenty- 
two and a half tons of letters a week, 
it is explained, the Post Office is sending 
over dn average of 12,000 sacks of paper 
and other printed matter—-about 600,000 
pieces. Mr. Patten continued: “ That is 
a tremendous amount of mail to handle. 
But as a matter of fact there are no 
delays now at this end. At one time 
there was some accumulation of mail 
here owing to lack of transportation 
facilities, but that trouble does not exist 
any longer. Another cause for delay 
was the suddenness with which the Gov- 
ernment decided to send the expedition- 
ary force to France. A great many 
things had to be done in a short time, 
and not everything could be completely 
organized quickly. 

“A considerable amount of delay in 
mail delivery has been all along, and still 
is, due to insufficient or incorrect ad- 
dressing. We send mail to the army 
units. Everything should be addressed to 
the. soldier by name, regiment, and com- 
pany, and the words American Expedi- 
tionary Force should be added. That is 
all, but that is necessary. If the address 
is incorrect, the letter comes all the way 
back here for us to make inquiries. If it 


Max Nordau on the 


This letter was written by Dr. Max 
Nordau, the world-famous French au- 
thor, to Mr. L. Shapiro of Borough Park, 
Brooklyn, who had asked Dr. Nordau cer- 
tain questions. Dr. Nordau wrote from 
Spain, where he is now living. 


Madrid, March 3, 1918. 
EAR MR. SHAPIRO: Allow me to 
answer your questions to the best of 
my capacity in the same order in 
which you put them to me. 

1. It is simply appalling that, even in 
minds of your intellectuality, in minds 
that are seriously and intensely at pains 
to arrive at the truth, there should still 
be room, after all the publications of 
official and other documents divulged 
during these last three years, for the 
smallest doubt as to who has incurred 
the responsibility for the world disaster, 
the most infamous crime recorded by hu- 
man history. This makes one despair of 
the power of truth to impose itself upon 
reason and to convince righteous con- 
sciences. 

The immediate cause of the war is the 
desire of the military and aristocratic 
caste of Germany to unchain it. Ger- 
many declared war on Russia under a 
preposterous pretext —the mobilization 
of the Russian Army ordered by that 


is inadequate, it takes the letter a long 
time to reach its destination. In any 
case, a letter or magazine that is wrong- 
ly addressed is subject to very great de- 
lay. And it is surprising how many peo- 
ple even now make mistakes. 

“ Another cause for delay is in the 
simple fact that the troops in France are 
not stationary. They are ordered to va- 
rious places.” 

There are two things about the so'diers’ 
mail which it is probable that the general 
public does not realize. The Post Office 
does not undertake'to deliver mail to in- 
dividuals in the army in France, and the 
postal authorities here never know the 
specific whereabouts of the units to which 
they send their sacks of mail matter. 

As E. M. Norris, formerly Superin- 
tendent of the Railway Mail Service, now 
Superintendent of Mails, explains, the 
“ expeditionary mail ” is all “ made up to 
units.” A letter addressed to Corporal 
John Jones, Company X, 999th Infantry, 
American Expeditionary Force, is not de- 
livered by the Post Office to Corporal 
Jones. It is delivered to the Captain of 
Company X of the 999th. With that the 
responsibility of the Post Office is at an 
end. The letter’s further fate does not 
conmie under the jurisdiction of the Post- 
master General, but of the Secretary of 
War. In other words, the delivery of a 
fetter to the specific individual to whom 
it is addressed is the task, not of the 
Post Office, but of the army. 

The Railway Mail Service, which han- 
dies the mail to the soldiers in France, 
has taken over three floors of the old 
Simpson-Crawford Building at Nine- 
teenth Street and Sixth Avenue, for this 
branch of its work. This office—known 
as the Chelsea Terminal—is the head- 
quarters through which all outgoing 
“expeditionary mail” must pass. Until 
recently 343 clerks were employed there; 
wince parcel post to the soldiers in France 
has been practically abolished the number 
of employes is not so large. 

At the Chelsea Terminal the mail is 
sorted and arranged by units, and from 
there sent to the port of embarkation 
and put aboard ships, addressed, not to 
the headquarters of the units—these are 
not known here—but to numbered postal 
agencies in France. The mailbags are

New York Postmaster Explains the Situation and Says the Incoming Letters from 
France Have Not Been Irregular Like Outgoing Mails 


now carried on the army transports. In 
France the United States Army Postal 
Service agencies take charge of the army 
mail. The Post Office authorities here 
do not know where the various agencies 
are; they only know that certain mail is 
sent to certain agencies by number; that 
the force of. United States postal clerks 
in France is already very large; that they 
are all under the general direction of the 
Second Assistant Postmaster General in 
Washington, and that their chief in Eu- 
rope is the United States Postal Agent, 
whose headquarters is in Paris. The 
local offices in France deliver the mail 
to the army units. 

The practical elimination of parcel post 
to members of the expeditionary force 
will simplify the delivery of their letters 
and papers by reducing the bulk of the 
mail. Since April 15 the Post Office has 
not received parcel post packages for our 
soldiers in France; under the rule that 
went into effect on that day, a soldier 
there can receive such packages only by 
permission of his commanding officer, 
and that permission must be written and 
sent over here to accompany the parcel 
to the Post Office. 

The soldiers’ “letters home” all go 
through the Pennsylvania Terminal, the 
big Post Office building at Thirty-first 
Street and Eighth Avenue. From there 
they are distributed throughout the coun- 
try, and the distribution is rushed 
through in the shortest possible time as 
soon as the mail is land<d. Every effort 
is made in the Post Office here to insure 
prompt delivery of letters from members 
of the A. E. F. If necessary, the ordi- 
nary mail yields place to soldiers’ letters 
from France. During the week of April 
12, in addition to 1,346,300 letters and 
cards, 5,292 pieces of printed matter were 
received from our soldiers in France. 

The figure of 1,808,760 letters sent out 
is the weekly average of the outgoing 
“expeditionary mail” since Jan. 1. The 
largest mail that has ever left New York 
—or any other port—was the Christmas 
mail to the soldiers “ over there.” There 
were 21,000 sacks of it, and the Govern- 
ment gave the Post Office a special boat, 
which sailed on Nov. 29, to take it over. 
The mail weighed more than 800,000 
pourds and filled a whole pier. When it

was stacked the pile of bags was 800 
feet long, 40 feet wide, and 10 feet high. 

Mail to warships of the American Navy 
which is addressed in care of the New 
York Postmaster has its special distribu- 
tion office in a building of its own at 
West and Morton Streets. 

The war has added to the duties of the 
New York Post Office in another way, 
however, than in the care of the “ expedi- 
tionary ” letters. That is in the great in- 
crease in parcel post. Embargoes and 
priority orders have laid’ upon the ex- 
press companies a great deal of the bur- 
den formerly carriéd by the railroads’ 
freight departments; asa result, Mr. Pat- 
ten pointed out, the Post Office has had 
to take care of much that was formerly 
express. 

The New York Post Office’s service 
flag bears 654 stars. The training of 
new employes to take the place of those 
in the service has formed no small part 
of the office’s work this year. Mr. Pat- 
ten has recently appointed sixty-three 
women clerks, which exhausted the civil 
service eligible register. As soon as the 
new list is ready he expects to appoint 
between 400 and 500 more. 

Every one knows, but as any postal 
clerk can tell you sadly, not every one re- 
members, that the phrase “ New York 
Post Office” does not denote the Post 
Office of Greater New York. The Post 
Office Department has never recognized 
the consolidation of the five boroughs. 
The New York Post Office serves Man- 
hattan and the Bronx. It consists of the 
General Post Office, at Eighth Avenue 
and Thirty-first Street; four large ter- 
minals—the Pennsylvania, Grand Central, 
Hudson, and Downtown Post Office; 46 
carrier stations, and 266 contract sta- 
tions. There are separate Post Offices 
for Brooklyn, Staten Isiand, Long Island 
City, Jamaica, Flushing, and Far Rock- 
away. Between these stations, as to 
Philadelphia or Portland, Ore., the letter 
postage is 3 cents. 

The clerks here do not often stop to 
count the day’s mail; it takes too long. 
But once in a while it is done. The last 
time was March 31. Between 10,000,000 
and 11,000,000 pieces of mail went 
through the New York Post Office on 
that day.

Letters and Photographs Now Coming to America Tell of Cruelties Practiced 
by the Invaders in Their March to the Piave River 


E real -story of the damage 

wrought by Austrian aircraft up- 

on the open cities of Padua and 

Treviso, as. well as upon minor 
towns of the Venetian plains, is best 
told by the pictures that are just begin- 
ning to reach this cquntry, portraying 
alike the menace to noble ‘edifices and 
the havoc of humble homes. But other 
and sadder stories,.of which no pictures 
are available, except those that dwell in 
the horrified memory of refugees or are 
conveyed by surreptitious messages of 
eyewitnesses, come across the Piave. 
These stories concern the condition of the 
Venetian provinces invaded by the Aus 
tro-Germans and their worthy allies, the 
Turks and the Bulgarians. 

When Italy wus winning, und had ad- 
vanced ‘into her “unredeemed” lands, 
she went on, rebuilding as she won, and 
the tender care which she bestowed yp- 
on her conquered lands was not the least 
interesting feature of her war. More 
than once the Hun came back through 
the clouds, and struck deliberately at 
some of the provdest monuments of Latin 
and Italian glory in the “ Irredenta ”; 
the bombardment of ‘the cathedral of 
Aquileia on May 13, 1917, was perhaps 
the most notable example of the series. 

After the Italians abandoned their po- 
sitions on and beyond the Isonzo for 
their stand on the Piave, the Austrians 
found the country right back of the 
actual firing line peacefulty leading its 
normal tife; every trace of war and de- 
struction obliterated as far as possible; 
civic reconstruction helped and fostered 
with all means; in fact, actually improved 
conditions all over. It is enough to cite 
the new ‘roads and: aqueducts on the 
Carso. 

What the Italians will find when they 
will have removed the invader from the 
Venetian and the “unredeemed” dis- 
tricts, is as unpleasant to think about 
‘and as repulsive to imagine as it is hard 
to say.. Word has come of the gassing 
of the town of Caporetto, emptied of its 
defenders by the insidious cunning of the 
enemy, who vented his cruelty and 
wafted his deadly gases on the women 
and the old men and the children, the 
only occupants of the place. What hap- 
pened beyond can hardly be guessed. 
Tales are told of terrible suffering and 
oppression imposed upon Trieste; of 
frightful reprisals and repressions meted 
out to what remains, after internment, 
starvation, and actual suppression, of 
the Italian population of other districts 
under Austrian rule. As for the invaded 
provinces of Venetia and Friuli, that ac- 
tually were and are a part of the King- 
dom of Italy, as Austria unwillingly va- 
cated them in 1866, the treatment to 
which they are being subjected is but 
a repetition and an aggravation of the 
treatment against which they had re- 
belled and fought so hard and so long 
in the past century. “Il Tedesco,” the 
German, (there was no difference made 
then between Austrian and German in 
words, and there is none to this day in 
the historic memory of the country,) is 
exactly the same byword of terror and 
cruelty to the descendants in 1917 as he 
was to the forefathers in 1866, and as he 
had been for centuries and centuries to 
Lombardy and Venetia especially, and to 
the rest of the country generally, way 
back to the time when Petrarch record- 
ed “the Bavarian cunning, which, lift- 
ing ‘a hand—(Kamerad! Kamerad!)— 
tries to fool with death,”.or further back 
yet, when the Roman, Marius, defeated 
the invading Teutons on those same 
Asiago highlands that saw the Austrian 
invasion repelled, in the Spring of 1916. 

To begin with material destruction and 
damage, we have the enemy’s own testi- 
mony, as published in the Austrian Neue 
Freie Presse, to the effect that, for an

example, the Castle of Collalto, being 
exposed to British and Italian fire, “ the 
German troops, exposing themselves to 
considerable risk, succeeded, in removing 
therefrom the greatest part of the 
pictures and of the valuable collections 
in the armory and in the library. But 
the frescoes attributed to Giotto and the 
works of Pordenone are lost beyond re- 
pai.” Which means, of course, that the 
museums in Vienna and Berlin are 
richer by a few more precious Italian 
spoils, and that what could not be re- 
moved has been mercilessly destroyed. 

Italy has naturally not forgotten how 
the Austro-German officers that at- 
tcmpted the first invasion from the 
Trentino were provided with Baedekers, 
and directions to the most notable mas- 
terpieces of the land, and how the ven- 
erable relics of the Asiago Museum were 
no longer there when the Italians re- 
entered the town. 

Word has reached this country re- 
cently of the destruction of the bronze 
statue of the famous actress, Adelaide 
Ristori, (who, by >, : 
the way, had won ¢% 
American laurels 
several decades 
ago, playing in this 
country with Ed- 
win Booth.) She 
was born in the lit- 
tle Longo bardic 
town of Cividale, 
which had recently 
dedicated a strik- 
ing memorial mon- 
ument to her glory: 
her life-sized por- 
trait figure in 
bronze, standing 
between two 
marble columns 
topped with the 
bronze masks of 
Tragedy and Com- 
edy. In their me- 
thodical devasta- 
tion of the occupied 
Italian territories 
the Austro - Ger- 
mans have melted 
down not only. this, 
but all the other 
bronze statues, 
which were famil- 
iar objects of pub- 
lic interest in the 
various towns of the invaded zone. 
One trembles to think what may 
have become. of the Longobardic 
“Tempietto” in the same city of Civ- 
idale; that most wonderful little monu- 
ment of the early Middle Ages, with its 
archaic frescoes and its unique stucco 
decorations and bas reliefs, which the

Italians had so carefully enshrouded in 
sandbags as a protection from possible 
aircraft shelling. . 
Not only the statues have gone, but 
it is known on good ecclesiastic authority 
that the churches have all been deprived 
of their bells, some of them the treas- 
ured heritage of centuries; and of the 
jeweled pieces in the sacristies; and that 
the altars have been stripped of the sa- 
cred vessels, just as the homes have been 
looted of the brass and copper jugs, 
ewers, and kitchenware, for which the 
Venetian kitchens have long been known 
to the ethnographers, and of which every 
Venetian family was hereditarily proud. 
In the City of Udine particularly the 
jewelers’ stores have been pillaged ard 
looted. The official automobile which 
was captured by the fighting rearguard 
patrols of the Italians during the retreat, 
and found stuffed full of looted jewelry 
and clothing, including women’s dresses 
and laces, is only one item, of a long 
story. In fact, not only precious objects 
or metals of obvious military usefulness 
f seem to attract the 
invaders, but the 
household furniture 
and linen, the act- 
ual kitchen and 
bedroom furnish- 
ings, are being 
systematically 
taken from the 
civilian population, 
and either used on 
the spot by the in- 
vaders, or, more 
frequently still, 
shipped away to 
unknown destina- 
tions, which can 
easily be guessed 
by reading about 
the internal condi- 
tions of the allied 


empires. : 
During the at- 

tempted invasion 

through Asiago, 


the Austrian Arch- 
duke in command 
issued a proclama- 
tion promising to 
his armies “the 
wine, the women, 
and the land” of 
Italy, if they 
reached the plain. 
They did not reach it then, because the 
contest was between Italian Army and 
enemy army; not, as last October, be- 
tween Italian Army and enemy treachery 
and propaganda. 

From the City of Udine, as well as 
from the minor centres of Feltre and 
Vittorio, comes detailed evidence of 





cruelty and outrage committed upon 
12 or 13 year old girls, and upon adult 


. Women, in many instances under the 


very eyes of mothérs, husbands, and 
relatives, bound fast and helpless. Let- 
ters received in New York tell of corpses 
cf young girls hung on the heavy iron 
grates of their home windows. During 
the first stages of the invasion, it is 
asserted in these letters, the drunken 
invaders actually dragged the women 
down. to the banks of the Piave, where 
their cries could be heard in the night 
by the Italians on the other side. There 
the Teutons made a fatal mistake. They 
fired the pride and the wrath of the 
Italian Army, arid whetted the Italian 
thirst for revenge. 

The Teutons have now found it ad- 
visable not to venture with such open 
brutality and insults anywhere. near 
the banks of the Piave. But the let- 
ters from Italy say that in the rear 
lines the same things of horror continue 
to happen, just as the horses of the 
Turks continue to the housed in the 
noblest Catholic churches, and just as 
the art cbnnoisseurs of the Imperial 
Staff continue to loot the richest villas 
and castles of their heirlooms, and to 
threaten with Kriegsgericht equally the 
poor man who pleads for his last mat- 
tress or bedsheet, and the rich dowager 
who asks that an heirloom be spared. 
“To the inhabitants of occupied lands 
nothing may be left except the eyes for 
weeping ” seems to be one of the Aus- 
tro-German commandments. 

As for the rest of the civilian popula- 
tion, long columns of them are known 
to have been headed for the central and 
eastern Austrian territory, presumably 
to work on the land or to be interned, 
probably never to emerge again. For- 
those who have been allowed to remain, 
military orders have been issued, cdm- 
pelling each and all of them, men, wom- 
en, and children, to work in the fields 
fourteen hours a day under military rule 
and supervision; “ and should any one be 
found lazy or unsatisfactory, they shall 
be flogged.” According to the best au- 


thority obtainable, the same treatment is _ 


also efficiently applied to prisoners. 

On the altied side prisoners of war 
are, if anything, too well treated; and 
Italy is perhaps particularly guilty of 
leniency in this respect. On the other 
side, every one knows what has hap- 
pened. Recently some three hundred ex- 
changed prisoners appeared. They were 
déscribed as “three hundred skeletons.” 
They all had a story of untold suffering 
and maltreatment. 

By international Red Cross agreement 
prisoners of war may receive food from 
their families. Now, Italy is not so rich 
in victuals that she may send of her 
own without feeling the pinch. Still, 
Italy, while cheerfully rationing and 
starving herself back of the lines, man- 
ages to save something for her pris- 
oners of war, and to hand the supplies 
to the Swiss Red Cross, which has been 
doing noble work in this connection. The 
Italians assert that there is good evi- 
dence that only a scant measure of the 
supplies forwarded ever reach the pris- 
oners; that no effort is made to locate 
them. 

Moreover, in violation of every inter- 
national convention, it is charged that 
the prisoners are employed on the firing 
line in military work, and are bodily 
punished and tormented — beaten, 
prodded, and flogged—as the spirit 
moves their keepers, who do not refrain 
from applying other more, cunning and 
repulsive forms of physical torture. The 
ravages of tuberculosis are apparent in 
a large number of the returned invalids. 

Such as these, and not infrequently 
worse than these, are the reports that 
come across the Piave. 
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hand, largely statutory; its general ap- 
plication is to members of the land and 
naval forces and to certain classes of 
civilians whose acts affect the safety 
of the army and navy. This distinc- 


tion is clearly set forth in briefs sub- 


mitted to the Senate Committee on 
Military Affairs, from which, I here de- 


_sire to state, the subject matter of this 


interview is drawn—following closely, in 
fact, one of them, with which I am in ac- 
cord. 

“ Under the acts of Congress the num- 
ber of those amenable to military law 
has been broadened to meet the appear- 
ance of new needs for the protection of 
the army and navy. Civilians made 
subject to military law include spies, 
persons giving relief to the enemy, army 
contractors, inspectors of army supplies, 
persons operating, or interfering with 
operation of, Government railroads and 
telegraph lines, under certain conditions. 

“Similarly there has been an exten- 
sion of the meaning of the word spy. 
Section 2 of the Act of 1806 provided: 
‘That in time of war, all persons not 
citizens of the United States of America, 
who shall be found lurking as spies, in 
er about the fortifications or encamp- 
ments of the armies of the United States, 
or at any of them, shall suffer death, 
according to the law and usage ef na- 
tions, by sentence of a general court- 
martial.’ 

“There was a restriction to persons 
not citizens or owing allegiance to the 
United States and a further limitation 
of ‘lurking as spies in or about the 
fortifications or encampments of the 
armies of the United States.’ 

“The section” just referred to was 
broadened by various amendments, both 
as to the class of persons who could 
commit the crime and as to the crime 
itself, until] under the Act of March 3, 
1868, ‘an act for enrolling and calling 
out the national forces and for other 
purposes, Section 38 provided as fol- 
lows: 

“That all persons who, in time of 
war or of rebellion against the supreme 
authority of the United States, shall be 
found lurking or acting as spies, in or 
about any of the fortifications, posts, 
quarters, or encampments of any of the 
armies of the United States, or else- 
where, shall be triable by a general 
court-martial or military commission, 
and shall, upon conviction, suffer death.’ 

“ Attention is called especially to the 
addition of ‘or elsewhere.’ With refer- 
ence to the addition of these two words 
Winthrop says that the jurisdiction was 
thus made general, ‘applicable to of- 
fenses committed anywhere in the United 
States or in another country during a 
foreign war.’ Under this section, now 
1343 of the Revised Statutes, it would 
seem to be within the authority of the 
army to try by general court-martial 
or by military commission any person 
who, when this country is at war, is 
found acting as a spy anywhere in the 
United States, that is ‘or elsewhere.’ 

“The Milligan case, decided by the 
Supreme Court in 1866, has been cited 
as a precedent against the constitution- 
ality of this bill by those opposed to it. 
The Milligan case, I hold, was a decision 
on the right to establish martial law in 
localities where the courts were open, 
and not a decision as to the power of 
Congress to legislate under Article I., 
Section 8, of the Constitution. The fol- 
lowing seems to contain the gist of 
that decision: 

“* It follows from what has been said 
on this subject that there are occasions 
when martial rule can be properly ap- 
plied. If in foreign invasions or civil 
war, the courts are actually closed, and 
it is impossible to administer criminal 
justice according to law, then, on the 
theatre of active military operations, 
where war still prevails, there is a ne- 
cessity to furnish a substitute for the 


civil authority, thus overthrown, to pre- . 


serve the safety of the army and society;

* * * Martial rule can never exist 
where the courts are open, and in the 
proper and unobstructed exercise of their 
jurisdiction. It is also confined to the 
locality of actual war.’ 

“This statement has been freely crit- 
icised by many jurists, although the 
actual decision of the Milligan case has 
been accepted as fundamental. The 
statement, it should be noted, uses the 
expression ‘martial rule,’ and does not 
necessarily limit to ‘ the theatre of active 
military operations’ the application of 
military law to civilians. 

“Further, under the new system of 
warfare introduced by Germany and her 
allies, what is the ‘ theatre of active mili- 
tary operations’ ? When an enemy sup- 
plements the former method of waging 
war by the use of troops and spies with 
the sending or the enlisting the services 
of hosts of civilians in the country it is 
fighting, to cause all the injury posible 
by undermining propaganda, by destruc- 
tion. of property, and in many other 
ways, the question arises whether the 
whole country thus attacked has not be- 
come a part of the zone of operations of 
the war, that is ‘in the theatre of mili- 


tary operations.’ It was on an inter- 
pretation of this very kind that Noel 
Hans Lody, a spy, was tried by court- 
martial in England, soon after the be- 
ginning of the war in 1914, and shot. 

“England, it should be said, was 
brought face to face with much the same 
legal problems with regard to spies as 
the United States is at present. In fact, 
England had less law on the subject. 
There was criticism in the newspapers 
of the failure to enforce the ‘law against 
spies’; it was pointed out that spies were 
being shot every day in Germany, France 
and Belgium, while the British Govern- 
ment was inactive. 

“The first English Defense of the 
Realm act, passed in August, 1914, made 
legal the trial by court-martial of per- 
sons violating regulations issued under 
the act by his Majesty in council, with 
regard in general to acts of assistance 
to the enemy. The act provided that 
such persons be treated ‘as if persons 
subject to military law.’ Under this 
statute the heaviest sentence was im- 
prisonment for life. A standard: Eng- 
lish law magazine correctly stated soon 
after the passage of the act: ‘ By this 
provision every British subject has be- 
come subject not to martial law, but 
* * * to military law as administered

by courts-martial,as if he were a sol- 
dier in active service. * * * It is 
an entirely new departure from consti- 
tutional practice and can only be justi- 
fied by military necessity.’ 

“This act, it should. be stated, was 
amended in March, 1915, owing to the 
opposition of British subjects to the pro- 
visions as applied to them. The amend- 
ment gave them the right to claim jury 
trial. With regard to spies, however, 
England continued to try them by court- 
martial under military law. 

“We admit the necessity of the trial 
of spies by court-martial, in order to 
afford protection to the army and navy 
and therewith to guard the safety of 
the country. But in our present situa- 
tion it is asserted, and I think with a 
good deal of truth, that the greatest 
injury done to us in this country is not 
done by enemy agents who would come 
under the technical description of spies, 
but by those cnemy agents who cause 
injury to aircraft, munitions of war, 
&c., or by those who spread the poison 
of German propaganda. We. control the 
lines of communication between this 
country and Europe, so that the spy, in 
the literal legal sense, is at least much 
hampered in sending any information 
from this country to Germany. If it is 
our safety that is primarily concerned, 
ard I contend that it is, why may not 
offenders certainly working as much in- 
jury to us as the technical spy be made 
subject to trial by court-martial? In 
doing this Congress would be doing no 
more than it did during the civil war, 
when, in order to meet successive new 
dangers, it made subject to military law 
certain classes of persons who were a 
menace to the safety of the army and 
navy. 

“Of one thing I have no doubt; that 
is the power of Congress to subject the 
enemy to trials by court-martial. Chief 
Justice Marshall held ‘that war gives to 
the sovereign authority full right to take 
the persons and confiscate the property 
of enemy aliens wherever found’ and, 
‘that when the sovereign authority shall 
choose to bring it into operation the 
judicial department must give effect to 
its will.’ ° 

“This plenary power of Congress 
was exercised in the Alien Enemy act of 
1798, and it is under the Revised Statutes 
of the original act that the President is 
interning enemy aliens. Congress is not 
limited, with reference to enemy aliens, 
to the Fifth and Sixth Amendments, and 
may order the trial and punishment of 
offerding enemy aliens by court-martial. 

“ Without intending to raise any ques- 
tion as to the efficiency of the Depart- 
ment of Justice, it is my contention that 


* the court procedure of peace times is not 


equal to dealing with the situation in a 
war like this. By way of illustration, a 
man guilty of the most treasonable ut- 
terances is indicted by the Grand Jury, 
tried by the petit jury, and sentence is 
passed. Then he is admitted to bail. The 
ease drags along on appeal, while the 
man goes back to the same practices he 
indulged in before indictment and trial. 
Under a military tribunal such a condi- 
tion of affairs would be impossible. 

“In my opinion some such legislation 
will eventually have to be passed to meet 
the situation of disloyal propaganda and 
other enemy agent acts in this country. 
It should be kept in mind that the mil- 
itary tribunal as provided in the bill 
does not displace the civil courts, but is 
supplementary to them.” 

One hears often, in connection with 
the discussions about whether civil or 
military courts should try enemy plot- 
ters, the question: “ How are spies and 
other enemy agents treated by our 
allies? ” 

In France all cases of espionage or 
“dealing with the enemy” are tried by 
court-martial. 

In Italy a like course is pursued; such 
cases are prosecuted before a military 
tribunal under military law. 

In England not only spies and actual 









enemy agents, but persons arrested on 


_ various charges of giving aid or comfort 


to the enemy, are liable to trial by court- 
martial; but a civilian British subject 


has the right to claim a trial by jury.” 


In such trial, however, whenever~it is 
deemed to be in the interest of the na- 
tional safety, the public may be ex- 
cluded from “ any part” of the proceed- 
ings, and the trial conducted “in 
camera.” Minor offenses under the De- 
fense of the Realm act are tried by 
courts of summary jurisdiction, and no 
claim for a trial by jury is allowed. 

The courts of all these. countries pass 
severe sentences upon persons whose 
speech or action has been such as to 
interfere in any way with the success- 
ful prosecution of the war. 

In the United States spies are, under 
the Articles of War, subject to trial by 
court-martial, as pointed out by Senator 
Chamberlain. But what is a spy? There 
are in this country plotters, sedition- 
mongers, dangerous propagandists, cor- 
rupters of soldiers and sailors, ob- 
structors of war operations, enemy aliens 
of suspicious activities, who are interned 
or tried by civil courts. In the Depart- 
ment of the East, for example, the 
United States Army has tried by court- 
martial, since we entered the war, just 
one man who was accused of being a spy, 
and he was found not guilty of that 
particular charge. 

In view of the discussions in this coun- 
try, the present provisions of England’s 
wartime law offer a commentary. These 
were mentioned onty briefly by Mr. 
Chamberlain. 

“England has abrogated the right 
of trial by jury for aliens charged with 
the offenses named in the Defense of 
the Realm act; while she allows British 
subjects the right, on claim, of trial by 
jury, this trial may, if the court decides, 
be conducted in Violation of that other 
ancient right of public procedure. A 
person accused and tried under these 
regulations is sentenced publicly; but 
where the evidence of the trial is such 
that it is deemed dangerous to the na- 
tional safety to allow the information 
to be spread abroad, the trial is con- 
ducted behind closed doors. England, 
unlike France and Italy, is like the 
United States on tH® question of the 
Milligan precedent—no enemy army has 
marched across her soil. . 

The Defense of the Realm Consolida- 
tion act of 1914 has been frequently 
amended and enlarged. It deals with 
the intricacies of complicated and some- 
times vexatiously detailed matters. The 
following are quotations from it: 

“His Majesty in council has power 
during the continuation of the present 
war to issue regulations for securing the 
public safety and the defense of the 
realm, and as to the powers and duties 
for that purpose of the Admiralty and 
Army Council and of the members of 
his Majesty’s forces and other persons 
acting in his behalf; and may by such 
regulations authorize the trial by court- 
martial, or in the case of minor offenses 
by courts of summary jurisdiction, and 
punishment of persons committing of- 
fenses against the regulations and in 
particular against any of the provisions 
of such regulations designed: 

“To prevent persons communicating 
with the enemy or obtaining informa- 
tion for that purpose or any purpose 
calculated to jeopardize the success of 
the operations of any of his Majesty’s 
forces or the forces of his allies or to 
assist the enemy; or 

“To secure the safety of his Majesty’s 
forces and ships and the safety of any 
means of communication and of railways, 
ports, and harbors; or 

“To prevent the spread of false re- 
ports or reports likely to cause -disaffec- 
tion to his Majesty or to interfere with 


the success of his Majesty’s forces by | 


land or sea or to prejudice his Majesty’s 
relations with foreign powers; or 

“To secure the navigation of vessels 
in accordance with directions given by 
or under the authority of the Admiralty; 
or 
“ Otherwise to prevent assistance being 
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given to the enemy or the successful 
prosecution of the war being endan- 
gered.” ; 

To convict under the fourth paragraph 
above quoted it is not necessary to prove 
that the report actually did cause disaf- 
fection; if in the judgment of the court 
the report was of such nature that dis- 


‘affection might be expected to result, 


the offense comes under the Defense of 
the Realm act. Moreover, the offense, of 
this or another kind, might be part of a 
definite enemy plot, or a piece of thought- 
less folly; in. the latter case the court 
would of course be lenient in its action; 
but the point is that things that endanger 
England’s force in the war must not be 
done; they are in any case punishable. 

In regard to the court-martial, courts 
of summary jurisdiction, and appeal for 
trial by jury, the act and its amend- 
ments continue: 

“For the purpose of the trial of a 
person for an offense under the regula- 
tions by court-martial and the punish- 
ment thereof, the person may be pro- 
ceeded against and ° 
dealt with as if he 
were a person sub- 
ject to military law, 
and had on active 
service committed 
an offense under 
Section 5 of the 
Army act: 

“Provided that

The act goes on to state, by reference 
to a previous Summary Jurisdiction act, 
that the right to claim trial by jury in 
certain offenses “ otherwise triable sum- 
marily” is herein excluded, but that a 
summary conviction may be appealed. 
An amendment continues: 

“ Any offense against any regulations 
made under the Defense of the Realm 
Consolidation act, 1914, which is triable 
by court-martial may, instead of being 
tried by court-mai tial, be tried by a civil 
court with a jury, and when so tried 
the offense shal] be deemed to be a fel- 
ony, punishable with the like punishment 
as might bave been inflicted if the of- 
fense had been tried by court-martial.” 

Punishment on trial by civil court, 
which is to be a like punishment to that 
of court-martial, is penal servitude for 
life, “ or any less punishment,” or if the 
offense was committed with the inten- 
tion of assisting the enemy, death “or

any less punishment,” with, in addition 


in either case, forfeiture of any goods 
in respect of which the offense may have 
been committed. 

In the act, the term “ British subject ” 
includes a woman who, a British sub- 
ject before her marriage, is the wife of 
an alien.

bancs, &c., outside regulations; contraven- 
tion of provisions for testing accuracy 
of information to Ministry from muni- 
tions establishment; nonproduction of 
national registration certificate to 
police; unauthorized possession of cer- 
tain ores and metals; refusal by per- 
son arrested on suspicion to allow photo- 
graph or fingerprint impression to be 
taken: noncompliance with rules regard- 
ing disabled carrier pigeons, closing orders 
for places of amusement, prohibited race 
meetings, railway travel, details of ship- 
ping, evening shop hours, use of sound 
signals, transmission of money or credit to 
or from enemy country; disturbing 
wounded soldiers or sailors by whistling or 
other noises. 

The detailed specification of “ offenses 
aginst these regulations ” in the Defense 
of the Realm act occupies many printed 
pages. Unless they are minor offenses 
specifically classified as “ summary,” de- 
cision rests with a naval or military 
authority as to whether they shall be 
tried by summary court, civil court, or 
court-martial, saving always the British 
subject’s claim against a court-martial 
trial. Alien spies are tried by court- 
martial. ; 

In France a sharp line is drawn be- 
tween offenses that bespeak actual deal- 
ing with the enemy and less culpable 
acts. The Secret Service and the mili- 
tary courts co-operate. All alleged 
spies are tried by court-martial. The 
distinction between civil and military 
cases was explained by a French intelli- 
gence officer here: . 

“If a man speaks against the war, or 
against France, or goes about saying 
that France is beaten and discouraging 
the people, he may be only expressing 
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his personal opinion or he may be in 
the enemy’s pay. If there is no reason 
to bélieve that he is arm enemy agent, 
he is dealt with by the Tribunal Correc- 
tionel; if he is suspected of having Ger- 
man money, or working in an enemy plot, 
he is tried by court-martia!. Generally, 
everything that has to do with the spy 
business is handled by court-martial, 
while propaganda offenses are taken up 
by the civil courts. When it is a case 
of dealing with the enemy, it is a case 
for the court-martial.” 

In some parts of France, near the line 
of invasion, towns are entirely under 
army jurisdiction; here all courts are 
military, and any sort of sedition, propa- 
ganda, &c., is much more severely dealt 
with them in, say, the south of France, 
or elsewhere under operation of civil 
law. Severe sentences are the natural | 
order in France, however, whether passed 
by civil or military courts, for any action 
that may interfere with the successful 
prosecution of the war. Sentences of 
fifteen, twenty, even twenty-five, years’ 
hard labor are not unusual for sedition 
and enemy plotting in France. 

As is known, all Germans in France 
are interned, no matter how rich or prom- 
inent they may be. There has been much 
“ spy trouble,” however, with people from 
Spain, Switzerland, Holland, Norway, 
and Sweden. Severe measures have re- 
duced that peril to a minimum. 

In Italy many amendments to existing 
laws and creations of new regulations 
have worked out a detailed system for 
the graduated treatment of sedition and 
the like; generally speaking, Italy's mode 
of procedure is like that of France— 
court-martial for “dealings with the 
enemy.” 

Senator Chamberlain’s bill, now with- 
drawn, was in part as follows: 


Be it enacted, &c., that, owing to chan 
in conditions of modern wastere, nora 
the enemy now attempts to attack and 
injure the successful prosecution of the 
war by the United States, by means of 
civilian and other agents and supporters 
behind the lines spreading false statements 
and propaganda, injuring and’ destroying 
the things and utilities prepared or adapted 
for the use of the land and naval forces 
of the United States, thus constituting the 
United States a part of the zone of opera- 
tions conducted by the enemy, any person, 
whether citizen. or subject of the enemy 
country, or otherwise, who shall anywhere 
in the United States, in time of war, en- 
danger or interfere with, or attempt to en- 
danger or interfere with, the good disci- 
pline, order, movements, health, safety, 
or successful operations of the land and 
naval forces of the United States (a) by 
causing or attempting to cause insubordi- 
nation or refusal of duty by any member 
of such land or naval forces, or (b) by 
delivering or transmitting, or causing to 
be delivered or transmitted, to any member 
of such land or naval forces, any written 
or printed matter which shall support or 
favor the cause of the enemy country or 
of its allies In the war, or which shall ap- 
pose the cause of the United States therein, 
er which shall contain any false reports or 
false statements intended to interfere with 
the successful operation of such land or 
naval forces, or (c) by printing or pub- 
lishing any such printed matter, or (d) by 
performing, or attempting to perform, any 
act made an offense aganist the United 
States by Section 1 (a), Section 1 (b), 
Section 1 (c), Section 1 (d). or Section 2 
of Title 1 of the act entitled “ An Act to 
Punish Acts of Interference with the For- 
eign Relations, the Neutrality, and the 
Foreign Commerce of the United States, to 
Punish Espionage, and for Other Pur- 
poses,” approved June Fifteenth, Nineteen 
Hundred and Seventeen, as amended, or (e) 
by performing, or attempting to perform, 
any act made an offense against the United 
States by the act entitled “ Ap Act to Pun- 
ish the Destruction or Injury of War Ma- 
terial and War Transportation Facilities by 
Fire, Explosives, or Other Violent Means, 
and to Forbid Hostile Use of Property Dur- 
ing Time cf War and for Other Pur- 
poses,” approved April —. Nineteen Hun- 
dred and Eighteen, or (f) by performing, 
or attempting to perform, any act made an 
offense against the United States by Sec- 
tion 12 or Section 153 of the act entitled 
“ An Act to Authorize the President to In- 
crease Temporarily the Military Establish- 
ment of the United States.” approved May 
Eighteenth, Nineteen Hundred and Seven- 
teen, shali be deemed to be a spy and be 
subject to trial by general court-martial, ‘or 
by a military commission of the army. or 
by a court-martial of the navy, and, on 
conviction thereof, shall suffer death. or 
such other punishment as sald general 
court-marti#!, or military commission, or 
court-martial shall direct. 

Section 2. Nothing herein contained shali 
be deemed to repeal the provisions of Sec- 
tions 1.342, as amended, 1.343, and 1.24 
of the Revised Statutes.

HEN the Director General of 
Railways announced a few 
days ago that he had taken 


over the New York State Barge Canal 
system as a war measure, to be operated 
by the Government to relieve the 
pressure on the railroads, he took the 
longest step that has yet been taken 
in this country for the development 
of inland waterways transportation. In- 
cidentally, he added one more item to the 
long and growing list of internal re- 
sources developed as war emergency 
measures, which will remain for our per- 
manent advantage when peace comes 
again. : 

How long it might have been before 
private capital would have felt justified 
in making the necessary investment in 
boats to compete with the railroads by 
carrying freight on the canal is problem- 
Although the big waterway 
has been completed, save for the last 
few finishing touches, there have not 
heen a dozen barges built, or even begun, 
for use upon it, and, of those actually 
built, most are in operation on only one 
of the minor branches of the system. By 
the time this article is printed con- 
tracts probably will have been let by the 
Government for the construction of a 
great fleet of concrete and steel barges 
to navigate the canal. These will be in 
operation before the present season of 
lake and canal navigation is far ad- 


atical. 


vanced. 

By the time the wheat and corn har- 
vests of the West are garnered and ready 
for shipment there will be adequate ship- 
ping ready to bring the whole crop, if 
need be, to the Atlantic seaboard by 
water and so.relieve the railroads of 
their heaviest annua] burden. And when 
the war is over, the canal fleet will still 
be available—possibly to be sold to pri- 
vate owners, but still available—to carry 
something like 20,000,000 tons of freight 
every year—bulk freight, such as coal, 
grain, ore, stone, cement; through freight 
from inland. points to the seaboard and 
local freight between canal points, all 
to the vast relief of the railroads and the 
benefit of the consumer as well as of the 
shipper. For water-borne freight not 
only moves for about one-eighth of the 
cost of rail transportation, but, on any

long haul, it moves faster than the eight- 
een miles a day which is the average 
rate of speed of loaded freight cars on 
American railroads. 

There is nothing in the least degree 
visionary about the Government’s plans 
for the utilization of the New York 
Barge Canal. Before Mr. McAdoo’s an- 
nouncement was made, the whole pro- 
gram had been carefully studied and 
mapped out, and a man picked out to 
operate it in the person of G. A. Tomlin- 
son of Duluth. Mr. Tomlinson is prima- 


_Trily a shipbuilder; as a Director and 


member of the Executive: Board of the 
American Shipbuilding Company he has 
been concerned with the construction of 
big lake freighters for a good many 
years. As a lake man interested in 
shipping, he has naturally given much 


thought and study to the problem of the 
connecting waterlinks between the lakes 
and the sea. His home city of Duluth is 
the port through which the largest vol- 
ume of bulk freight handled in any port 
in the world passes annually. He was 
one of the group of men who formed the 
Committee on Inland Waterways to co- 
operate with the Railroad Administra- 
tion. And it was in the offices of the 
committee in Washington that I got him 
to talk about his plans for the utilization 
of the Barge Canal. 

“We are going to build a lot of barges 
and operate them on the Barge Canal,” 
said Mr. Tomlinson. “If the first ones 
work out all right we shall build more 
like them; if they need improvement, 
we'll improve them. You see, we haven’t 
any experience to go on, because there 
ish’t any other inland waterway like this 
anywhere as to size, depth of channel, 
length, and many other factors. No- 
body knows exactly what sort of boat is 
best adapted to canal navigation under 
these new conditions. We have not set 
up any theory about it; we are simply 


going to build some boats that we know 


can be utilized and operate them on the 
canal and study the result very careful- 
ly. It will not take long to get a lot of 
boats into the water—I don’t want* to 
commit myself to any definite time—and 
then, if there is need for a change of de- 
sign, increased size or anything else, it 
can be met. The main thing is to get 
traffic moving over the canal, and that 
we are surely going to do as quickly as 
it can be done.” 

“Are you going to use concrete 
barges? ” 

“ Concrete and steel, both,” Mr. Tom- 
linson replied. “Concrete boats can be 
built quickly and cheaply. They have 


\ 
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the disadvantage of weighing more, size 
for size, and the matter of durability is 
as yet undetermined. They will un- 
doubtedly outlast the war emergency, 
however, and I am of the opinion that 
their operation in fresh water will be 
even more saisfactory than in salt water, 
as there will be no possibility of cor- 
rosive action on the concrete as from the 
salts in the sea water. I see no reason 
why they should not last and give good 
service for many years after the war. 

“Both the concrete and steel barges 
will be built from plans approved by the 
New York State Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Works, who is charged by law with 
the maintenance of the canal. I may say 
right here that we are working in the 
fullest co-operation with the New York 
State authorities, and shall, of course, be 
governed by all State regulations cover- 
ing operations on the canal. 

“Both concrete and steel boats will 
be 150 feet long, 21 feet wide, and 12 
feet deep. The concrete boats of that 
size will weigh about 310 tons each, the 
steel boats about 200 tons. They will 
draw, loaded, about 9% feet of water, 
and will have a cargo capacity of 400 to 
500 tons. These are smaller figures than 
the proponents of the 1,000-ton barge 
canal used to talk about, and we may 
find that larger boats can be operated 
more economically. The canal locks are 
810 feet long and 45 feet wide; these di- 
mensions will allow a tow of four boats 
of the dimensions decided upon to be 
locked through at one time, and they 
will be operated, at first, in fleets of 
four. A fleet of that size will carry 
4,000,000 pounds of freight, or the 
equivalent of fifty large freight cars. 

“Plans for the construction of the 
concrete boats have been completed and 
I have asked several of. the large con- 
crete construction concerns to bid 
on their manufacture. Actual con- 
struction work should be under way 
on them within a very short time. 
The plans for steel boats are prac- 
tically completed. As these boats will 
not have to withstand heavy weather, 
they can be constructed of light mate- 
rial. Plates only three-eighths of an 
inch thick, weighing fifteen pounds to the 
square foot, will be used, and there will 
be very little shaping to be done, as the 
barges will be flat-bottomed, with 
straight sides and practically no curves 
at any point. The general plan of con- 
struction will be similar to that of the 
Great Lakes freighters, with no stanch- 
ions or beams, giving a completely unin- 
cumbered hold from stem to stern. The 
bottom frames will be simple rolling mill 
shapes, and there will be no keelson. All 
of the parts can be readily fabricated 
complete at the steel mills and assembled 
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with the least possible expense at any 
lake or canal port—or on the Hudson, 
for that matter. I hope that we shall 
be able to do away with a great deal of 
the mold work and riveting that now 
takes so much time in ship construction. 
Instead of rivets, it is our purpose to 
have these barges assembled, so far :s 
possible, by electric spot-welding, which 
is the latest development in ship con- 
struction. It is quicker and cheaper 
than riveting and makes a stronger joint, 
and allows of laying on plates like wall- 
paper, since rows of rivet holes do not 
have to be accurately matched.” 

“What about power? Will special tow- 
boats have to be constructed? ” 

“We are already picking up all the 
available towboats on the lakes and 
canal,” replied Mr. Tomlinson. ‘“ There 
are pienty of small tugs available for all 
possible towing ne@s. It will take very 
little power to move the barges through 
the canal at the maximum speeds fixed by 
the State authorities. These speeds vary, 
the highest being permitted in Oneida 
Lake. The average is about six and a half 
miles an hour. These speeds are regulated 
in order to protect the banks of the canal 
from destruction by the wash that would 
be caused by higher speed. 


“ We have two distinct kinds of naviga-_ 


tion to tackle on the Buffalo-New York 
route. In the canal proper a tow of from 
2.000 to 2,500 tons is about all that can 
be handled by one tug over the 350 miles 
between Buffalo and Albany. In the 
Hudson River much larger fleets can be 
towed by a single bogt. In this respect 
the new canal practice will not differ ma- 
terially from. the old method of canal 
navigation, when the canal was merely a 
ditch and the boats trifling things com- 
pared with even a 500-ton barge.” © 

“ What about terminal facilities in New 
York Harbor? ” : 

.“That matter is entirely in the hands 
of Mr. Calvin Tomkins, formerly New 
York City’s Dock Commissioner. Of 
course, we shall have to have dock facili- 
ties for loading westbound freight and 
to some extent for unloading freight from 
the West, but Mr. Tomkins is working 
out plans for transferring a great deal of 
cargo up the river, out of the congested 
harbor district. . 

“To illustrate the possibilities, let us 
imagine a ship awaiting a cargo of 
grain for Europe. A fleet of barges, 
brought through the canal four at a 
time, could be assembled’ into a single 
tow at Albany, containing enough grain 
for the ship’s full cargo. The ship could 
anchor anywhere—as far up the river 
as Hudson, let us say—and a floating 
elevator alongside could transfer the 
grain to the ship’s hold with the least 
possible delay. No docking would be 





























necessary, the barges would be imme- 
diately released for a return trip, if 
there were no westbound freight. avail- 
able for them, and the ship could put 
out to sea. I do not say that this is 
exactly what will be done, but it il- 
lustrates what can be done.” 

“Has any policy been formulated as 
to the handling of 
/ local freight on the 
canal? ” 

“Local freight 
will not be barred, 
for the Govern- 
ment, in taking: 
over the exclusive 
operation of the 
canal, must keep 
in mind the policy 
of making it of the 
greatest possible 
use. The primary 
purpose in taking 
it over, however, is 
to facilitate the 
movement of war 
materials, either by 
carrying them on 
the canal or by car- 
rying other prod- 
ucts on the canal so 
that the. railroads 
can handle war 
materials to better 
advantage. Every 
case that comes up 
will be decided 
upon its own mer- 
its. It is the desire of the Direc- 
tor General of Railroads to operate 
the canal in co-operation with the rail- 
roads to the fullest possible degree. Sup- 
pose certain freight originating in Roch- 
ester, for example, is to be used at 
Schenectady for the fabrication of ma- 
chinery for the use of our army in 
France. That is local freight which 
might be moved on the canal, but 
whether it will be routed by canal or by 
rail will depend upon railroad conditions 
at the time, the need of speed, and many 
other factors. Or, maybe Syracuse has 
shipments to make to Albany, not of 
war materials, but of some commodity 
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that properly should be moved; by rout- 
ing it via canal that amount of the load 
is taken off the railroads between those 
points, and war supplies can move just 
so much more freely. The utility. of the 
canal will not be confined to the actual 
movement of through traffic, by any 
means, although such traffic, it is ex- 











through the lake and into the canal, with 
which the lake is now conne¢ted by a 9%- 
foot channel. Similarly, bituminous coal 
can be brought up to Watkins, at the head 
of Seneca Lake, and thence transshipped 
by water for distribution to Albany and 
points north and east as well as to the 
entire range of canal points. This will

pected, will constitute the bulk of the 
tonnage. . 

“Let me illustrate what I mean by 
taking the load off the railroads ”—Mr. 
Tomlinson turned to-a-map of the Barge 
Caral hanging on the wall of his office— 
“all of the coal, anthracite and bitumi- 
nous alike, for Northern New York and 
New Englard is now shipped by rail 
from the Pennsylvania fields. The Lehigh 
Valley Railroad taps the anthracite field 
and also touches Ithaca, at. the head of 
Cayuga Lake. Instead of hauling anthra- 
cite to the congested port of New York, 
it can be hauled to Ithaca, where a canal 
terminus has been erected, and loaded 
into barges there, which will be towed 


relieve the roads running from the coal 
fields to New York of a vast volume of 
coal tonnage, and not only check the con- 
gestion at the seaboard, but release cars 
and trackage for other freight that must 
be moved by rail.” 

“Have any plans been formulated for 
similar development of other inland 
waterways for war purposes? ” 

“Nothing definite, although the Com- 
mittee on Inland Waterways is investi- 
gating the whole subjgct of the utilization 
of water routes, both canal and river. 
There are few routes of the kind avail- 
able, however, for traffic in volume 
erough to justify the expense of under- 
taking to operate them at present. The 








Mississippi River is the largest water- 
way we have; but the north and south 
rail lines are not especially congested and 
the Mississippi dees not lead to points 
where large volumes of freight are con- 
sumed or readily handled for export, 
from points where such freight origi- 
nates. One possible development may 
be the inland route 
from Beaufort, 8. 
C., to New York. 
There is a series of 
inland waterways, 
partly artificial, 
partly natural, 
that, with very lit- 
tle improvement, 
would permit the 
movement of good- 
sized craft along 
the whole _ coast, 
making -it possible 
to move by water 
a great deal that 
now has to be 
shippéd by rail or 
run the risk of the 
severe Winter con- 
ditions along the 
Atlantic Coast. The 
utilization of this 
route would re- 
lease more coast- 
wise ships for oth- 
er important war 
service. It might 
be possible to use 
: on this route in 
Winter the same barges that are built 
for the New York Canal at the season 
when navigation is closed in the North. 
“That is merely a suggestion, how- 
ever. The one thing that is sure is that 
we are going ahead to build barges and 
operate them on the Erie Canal. When 
the war is over we shall have demon- 
strated the utility—or lack of it—in a 
canal with a 9%-foot depth of water. 
That is something we do not as yet 
know anything about. All future plans 
and programs for the improvement of 
America’s inland waterways will be based 
on our results—at least, until a larger 
experiment is tried.” 
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Over There and Over Here: A Contrast 
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week here after my return almost a 
nightmare. I couldn’t adjust myself 
physically or mentally to the conditions 
and attitudes here. -I can’t yet. One 
can’t help but compare the things that 
are going on. there and the things that 
are not going on here! I mean here in 
* the homes and intimate lives of the peo- 
ple. The mental inertia of the people, the 
sluggishness of their movements in lend- 
ing a hand, their blindness to what is 
going on there, is devastating in its ef- 
fect upon one who can compare the two. 
There—war, hell, fire, hunger, home- 
lessness, everything one can think of in 
the way of suffering, and yet, in spite 
of it all and because of it all, a spirit 
like that of conquerors; here—ease, plen- 
ty, happiness, and abounding selfishness 
and an attitude of indifference that is 
appalling. 

“It isn’t pleasant saying this, but one 
can’t help saying it, seeing the way 
things are. Are we a nation of ‘blind 


moths’? Must we have things staring . 


us in the face before we receive the 
gift of sight? Must our streets be filled 
with the sights that fill the streets of 
France before we will awake to a sense 
that we are at war and that we owe 
something to the war and to those who 
are in it? It is not that we are incapable 
of sacrifice, but that our minds seem to 
be wrapped in a lethargy of inertia. We 
haven’t been scratched yet. France has 
been bled. Her women are starving, her 
children are dying, and yet we of Amer- 
ica go about doing. our duties and taking 
our pleasures as though nothing were 
happening in the world. 

“Every time I see a man or woman 
taking tea at 5 o’clock, I want to call 


out to him or her to stop, to remember 
that the 50 cents he or she is spending 
for the purpose, in most cases of satisfy- 
ing a habit, is enough to feed one French 


family for a week. Every time I see a 


person mounting a bus I want to take 
him off and tell him that cents will 
buy a child in France five pi, os of bread. 
Perhaps I am obsessed with the subject, 
but one can’t help being that after hav- 
ing seen the misery and horror under 
which the people of the devastated 
French villages are today living. To the 
woman who timidly says, ‘I don’t know 
what I can do to help; I’m sure I’d like 
to do something,’ I would say, ‘Give up 
that which is dearest to you and your 
life and then maybe you'll get a glimpse 
of the glory of sacrifice of French wo- 
manhood.’ If nothing else, it will make 


her think, and maybe pause for a moment 


before she makes a needless expendi- 
ture. Giving to the extent of personal 
sacrifice—that is the need of the present 
time, and saving, saving, saving, wher- 
ever and whenever possible, so that oth- 
ers may have a chance to live. 

“There is a bright side over there, 
too. It’s during the hours of leave the 
men have that they forget the rigors and 
the discipline of the battlefield and revel 
like little children in the joy of living. 

“ Then, too, there is the wonder of the 
work done at the hospitals. The most 
amazing, perhaps, is done at the hospital 
of Dr. Pons. Men with jaws, noses, 
ears, and fragments of cheek shot away 
are tenderly cared for and made whole 
again. The work has reached a stage of 
perfection that is inspiring. Masks are 
made of faces of the wounded, the miss- 
ing features filled in, and a mold of the 
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jaw, nose, ear, or cheek is made. Out of 
flesh-colored clay or putty the missing 
part of the face is formed, and attached 
in a way to defy detection. The patient 
receives the mold and a quantity of the 
putty when he leaves the hospital, and is 
taught how to remove the old cast and 
put on a new one when the old shows 
signs of wear. 

“ And through it all, again, is the smile 
that has grown to me to be the spirit of 
France. These maimed and crippled, they 
ask no pity, they want no pity. All they 
desire is a bit of co-operation that will 
enable them to care for themselves. The 
spirit of independence is strong within 
them. They feel that they have done 
what they simply had to do, and they 
have done it simply, and now they are 
ready to go on living their own lives in 
the work they have been taught. The 
attitude of all of them is the one of hav- 
ing done something toward the hastening 
of victory and in that duty done they are 
happy.”

They think they know a good deal — 


about the causes of the many accidents, 
both fatal and unimportant, that have oc- 
curred during the last six months. And 
they declare very positively that not 
one of these accidents has been due to 
faulty construction or to enemy tamper- 
ing with the machinery. They say that 
in every ease, thus far, the cause for 
the accident was to be found in the man 
himself and not in the machine he was 
driving. : 
Among the fliers the conviction is 


‘strong that even if the machinery of an 


airplane were to be weakened by the 
method. indicated by Senator Overman 
it would probably be discovered in the 
course of the rigorous examination and 
tests to which it is subjected before 
it is sent from the factory. Still, they 
admit that a machine so damaged might 
possibly slip through without discovery. 
But they do not believe that, up to the 
present time, any such damaged machine 
has been sent to an American flying 
field. 

And as for the possiblity of a German 
agent doing any “monkey business” 
with an airplane after it is reeeived by 
a flying field, they scoff without mercy 
at the mere suggestion. They do not 
deny the possibility of spies being pres- 
ent on any or all the flying fields, but 
they do not believe that the most astute 
and malignant German agent could “ put 
anything over” in the hangars which 
house their steeds of the air. 

In charge of each hangar is an officer 
whose duty it is to know all-about each 
machine in it, what happens to each one, 
where it is at any moment, and what 
its condition is whenever it is in the 
hangar. Three mechanics are detailed to 
each machine to keep it in order and 
groomed for use whenever it may be 
needed. The flying men are conf‘dent 
that no sabotage could be successfully 
attempted under these conditions except 
by means of an organization so large 
and so unlikely in flying field forces that 
its possibility is not worth considering. 
In addition, no man ever takes a p'ane 
up from a flying field without himself 

e 


first carefully inspecting its machinery. 
The aviators are so confident that the 
fault does not lie in the planes that when 
they are discussing the causes of acci- 
dents they do not even mention the planes 
or their machinery, unless they are ques- 
tioned by an outsider. They confine 
their discussions to the human factor in- 
volved and speculate upon why his nerves 
or his muscle, his heart or his brain, 
failed him at some crucial moment. 

The percentage of losses among stu- 
dent aviators is much larger at the Cana- 
dian than at the American training 
schools, while the number of fatal acci- 
dents at the Canadian ficld at Fort 
Worth, Texas, is appalling. That field 
has suffered more casualties than all the 
other fields together in Texas. The avi- 
ators of the American fields are all of 
the opinion that the fatalities there are 
mainly due to haste and carelessness in 
training. 

At the American fields a man must 
have had from four to nine hours of 
training in the air with an instructor, 
the time depending on his quickness in 
learning control, before he is allowed to 
take up a machine by himself. 

A “tail spin,” one of the causes of ac- 
cidents most commonly cited, is an acro- 


_batie stunt which an aviator must know 


how to execute with skill and ease. In it 
he noses his machine downward with its 
tail whirling in a circle above him, while 
its nose whirls in a similar but smaller 
circle beneath him, and he, in the pilot’s 
seat, is the pivot of the two gyrations. To 
the landsman it sounds a heady sort of a 
combination, and it is likely to prove so 
to the airman unless he has the knowl- 
edge and the skill with which to manage 
it. To throw his machine in and out of 
tai] spins is a part of his daily practice 
after he begins the acrobatic ~training, 
and in a very little while he acquires suf- 
ficient knowledge of what to do and in- 
stinctive control of the machinery to 
execute tail spins as easily and safely 
as he could twirl on his toes or turn on 
his heel if his feet were on solid ground. 
But he may get into a tail spin acci- 
dentally in his early flights alone and, 
although he may know what is the right 
thing to do to take the machine out of 
it, he may lose his head at the crucial 
moment and fail to do what he ought. 
Every man, woman, ‘or child who has 
learned to ride a bicycle or drive an au- 
tomobile is familiar with that -uhcon- 
scious influence of the mind over the 
muscles which causes one who has not 
yet acquired complete command of .a ma- 
chine to drive straight at the object which 
he wishes and is doing his best to avoid: 
The aviator has a brief time in his tiain-

ing when he suffers from that same dif- 
ficulty and at important moments is 
prone to give the wrong pressure upon 
his control stick or his elevator. If he 
does this when his machine goes into a 
tail spin and his mind does not work 
quickly enough to recognize his difficulty 
and do the right thing, a fatal accident 
is very likely to result. 


Dizziness, sudden panic, failure to 
think quickly, unconscious movement, 
ignorance of what to do, may cause a 
fatal accident when a learner gets into 
a tail spin accicentally. Or he may in- 
tentiorally take his machine into one, be- 
fore he has had the usual instruction, out 
of the spirit of adventure, or even the 
kiddish desire to convince himself of his 
daring or exhibit it to his fellow-stu- 
dents. But, whatever the cause, it is 
the opinion of flying field aviators that 
getting into a tail spin, purposely or ac- 
cidentally, without being able to manage 
it properly, is the cause of a large pro- 
portion of fatal accidents at the flying 
fields. 

The same perverse, unconscious in- 
fluence of the mind over the muscles 
which forces the bicycle learner straight 
toward the object he is trying to avo'd 
is responsible for many of the fatal ac- 
ciderts due to collisions. Even th> most 
expert of fliers may be unable to avert a 
serious accident when he sees approach- 
ing him a plane dviven by a cadet who 
is doing his level best to keep his ma- 
chine out of the other’s way. How se- 
rious and ever prese~t is this darger in 
flying fields is proved by Captain Ver- 
non Castle’s death. 

In flying there are certain “ blind an- 
gles” in which collisions are possible 
through no fault of th driver of either 
plane. The sections of space covered by 
the wings of his ship are invisible to the 
pilot, ard if such a section coincides with 
the space cozcealed from the eyes of an- 
other pilot approaching from below or at 
one s‘de, a sudden crash is likely to be 
the first that either knows of the other 
plane. This “blind angle” may be the 
cause of an occasional serious accident, 
but aviators do not think that such col- 
lisions are of frequent occurrence. 

Engine trouble causes many unim-« 
portant accidents, but, aviators say, 
should never offer any serious difficulty 
to a man who has learned how to manage 
his plane. if he is in a region where it is 
possib!e for him to come down. safely. 
And for engine trouble there are as 
many possible and legitimate causes as 
there are reasons for an automobile to 
balk. 

In a few cases a broken propeller has 
caused a pilot to make a forced landing, 
with -injury to his plane, but, up to the 


present time, never with serious result 
to: himself. The accompanying picture 
shows what happened to a pilot when his 
propeller weakened, cracked and broke 
over the grounds of a high school in the 
environs of Houston, Texas. He brought 
his ship down with some damage to it, 
but none to himself, and greatly to the 
delight of the inhabitants of the region. 

Various causes may result in the 
breaking of the propeller. It may have 
been injured in some previous nose dive 
to the ground;. or a bird may have got 
entangled in its blades. Cadets are for- 
bidden to chase birds because of the 
possibility of such a result and the sure 
smashing of the propeller. Neverthe- 
less, they do it sometimes, when the in- 
stinct of the chase is strong in their 
blood. And it would be quite possible 
for a bird to fly against his propeller, 
to the undoing of both bird and propeller, 
and the pilot to be ignorant of what had 
happened. 

The men who by hard work and steady 
practice have earned th2 right to the 
title of “birdmen” believe that with 
both students and skilled aviators one 
cause of fatal accidents is the failure of 
the nervous system to respond immedi- 
ately and accurately to the command ‘of 
the brain. Anything which causes nerv- 
ous fatigue may bring about that phys- 
ical . state—dissipation, nerve strain, 
physical weariness, lack of sleep. The 
flier must be so alert, his grasp upon 
every situation which may confront him 
so instant, and his action to meet and 
control it so prompt that the fraction of 
a second in the movement of his hand 
upon the controls of his machine may 
mean the difference between life and 
death. ; 

And anything which slows by ever so 
little the action of the brain in an emer- 
gency, or the flashing of its commands 
along the nerves, or the instant obedi- 
ence of the motdr nerves may send him 
crashing to the earth. The cadets before 
they have become what they call “ in- 
stinctive fliers” are especially liable to 
this danger; although even these who are 
skilled in the air are not free from its 
menace. Birdmen who are skilled in 
one, or another, or several forms of ath- 
letics say that in nothing else have they 
felt so much the necessity of this instant 
and lete resp of the nerves to 
the demand upon them. 

The cadets quickly discover, so they 
say, that lack of plenty of sleep soon 
results in a physical condition which, 
although they would not even notice it in 
any other occupation, they regard as dan- 
gerous in flying. In one of the Texas 

. fields recently a Lieutenant with a repu- 
tation as a skilled and careful aviator 

















fell from a considerable height and was 
killed instantly. His nearest friends 
were unanimous in the belief that his fall 
was due to the fact that he had not been 
getting enough sleep. For a week he had 
been giving instruction in night flying, 
working all night, and had not been able 
to sleep well during the day. 

Careful training and plenty of prac- 
tice soon bring the student aviator to the 
point where flying hecomeg as instinctive 
with him, in the movement of hand and 
foot upon the controls of his machine, as 
the action of -his body in walking. For 
him flying becomes as safe as running 
an automobile is for the skilled motorist, 
so far as the machine and his control of 
it and the medium through which or 
upon which he moves are concerned. But 
the unreliability of the human mechan- 
ism must still be reckoned with, and that 
unreliability seems to be greater in the 
air than it is upon the ground. It some- 
times results in strange and unexpected 
happenings. 

Once in & while a man in the best of 
health and the pink of condition, who has 
passed with high success every one of 
the severe tests to which aviation candi- 
dates are subjected, who has never faint- 
ed before in his life, will-faint while he 
is in the air. One recent fatal accident 
at a Texas field is supposed to have been 
due to that cause. 

One pilot fainted and the plane 
fell to the earth, but neither he nor 
the student with him was hurt except 
for a few scratches and cuts. He said 
that he did not know why he fainted. 
All that he knew was that he suddenly 
lost consciousness, and did not regain it 
until he was being hauled out of the 
wrecked airplane. He had never fainted 
before in his life. 

Neither had another young fellow, to 
whom everything suddenly became a 
blank as his machine was sailing away 
through the blue. It was still sailing 
along easily when presently he came to 
himself again with the feeling that some- 
thing had happened to him. Looking 
down, he could see that he had covered 
a considerable distance since the moment 
when he had lost consciousness. He does 
not know why he fainted any more than 
‘he knows why he did not spin downward 
to probable death during those blank mo- 
ments. 

A British surgeon attached to the 
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Royal Naval Air Service, Dr. H. Graeme 
Anderson, who has had extensive ex- 
perience at British flying stations, has 
recently written some interesting con- 
clusions concerning these somewhat ob- 
secure causes of airplane accidents at 
training schools. 

In the opinion of Dr. Anderson, based 
upon study and comparison of the state- 
ments made to him in such cases by a 
hundred student fliers, there is a brain 
fatigue not due to previous mental or 
physical strain that may yet cause seri- 
ous accidents. He thinks it is induced 
by the impact of overwhelming sensations 
upon the mind of the pupil after he is in 
the air. The flying pupil who is over- 
come by this form of fatigue, says Dr. 
Anderson, “ reaches the stage ~vhere he 
has the power neither to reason, decide, 
nor act. A state of mental inertia super. 
venes. This is due to repeated stimuli 
received by his brain in rapid succession 
in his flight. He feels alone; a succes- 
sion of errors occurs in the air; he feels 
he cannot manage to control the air- 
plane; fear does not seize him, but the 
enormity of the whole thing appalls him; 
he feels helpless, and a state of brain 
fatigue occurs in which he, in a stupor, 
awaits events and takes little part in the 
airplane’s cont 

This form of brain fatigue would 
seem to be largely a result of personal 
temperament. Dr. Anderson thinks it 
responsible for “a fair proportion of 
accidents ” among students in the early 
stages of flying, and he adds that student 


aviators who have suffered from it, if- 


they escape injury, are likely to give up 
flying. , 

‘There are many, many of the unim- 
portant accidents, of which nobody takes 
heed. But of fatal accidents, notwith- 
standing the concern over them manifest 
in some parts of the country, the per- 
centage is no greater than should be ex- 
pected, is less than in the flying schools 
of some other countries, and is not high- 
er than it is in-almost any extra-hazard- 
ous occupation. And when it is remem- 
bered that this latter comparison brings 
together figures representing men in the 
training stage with those of skilled work- 
ers, it is evident both that flying is a 
safer game than it has the credit of be- 
ing, and that it will be a good plan for 
the country to guard against hysteria 
over the fatalities that do occur. 


Washington Landlady Profiteers 


By a Woman War Worker 


E word has gone forth that women 

are needed in the Government serv- 

ice in Washington to release men for 
the army and navy, and from north, east, 
south, and west they have come pouring 
into the capital, most of them with the 
idea of doing their bit, although, per- 
haps, adventure plays a part in their 
patriotism. Work is indeed a-plenty, and 
only the absolutely impossible are turned 
down; but (and it is a tremendous but) 
the burning question is.where are these 
young people to live and ‘have their be- 
ing in the off hours. For Washington is 
still provincial, still goes on its placid, 
bureaucratic fashion frying to make a 
Laby’s dress fit a grown person. 

Here still in this crowded town is the 
woman who will only rent her rooms to 
Southerners, another who only. cares to 
take Presbyterians, another who for pa- 
triotism is willing to overcharge for in- 
ferior accommodations and make it a 
favor; and here is the landlady (and her 
name is legion) who prefers “ gentlemen 
or officers,” and one can make what one 
likes out of that. 

hie is \disheartening to reply to an ad- 

ent, have the door opened a 
phir and then slammed in one’s face 
with the words, “ We only take gentle- 
men.” Sometimes a bright spot illumines 
the way when we learn that a “ gentle- 
man” with a Congressional air (you 
know it) and the usual frock coat goes 
away with 4 three weeks’ board bil) un- 
paid, and this in a place where a refined 
woman had been refused. 


Many of the young girls are sleeping 
from five to eight in a room and being 
charged $40 a month apiece for the priv- 
ilege. With une salaries paid by the Gov- 
ernment it is impossible for these girls 
to do more than just live. They cannot 
save anything—not even enough to take 
a train back home. 

One girl I know of had a few days’ 
leave, and returned unexpectedly late one 
night to find two strangers in her bed— 
paying for it, too. But then there is no 
profiteering in Washington, we are told. 
Board has to be paid twe weeks in ad- 
vance, so many are obliged to stay out 
that time, no matter how unhappy the 
room or the board. 

What with the Huns battering women 
in the church, in the market place,. and 
every other undefended place ea France, 
and landladies boycotting “women in 
Washington, we have certainly fallen 
upon evil days. It is very pathetic to see 
young girls, at the centres where they 
give out lists of rooms, trying to keep 
from crying when after a weary search 
tiey have found nothing suitable. Usual- 
ly they have suitcases and coats which 
they have wearily carried around all day. 
Most of the room-renting individuals, 
after listing their rooms or advertising 
them, put on their bonnets and go out, 
and the poor applicants, unused to Wash- 
ington, ring the doorbells in vain. The 
latchstrings on the Government depart- 
ments, however, are all out, and there is 
no difficulty about getting work.

Art at Home and Abroad

Independents’ exhibition are big 

enough to be rather easily found 

if the patience of the visitor 
holds out. One of the advantages 
supposed to accrue to this patient 
visitor from the alphabetical system of 
arranging the exhibits, is the necessity 
forced upon him of seeing things he 
would not otherwise look at on his way 
to the things he knows he wishes to see. 
If he is intent upon the murky realism 
of the heavy Gauguinesque nude painted 
by Mr. Ellis with an unmistakable au- 
thority he must pass the wall upon which 
conspicuously hangs a very different 
feminine type painted by Mr. Eilshemus, 
pulling at her dank hair and seeing 
visions across an ocean pool. To a 
happy-go-lucky public which knows what 
it doesn’t like neither picture will give 
pleasure, but to find Mary Foote’s digni- 
fied and sensitive full length portrait of 
Mme. Yorska and Mr. Field’s richly char- 
acterized still life, a joy to both eye and 
mind, the other pictures must first be got 
over, and also a pale dotted sky picture 
which in juxtaposition with its dark 
neighbors makes a great white hole in 
the wall. However, if the public thinks 
it is taking medicine it will be perfectly 
amiable about it, for its health comes 
first with it. 

As one passes from A to Z, and all the 
intermediate exits are wisely closed, one 
passes also from optimism to pessimism 
and then from pessimism to optimism 
with dizzy rapidity. The exhibition must 
be accepted as reflecting to a greater, or 
less degree the tendencies of the time, 
and such tendencies as it does reflect are 
disconcertingly various and conflicting. 
To get them all into your mental picture 
of the period and society represented in- 
volves a complete neglect of aesthetic 


T: needles in the haystack of the 





standards and an interpretation of art 
confined entirely to its expression of the 
artist’s state of mind, and there are 
many states of mind which it is neither 
interesting nor profitable for any but 
the trained psychologist to investigate. 
Among the pictures that hold the at- 
tention during the odyssey of a profes- 
sional visitor to the galleries are exam- 
ples of all schools and one or two that 
escape classification. One hardly would 
know, for example, where to pigeonhole 
such an amusing little piece of sophisti- 
cated naiveté as Jennie Van Fleet Cow- 
dery’s “An Afternoon, 1869,” with its 
deep and subtly modulated greens and its 
strip of jeweled color thrown across the 
composition by the line of ladies in old- 
fashioned costume strolling in the park. 
It is easier to find a place for G. Morti- 
mer Block’s “ Teuton Demon,” a green 
monster with pointed head and blood- 
stained hands who might have come 
directly from a Berlin exhibition. There 
are several paintings that look as though 
they were intended for decoration of the 
Fritz Erler type. There are several also 
that show the effect of modern French 
influences, and in such examples as Frank 
Burty’s clear walled city subject with its 
gray roofs and green vines give every 
assurance that such influences may lead 
toward reasonable and well proportioned 
design, harmonious and wholesome color. 
André Dérain’s distorted perspectives, 
on the other hand, in spite of the ad- 
mirable workmanship, show themselves 
sinister as well as subtle, and hint at a 
desire to get as close to chaos as the 
orderly French mind can bring itself. 
The exaggerated emphasis of the ex- 
hibition is fatiguing. The larger pro- 
portion of the pictures seems to have 
been painted with full comprehension of 
the difficulty cf making one’s self salient 








in a crowd, and seen in long procession 
winding in and out of the clever alcoves 
that have been devised for them they 
clump through the mind like the pon- 
derous ene-eyed monster in Lord Dun- 
sany’s “ Night at an Inn.” The result 
occasionally is that the inconspicuous 
thus becomes conspicuous by contrast, 
and a gallery visitor in the least sensi- 
tive to sensitiveness is pulled up short 
by such a bewitchingly delicate piece of 
drawing as the distinguished little head 
by Anna K. K. Sherwood. Among the ex- 
hibitors who show familiar work of a 
characteristic kind is John Sloan, whose 
“Town Steps” and “ The Cot” are fine 
examples of his quiet, highly developed 
and richly personal style. George Bel- 


elows is represented by “Girl in Green 


and Gold” and “ Camden,” the latter a 
transition picture marking the some- 
what wavering retreat of the artist from 
the traditions of his past. In his earlier 
work he had much to say and invariably 
said it with positive accents. He keeps 
his positive accent, but apparently has 
forgotten what it is he had meant to 
say. Among the painters of stil} life, Isa- 
be} Le Boutillier with her “ Basket of 
Roses” takes a high place. The “en- 


velope of atmosphere,” a phrase which . 


has dropped out of criticism for lack of 
opportunity to use it, is rendered with 
skill and feeling, and the pleasant little 
garden subject is invested with purest 
poetry by the technical adequacy with 
which it is treated. . 

The range of the exhibition is from 
realism of the minutest kind to the 
syncopated measures of the new schools. 
Upon one wall hangs a photographically 
precise reproduction of the printed like- 
nesses of three Presidents of the United 
States, pinned against a bit of wood 
paneling. In the same alcove are a 
fluent study of a girl’s head by William 
Glackers and “The Ascent of a Depart- 
ing Soul” by Joseph M. Garvey. It is 
an impossible exhibition, yet it is the 
sincere expression of an ideal that may 
in time come close to a dignified realiza- 
tion, the ideal of a democratic gallery 
where every artist may have his chance 
to be judged by the public without the 
interposition of representatives. Until 
the public makes vulgarity and ineffi- 
ciency unpopular such an exhibition is 
bound to contain much that has. nothing 
to do with art, and the art that gets into 
it is pitifully misplaced. 





A Group of American Painters. __ 

Ten American painters, but not the 
historic “ Ten,” are showing their work 
at the Montross Galleries until the ‘mid- 
dle of May. The most striking picture 
in the exhibition is Robert Henri’s “ Fay 
Bainter as the ‘Image’ in ‘The Willow 
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iety of Independents 
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Tree. The actress is crouching with 
her makeup box in front of her, enhanc- 
ing her already highly emphasized color. 
Her slim figure is enveloped in an outer 
robe of gorgeous red, and beneath are 
seen the soft greens and violets of the 
under robe. Mr. Henri has managed a 
brilliant color scheme with a truly Orien- 
tal tact, subduing his intensities of hue 
and subtracting from them every pos- 
sibility of garishness until they unite in 
such a tone as one. gets in the finest of 
the ancient porcelains. The gray-black 
background,. also, is sensitively painted 
so that the flaming little figure is sur- 
rounded by air, and the jet-black head 
tells as having thickness and ponderabil- 
ity. The mask-like quality, of the face is 
in strong contrast with the beautifully 
modeled hands, their palms like the petals 
of flowers, their contours tremulous with 
the movement of life. It is not only a 
brilliant but a very exquisite picture, 
eloquent of the painter’s mastery of his 
instrument. 

A group of five paintings by Childe 
Hassam is entirely dedicated to the 
American flag and the flags of our allies 
as they float on a Fifth Avenue breeze 
over the heads of indistinguishable mul- 
titudes. How much of the aesthetic ef- 
fect of a flag in a picture depends upon 
the way in which it is treated is made 
clear by comparing any one of Mr..Has- 
sam’s flag pictures with Gifford Beal’s 
brisk composition “At the Skating 
Races.” Mr. Beal makes his atmosphere 
cold, his skaters animated, his color 
stimulating and vivacious, but the 
American flag seen against a violet hill- 
side is hopelessly out of his scheme. 

C. Bertram Hartman’s “ Navajo Pas- 
toral,” showing the red cliffs of the 
Canon de Chelley, the wild young goats, 
and a goatherd in broad red skirts echo- 
ing the color of the cliffs, is a highly 
unusual version of a place that seldom 
receives” justice from its. intimidated 
chroniclers. 

Jerome Myers is at his best in two 
child pictures; one of them a decorative 
arrangement on a salver shaped canvas 
has the look of an Italian primitive with- 
out a hint of the copyist, however. Mr. 
Myers has studied children for many 
years and is able at last to paint them 
with their own spontaneity of gesture. 
Nothing more lovely can be imagined 
than some of the delicate turns of young 
heads on slender throats, some of the 
stiff yet resilient little attitudes of 
straight young backs, in these new rec- 
ords of childhood. And the color is gay- 
er-and more blonde than ever before, the 
color of Spring gardens. 

The other paintings area pueblo scene 
by George Bellows, with interesting pass- 
ages but making a confused general. im-

Early Mezzotints. 


At the Knoedier Galleries is a remark- 
ably fine collection of early mezzotints, 
including many rare plates in superb im- 
pressions. Every one of the prints is 
taken from the soft copper, which yields 
only from twelve to thirty good impres- 
sions before the plate begins te show 
wear. The introduction to the catalogue 
gives a coneise account of the mezzotint 
method, which is not superfluous, as many 
intelligent lovers of art still are hazy. 
in their knowledge of the beau proc- 
ess. A mezzotint cannot properly be 
called an engraving. There is no cutting 
into the copper surface with a graver’s 
tool. Instead the surface of the plate 
is scratched with « tool called a rocker, 
which has fine teeth, and when passed 
over the plate in every direction covers 
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If the 


the surface with small holes. 
plate were inked at this stage it would 
yield a rich velvety black without modu- 
iation.. In order to obtain modulation, 
after the design has ‘been drawn on the 
givund (covered with a wash for the 
purpose) the lights and half lights are 
scraped out, the high lights are made 
by scraping the plate entirely smooth 
where these are desired. To get the 
different values of a painting in a mezzo- 
tint reproduction required not only skill 
of hand but close rectitude of observa- 
tion and an artistic sympathy with the 
feeling of the painter. 

The first known mezzotint is in the 
present collection. It was made by Lud- 
wig von Siegen from a portrait. drawn 
by himself of Amelia Elizabeth, Dowager 
Landgravine of Hesse. There is also “ The 
Standard Bearer ” by Prince Rupert, who 
learned the secrets of the process from 
the inventor himself; and there are many 
portraits of famous Englishmen and Eng- 
lishwomen by the better-known masters 
of mezzotint from the paintings of Rey- 
nolds and Lawrence, Romney, Raeburn 
and Gainsborough. The admirable cata- 
logue gives in connection with the titles 
of the subjects many an interesting inci- 
dent in the lives of the distinguished sit- 
ters and is one of the rewarding little 
contributions to the literature of art 
that pass as negligible with the general 
public, but are prized by those who know 
how much exact knowledge goes into 


their preparation.

The Work of the Durant Kiins. 


The Spring exhibition of the recent 
products of the Durant Kilns is now on 
view at the exhibition rooms. This su- 
perb ware appeals most directly to those 
familiar with the great wages of the 
past and appreciative of austere forms 
and deep-toned glazes. The aubergine 
glazes combined with the Persian blue 
afford perhaps the greatest satisfaction. 
In a bowl with aubergine glazing on the 
outside and blue within the most ex- 
quisite variety is gained by the reflec- 
tions of the irregular blue edge in the 
dark outer glaze and other unforeseen 
tricks that only partly can be controlled 
by the potter. A very splendid apple 
green also is a color to thrill any sensi- 
tive observer, and there is another blue 
which might be called Mediterranean— 
but is not. 

The devices by which the glazes are 
kept from monotony are not apparent 
to the casual glance, but are eloquent of 
the artistic tact which goes to the making 
of a perfect object; and to its preserva- 
tion from that deadly evenness of finish 
which passes as perfection with many 
otherwise high-minded people. Where 
there seems to be danger that a glaze 
will cover the surface with a monotonous 
richness it is painted on with a brush 
end the natural irregularity of the move- 
ment of the brush across the surface 
breaks up the color and gives a charm- 
ing modulation of light and dark. It is 
possible, however, to find an even greater 
pleasure in the sombre beauty of a dark 
aubergine glaze that spreads evenly over 
the surface of the object. A glorious 
little bowl of modest pretensions has 
this quality and in order to protect it 
from monotony the potter has made use 
of the ribs formed in the throwing of the 
piece, the glaze pouring over these with 
a vibrating note of light on the crests 
and a richer shadow in the hollows. 





. High School Art’ in Museums. 

An unusual compliment has been paid 
to the art department of the high schools 
by an invitation to exhibit their applied 
art work in the galleries of the Amer- 
ican Institute of Natural History and the 
Brooklyn Institute Museum. 

The American Museum of Natural His- 
tory has recently installed the exhibition 
of the high schools of Manhattan and the 
Bronx in Forestry Hall, on the ground 
floor of the building. Many large cases 
exhibit the work of the several schools to 
advantage. .Most of this work comes 


from girls’ clagses, and includes em- 
broidered and appliqued designs in great 
Particularly noteworthy are the 


variety. 


painted box forms from the Julia Rich- 
man High School, the handsomely em- 
broidered net bags ‘from the Wadleigh 
High School, and the gayly decorated 
quilts and couch covers from the Wash- 
ington Irving High School. Morris High 
School, in the Bronx, shows an entire 


range of its applied art work, from sim-g 


ple painted and embroidered forms by en- 
tering pupils to elaborate and beautifully 
colored articles of dress by the advanced 
classes. Bryant High School, Long Isl- 
and City,also contributes some jnterest- 
ing Batik panels, developed by the use of 
hot wax and dies in the manner first de- 
vised by the textile designers of Java. 
The Brooklyn Institute Museum on 
Eastern Parkway has extended the use of 
the Main Gallery in the entrance hall. 
Seven high schools in Brooklyn and 
Queens unite to make an attractive 
showing. The Eastern District High 
School includes in its exhibition some 
gayly decorated smocks, and Erasmus 
Hall many painted box forms. A color- 
ful contribution is made by Bay Ridge 
High School with some of the pottery de- 
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signed, glazed, and fired in the school, 4m 


while Manual 
shows a number of pieces of carefully de- 
signed embroidery and several decorative 
panels that were accepted by the Archi- 
tectural League for exhibition in the gal- 
leries of the Fine Arts Building. 
Brilliant color marks the unusual col- 
lection of boxes shown by the Girls’ High 
School, while Bushwick High School and 
Newtown High School offer a wide range 
of decorated trays, candlesticks, boxes, 
and runners. Of particular interest are 
some free Batik designs shown by Bush- 
wick High School from classes of. boys 
who have been fascinated by this Eastern 
art, and who display great boldness and 
originality in adapting it to home needs.
